being  present."  And  every  act  which  received  the  assent  of  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, pursuant  to  section  15  of  article  3  of  the  constitution  of 
this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words  "  passed,  a 
majority  being  present."  And  every  act  which  received  the 
assent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  branch  of 
the  legislature,  pursuant  to  section  20  of  article  3  of  the  con- 
stitution of  this  state,  is  designated  under  its  title  by  the  words 
^'passed  by  a  two-thirds  vote."  (See  legislative  law,  laws  of 
1909,  chapter  37,  section  44.) 
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PUBLICATION  OF  SESSION  LAWS. 


§  45.  Publication  of  settion  laws;  contents  of  pabUslied  yolnmes  of 
sesBion  laws.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  annually  cause  the 
session  laws  to  be  published  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  the  legislature.    Such  volumes  shall  contain: 

1.  A  statement  of  the  names  and  residences  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators  and  members  of  assembly,  the  pre- 
siding officers  and  clerks  of  both  houses  in  office  during  each 
session. 

2.  The  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  passed  at  each  session. 

3.  Amendments  to  the  state  constitution  approved  and  ratified 
by  the  people  at  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

4.  Tables  showing  the  laws  and  parts  thereof  amended  or 
repealed  by  such  laws. 

5.  Indexes  of  the  laws  and  concurrent  resolutions  contained  in 
such  volumes. 

6.  Such  other  matters  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  published 
in  such  volumes. 

Such  laws,  concurrent  resolutions,  tables,  indexes  and  other 
matters  so  required  to  be  published  shall  be  prepared  for  publi- 
cation in  the  state  library  under  the  supervision  of  the  director 
thereof.  Side  notes  or  eection  headings  shall  be  inserted  indi- 
cating the  subject-matter  of  the  several  sections  of  the  laws  and 
concurrent  resolutions.  Suitable  references  to  existing  general 
or  consolidated  laws,  codes,  or  special  or  local  laws  may  be  made 
in  foot  notes  or  otherwise.  The  said  director  may  submit  to  the 
state  printing  board  changes  in  the  style  of  execution  as  to  type 
and  paper,  which,  when  approved  by  such  board,  shall  be  the 
style  of  execution  to  be  thereafter  followed  in  the  publication  of 
session  laws.  All  contracts  hereafter  entered  into  for  the  print- 
ing of  session  laws  shall  be  for  terms  of  two  years,  and  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  printing  thereof  in  the  style  as  so  approved,  and  with

the  notes  and  referenced  and  in  the  form,  and  containing  the 
matter,  herein  authorized  or  required.  Each  volume  printed  for 
the  state  shall  contain  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state  that 
it  was  printed  under  his  direction.  (Legislative  law,  L.  19Q9, 
ch.  37,  §  45,  as  amended  by  L.  1911,  ch.  272.)

Chap.   1. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  highway  law,  in  relation  to  the  punish- 
ment for  violation  thereof  in  the  operation  of  motor  vehicles. 

Became  a  law  January  16,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subdivision  nine  of  section  two  hundred  and  ninety  ^  iw«» 
of  chapter  thirty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled }  ^-^J^^J- 
"An  act  relating  to  highways,  constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of  ^'j  ^^^^^' 
the  consolidated  laws,''  as  added  by  chapter  three  hundred  and"*^*^*- 
seventy-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

9.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  section  of  J^r"\*ou!- 
this  article,  which  violation  is  stated  separately  to  be  a  ™i«-p*rovwon« 
demeanor,  is  punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  onej^j^*^^«^'<» 
year  or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both,  Jj^^jj;'' 
and  for  a  violation  of  any  other  provision  of  this  article,^  for 
which  violation  no  punishment  has  been  specified,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

§  2.  Subdivision  eleven  of  section  two  hundred  and  ninety  of  J^^^^j^J^ 
said  chapter  as  added  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  seventy-four  ^j  ^^^'^°' 

1  Words  "  which  violation  is  stated  separately  to  be  a  misdemeanor,  is 
punishable  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year  or  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  both,  and  for  a  violation  of  any  other 
provision  of  this  article,"  new. 
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of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

11.  Release  from  custody,  bail,  et  cetera.  In  case  any  person 
shall  be  taken  into  custody  charged  with  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  he  shall  forthwith  be  taken  before  the 
nearest  magistrate,  captain,  lieutenant,  clerk  of  the  court  or 
acting  lieutenant  who  shall  have  the  power  of  a  magistrate  and 
be  entitled  to  an  immediate  hearing  or  admission  to  bail,  and  if 
such  hearing  cannot  then  be  had,  be  released  from  custody  on 
giving  a  bond  or  undertaking,  executed  by  a  fidelity  or  surety  com- 
pany authorized  to  do  business  in  this  state,  or  other  bail  in  the 
form  provided  by  section  five  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  code 
of  criminal  procedure,  such  bond  or  undertaking  to  be  in  an 
amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  if  the  charge  be  for 
a  misdemeanor,  except  as  herein  provided  where  the  charge  is  a 
violation  of  subdivision  three  of  section  two  hundred  and  ninety 
of  this  article,*  for  his  appearance  to  answer  for  such  violation 
at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  then  be  indicated.  In  case  a  person 
is  taken  into  custody  charged  with  being  guilty  of  a  felony  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  such  bond  or 
undertaking  shall  be  in  an  amount  not  less  than  one  thousand 
dollars.  On  giving  his  personal  undertaking  to  appear  to  answer 
any  such  violation  at  such  time  and  place  as  shall  then  be  in- 
dicated, secured  by  the  deposit  of  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the 
amount  of  such  bond  or  undertaking,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  in  case 
the  person  taken  into  custody  is  the  owner,  by  leaving  the  motor 
vehicle,  or  in  case  such  person  taken  into  custody  is  not  the  owner, 
by  leaving  the  motor  vehicle  as  herein  provided  with  a  written 
consent  given  at  the  time  by  the  owner  who  must  be  present, 
with  such  oflGicer;  or  in  case  such  person  is  taken  into  custody 
because  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article  other 
than  on  a  charge  of  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  subdivision 
three  of  section  two  hundred  and  ninety  and  such  officer  is  not 
accessible,  be  forthwith  released  from  custody  on  giving  his  name

Passed, 
three-fifthB  being  present. 

Hie  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The- sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000),  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  out 
of  any  moneys  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated,  for 
the  compensation  of  persons  appointed  by  the  governor  to  ex- 
amine and  investigate  departments,  boards,  bureaus  and  com- 
missions of  the  state,  and  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  the 
examinations  or  investigations  of  such  departments,  boards, 
bureaus  and  commissions,  including  services  of  assistants  and 
stenographers,  pursuant  to  section  eight  of  the  executive  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  military  law,  in  relation  to  the  adjutant- 
general  of  the  state. 

Became  a  law  January  29,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in,  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

^i^ivi!^      Section  1.  Section  eighteen  of  chapter  forty-one  of  the  laws  of 
■  ^  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the 

ch.  281.  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows '} 

§  18.  The  adjutant-g^eneral  of  the  state,  his  pay,  assistants  and 
employees.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state  shall  have  such 
assistants,  and  such  clerks,  employees  and  laborers  as  may  be 
necessary  from  time  to  time  who  shall  be  appointed  and  shall  be 
removed  by  him  at  his  discretion,  and  any  officer,  who  is  such  an 
assistant,  may  be  rendered  supernumerary  by  the  governor  at  any 
time.  He  may  by  a  writing  filed  in  his  office  designate  any  one 
of  his  assistants  to  act  as  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  in  the 
absence  of  the  latter  from  the  capital  city  of  the  state  or  in  case 
of  his  inability  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office.  There  will  be 
allowed  to  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state  for  his  salary  five 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually.  There  shall  be  allowed 
annually  fifteen  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  or  so  much  thereof 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  salaries  of  the  assistants.  Necessary 
traveling  expenses  and  subsistence  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
state  and  his  assistants  when  traveling  on  duty  and  under  orders 
as  well  as  the  office  expenses,  clerical  services  and  labor  will  also 
be  allowed.  The  adjutant-general  of  the  state  may  require  his 
assistants  or  any  of  them  to  give  bonds  with  sufficient  surety  in 
not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars  each  to  the  people  of  the 
state  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  such 
bonds  to  be  approved  by  the  governor  and  comptroller  and  filed 
in  the  latter's  office. 

§  2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed.

AN  ACT  to  incorporate  the  Harriman  Research  Laboratory. 

Became  a  law  January  30,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  William  Q.  Lyle,  M.  D.,  Lewis  R  Morris,  M.  D-,^S*~- 
Mary  W.  Harriman,  Wirt  Howe,  Kobcrt  L.  Gerry,  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, are  hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  of  ^jj^**» 
The  Harriman  Kesearch  Laboratory  for  the  purpose  of  conduct- 
ing, assisting  and  encouraging  scientific  investigation,  experimen-  purpotc 
tation,  and  research  in  the  sciences  and  arts  of  hygiene,  medicine 
and  surgery,  physics,  chemistry,  bacteriology  and  allied  subjects, 
in  the  nature  and  causes  of  disease  and  the  methods  of  its  pre- 
vention and  treatment  and  making  knowledge  relating  to  these 
various  subjects  available  to  the  public.

($7,500)  is  hereby  appropriated  from  any  moneys  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated,  for  the  investigation,  care,  mainte- 
nance and  improvement  of  the  state  reservation  at  Saratoga 
Springs  by  the  commissioners  of  said  reservation  to  be  paid  by  the 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  upon  vouchers  ap- 
proved by  the  said  commissioners. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  certain  immediate  expenses 
of  the  l^islature,  and  providing  for  deficiencies  in  former 
appropriations  therefor. 

Became  a  law  February  7,  1&13,  with  the  approval  of  the  Oovemor.    Passed 
by  a  two- thirds  vote. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  several  sums  hereinafter  named,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  are  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any 
money  in  the  treasury,  not  otherwise  appropriated,  payable  by  the 
treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller  for  the  purposes  and 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided:

For  deficiency  for  expenses  of  legislative  committees,  including  Miseeiia. 
compensation  of  witnesses;  for  indexing  the  bills,  journals  and

Became  a  law  February  10,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  m  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section    1.    Section   one   hundred   and   forty-two   of   chapter  Jj  ^J^'^/'* 
thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  Jf  *JJf'*J{f 
"An  act  in  relation  to  insurance  corporations,  constituting  chap-  l^^^l^  ^^ 
ter  twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,''  as  added  by  chapter  ^^^^\ 
seven  hundred  and  forty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  J^',^f" 
and  eleven,  and  amended  by  chapters  one  and  one  hundred  and 
seventy-two   of   the   laws   of  nineteen   hundred   and   twelve,    is 
hereby  repealed. 

§  2.  Such  chapter  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  New  s  i« 
new  section  to  be  section  one  hundred  and  forty-two  thereof  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  142.  Ag^ent's  certificate  of  authority.  The  term  "  agent "  in 
this  section  shall  include  an  acknowledged  agent  or  any  person, 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  who  shall  in  any  manner 
aid  in  transacting  the  insurance  business  of  any  underwriter,  in- 
corporated or  unincorporated,  by  negotiating  for  or  placing  risks 
or  delivering  policies  or  collecting  premiums,  but  shall  not  include 
the  officers  and  salaried  employees  of  any  such  underwriter,  who 
do  not  receive  commissions.  Every  underwriter,  incorporated  or 
unincorporated,  engaged  in  the  transaction  of  any  business  of  in- 
surance within  this  state,  upon  the  employment  or  termination  of 
the  employment  of  any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corpora- 
tion to  act  as  its  agent  within  this  state,  shall  certify  such  fact  to- 
gether with  the  name  and  address  of  such  agent  to  the  superintend- 
ent of  insurance;  and  shall  also  annually  during  the  month  of 
January,  in  such  form  as  the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall 
prescribe,  file  with  him  a  list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  its 
agents  authorized  to  act  as  such  within  the  state.  No  person, 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  shall  as  agent  act  for  any 
such  underwriter  in  this  state,  unless  such  underwriter  shall  have 
fully  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  nor  unless  such 
agent  shall  have  procured  an  agent's  certificate  of  authority  from 
the  superintendent  of  insurance.     The  superintendent  of  insur- 
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ance  shall  file  in  his  office  evidence  of  the  issuance  of  every  such 
certificate  to  an  agent,  together  with  evidence  of  such  agent's 
authority  from  each  underwriter  for  whom  he  is  to  act.  An 
agent's  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  issued  only  upon  applica- 
tion filed  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  in  such  form  as 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  prescribe.  Every  such  cer- 
tificate shall  expire  on  tiie  thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the 
calendar  year  in  which  the  same  shall  have  been  issued,  but  if  the 
application  for  the  renewal  of  any  such  certificate  shall  have  been 
filed  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  before  January  first 
of  any  year  such  agent  may  continue  to  act  as  such  imder  such 
expired  certificate  until  the  issuance  to  him  by  the  superintendent 
of  insurance  of  a  new  certificate  or  imtil  five  days  after  the 
superintendent  of  insurance  shall  have  refused  to  renew  such 
certificate  and  shall  have  served  notice  of  such  refusal  on  such 
agent.  Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  either  personally 
or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  shall  be  deemed  complete  if  such 
notice  is  deposited  in  the  post  office,  postage  prepaid,  directed  to 
the  applicant  at  the  place  of  residence  or  business  specified  in 
his  application.  An  underwriter,  authorized  to  transact  the 
insurance  business  within  this  state,  who  shall  employ  as  agent 
any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  not  having  an 
agent's  certificate  of  authority  from  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance authorizing  him  to  act  as  agent  shall  not  authorize  or  permit 
such  agent  under  his  contract  of  employment  to  solicit  insurance 
or  issue  policies  for  such  underwriter  until  such  agent  shall  have 
procured  a  certificate  of  authority  as  required  by  this  section. 
An  agent's  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  revoked  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance  if,  after  due  investigation  and  a  hearing 
either  before  himself  or  before  any  salaried  employee  of  the  in- 
surance department  designated  by  him  whose  report  he  may 
adopt,  he  determines  that  the  holder  of  such  certificate  has  vio- 
lated any  provision  of  this  chapter,  or  has  been  guilty  of  fraudu- 
lent practices.  No  individual,  corporation,  partnership  or  asso- 
ciation whose  certificate  of  authority  is  so  revoked,  nor  any  part- 
nership, or  association  of  which  such  individual  is  a  member,  nor 
any  corporation  of  which  he  is  an  officer,  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
certificate  of  authority  under  this  section  for  one  year  after  such 
revocation,  or,  if  such  revocation  be  reviewed  by  certiorari  pro- 
ceedings, for  one  year  after  the  final  determination  thereof  affirm- 
ing the  action  of  the  superintendent  in  revoking  such  certificate. 
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If  any  such  certificate  held  by  a  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration be  so  revoked,  no  member  of  the  partnership  or  associa- 
tion or  officer  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled  to  any  such 
certificate  for  the  same  period  of  time,  if  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  determine  that  such  member  or  officer  was  personally 
at  fault  in  the  matter  on  account  of  which  the  certificate  was  re- 
voked. The  action  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance  in  grant- 
ing or  refusing  to  grant  or  renew  a  certificate  of  authority  or  in 
revoking  or  refusing  to  revoke  such  certificate  under  this  section 
shall  be  subject  to  review  by  writ  of  certiorari,  at  the  instance  of 
the  applicant  for  such  certificate,  the  holder  of  a  certificate  so  re- 
voked or  the  holder  of  any  certificate  or  the  person  aggrieved.  If 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  revoke  or  shall  refuse  to 
renew  the  certificate  of  authority  of  any  agent  issued  under  this 
section  and  such  agent  shall  apply  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  re- 
view such  action,  the  certificate  of  authority  of  such  agent  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  all  purposes  including 
the  right  to  renewal  until  the  final  determination  of  such  cer- 
tiorari proceedings  and  all  appeals  therefrom. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  contract  of  life  insurance, 
nor  to  any  contract  of  insurance  upon  or  in  connection  with 
marine  or  transportation  risks  or  hazards  other  than  contracts  for 
automobile  insurance,  nor  to  contracts  of  insurance  upon  prop- 
erty located  without  this  state,  nor  to  contracts  made  by  persons, 
partnerships,  associations  or  corporations  authorized  to  do  busi- 
ness under  articles  five,  six,  seven  and  nine  of  this  chapter. 

Any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  violating 
any  provision  of  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other  pen- 
alty in  this  chapter  provided,  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
five  hundred  dollars. 

Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  any

insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  ^J^l^ 
consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred  and  one 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  ba  follows : 

§  32.  EenewEl  of  certificate  of  authority;  revocation.^  The

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  in  relation  to  dis- 
tributive shares  of  infants. 

Became  a  law  February  12,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Pas^d, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

I  «74«  Section  1.  Section  twenty-seven  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the 

code  of  civil  procedure,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  2746.  Idem;  share  of  infant.  When  a  legacy  or  distributive 
share  is  payable  to  an  infant,  the  decree  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  surrogate's  court,  direct  it,  or  so  much  of  it  as  may  be 
necessary,  to  be  paid  to  his  generd  guardian,  to  be  applied  to  his 
support  and  education;  or  when  it  does  not  exceed  two  hundred 
and^  fifty  dollars,  the  decree  may  order  it  to  be  paid  to  his  father 
or  to  his  mother  or  to  some  competent  person  with  whom  the  in- 
fant resides  or  who  has  some  interest  in  his  welfare,  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  such  infant.  Said  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  by 
its  decree,  direct  any  legacy  or  distributive  share,  or  part  of  a 
legacy  or  distributive  share,  not  paid  or  applied  as  aforesaid, 
which  is  payable  to  an  infant,  to  be  paid  to  the  general  guardian 
of  such  infant,  upon  his  executing  and  depositing  with  the  surro- 
gate in  liis  office,  a  bond  running  to  such  infant,  with  two  or 
more  sufficient  sureties  duly  acknowledged  and  approved  by  the 
surrogate,  in  double  the  amount  of  such  legacy  or  distributive 
share,  conditioned  that  such  general  guardian  shall  faithfully 
apply  such  legacy  or  distributive  share,  and  render  a  true  and 
just  account  of  the  application  thereof,  in  all  respects,  to  any  court 
having  cognizance  thereof,  when  thereunto  required,  the  sureties 
in  which  bond  shall  justify  as  required  in  this  act,  unless  the  sur- 
rogate shall  determine  that  the  general  bond  given  by  the  guar- 
dian is  ample  and  of  sufficient  amount  to  cover  such  legacy  or  dis- 
tributive share.  The  said  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  from  time 
to  time,  authorize  or  direct  such  general  guardian  to  expend  such 
part  of  such  legacy  or  distributive  share,  in  the  support,  mainte- 
nance and  education  of  such  infant  as  it  deems  necessary.  On  such 
infant's  coming  twenty-one  years  of  age,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
receive,  and  his  general  guardian  shall  pay  or  deliver  to  him,

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under  the  direction  of  the  surrogate's  court,  the  securities  so  taken, 
and  the  interest  or  other  moneys  that  may  have  been  paid  to  or 
received  by  such  general  guardian,  after  deducting  therefrom 
such  amounts  as  have  been  paid  or  expended  in  pursuance  of  the 
orders  and  decrees  of  said  court,  so  made  as  aforesaid,  and  the 
legal  commissions  of  such  guardian;  and  the  said  general  guardian 
shall  be  liable  to  account  in  and  under  the  direction  of  the  sur- 
rogate's court,  to  his  ward,  for  the  same;  in  case  of  the  death 
of  said  infant,  before  coming  of  age,  the  said  securities  and 
moneys,  after  making  the  deductions  aforesaid,  shall  go  to  his 
executors  or  administrators,  to  be  applied  and  distributed  accord- 
ing to  law,  and  the  general  guardian  shall  in  like  manner  be 
liable  to  account  to  such  administrator  or  executor.  If  there  bo 
no  general  guardian,  or  if  the  surrogate's  court  do  not  order  or 
decree  the  payment  or  disposition  of  the  legacy  or  distributive 
share  in  some  of  the  ways  above  described,  then  the  legacy  or  dis- 
tributive share,  or  part  of  the  same  not  disposed  of  as  aforesaid, 
whether  the  same  consists  of  money  or  securities,  shall,  by  the 
order  or  decree  of  the  surrogate's  court  be  paid  and  delivered  to 
and  deposited  in  said  court,  by  paying  and  delivering  the  same  to 
and  depositing  it  with  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county,  to  be 
held,  managed,  invested,  collected,  reinvested  and  disposed  of  by 
him,  as  prescribed  and  required  by  section  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  thirty-seven  of  this  act  The  regulations  contained  in 
the  general  rules  of  practice,  as  specified  in  subdivision  eight  of 
section  four  of  the  state  finance  law,  and  the  provisions  of  title 
three  of  chapter  eight  of  this  act  apply  to  money,  legacies  and

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  iwi,  Section  1.  Section  nine  of  chapter  eleven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 

Leiidid,  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "  An  act  relating  to  benevolent  orders, 
constituting  chapter  three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  9.  Powers  of  joint  corporations.     Such  corporation  may  ac- 
quire real  property  in  the  town,  village  or  city  in  which  such  hall, 
home,  temple  or  building  is  or  is  to  be  located,  and  erect  such  build- 
ing or  buildings  thereupon  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  corpora- 
tion, as  the  trustees  may  deem  necessary,  or  repair,  rebuild  or 
reconstruct  any  building  or  buildings  that  may  be  thereupon 
and  furnish  and  complete  such  rooms  therein  as  may  appear 
necessary  for  the  use  of  such  bodies  or  for  any  other  purpose 
for  which  the  corporation  is  formed;   and  may  rent  to  other 
persons^   any   portion   of   such   building   or^   real   property   for 
business  or  other  purposes.'     Until  such  real  property  shall  be 
acquired    or    such    building    erected    or   made   ready   for    use, 
the  corporation  may  rent  and  sublet  such  rooms  or  apartments  in 
such  town,  village  or  city  as  may  be  suitable  or  convenient  for  the 
use  of  the  bodies  mentioned  in  such  certificate,  or  of  such  other 
bodies  as  may  desire  to  use  them,  and  the  board  of  trustees  may 
determine  the  terms  and  conditions  on  which  rooms  and  apart- 
ments in  such  building  or  buildings,  when  erected,  or  which  may  1^ 
leased,  shall  be  used  and  occupied.

into  eflFect.  The  evidence  of  the  approval  of  such  proposition  by 
any  such  body  shall  be  a  certificate  to  that  effect  signed  by  the 
presiding  officer  and  secretary  of  the  body,  or  the  officers  discharg- 
ing duties  corresponding  to  those  of  the  presiding  officer  and  secre- 
tary, under  the  seal  of  such  body.  But  where  land  is  purchased 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  hall,  home  or  temple  thereon,  the 
buildings  upon  such  land  at  the  time  of  such  purchase  may  be  sold 
by  the  trustees  without  such  consent  The  powers  of  the  board  of 
trustees  of  every  corporation  created  hereunder  and  composed  of 
more  than  thirty  bodies,  respecting  sales,  purchases  and  repairs, 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  by-laws  adopted  by  the  representatives  of  the 
various  bodies  composing  such  corporation,  or  shall  be  determined 
by  such  representatives  when  assembled  in  annual  session.  Every 
corporation  created  hereunder  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  at  law 
or  in  equity,  any  legal  contract  which  it  may  make  with  any  of  the 
bodies  composing  it  respecting  the  care  and  maintenance  of  mem- 
bers or  other  dependents  of  such  body,  the  same  as  if  such  body  or 
bodies  were  not  members  of  the  corporation.  Any  corporation 
created  hereunder  shall  have  power  to  take  and  hold  real  and 
personal  estate  by  purchase,  gift,  devise  or  bequest  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  law  relating  to  devises  and  bequests  by  last  will  and 
testament  or  otherwise.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  insurance  law,  in  relation  to  brokers. 

Became  a  law  February  13,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  iJdLi'to' 
and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  insurance  corporations,  ^/S' 
constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"   is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section,  to  be  section 
one  hundred  and  forty-three  thereof,  to  read  as  follows: 
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§  143.  Brokers'  certificate  of  authority.  The  term  " broker'* 
in  this  section  shall  include  any  person,  partnership,  association 
or  corporation  who,  for  money,  commission  or  anything  of  value, 
acts  or  aids  in  any  manner  on  behalf  of  the  insured  in  negotiating 
contracts  of  insurance  or  placing  risks  or  taking  out  insurances, 
including  surety  bonds.  No  underwriter,  authorized  or  permitted 
to  do  business  in  this  state,  or  agent  thereof,  shall  pay  any  money 
or  commission  or  give  or  allow  anything  of  value  to  any  person, 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  not  a  duly  authorized  agent 
of  such  underwriter  for  or  because  of  his  or  its  negotiating  a  con- 
tract of  insurance  or  placing  a  risk  or  taking  out  insurance  or  a 
surety  bond,  unless  such  person,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration is  authorized  to  act  as  a  broker.  No  person,  partnership, 
association  or  corporation  shall,  after  July  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen,  act  as  broker  in  the  solicitation  or  procurement  of 
applications  for  insurance  or  receive  for  or  because  of  negotiating 
a  contract  of  insurance  or  placing  a  risk  or  taking  out  insurance 
including  a  surety  bond  any  money  or  commission  or  other  thing 
of  value  from  any  underwriter  authorized  or  permitted  to  do  an 
insurance  business  in  this  state,  or  from  an  agent  of  any  such 
underwriter,  without  first  procuring  a  certificate  of  authority  so 
to  act  from  the  superintendent  of  insurance. 

The  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  issue  such  broker's  cer- 
tificate of  authority  to  a  person,  partnership,  association  or  corpo- 
ration, applying  therefor,  who  is  trustworthy  and  is  competent  to 
transact  an  insurance  brokerage  business  in  such  manner  as  to 
safeguard  the  interests  of  the  insured. 

A  certificate  of  authority  issued  to  a  corporation,  partnership 
or  association  shall  authorize  only  the  officers  and  directors  of  the 
corporation,  or  the  members  of  the  partnership  or  association, 
specified  in  the  certificate,  each  of  whom  must  be  qualified  to 
obtain  a  certificate  to  act  as  brokers.  The  fee  to  be  paid  to  the 
superintendent  of  insurance  by  the  applicant  for  such  broker's 
certificate  at  the  time  the  application  is  made,  and  annually  for 
the  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  ten  dollars,  if  the  applicant's  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  is  in  a  city  and  two  dollars  if  not  in  a  city. 
If  the  applicant  be  a  corporation,  partnership  or  association  such 
fee  shall  be  paid  for  each  person  specified  in  the  certificate. 

Every  broker's  certificate  of  authority  shall  expire  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  same  shall 
have  been  issued,  but  if  an  application  for  the  renewal  of  any 
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such  certificate  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  superintendent  of 
insurance  before  January  first  of  any  year  the  certificate  of  au- 
thority sought  to  be  renewed  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  until  the  issuance  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  of 
the  new  certificate  applied  for  or  until  five  days  after  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  shall  have  refused  to  issue  such  new  cer- 
tificate and  shall  have  served  notice  of  such  refusal  on  the  appli- 
cant therefor.  Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  either  per- 
sonally or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  shall  be  deemed  complete  if 
such  notice  is  deposited  in  the  post-office  postage  prepaid,  directed 
to  the  applicant  at  the  place  of  business  specified  in  the  applica- 
tion. 

Before  any  broker's  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  issued  by 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  there  must  be  filed  in  his  office 
a  written  application  therefor.  Such  application  shall  be  in  the 
form  or  forms  and  supplements  thereof  prescribed  by  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  and  must  set  forth  (1)  the  name  and 
address  of  the  applicant,  and  if  the  applicant  be  a  partnership 
or  association,  the  name  and  address  of  each  member  thereof,  and 
if  the  applicant  be  a  corporation,  the  name  and  address  of  each 
of  its  officers  and  directors;  (2)  whether  any  certificate  of 
authority  as  agent  or  broker  has  been  issued  theretofore  by  the* 
superintendent  of  insurance  to  the  applicant,  and,  if  the  applicant 
be  an  individual,  whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued 
theretofore  to  any  partnership  or  association  of  which  he  was 
or  is  a  member  or  to  any  corporation  of  which  he  was  or  is  an 
officer  or  director,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  partnership  or  asso- 
ciation whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  theretofore 
to  any  member  thereof,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  corporation, 
whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  theretofore  to  any 
officer  or  director  of  such  corporation;  (3)  the  business  in  AVhich 
the  applicant  has  been  engaged  for  the  year  next  preceding  the 
date  of  the  application,  and,  if  employed  by  another,  the  name 
or  names  and  address  or  addresses  of  such  employer  or  employers ; 
(4)  such  information  as  the  superintendent  of  insurance  may 
require  of  applicants  to  enable  him  to  determine  their  trustworthi- 
ness and  competency  to  transact'  the  insurance  brokerage  business 
in  such  manner  as  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  assured. 

An  application  for  a  broker's  certificate  of  authority  must  be 
signed  and  verified  by  the  applicant  and,  if  made  by  a  partner- 
Bhip  or  association,  by  each  member  thereof  and  if  made  by  a 
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corporation  by  each  officer  and  director  thereof  to  be  authorized 
thereby  to  act  as  a  broker. 

If  an  application  for  a  certificate  of  authority  under  this  sec- 
tion be  filed  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  within 
sixty  days  after  this  section  takes  effect  the  applicant  and  the 
persons  named  in  the  application  may,  notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  act  as  brokers  until  notice  of  rejection  of 
the  application  shall  have  been  served  as  herein  provided  with 
respect  to  renewal  applications. 

A  corporation,  association  or  partnership  to  whom  a  certificate 
of  authority  shall  have  been  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  in- 
surance under  this  section  may  at  any  time  make  an  application 
to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  for  the  issuance. of  a  supple- 
mental certificate  of  authority  authorizing  additional  officers  or 
directors  of  the  corporation  or  members  of  the  partnership  or 
association  to  act  as  brokers,  and  the  superintendent  of  insurance 
may  thereupon  issue  to  such  corporation,  association  or  partner- 
ship a  supplemental  certificate  accordingly  upon  the  payment  of 
an  additional  fee  for  each  member  or  officer  or  director  thereby 
authorized  to  act  as  a  broker. 

A  certificate  issued  under  this  section  shall  be  revoked  by  the 
superintendent,  if  after  due  investigation  and  a  hearing  either 
before  him  or  before  any  salaried  employee  of  the  insurance  de- 
partment designated  by  him  whose  report  he  may  adopt,  he  de- 
termines that  the  hoMer  of  such  certificate  (1)  has  violated 
any  provision  of  the  chapter  by  any  act  or  thing  done  in  respect 
to  insurance  for  which  such  certificate  is  required;  or  (2) 
has  made  a  material  misstatement  in  the  application  for  such  cer- 
tificate; or  (3)  has  been  guilty  of  fraudulent  practices;  or  (4) 
has  demonstrated  his  incompetency  or  untrustworthiness  to  trans- 
act -the  insurance  brokerage  business  for  which  such  certificate 
of  authority  shall  have  been  granted  by  reason  of  anything  done 
or  omitted  in  or  about  such  business  under  the  authority  of  such 
certificate. 

Xo  individual,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  whose 
certificate  of  authority  is  so  revoked  nor  any  partnership  or  asso- 
ciation of  which  such  individual  is  a  member,  nor  any  corpora- 
tion of  which  he  is  an  officer  or  director  shall  be  entitled  to  any 
certificate  of  authority  under  this  section  for  a  period  of  one 
year  after  such  revocation,  or,  if  such  revocation  be  reviewed 
by  certiorari  proceedings,  for  one  year  after  the  final  determina- 
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tion  thereof  affirming  the  action  of  the  superintendent  in  revok- 
ing such  certificate.  If  any  such  certificate  held  by  a  partner- 
ship, association  or  corporation  be  so  revoked,  no  member  of  the 
partnership  or  association  or  officer  or  director  of  the  corpora- 
tion shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate  for  the  same  period  of 
time,  if  the  superintendent  of  insurance  determines  and  finds 
that  such  member  or  officer  or  director  was  personally  at  fault 
in  the  matter  on  account  of  which  the  certificate  was  revoked. 
The  holder  of  any  such  certificate  or  any  person  aggrieved  may 
file  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  a  verified  complaint 
setting  forth  facts  from  which  it  shall  appear  that  any  such  cer- 
tificate ought  to  be  revoked.  The  superintendent  must  thereupon, 
after  investigation  and  a  hearing  as  herein  provided,  determine 
whether  such  certificate  shall  be  revoked. 

If  an  application  for  a  certificate  of  authority  under  this  section 
be  rejected  or  such  a  certificate  be  revoked  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance  notice  thereof  shall  forthwith  be  served  on 
the  applicant  or  on  the  holder  of  such  certificate  either  personally 
or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  such  service  shall  be  complete  if  such 
notice  be  deposited  in  the  post-office  postage  prepaid,  directed 
to  the  applicant  or  the  holder  of  such  certificate,  as  the  case 
may  be,  at  the  place  of  business  specified  in  the  application  or 
certificate. 

The  action  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance  in  granting  or 
refusing  to  grant  or  to  renew  a  certificate  of  authority  or  in 
revoking  or  refusing  to  revoke  such  a  certificate  shall  be  subject 
to  review  by  writ  of  certiorari,  at  the  instance  of  the  applicant 
for  such  certificate,  the  holder  of  a  certificate  so  revoked  or  the 
holder  of  any  such  certificate  or  the  person  aggrieved.  If  the 
superintendent  of  insurance  shall  revoke  or  shall  refuse  to  renew 
the  certificate  of  authority  of  any  broker  issued  under  this  sec- 
tion and  such  broker  shall  apply  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review 
such  action,  the  certificate  of  authority  of  such  broker  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  all  purposes,  including 
the  right  to  renewal,  until  the  final  determination  of  such  cer- 
tiorari proceedings  and  all  appeals  therefrom,  provided  the  fee 
for  such  certificate  be  paid. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  contract  of  life  insurance 
nor  to  any  contract  of  insurance  upon  or  in  connection  with 
marine  or  transportation  risks  or  hazards  other  than  contracts 
for  automobile  insurance,  nor  to  contracts  of  insurance  upon 
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property  located  without  this  state,  nor  to  contracts  made  by  per- 
sons, partnerships,  associations  or  corporations  authorized  to  do 
business  under  articles  five,  six,  seven  and  nine  of  this  chapter. 

Any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalty  in  this  chapter  provided,  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
five  hundred  dollars.

"An  act  providing  for  the  punishment  of  crime,  constituting  chap-  ty  l.^^ish, 
ter  forty  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one 
hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
eleven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :

file  with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  a  copy  of  the  articles  of 
agreement,  association  or  incorporation  and  the  by-laws  and  all 
amendments  thereto  under  which  such  person,  association,  bureau 
or  board  operates  or  proposes  to  operate,  together  with  his  or  its 
business  address,  as  well  as  such  other  information  concerning 
such  organization  and  its  operations  as  may  be  re- 
quired by  the  superintendent.  Every  such  person,  cor- 
poration, association,  bureau  or  board,  whether  before  or 
after  filing  of  the  information  specified  in  the  last  preceding

Chapter  thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun-  j  j^,^ 
dred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  insurance  corpora-  Jf^^JoJT 
tions,  constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  *^^-  •*• 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein  a  new  section,  to  be 
section  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight-a,^  to  read  as  follows: 

§  138-a.  Public  adjusters;  certificate  of  authority.  No  person, 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  shall,  after  July  first, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  engage  in  the  business  of  adjust- 
ing loss  or  damage  by  fire  under  a  policy  or  policies  of  insurance 
upon  property  within  this  state,  or  advertise,  solicit  business  or 
hold  himself  out  to  the  public  as  such  an  adjuster,  without  first 
procuring  a  certificate  of  authority  so  to  act  from  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance. 

The  superintendent  of  insurance  shall  issue  such  adjuster's 
certificate  of  authority  to  a  person,  partnership,  association  or 
corporation,  applying  therefor,  who  is  trustworthy  and  is  compe- 
tent to  transact  such  business  in  such  manner  as  to  safeguard  the 
interests  of  the  public. 

A  certificate  of  authority  issued  to  a  corporation,  partnership

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or  association  shall  authorize  only  the  officers  and  directors  of  the 
corporation^  or  the  members  of  the  partnership  or  association, 
specified  in  the  certificate^  each  of  whom  must  be  qualified  to 
obtain  a  certificate  to  act  as  adjusters^  The  fee  to  be  paid  to  the 
superintendent  of  insurance  by  the  applicant  for  such  adjuster's 
certificate  at  the  time  the  application  is  made,  and  annually  for 
the  renewal  thereof,  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars.  If  the  applicant 
be  a  corporation,  partnership  or  association  such  fee  shall  be  paid 
for  each  person  specified  in  the  certificate. 

Every  adjuster's  certificate  of  authority  shall  expire  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  of  the  calendar  year  in  which  the 
same  shall  have  been  issued,  but  if  an  application  for  the  renewal 
of  any  such  certificate  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  superintend- 
ent of  insurance  before  January  first  of  any  year  the  certificate  of 
authority  sought  to  be  renewed  shall  continue  in  full  force  and 
effect  imtil  the  issuance  by  the  superintendent  of  insurance  of  the 
new  certificate  applied  for  or  until  five  days  after  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance  shall  have  refused  to  issue  such  new  certifi- 
cate and  shall  have  served  notice  of  such  refusal  on  the  applicant 
therefor.  Service  of  such  notice  may  be  made  either  personally 
or  by  mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  shall  be  deemed  complete  if  such 
notice  is  deposited  in  the  post-office  postage  prepaid,  directed  to 
the  applicant  at  the  place  of  business  specified  in  the  application. 

Before  any  adjuster's  certificate  of  authority  shall  be  issued  by 
the  superintendent  of  insurance  there  must  be  filed  in  his  office  a 
written  application  therefor.  Such  application  shall  be  in  the 
form  or  forms  and  supplements  thereof  prescribed  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance  and  must  set  forth  (1)  the  name  and  address 
of  the  applicant,  and  if  the  applicant  be  a  partnership  or  associa- 
tion, the  name  and  address  of  each  member  thereof,  and  if  the 
applicant  be  a  corporation,  the  name  and  address  of  each  of  its 
officers  and  directors;  (2)  whether  any  certificate  of  authority  as 
agent,  broker  or  adjuster  has  been  issued  theretofore  by  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  to  the  applicant,  and,  if  the  applicant  be 
an  individual,  whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  there- 
tofore to  any  partnership  or  association  of  which  he  was  or  is  a 
member  or  to  any  corporation  of  which  he  was  or  is  an  officer  or 
director,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  partnership  or  association, 
whether  any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  theretofore  to  any 
member  thereof,  and,  if  the  applicant  be  a  corporation,  whether 
any  such  certificate  has  been  issued  theretofore  to  any  officer  or

director  of  Bnch  corporation;  (8)  the  businesB  in  which  the  appli- 
cant haa  been  engaged  for  the  year  next  preceding  the  date  of 
the  application,  and,  if  employed  by  another,  the  name  or  names 
and  address  or  addresses  of  such  employer  or  employers;  (4) 
such  information  as  the  superintendent  of  insurance  may  require 
of  applicants  to  enable  him  to  determine  their  trustworthiness 
and  competency  to  transact  the  business  of  adjuster  in  such 
manner  as  to  safeguard  the  interests  of  the  public.

this  section,  act  as  public  adjuster  until  notice  of  rejection  of  the 
application  shall  have  been  served  as  herein  provided  with  respect 
to  renewal  applications. 

A  corporation,  association  or  partnership  to  whom  a  certificate 
of  authority  shall  have  been  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  in- 
surance under  this  section  may  at  any  time  make  an  application 
to  the  superintendent  of  insurance  for  the  issuance  of  a  supple- 
mental certificate  of  authority  authorizing  additional  officers  or 
directors  of  the  corporation  or  members  of  the  partnership  or 
association  to  act  as  adjusters,  and  the  superintendent  of  insur- 
ance may  thereupon  issue  to  such  corporation,  association  or  part- 
nership a  supplemental  certificate  accordingly  upon  the  payment 
of  an  additional  fee  for  each  member  or  officer  or  director  thereby 
authorized  to  act  as  an  adjuster. 

A  certificate  issued  under  this  section  shall  be  revoked  by  the 
superintendent,  if  after  due  investigation  and  a  hearing  either 
before  him  or  before  any  salaried  employee  of  the  insurance  de^ 
partment  designated  by  him  whose  report  he  may  adopt,  he  de- 
termines that  the  holder  of  such  certificate  (1)  has  violated  any 
provision  of  the  chapter  by  any  act  or  thing  done  in  respect  to 
insurance  for  which  such  certificate  is  required ;  or  (2)  has  made  a 
material  misstatement  in  the  application  for  such  certificate;  or 
(3)  has  been  guilty  of  fraudulent  practices;  or  (4)  has  demon- 
stiiited  his  incompetency  or  untrustworthiness   to  transact  the 
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business  for  which  such  certificate  of  authority  shall  have  been 
granted  by  reason  of  anything  done  or  omitted  in  or  about  such 
business  under  the  authority  of  such  certificate. 

'No  individual,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  whose 
certificate  of  authority  is  so  revoked  nor  any  partnership  or  asso- 
ciation of  which  such  individual  is  a  member,  nor  any  corporation 
of  which  he  is  an  officer  or  director  shall  be  entitled  to  any  certifi- 
cate of  authority  under  this  section  for  a  period  of  one  year  after 
such  revocation,  or,  if  such  revocation  be  reviewed  by  certiorari 
proceedings,  for  one  year  after  the  final  determination  thereof 
affirming  the  action  of  the  superintendent  in  revoking  such  cer- 
tificate If  any  such  certificate  held  by  a  partnership,  association 
or  corporation  be  so  revoked,  no  member  of  the  partnership  or 
association  or  officer  or  director  of  the  corporation  shall  be  entitled 
to  such  a  certificate  for  the  same  period  of  time,  if  the  superin- 
tendent of  insurance  determines  and  finds  that  such  member  or 
officer  or  director  was  personally  at  fault  in  the  matter  on  account 
of  which  the  certificate  was  revoked.  The  holder  of  any  such  cer- 
tificate or  any  person  aggrieved  may  file  with  the  superintendent 
of  insurance  a  verified  complaint  setting  forth  facts  from  which  it 
shall  appear  that  any  such  certificate  ought  to  be  revoked.

mail,  and,  if  by  mail,  such  service  shall  be  complete  if  such  notice 
be  deposited  in  the  post-office  postage  prepaid,  directed  to  the  appli- 
cant or  the  holder  of  such  certificate,  as  the  case  may  be,  at  the 
place  of  business  specified  in  the  application  or  certificate. 

The  action  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance  in  granting  or 
refusing  to  grant  or  to  renew  a  certificate  of  authority  or  in  re- 
voking or  refusing  to  revoke  such  a  certificate  shall  be  subject  to 
review  by  writ  of  certiorari,  at  the  instance  of  the  applicant  for 
such  certificate,  the  holder  of  a  certificate  so  revoked  or  the  holder 
of  any  such  certificate  or  the  person  a^rieved.  If  the  super- 
intendent of  insurance  shall  revoke  or  shall  refuse  to  renew  the 
certificate  of  authority  of  any  adjuster  issued  under  this  section 
and  such  adjuster  shall  apply  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  to  review 
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such  action,  the  certificate  of  authority  of  such  adjuster  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  in  full  force  and  effect  for  all  purposes,  including  the 
right  to  renewal,  until  the  final  determination  of  such  certiorari 
proceedings  and  ail  appeals  therefrom,  provided  the  fee  for  such 
certificate  be  paid. 

This  section  shall  not  apply  to  an  agent  or  employee  of  an  under^ 
writer  by  whom  a  policy  of  insurance  against  loss  or  damage  by 
fire  shall  have  been  written  upon  property  within  this  state,  in 
adjusting  loss  or  damage  under  such  policy  nor  to  a  broker  acting 
as  adjuster  without  compensation  for  a  client  for  whom  he  is 
acting  as  broker,  nor  to  contracts  made  by  persons,  partnerships, 
associations  or  corporations  authorized  to  do  business  under  article 
nine  of  this  chapter. 

Any  person,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  violating 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall,  in  addition  to  any  other 
penalty  in  this  chapter  provided,  forfeit  to  the  people  of  the  state 
five  hundred  dollars.

gether with  his  or  its  business  address  as  well  as  such  other  in- 
formation concerning  such  organization  and  its  operation  as  may 
be  required  by  the  superintendent.

Section  six  of  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  laws  of  ^^  iJJ*.  ^ 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  corpora-  *»  ''"•Jjj*f 
tions  generally,  constituting  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  consoli-  j^.  w  and 
dated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  six  hundred  and  thirty-eight  ^*^J^ 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  chapter  two  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

§  6.  Corporate  names.  1.  No  certificate  of  incorporation  of

of  the  corporations  to  whose  franchises  it  has  succeeded.  No  cor- 
poration shall  be  hereafter  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state 
with  the  word  "  trust,"  "  bank,'*  "  banking,"  "  insurance,"  "  as- 
surance," "  indemnity,"  "  guarantee,"  "  guaranty,"  "  title,"  "  cas- 
ualty," "  surety,"  "  fidelity,"^  "  savings,"  "  investment,"  "  loan  " 
or  '' benefit"  as  part  of  its  name,  except  a  corporation  formed 
under  the  banking  law  or  the  insurance  law.

his  agent  or  representative,  or  any  other  person,  directly  or 
indirectly,  either  by  sharing  oonunissions  or  in  any  manner  what- 
soever pay  or  allow  or  offer  to  pay  or  allow  as  inducement  to 
such  insurance,  or  after  the  insurance  shall  have  been  effected, 
any  rebate  from  the  premium  which  is  specified  in  the  policy;

'1912, 
of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and  chapter  sixty-  Ij^ma^ 
nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby  further 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows :

In  case  any  such 
certificate  has  been  heretofore  or  may  hereafter  be  granted,  which 
in  the  judgment  of  the  adjutant-general  of  the  state,  misleads  or 
tends  to  mislead  anyone  into  believing  that  such  corporation  is 
connected  with  or  attached  to  the  National  Guard  or  Naval  Militia^ 
in  any  capacity  or  way  whatsoever,  the  adjutant-general  of  the 
state  shall  notify  such  corporation,  in  writing,  to  forthwith  dis- 
continue the  use  of  its  said  corporate  name  and  forthwith  take 
the  necessary  steps  to  change  its  name  pursuant  to  the  statute  in 
such  case  made  and  provided,  to  some  name  not  so  calculated  to 
mislead.

No  city  or  town  shall  raise  or  appropriate 
any  money  toward  arming  or  equipping,  uniforming  or  in  any 
other  way  supporting,  sustaining  or  providing  drill  rooms  or 
armories  for  any  such  body  of  men ;  but  associations  wholly  com- 
posed of  soldiers  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  or  members  of  the  order  of  Sons  of  Veterans,  may 
parade  in  public  with  firearms  on  Decoration  day,  or  on  May  first, 
known  as  Dewey  day,  or  upon  the  reception  of  any  regiments  or 
companies  of  soldiers  returning  from  such  service,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  escort  duty  at  the  burial  of  deceased  soldiers,  and 
students  in  educational  institutions  where  military  science  is  a 
prescribed  part  of  the  course  of  instruction,  and  cadet  organiza- 
tions composed  of  youths  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  under  re- 
sponsible instructors,  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  governor,  drill 
and  parade  with  firearms  in  public  under  the  superintendence  of 
their  instructors.

Funded 
debts  may  be  created  for  any  municipal  purpose,  ^including  the 
raising  of  funds  to  meet  any  deficiency  in  the  estimated  revenues 
for  two  or  more  years  caused  by  reductions  in  the  assessed  valua- 
tions of  special  franchises,  made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
sections  forty-three  to  forty-nine  inclusive  of  the  tax  law,  and  any 
such  deficiency  caused  by  the  deduction  from  the  amount  of  the 
special  franchise  tax  assessed  and  levied  in  such  years  of  such 
percentage  of  the  gross  receipts  of  the  corporation  so  taxed  as 
such  corporation  may  be  required  to  pay  to  the  city  under  any 
franchise.  The  creation  of  funded  and  temporary  debts  and  the 
refimding  of  existing  debts,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
the  general  municipal  law,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided. 
Every  funded  debt,  refunded  or  created,  except  to  provide  for 
the  supply  of  water,  shall  be  issued  in  such  amounts  and  shall  fall 
due  at  such  times  that  the  principal  of  the  same  shall  be  fully 
paid  in  not  more  than  twenty  equal  annual  instalments,  the  last  of 
which  shall  become  due  at  the  end  of  not  more  than  twenty  years 
after  its  issue.

He  may  appoint 
such  clerks  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  as  are  authorized  by 
the  board  of  education.  He  shall  assign  his  clerks  to  the  various 
duties,  and  may  suspend  or  discharge  them  for  cause,  but  in  such 
case,  the  clerks  shall  have  a  right  of  appeal  to  the  board  of  edu- 
cation. He  shall  report  as  often  as  the  board  of  education  shall 
direct  upon  any  matter  or  matters,  entrusted  to  his  charge,  in 
such  detail  as  shall  be  required  of  him.

any  or  all  changes  from  its  existing  charter,  to  cover  and  enjoy  any 
or  all  the  privileges  and  provisions  of  existing  laws  which  might 
be  so  included  and  enjoyed  if  it  were  originally  incorporated  there- 
under, and  it  shall,  upon  such  adoption  of  and  after  obtaining  the 
consent,  as  in  this  section  before  provided,  to  such  charter,  and 
filing  the  same  and  the  record  of  adoption  and  consent  in  the  office 
of  the  superintendent  of  insurance,  perpetually  enjoy  the  same  as 
and  be  such  corporation,  which  is  declared  to  be  a  continuation  of 
such  corporation  which  existed  prior  to  such  reincorporation ;  and 
the  offices  therein  which  shall  be  continued  shall  be  filled  by  the 
respective  incumbents  for  the  periods  for  which  they  were  elected, 
and  all  others  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  by  such  amended 
charter  provided.  Every  domestic  insurance  corporation  may 
amend  its  charter  or  certificate  of  incorporation  by  inserting 
therein  any  statement  or  matter  which  might  have  been  originally 
inserted  therein  and  may  also  eliminate  therefrom  unnecessary 
words  or  verbiage,  or  any  powers  which  have  never  been  exer- 
cised or  are  not  at  the  time  being  exercised,  provided  that  proof 
of  the  non-exercise  of  powers,  satisfactory  to  the  superintendent 
of  insurance,  shall  be  filed  in  the  insurance  department,  and,  if 
any  business  has  been  written  under  the  powers  proposed  to  be 
eliminated,  the  fact  that  all  liability  incident  to  such  powers  has 
been  fully  terminated  shall  be  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  such 
superintendent  through  an  examination  of  such  corporation  or 
otherwise  as  he  may  require ;  and  may  likewise  amend  its  charter 
or  certificate  of  incorporation,  by  inserting  therein  or  adding 
thereto*  any  powers  which  at  the  time  of  such  amendment,  may 
have  been  conferred  by  law  upon  domestic  insurance  corporations 
engaged  in  a  business  of  the  same  general  character,  or  which 
might  be  included  in  the  certificate  of  incorporation  of  a  domestic 
insurance  company  organized  under  any  general  law  of  this  state 
for  a  business  of  the  same  general  character ;  and  the  same  proceed- 
ings shall  be  taken  upon  the  presentation  of  such  amended  charter

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  i  m  added 
and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  insurance  corporations,  S.  m.**^' 
constituting  chapter  twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"   is 
hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto,  at  the  end  of  article  one 
thereof,  a  new  section,  to  be  section  sixty-six,  to  read  as  follows: 

§  66,  Promotion  of  insnranee  corporations;  sale  of  secnrities. 
1.  As  the  terms  are  used  in  this  section  "  promoting  corpora- 
tion "  means  a  corporation  or  joint  stock  association,  engaged  in 
the  business  of  organizing  or  promoting  or  endeavoring  to 
organize  or  promote  the  organization  of  an  insurance  corporation 
or  corporations,  or  in  any  way  assisting  therein ;  "  holding  cor- 
poration "  means  a  corporation  or  joint  stock  association,  which 
holds  or  is  engaged  in  the  acquisition  of  the  capital  stock  or  a 
major  portion  thereof  of  one  or  more  insurance  corporations  for 
the  purpose  of  controlling  the  management  thereof,  as  voting 
trustee  or  otherwise;  and  "  securities  "  means  the  shares  of  capital 
stock,  subscription  certificates,  debenture  bonds  and  any  and  all 
other  contracts  or  evidences  of  ownership  of  or  interest  in  in- 
surance corporations,  or  in  promoting  or  holding  corporations  as 
defined  in  this  section. 

2.  No  individual,  partnership,  association  or  corporation,  as 
the  agent  of  another  or  as  broker,  shall  sell  or  offer  for  sale  or  in 
any  way  assist  in  the  sale  in  this  state  of  the  securities  of  any 
promoting  or  holding  corporation,  as  defined  in  this  section,  or  of 
any  insurance  corporation  which  is  not  at  the  time  of  such  sale 
or  offer  of  sale,  lawfully  engaged  or  authorized  to  engage  in  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  insurance  in  this  state,  without  first 
procuring,  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  certificate  of  authority  from 
the  insurance  department  to  sell  such  securities;  nor  shall  any 
individual,  partnership,  association  or  corporation  sell  or  offer  for 
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sale  in  this  state  the  securities  of  any  promoting  or  holding  cor- 
poration as  defined  in  this  section,  or  of  any  insurance  corpora- 
tion which  is  not  at  the  time  of  such  sale  or  offer  of  sale,  lawfully 
engaged  or  authorized  to  engage  in  the  transaction  of  the  business

Section  forty-two  of  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  laws 

amended,     of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  villages, 

constituting  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 

amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  42.  Eligibility  to  ofUce.  A  president  or  trustee,  or  a  fire, 
water,  light,  sewer,  cemetery  or  police*  commissioner  must,  at

§  1780.  When  foreign  corporation  may  be  sned.  An  action 
against  a  foreign  corporation  may  be  maintained  by  a  resident  of 
the  state,  or  by  a  domestic  corporation,  for  any  cause  of  action. 
An  action  against  a  foreign  corporation  may  be  maintained  by 
another  foreign  corporation,  or  by  a  non-resident,  in  one  of  the 
following  cases  only: 

1.  Where  the  action  is  brought  to  recover  damages  for  the 
breach  of  a  contract  made  within  the  state,  or  relating  to  prop- 
erty situated  within  the  state,  at  the  time  of  the  making  thereof.

Section  1.  Section  eighty-six  of  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  laws  l.  im9.  ch. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  vil-  ametiS'  ^ 
lages,  constituting  chapter  sixty-four  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  Si.  wj^' 
amended  by  chapter  sixty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  *"*°  * 
eleven,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows :

any  street  or  highway,  or  streets  or  highways,  in  said  city  or  any 
portion  or  portions  thereof  to  be  sprinkled  during  such  time  and 
in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and  proper.

a  court-martial  or  the  presiding  officer  of  a  delinquency  court,  or 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  board,  the  officer  appointing  the  court  or 
board  has  authorized  such  court  or  board  to  sit  for  a  longer  period, 
or  in  case  of  such  delinquency  court,  the  governor  or  the  officer  or- 
dering such  court,  has  authorized  such  court  to  sit  for  a  longer  per- 
iod than  ten  days.

In  addition  to  this  percentage  a  marshal 
of  a  military  court  shall  be  paid  two  dollars  for  each  day  actually 
employed  in  the  execution  of  the  duties  required  of  him  and 
mileage  or  actual  necessary  traveling  expenses  while  engaged  in 
executing  any  process  or  mandate  of  a  military  court.

§  1672.  Notice  to  be  recorded  and  indexed.    Each  county  clerk

of  each  defendant,  specified  in  a  direction  appended  at  the  foot 
of  the  notice,  and  subscribed  by  the  attorney  for  the  plaintiflF.

act  in  relation  to  cities  of  the  second  class,  constituting  chapter 
fifty-three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  122.  Contracts  for  lightingr.  All  municipal  lighting  shall 
be  supplied  pursuant  to  contract  therefor,  awarded  by  the  board 
of  contract  and  supply  as  herein  provided.

article.  Nor  shall  an  undertaker  firm  or  corporation  permit  an 
assistant  who  is  not  a  duly  licensed  undertaker  or  embalmer  or 
registered  apprentice  to  assume  the  care  or  preparation  for  burial 
or  transportation  of  the  body  of  any  person  who  has  died  of  a 
communicable  disease.  No  person  shall  practice  or  hold  himself 
out  as  an  imdertaker  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  provisions 
of  this  section  or  with  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  as  amended  by  chapter 
five  hundred  and  seventy-two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and 
five,  or  by  chapter  eight  hundred  and  forty-one  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.

n  2M-M8  Section  1,  Chapter  sixty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
L.  i«o«.  dred  and  nine,  entitled  An  act  relating  to  towns,  constituting 
chapter  sixty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended 
by  inserting  after  section  two  hundred  forty-fivo,  three  new 
flections  to  be  known  as  sections  two  hundred  forty-six,  two  hun- 
dred forty-seven,  and  two  hundred  forty-eight,  to  read  as  follows : 
§  246.  Constructing  laterals  in  such  districts.  The  board  of 
sewer  commissioners  may  in  any  town  where  a  sewer  district  has 
been  laid  out  and  established  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  construct

whereupon  it  is  proposed  to  lay  and  construct  said  lateral  or 
laterals.  The  board  of  sewer  commissioners  shall  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  petition  as  aforesaid  give  a  public  hearing  thereon  to 
all  persons  interested  on  a  notice  of  at  least  ten  days,  which 
notice  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  said  hearing  shall  be  held

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

Such  com- 
mission shall  consist  of  a  single  commissioner,  to  be  known 
as  the  commissioner  of  highways,  who  shall  be  the  head  of  the  de- 
partment of  highways.  Such  commissioner  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate  for 
a  term  of  five  years.  He  shall  devote  all  of  his  time  to  the  duties 
of  his  office.  The  governor  may  remove  such  commissioner  for 
inefficiency,  neglect  of  duty  or  misconduct  in  office.

6.  Investigate  and  determine  upon  the  various  methods  of  road 
construction  adapted  to  different  sections  of  the  state,  and  as  to 
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the  best  methods  of  construction  and  maintenance  of  highways 
and  bridges. 

7.  Make  an  annual  report  to  the  legislature  on  or  before  Feb- 
ruary fifteenth,  stating  the  condition  of  the  highways  and  bridges, 
the  progress  of  the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  state,  county 
and  town  highways,  the  amount  of  moneys  received  and  ex- 
pended during  the  year  upon  highways  and  bridges  and  in  the

Section  1.  Article  five  of  chapter  ten  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  i  m 
hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  banks,  individual  l.  iw9, 
bankers  and  corporations  under  the  supervision  of  the  banking 
department,  constituting  chapter  two  of  the  consolidated  laws," 
is  hereby  amended  by  adding  thereto  at  the  end  of  said  article  a 
new  section,  to  be  known  as  section  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine, 
to  read  as  follows: 

§  199.  Proceedings  on  closii^;  a  trust  company.  The  stock- 
holders of  a  trust  company  may  at  any  time  direct  that  it  be 
closed  for  the  purpose  of  winding  up  its  aifairs.

A 
copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  stockholders'  meeting  duly  certi- 
fied by  the  president  and  secretary  of  the  trust  company  must  be 
filed  in  the  banking  department.  The  supreme  court  shall  there- 
upon in  a  proper  case  after  due  notice  to  the  superintendent  of 
banks,  make  an  order  declaring  the  business  of  said  trust  com- 
pany closed,  and  prescribing  the  notice  to  be  given  to  creditors 
to  present  their  claims  to  the  trust  company  for  payment.  A 
certified  copy  of  such  order  shall  thereupon  be  filed  in  the  bank- 
ing department.  Upon  the  granting  of  said  order  said  trust  com- 
pany shall  cease  to  do  a  banking  business  but  may  wind  up  its 
affairs,  pay  its  debts  and  distribute  its  assets  among  its  stock- 
holders. Upon  a  petition  of  the  trust  company  showing  that  all 
ita  debts  and  obligations  are  discharged  and  on  notice  to  the 
attorney-general  and  superintendent  of  banks,  and  such  further 
notice  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  the  court  may  on  such  terms 
as  justice  requires,  make  an  order  declaring  the  said  trust  com- 
pany dissolved  and  the  corporate  existence  thereof  terminated.

The  fees 
of  a  magistrate  or  officer  in  issuing  or  serving  process  for  an 
offense  committed  in  a  town  other  than  that  in  which  such  magis- 
trate resides,  and  of  which  a  court  of  special  sessions  has  juris- 
diction, to  try,  or  which  a  magistrate  has  jurisdiction  to  hear  and 
determine,  and  the  fees  of  a  magistrate  in  the  trial  or  examina- 
tion of  a  person  brought  before  him  by  reason  of  the  absence  or 
inability  to  act  of  the  magistrate  before  whom  he  is  directed  by 
the  warrant  to  be  brought,  charged  with  such  an  offense  com- 
mitted in  a  town  other  than  that  in  which  the  magistrate  before 
whom  such  person  is  brought  resides,  shall,  in  either  case,  be  a 
charge  against  the  town  in  which  such  offense  was  committed.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

The 
persons  named  in  the  certificate  of  authorization  shall  be  the  first 
trustees.  A  vacancy  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the  board,  as 
soon  as  practicable,  at  a  regular  meeting  after  the  vacancy 
occurs.  Each  trustee,  whether  named  in  the  certificate  of  au- 
thorization or  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall,  when  such  certificate 
of  authorization  has  been  issued  or  when  notified  of  such  election, 
take  an  oath  that  he  will,  so  far  as  it  devolves  on  him,  diligently 
and  honestly  administer  the  affairs  of  such  corporation,  and  will 
not  knowingly  violate,  or  willingly  permit  to  be  violated  any  of 
the  provisions  of  law  applicable  to  such  corporation.  Such  oath 
shall  be  subscribed  by  the  trustee  making  it  and  certified  by  the 
officer  before  whom  it  is  taken,  and  shall  be  immediately  trans- 
mitted to  the  superintendent  of  banks  and  filed  and  preserved  in 
his  office. 

^Every  trustee  of  every  such  corporation  who  has  not  heretofore 
taken  and  filed  the  oath  hereinbefore  required  shall,  prior  to  the 
first  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  take  and  sub- 
scribe such  oath.  Such  oath,  duly  certified  by  the  officer  before 
whom  the  same  is  taken,  shall,  before  the  first  day  of  July,  nine- 
teen hundred  and  thirteen,  be  transmitted  to  the  superintendent 
of  banks  and  filed  and  preserved  in  his  office. 

^Prior  to  the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year,  every  trustee  of 
every  such  corporation  shall  subscribe  a  declaration  to  the  effect 
that  he  is,  at  the  date  thereof,  a  trustee  of  such  corporation,  and 
that  he  has  not  resigned,  become  ineligible,  or  in  any  other  manner 
vacated  his  office  as  such  trustee.  Such  declaration  shall  be 
acknowledged  in  like  manner  as  a  deed  to  be  entitled  to  record  and 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  superintendent  of  banks  and  filed  in  his 
office  prior  to  the  tenth  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

No  person  who  is  not  a  resident  of  this  state  or  against  whom  a 
judgment  for  any  sum  of  money  shall  have  been  recovered  or  shall 
hereafter  be  recovered  and  remain  unsatisfied  of  record,  or  unse- 
cured upon  appeal,  for  a  period  of  more  than  three  months,  or

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who  hereafter  takes  the  benefit  of  any  law  of  bankruptcy  or  in- 
solvency, or  who  makes  a  general  assignment  for  the  benefit  of 
creditors,  shall  be  a  trustee  of  any  savings  bank,  and  the  office  of 
any  such  trustee  is  hereby  vacated;  except  that  a  resident  of  a 
state  which  adjoins  the  city  of  New  York  may  be  a  trustee  of  a 
savings  bank  in  such  city,  provided  that  not  more  than  one-fifth 
of  the  trustees  of  any  savings  bank^  shall  be  nonresidents 
of  the  state  of  New  York.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  of 
trustees  of  every  such  corporation  by  a  resolution  to  be  incor- 
porated in  its  by-laws,  a  copy  of  which  shall  also  be  filed  with  the 
superintendent  of  banks,  to  reduce  the  number  of  trustees  named 
in  the  original  charter  of  such  .corporation  to  a  number  not  less 
than  the  minimum  named  in  this  article.  Such  reduction  shall 
be  effected  gradually  by  the  occurrence  of  vacancies  by  death, 
resignation,  or  forfeiture,  until  the  number  is  reduced  to  thirteen, 
or  to  such  greater  number  as  shall  be  designated  in  the  aforesaid 
resolution;  or  the  number  of  trustees  may  be  increased  to  any 
number  designated  in  a  resolution  for  that  purpose,  where 
reasons  therefor  are  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  superin- 
tendent and  his  consent  in  writing  is  obtained  thereto.

L.  i»w,_ch.  Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  ninety-five  of  chapter  sixty- 
three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act 
relating  to  towns,  constituting  chapter  sixty-two  of  the  consolidated 
laws,''  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  195.  Limitation  of  indebtedness.  No  town  including  a  por- 
tion of  the  Adirondack  park  and  having  state  lands  within  the

AN*  ACT  to  amend  the  religious  corporation  law,  in  relation  to  the 
sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religious  corpora- 
tions. 

Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senaie 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

•mended  by  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 

cii.  290.'      tion  to  religious  corporations,  constituting  chapter  fifty-one  of  the 

consolidated  laws,"   as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred   and 

ninety  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  is  hereby 

amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  12.  Sale,  mortgage  and  lease  of  real  property  of  religious  cor- 
porations. A  religious  corporation  shall  not  sell  or  mortgage  any 
of  its  real  property  without  applying  for  and  obtaining  leave 
of  the  court  therefor  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  article  four  of 
the  general  corporation  law.  The  trustees  of  an  incorporated 
Protestant  Episcopal  church  shall  not  vote  upon  any  resolution 
or  proposition  for  the  sale,  mortgage  or  lease  of  its  real  property, 
unless  the  rector  of  such  church,  if  it  then  has  a  rector,  shall  be 
present,  and  shall  not  make  application  to  the  court  for  leave  to 
sell  or  mortgage  any  of  its  real  property  without  the  consent  of 
the  bishop  and  standing  committee  of  the  diocese  to  which  such 
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church  belongs;  but  in  case  the  see  be  vacant,  or  the  bishop  be 
absent  or  unable  to  act,  the  consent  of  the  standing  committee 
with  their  certificate  of  the  vacancy  of  the  see  or  of  the  absence 
or  disability  of  the  bishop  shall  suffice.  The  trustees  of  an  incor- 
porated Roman  Catholic  church  shall  not  make  application  to  the 
court  for  leave  to  mortgage,  lease  or  sell  any  of  its  real  property 
without  the  consent  of  the  archbishop  or  bishop  of  the  diocese  to 
which  such  church  belongs  or  in  case  of  their  absence  or  inability 
to  act,  without  the  consent  of  the  vicar  general  or  administrator  of 
such  diocese.  The  petition  of  the  trustees  of  an  incorporated 
Protestant  Episcopal  church  or  Roman  Catholic  church  shall,  in 
addition  to  the  matters  required  by  article  four  of  the  general  cor- 
poration law  to  be  set  forth  therein,  set  forth  that  this  section  has 
also  been  complied  with.  But  lots,  plats  or  burial  permits  in  a 
cemetery  owned  by  a  religious  corporation  may  be  sold  without 
applying  for  or  obtaining  leave  of  the  court.  No  cemetery  lands 
of  a  religious  corporation  shall  be  mortgaged  while  used  for  ceme- 
tery purposes.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  chapter  in  re- 
spect to  a  religious  corporation  of  a  specified  denomination,  any 
solvent  religious  corporation  may,  by  order  of  the  supreme  court, 
obtained  as  above  provided  in  proceedings  to  sell,  mortgage  or 
lease  real  property,  convey  the  whole  or  any  part  of  its  real  prop- 
erty to  another  religious  corporation,  for  a  consideration  of  one 
dollar  or  other  nominal  consideration,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ap- 
plying the  provision  of  article  four  of  the  general  corporation  law, 
a  proposed  conveyance  for  such  consideration  shall  be  treated  as 
a  sale,  but  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  show,  in  the  petition  or 
otherwise,  nor  for  the  court  to  find,  that  the  pecuniary  or  pro- 
prietary interest  of  the  grantor  corporation  will  be  promoted 
thereby;  and  the  interests  of  such  grantor  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
promoted  if  it  appears  that  religious  or  charitable  objects  gen- 
erally are  conserved  by  such  conveyance ;  provided,  however,  that 
such  an  order  shall  not  be  made  if  tending  to  impair  the  claim 
or  remedy  of  any  creditor.  If  a  sale  or  mortgage  of  any  real 
property  of  any  such  religious  corporation  has  been  heretofore  or 
shall  be  hereafter  made  and  a  conveyance  or  mortgage  executed 
and  delivered  without  the  authority  of  a  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, obtained  as  required  by  law,  or  not  in  accordance  with  its 
directions,  the  court  may,  thereafter,  upon  the  application  of  the 
corporation,  or  of  the  grantee  or  mortgagee  in  any  such  convey- 
ance or  mortgage  or  of  any  person  claiming  through  or  imder  any 
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Buch  grantee  or  mortgagee,  upon  such  notice  to  such  corporation, 
or  its  successor,  and  such  other  person  or  persons  as  may  be  inter- 
ested  in  such  property,  as  the  court  may  prescribe,  confirm  said 
previously  executed  conveyance  or  mortgage,  and  order  and  di- 
rect the  execution  and  delivery  of  a  confirmatory  deed  or  mort-

Article  five  of  chapter  twenty-one  of  the  laws  of 
Tlt^     nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  educa- 
generiiiy"   tiou,  coustituting  chaptcr  sixteen  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as 
Tm^  ""^  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nine- 
teen hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  therein 
new  sections  to  be  known  as  sections  one  hundred  and  thirty,  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one,  one  hundred  and  thirty-two,  one  hundred 
and  thirty-three,   and  one  hundred  and  thirty-four,  to  read  as 
follows :

Whenever  ten  or  more  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
each  of  two  or  more  districts  shall  sign  a  request  for  a  meeting  to 
be  held  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  such  districts 
shall  be  consolidated  as  a  common  school  district,  and  submit  the 
same  to  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  of  each  of  such  dis- 
tricts, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  trustees  or  board  cf  education 
to  give  public  notice  that  a  meeting  of  the  qualified  electors  of 
such  districts  will  be  held  at  some  convenient  place  within  such 
districts,  as  centrally  located  as  may  be,  to  vote  upon  the  question 
of  consolidating  such  districts.  Such  notice  shall  specify  the  day 
and  hour  when  such  meeting  shall  be  held,  not  less  than  twenty 
nor  more  than  thirty  days  after  the  posting,  service  or  publication 
of  such  notice.  If  the  trustees  or  board  of  education  shall  refuse 
or  neglect  to  give  such  notice  within  twenty  days  after  such  re- 
quest is  submitted  the  commissioner  of  education  may  authorize 
and  direct  any  qualified  elector  of  the  district  to  give  such  notice. 

2.  If  any  part  of  either  of  such  districts  is  situated  wholly  or 
partly  within  an  incorporated  village  in  which  one  or  more  news- 
papers are  published,  such  notice  shall  be  published  once  in  each 
week  f oiT  three  consecutive  weeks  before  such  meeting  in  all  the 
newspapers  published  in  such  village,  and  shall  also  be  posted  at 
least  twenty  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  in  at  least  five  con- 
spicuous places  in  each  district.  In  all  other  districts  the  trustees 
or  board  of  education  of  each  district  shall  authorize  and  direct 
a  qualified  elector  thereof  to  notify  each  qualified  elector  of  such 
district  of  such  meeting  by  delivering  to  him  a  copy  of  such  notice, 
or  in  case  of  his  absence  from  home,  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof, 
or  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  the  time,  place  and  object  of  the 
meeting,  at  the  place  of  his  abode,  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to 
the  time  of  such  meeting. 

8.  The  reasonable  expense  of  the  publication  and  service  of

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such  notice  shall  be  chargeable  upon  the  districts,  if  the  vote  be 
in  favor  of  consolidation,  and  if  not,  shall  be  paid  by  the  persons 
signing  the  request  for  such  meeting  as  provided  by  section  one 
hundred  and  forty-four. 

§  132.  Proceedings  at  meeting  for  consolidation;  adoption  of 
resolution;  proceedings  to  be  filed.  Such  meeting  shall  be  or- 
ganized as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  forty-five.  If 
there  are  at  least  ten  qualified  electors  of  each  of  the  two  or  more 
districts  joining  in  such  request,  present  at  such  meeting,  such 
meeting  may  adopt  a  resolution  to  consolidate  such  districts.  The 
vote  upon  such  resolution  shall  be  by  taking  and  recording  the 
ayes  and  noes.  The  clerk  shall  keep  a  poll-list  upon  which  shall 
be  recorded  the  names  of  all  qualified  electors  voting  upon  the 
resolution,  the  districts  in  which  such  electors  reside,  and  how 
each  elector  voted.

§  133.  Order  creating  consolidated  district;  effect.  The  dis- 
trict superintendent  shall  thereupon  issue  an  order  consolidating 
such  districts  and  creating  a  common  school  district,  or  union  free 
school  district,  as  the  case  may  be,  designating  sucli  district  by 
number.  Such  order  shall  take  effect  at  some  date  to  be  specified 
therein,  not  more  than  three  months  after  the  date  of  the  meet- 
ing.

If  such  districts  are 
located  in  two  or  more  supervisory  districts  such  order  shall  be 
executed  jointly  by  the  district  superintendents  of  such  districts.

tricts and  forming  a  new  district  therefrom,  or  dissolving  one  or 
more  of  such  districts  and  uniting  the  territory  thereof  to  a  union 
free  school  district  Bui  a  district  superintendent  may,  upon  a 
petition  of  at  least  twenty-five  qualified  electors  of  the  consoli- 
dated district,  where  one  of  the  districts  consolidated  is  a  union 
free  school  district,  or  shall,  when  directed  by  the  commissioner  of 
education,  direct  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  education  of  such  union 
free  school  district  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  qualified 
electors  thereof,  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  number  of  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  of  such  new  district,  subject  to  the 
limitations  prescribed  by  section  three  hundred  and  eight  of  this 
chapter,  or  for  the  purpose  of  terminating  the  offices  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  education  in  office  when  the  consolidation 
takes  effect.

teen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relative  to  education,  amended  by

constituting  chapter  sixteen  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  ch.  ho, 
by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred

He  shall  procure  from  the  county  treasurer  a  full  list  and 
statement  of  all  payments  to  him  of  moneys  for  or  on  account

benefit  of  schools  and  of  the  towns  or  districts  for  whose  benefit 
the  same  were  received.  Such  of  said  moneys  as  belong  to  a  par- 
ticular district,  he  shall  set  apart  and  credit  to  il;  and  such 
as  belong  to  the  schools  of  a  town  he  shall  set  apart  and  credit 
to  the  schools  in  that  town,  and  shall  apportion  them  together 
with  such  as  belong  to  the  schools  of  the  county  as  hereinafter 
provided  for  the  payment  of  teachers'  salaries. 

He  shall  sign,  in  duplicate,  a  certificate,  showing  the  amounts 
apportioned  and  set  apart  to  each  school  district  and  part  of  a' 
district,  and  the  towns  in  which  they  were  situated,  and  shall 
forthwith  deliver  one  of  said  duplicates  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
county  and  transmit  the  other  to  the  commissioner  of  education.

If  it  is  de- 
sired to  construct  or  improve  any  portion  of  a  state  or  coimty 
highway  within  such  village  or  city  of  the  second  or  third  class  at

AN  ACT  to  provide  means  for  the  completion  and  furnishing  of 
the  new  Schenectady  county  jail  and  the  furnishing  of  the  new 
Schenectady  county  courthouse  in  the  city  of  Schenectady,  New 
York,  for  the  use  of  the  county  of  Schenectady. 

Became  a  law  March  26,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Bond  tasue  Scctiou  1.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Schenec- 
tady is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  upon  the  faith  and  credit  of 
the  said  county  such  a  sum  of  money  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
meet  and  pay  all  of  the  expenditures  necessary  to  complete  and 
furnish  the  new  Schenectady  county  jail,  and  to  complete  the 
furnishing  of  the  new  courthouse,  both  of  which  are  situated  in  the 
city  of  Schenectady,  New  York,  for  the  use  of  the  county  of 
Schenectady,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  and  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  said  county  of  Schenectady 
Bondi,  therefor,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  of  not  exceeding  four  and  one- 
maturiti,  half  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually ;  the  principal

Passed, 
three-flfthfl  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  SeiuUe 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  five  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  tiie  code  of  1 5w 
criminal  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  586.  Beposit,  when  and  how  made.  The  defendant,  at  any 
time  after  an  order  admitting  him  to  bail,  instead  of  giving  bail, 
or  a  witness  committed  in  default  of  an  undertaking  to  appear 
and  testify,  instead  of  entering  into  such  an  undertaking,  may 
deposit  with  the  county  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  he  is 
held  to  answer  or  appear,  or  in  the  city  of  New  York  with  the 
chamberlain,*  or  with  the  magistrate  by  whom  he  is  so  held,  or  with 
any  other  justice  or  magistrate  of  the  same  court  or  with  the  clerk 
or  deputy  clerk  of  a  court  held  by  any  such  justice  or  magistrate,  or 
with  the  warden,  deputy  warden  or  keeper  in  charge  of  the  jail  in 
which  he  so  stands  committed,  the  sum  mentioned  in  the  order 
of  commitment,  and  upon  delivering  to  the  officer  in  whose  cus- 
tody he  is,  a  certificate  of  such  deposit  from  such  justice,  magis- 
trate, clerk  or  deputy  clerk,  or  upon  the  said  sum  being  deposited 
in  money  with  such  warden,  deputy  warden  or  keeper  in  charge, 
the  defendant  must  forthwith  be  discharged  from  custody.

I  144. 'as  nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act 
amended  by  .^  yektion  to  tho  public  health,  constituting  chapter  forty-five 
and  L.^'i9io.  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  three  hundred 
Sieid^.  and  seventy-five  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  and

For  medical  in- 
spection of  third-class  or  steerage  passengers  upon  all  ships  en- 
tering the  port  of  New  York,  as  follows:  For  the  first  one  hun- 
dred, or  fraction  thereof,  five  dollars;  for  every  additional  one 
hundred,  or  fraction  thereof,  of  such  passengers,  three  dollars.

diem.     He  shall  pay  all  the  salaries  and  wages  of  the  deputy 
health  officers  and  other  officers  and  employees  as  may  be  nec- 
essary  for   the   performance  of  the   duties  imposed   upon  him 
by  law  for  the  carrying  on  of  a  quarantine  establishment,  and 
shall  pay   all  the  necessary  expenses  of  maintaining  such  es- 
tablishment   and    the    steamboat    service    necessarily    connected 
therewith.     The   salary   of   the   health   officer   and   of   all   per- 
sons   appointed    or    employed    by    him,    and    all    the    expenses 
necessarily  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  his  office,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  out  of  the  money  ap- 
propriated therefor.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

L.  1909.  eh       Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  of  chapter 

^endedL     fifty-fivc  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An 

act  in  relation  to  cities  of  the  second  class,  constituting  chapter 

fifty-three  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to 

read  as  follows: 

§  124.  Contracts  for  paving.  The  common  council  shall,  by 
general  ordinance,  prescribe,  approve  and  adopt  the  materials 
to  be  used  in  paving,  repaving,  repairing,  surfacing  or  resurfac- 
ing the  streets  and  public  places  of  the  city,  and  fix  the  standard 
of  excellence  and  test  required  for  each  such  material.  The  city 
engineer  shall  prepare  standard  specifications,  in  accordance  with 
such  ordinance,  for  the  performance  of  the  work  involved  in  such 
improvements  with  each  kind  of  materials  so  prescribed,  approved 
and  adopted  therefor.  Whenever  the  common  council  shall  de- 
termine to  make  any  such  improvement,  and  the  proceedings  pro- 
vided by  law  as  preliminary  thereto  shall  have  been  taken,  the 
board  of  contract  and  supply  shall  advertise  for  proposals  for  the 
furnishing  of  the  materials  and  the  performance  of  the  work  in- 
volved in  such  improvements,  and  specifications*  shall  be  pre- 
pared and  proposals  shall  be  invited,  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  for  the  construction  of  such  improvement  with 
each  kind  of  paving  material  so  prescribed,  approved  and  adopted 
by  the  common  council.  In  case  the  expense  of  any  such  improve- 
ment is  to  be  assessed  upon  the  property  abutting  upon  the  street, 
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or  part  thereof,  to  be  improved  and  more  than  one  kind  of  ma- 
terial is  prescribed,  approved  or  adopted  therefor,  the  secretary 
of  the  board  shall,  within  one  week  after  proposals  for  such  work 
have  been  received  and  opened,  cause  to  be  published  in  a  daily 
official  paper  for  four  successive  days,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  a 
notice  containing  a  summary  statement  of  all  such  proposals.  A 
majority  of  said  property  owners,  owning  not  less  than  one-third 
of  the  feet  front  of  property  abutting  on  such  street,  exclusive  of 
city  property,  may  present  to  the  board  of  contract  and  supply 
a  petition  or  other  writing  designating  the  general  kind  of  pave- 
ment or  material  to  be  used  in  making  said  improvement.  If  no 
part  of  the  expense  of  such  improvement  is  to  be  assessed  upon

In  case,  however, 
two-thirds  of  the  owners  of  property,  owning  at  least  three-fifths 
of  the  linear  feet  fronting  upon  said  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall 
designate  a  particular  make,  style  or  brand  of  the  kind  of  pave- 
ment or  material  to  be  used  in  making  such  improvement,  the 
contract  therefor  shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  for  such 
make,  style  or  brand  of  such  kind  of  pavement  or  material,  al- 
though the  same  is  not  the  lowest  bid  for  such  kind  of  pavement 
or  material  so  designated.  ^Where  a  street  surface  railroad  shall 
be  laid  in  any  street  which  it  is  determined  to  improve  as  herein 
provided,  the  proposals  and  contract  for  such  improvement  shall 
include  the  improvement  of  the  space  between  the  tracks  of  such 
street  surface  railroad,  the  rails  of  such  tracks  and  two  feet  in 
width  outside  of  such  tracks,  and  the  work  of  improvement  in 
such  space  shall  be  done  at  the  same  time  and  under  the  same 
supervision  as  the  work  of  improvement  of  the  remainder  of  such 
street.  After  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  to  the  com-

(e)  PhyBicians'  certificates.  In  cities  of  the  first  class  only, 
in  case  application  for  the  issuance  of  an  employment  certificate

guardian  or  custodian  of  such  child  for  physicians'  certificates. 
Such  application  shall  contain  the  allied  age,  place  and  date  of 
birth,  and  present  residence  of  such  child,  together  with  such 
further  facts  as  may  be  of  assistance  in  determining  the  age  of 
such  child.  Such  application  shall  be  filed  for  not  less  than 
ninety  days  after  date  of  such  application  for  such  physicians' 
certificates,  for  an  examination  to  be  made  of  the  statements  con- 
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tained  therein,  and  in  case  no  facts  appear  within  such  period  or 
by  such  examination  tending  to  discredit  or  contradict  any  mate- 
rial statement  of  such  application,  then  and  not  otherwise  the 
oflBcer  may  direct  such  child  to  appear  thereafter  for  physical 
examination  before  two  physicians  oflBcially  designated  by  the 
board  of  health,  and  in  case  such  physicians  shall  certify  in  writing 
that  they  have  separately  examined  such  child  and  that  in  their 
opinion  such  child  is  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age  such  officer 
'shall  accept  such  certificate  as  sufficient  proof  of  the  age  of  such 
ichild  for  the  purposes  of  this  section.  In  case  the  opinions  of 
such  physicians  do  not  concur,  the  child  shall  be  examined  by  a 
third  physician  and  the  concurring  opinions  shall  be  conclusive 
for  the  purpose  of  this  section  as  to  the  age  of  such  child.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  labor  law,  in  relation  to  the  organization  of 
the  department  of  labor  and  its  various  bureaus,  the  creation  of 
an  industrial  board  and  the  extension  of  the  department's 
jurisdiction  over  mercantile  establishments  in  cities  of  the 
second  class.^

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

§  40.  Commissioner  of  labor.  There  shall  continue  to  be  a

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§  50.  Indiistrial  board;  organization.  1.  There  shall  be  an 
industrial  board,  to  consist  of  the  commissioner  of  labor,  who  shnll 
be  chairman  of  the  board,  and  four  associate  members.  The  asso- 
ciate members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  by  and  with  the 
consent  and  advice  of  the  senate.  Of  the  associate  members  first 
appointed,  one  shall  hold  oflSce  until  December  first,  nineteen 
hundred  and  fourteen,  one  until  December  first,  nineteen  hundred 
and  fifteen,  one  until  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  six- 
teen, and  one  until  December  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  seven- 
teen.

§  53.  Bureau  of  inspeotion;  inspector  general;  diyisions.  The 
bureau  of  inspection,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  labor,  shall  have  charge  of  all  inspections 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  commissioner  of 
labor.  The  first  deputy  commissioner  of  labor  shall  be  the

Inspectors  of  the  first  grade,  of  whom  there 
shall  be  not  more  than  ninety-five,  shall  each  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars;  inspectors  of  the 
second  grade,  of  whom  there  shall  be  not  niore  than  fifty, 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars;  inspectors  of  the  third  grade,  of  whom  there  shall 
be  not  more  than  twenty-five  shall  each  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars;  inspectors  of  the 
fourth  grade,  of  whom  there  shall  be  not  more  than  ten,  shall  each 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  and  shall  be 
attached  to  the  division  of  industrial  hygiene  and  act  as  investi- 
gators in  such  division ;  inspectors  of  the  fifth  grade,  of  whom  there 
shall  be  not  more  than  nine,  one  of  whom  shall  be  able  to  speak  and 
write  at  least  five  European  languages  in  addition  to  English, 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  and  shall  act  as  supervising  inspectors;  inspectors  of  the 
sixth  grade,  of  whom  there  shall  be  not  less  than  three  and  one 
of  whom  shall  be  a  woman,  shall  act  as  medical  inspectors  and 
shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars;  inspectors  of  the  seventh  grade,  of  whom  there  shall  be 
not  less  than  four,  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  all  of  the  inspectors  of  the  sixth 
grade  shall  be  physicians  duly  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in 
the  state  of  New  York.  Of  ttie  inspectors  of  the  seventh  grade 
one  shall  be  a  physician  duly  licensed  to  practice  medicine  in  the 
state  of  New  York,  and  he  shall  be  the  chief  medical  inspector ; 
one  shall  be  a  chemical  engineer ;  one  shall  be  a  mechanical  engi- 
neer, and  an  expert  in  ventilation  and  accident  prevention;  and 
one  shall  be  a  civil  engineer,  and  an  expert  in  fire  prevention  and 
building  construction. 

2.  Mercantile  inspectors.  The  commissioner  of  labor  may  ap- 
point from  time  to  time  not  more  than  twenty  mercantile  in- 
spectors not  less  than  four  of  whom  shall  be  women  and  who  may 
be  removed  by  him  at  any  time.  The  mercantile  inspectors  may 
be  divided  into  three  grades  but  not  more  than  five  shall  be  of 
the  third  grade.  Each  mercantile  inspector  of  the  first  grade  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars;  of  the  second 
grade  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars ;  and 
of  the  third  grade  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 
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§  55.  Division  of  factory  inspection;  factory  inspection  dis- 
tricts; chief  factory  inspectors.  For  the  inspection  of  factories, 
there  shall  be  two  inspection  districts  to  be  known  as  the  first 
factory  inspection  district  and  the  second  factory  inspection  dis- 
trict. The  first  factory  inspection  district  shall  include  the  coun- 
ties of  New  York,  Bronx,  Kings,  Queens,  Richmond,  Nassau  and 
Suffolk.  The  second  factory  inspection  district  shall  include  all 
the  other  counties  of  the  state.  There  shall  be  two  chief  factory 
inspectors  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commissioner  of  labor  and 
who  may  be  removed  by  him  at  any  time  and  each  of  whom 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  four  thousand  dollars  a  year.  The  in- 
spection of  factories  in  each  factory  inspection  district  shall,  sub- 
ject to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
be  in  charge  of  a  chief  factory  inspector  assigned  to  such  district 
by  the  commissioner  of  labor.  The  commissioner  of  labor  may 
designate  one  of  the  supervising  inspectors  as  assistant  chief  fac- 
tory inspector  for  the  first  district,  and  while  acting  as  such  as- 
sistant chief  factory  inspector  he  shall  receive  an  additional  salary 
of  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

§  56.  Idem;  general  powers  and  duties.  1.  The  commissioner 
of  labor  shall,  from  time  to  time,  divide  the  state  into  sub-districts, 
assign  one  factory  inspector  of  the  fifth  grade  to  each  sub-district 
as  supervising  inspector,  and  may  in  his  discretion  transfer  such 
supervising  inspector  from  one  sub-district  to  another;  he  shall 
from  time  to  time,  assign  and  transfer  factory  inspectors  to  each 
factory  inspection  district  and  to  any  of  the  divisions  of  the 
bureau  of  inspection ;  he  may  assign  any  factory  inspector  to  in- 
spect any  special  class  or  classes  of  factories  or  to  enforce  any 
special  provisions  of  this  chapter ;  and  he  may  assign  any  one  or 
more  of  them  to  act  as  clerks  in  any  office  of  the  department. 

2.  The  commissioner  of  labor  may  authorize  any  deputy  com- 
missioner or  assistant  and  any  agent  or  inspector  in  the  depart- 
ment of  labor  to  act  as  a  factory  inspector  with  the  full  power  and 
authority  thereof. 

3.  The  commissioner  of  labor,  the  first  deputy  commissioner 
of  labor  and  his  assistant  or  assistants,  and  every  factory  inspector 
and  every  person  duly  authorized  pursuant  to  sub-division  two 
of  this  section  may,  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  enter  any  place, 
building  or  room  which  is  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter and  may  enter  any  factory  whenever  he  may  have  reasonable 
cause  to  believe  that  any  labor  is  being  performed  therein. 
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4.  The  oommissioner  of  labor  shall  visit  and  inspect  or  cause 
to  be  visited  and  inspected  the  factories,  during  reasonable  hours, 
as  often  as  practicable,  and  shall  cause  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  industrial  board  to 
be  enforced  therein. 

5.  Any  lawful  municipal  ordinance,  by-law  or  regulation  re- 
lating to  factories,  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
and  not  in  conflict  therewith,  may  be  observed  and  enforced  by 
the  commissioner  of  labor. 

§  57.  Division  of  homework  inspection.  The  division  of  home- 
work inspection  shall  be  in  charge  of  an  officer  or  employee  of 
the  department  of  labor  designated  by  the  commissioner  of  labor 
and  shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor,  have  charge  of  all  inspections  of  tenement  houses 
and  of  labor  therein  and  of  all  work  done  for  factories  at  places 
other  than  such  factories. 

§  58.  Division  of  mercantile  inspection.  The  division  of  mer- 
cantile inspection  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the 
chief  mercantile  inspector,  but  subject  to  the  direction  and  super- 
vision of  the  oommissioner  of  labor.  The  chief  mercantile  in- 
spector shall  be  appointed  and  be  at  pleasure  4'emoved  by  the  com- 
missioner of  labor,  and  shall  receive  such  annual  salary  not  to 
exceed  three  thousand  dollars  as  may  be  appropriated  therefor. 

§  59.  Id.;  general  powers  and  duties.  1.  The  commissioner 
of  labor  may  divide  the  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  of  the 
state  into  mercantile  inspection  districts,  assign  one  or  more 
mercantile  inspectors  to  each  such  district,  and  may  in  his  dis- 
cretion transfer  them  from  one  such  district  to  another;  he  may 
assign  any  of  them  to  inspect  any  special  class  or  classes  of  mer-

chapter,  and  may  enter  any  mercantile  or  other  establishment 
specified  in  said  article,  situated  in  the  cities  of  the  first  or  second 
class,  whenever  he  may  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  it  is 
affected  by  the  provisions  of  article  twelve  of  this  chapter. 

4.  The  commissioner  of  labor  shall  visit  and  inspect  or  cause  to 
be  visited  and  inspected  the  mercantile  and  other  establishments 
specified  in  article  twelve  of  this  chapter  situated  in  cities  of  the 
first  and  second  class,  as  often  as  practicable,  and  shall  cause  the 
provisions  of  said  article  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  ihe 
industrial  board  to  be  enforced  therein. 

6.  Any  lawful  municipal  ordinance,  by-law  or  r^ulation  relat- 
ing to  mercantile  or  other  establishments  specified  in  article 
twelve  of  this  chapter,  in  addition  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
and  not  in  conflict  therewith,  may  be  enforced  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class. 

§  60.  Division  of  industrial  hygiene.  The  inspectors  of  the 
seventh  grade  shall  constitute  the  division  of  industrial  hygiene, 
which  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of  the  commissioner  of 
labor.  The  commissioner  of  labor  may  select  one  of  the  inspectors 
of  the  seventh  grade  to  act  as  the  director  of  sudi  division,  and 
such  director  while  acting  in  that  capacity  shall  receive  an  addi- 
tional compensation  of  five  hundred  dollars  a  year.  The  members 
of  the  division  of  industrial  hygiene  shall  make  special  inspections 
of  factories,  mercantile  establishments  and  other  places  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  throughout  the  state,  and  shall  con- 
duct special  investigations  of  industrial  processes  and  conditions. 
The  commissioner  of  labor  shall  submit  to  the  industrial  board 
the  recomjnendations  of  the  division  regarding  proposed  rules  and 
regulations  and  standards  to  be  adopted  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  shall  advise  said  board  concerning 
the  operation  of  such  rules  and  standards  and  as  to  any  changes 
or  modifications  to  be  made  therein.  The  members  of  such  divi- 
sion shall  prepare  material  for  leaflets  and  bulletins  calling  atten- 
tion to  dangers  in  particular  industries  and  ihe  precautions  to  be 
taken  to  avoid  them;  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  and 
render  such  other  services  as  may  be  required  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor.  The  director  of  such  division  shall  make  an  annual  re- 
port to  the  commissioner  of  labor  of  the  operation  of  the  division, 
to  which  may  be  attached  the  individual  reports  of  each  member 
of  the  division  as  above  specified,  and  same  shall  be  transmitted 
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to  the  l^islature  as  part  of  the  anniial  report  of  the  commissioner 
of  labor. 

§  61.  Section  of  medical  inspection.  The  inspectors  of  the 
sixth  grade  shall  constitute  the  section  of  medical  inspection  which 
shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  director  of  the 
division  of  industrial  hygiene,  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
the  chief  medical  inspector.  The  section  of  medical  inspection 
shall  inspect  factories,  mercantile  establishments  and  other  places 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  throughout  the  state  with 
respect  to  conditions  of  work  affecting  the  health  of  persons  em- 
ployed therein  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  physical  examination 
and  medical  supervision  of  all  children  employed  therein  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  and  render  such  other  services  as  the 
oonunisrfoner  of  labor  may  direct

§  62.  Bnreau  of  statistics  and  information.  The  bureau  of 
statistics  and  information,  shall  be  under  the  immediate  charge  of 
a  chief  statistician,  but  subject  to  the  direction  and  supervision  of 
the  commissioner  of  labor. 

§  63.  Divisions;  duties  and  powers.  1.  The  bureau  of 
statistics  and  information  shall  have  five  divisions  as  follows: 
general  labor  statistics ;  industrial  directory ;  industrial  accidents 
and  diseases;  special  investigations;  and  printing  and  publication. 
There  shall  be  such  other  divisions  in  such  bureau  as  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  may  deem  advisable.  Each  of  the  said  divisions 
shall,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  direction  of  the  commissioner 
of  labor  and  of  the  chief  statistician,  be  in  charge  of  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  department  of  labor  designated  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor;  and  each  of  the  said  divisions,  in  addition  to  the 
duties  prescribed  in  this  chapter,  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  may  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  commissioner  of  labor. 
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2.  The  division  of  general  labor  statistics  shall  collect,  and  pre- 
pare statistics  and  general  information  in  relation  to  conditions  of 
labor  and  the  industries  of  the  state. 

3.  The  division  of  industrial  directory  shall  prepare  annually 
an  industrial  directory  for  all  cities  and  villages  having  a  popu- 
lation of  one  thousand  or  more  according  to  the  last  preceding 
federal  census  or  state  enumeration.  Such  directory  shall  contain 
information  regarding  opportimities  and  advantages  for  manu- 
facturing in  every  such  city  or  village,  the  factories  established 
therein,  hours  of  labor,  housing  conditions,  railroad  and  water 
connections,  water  power,  natural  resources,  wages  and  such  other 
data  regarding  social,  economic  and  industrial  conditions  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  commissioner  would  be  of  value  to  prospective 
manufacturers,  and  their  employees.  If  a  city  is  divided  into 
boroughs  the  directory  shall  contain  such  information  as  to  each 
borough. 

4.  The  division  of  industrial  accidents  and  diseases  shall  collect 
and  prepare  statistical  details  and  general  information  re- 
garding industrial  accidents  and  occupational  diseases,  their 
causes  and  effects,  and  methods  of  preventing,  curing  and  remedy- 
ing them,  and  of  providing  compensation  therefor. 

5.  The  division  of  special  investigations  shall  have  charge  of  all 
investigations  and  research  work  relating  to  economic  and  social 
conditions  of  labor  conducted  by  such  bureau. 

6.  The  division  of  printing  and  publication  shall  print,  publish 
and  disseminate  in  such  manner  and  to  such  extent  as  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  shall  direct,  such  information  and  statistics  as  the 
commissioner  of  labor  may  direct  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  the 
health,  safety  and  well  being  of  persons  employed  at  labor. 

7.  The  commissioner  of  labor  may  subpoena  witnesses,  take 
and  hear  testimony,  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  depositions  and 
administel:  oaths. 

§  64.  Information  to  be  furnished  upon  request.  The  owner, 
operator,  manager  or  lessee  of  any  mine,  factory,  work- 
shop, warehouse,  elevator,  foundry,  machine  shop  or  other 
manufacturing  establishment,  or  any  agent,  superintendent, 
subordinate,  or  employee  thereof,  and  any  person  employing 
or  directing  any  labor  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
shall,  when  requested  by  the  commissioner  of  labor,  furnish  any 
information  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control  which  the  com- 
missioner is  authorized  to  require,  and  shall  admit  him  or  his  duly

Every  medical 
practitioner  attending  on  or  called  in  to  visit  a  patient 
whom  he  believes  to  be  suffering  from  poisoning  from  lead,  *pho&- 
phorous,  arsenic,  brass,  wood  alcohol,  mercury  or  their  com- 
pounds, or  from  anthrax,  or  from  compressed  air  illness,  con- 
tracted as  the  result  of  the  nature  of  the  patient's  employmcmt, 
shall  send  to  the  commissioner  of  labor  a  notice  stating  the  name 
and  full  postal  address  and  place  of  employment  of  the  patient 
and  the  disease  from  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  medical  prac- 
titioner, the  patient  is  suffering,  with  such  other  and  further  in- 
formation as  may  be  required  by  the  said  commissioner. 

2.  If  any  medical  practitioner,  when  required  by  this  section 
to  send  a  notice,  fails  forthwith  to  send  the  same,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a  fine  not  exceeding  ten  dollars.

The  owner,  manager 
or  agent  of  a  mercantile  or  other  establishment  specified  in  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  sixty-one,  employing  children,  shall  keep 
or  cause  to  be  kept  in  the  offico  of  such  establishment,  a  register, 
in  which  shall  be  recorded  the  name,  birthplace,  age  and  place 
of  residence  of  all  children  so  employed  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years.  Such  register  and  the  certificate  filed  in  such  oflBce  shall 
be  produced  for  inspection,  upon  the  demand  of  an  oflBcer  of  the 
board,  department  or  commissioner  of  health  of  the  town,  village 
or  city  where  such  establishment  is  situated,  or  if  such  establish- 
ment is  situated  in  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class,  upon  the 
demand  of  the  commissioner  of  labor.  On  termination  of  the 
employment  of  the  child  so  registered  and  whose  certificate  is  w^ 
filed,  such  certificate  shall  be  forthwith  surrendered  by  the  em-

ployed or  permitted  or  suffered  to  work,  and  whose  employment 
certificate  is  not  then  filed  as  required  by  this  chapter,  that  such 
employer  shall  either  furnish  him,  within  ten  days,  evidence  satis- 
factory to  him  that  such  child  is  in  fact  over  sixteen  years  of 
age,  or  shall  cease  to  employ  or  permit  or  suffer  such  child  to 
work  in  such  establishment  The  officer  may  require  from  such 
employer  the  same  evidence  of  age  of  such  child  as  is  required 
on  the  issuance  of  an  employment  certificate  and  the  employer 
furnishing  such  evidence  shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  any 
further  evidence  of  the  age  of  the  child.  A  notice  embodying 
such  demand  may  be  served  on  such  employer  personally  or  may 
be  sent  by  mail  addressed  to  him  at  said  establishment,  and  if 
served  by  post  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  served  at  the  time 
whou  the  letter  containing  the  same  would  be  delivered  in  the 
ordinary  course  of  the  post  When  the  employer  is  a  corporation 
such  notice  may  be  served  either  personally  upon  an  officer  of 
such  corporation  or  by  sending  it  by  post  addressed  to  the  office 
or  the  principal  place  of  business  of  such  corporation.  The  papers 
constituting  such  evidence  of  age  furnished  by  the  employer  in 
response  to  such  demand  shall,  except  in  cities  of  the  first  and 
second  class,  be  filed  with  the  board,  department  or  commissioner 
of  health,  and  in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  with  the 
commissioner  of  labor,  and  a  material  false  statement  made  in 
any  such  paper  or  affidavit  by  any  person  shall  be  a  misdemeanor. 
In  case  such  employer  shall  fail  to  produce  and  deliver  to  the 
officer  of  the  board,  department  or  commissioner  of  health,  or 
in  cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  to  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
within  ten  days  after  such  demand  such  evidence  of  age  herein 
required  by  him,  and  shall  thereafter  continue  to  employ  such 
child  or  permit  or  suffer  such  child  to  work  in  such  mercantile 
or  other  establishment,  proof  of  the  giving  of  such  notice  and  of 
such  failure  to  produce  and  file  such  evidence  shall  be  prima  facie 
evidence  in  any  prosecution  brought  for  a  violation  of  this  article 
that  such  child  is  under  sixteen  years  of  age  and  is  unlawfully 
employed.

§  168.  Wash-rooms  and  water-closets.  Suitable  and  proper 
wash-rooms  and  water-closets  shall  be  provided  in,  adjacent  to 
or  connected  with  mercantile  establishments.  Such  rooms  and 
closets  shall  be  so  located  and  arranged  as  to  be  easily  accessible 
to  the  employees  of  such  establishments. 

Such  water-closets  shall  be  properly  screened  and  ventilated, 
and,  at  all  times,  kept  in  a  clean  condition.  The  water-closets 
assigned  to  the  female  employees  of  such  establishments  shall  be 
separate  from  those  assigned  to  the  male  employees. 

If  a  mercantile  establishment  has  not  provided  wash-rooms  and 
water<5losets,  as  required  by  this  section,  the  board  or  department 
of  health  or  health  conmaissioners  of  the  town,  village  or  city 
where  such  establishment  is  situated,  unless  such  establishment  is 
situated  in  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class,  in  which  case  the 
conmaissioner  of  labor  shall  cause  to  be  served  upon  the  owner, 
agent  or  lessee  of  the  building  occupied  by  such  establishment  a 
written  notice  of  the  omission  and  directing  such  owner,  agent  or 
lessee  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  section  respecting  such 
wash-rooms  and  water-closets. 

Such  owner  shall,  within  fifteen  days  after  the  receipt  of  such 
notice,  cause  such  wash-rooms  and  water-closets  to  be  provided. 

§  169.  Lnneh-rooms.  If  a  lunch-room  is  provided  in  a  mer- 
cantile establishment  where  females  are  employed,  such  lunch- 
room shall  not  be  next  to  or  adjoining  the  water-closets,  unless 
permission  is  first  obtained  from  the  board  or  department  of 
health  or  health  commissioners  of  the  town,  village  or  city  where 
such  mercantile  establishment  is  situated,  unless  such  establish- 
ment is  situated  in  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class  in  which  case 
such  permission  must  be  obtained  from  the  commissioner  of  labor. 
Such  permission  shall  be  granted  unless  it  appears  that  proper 
sanitary  conditions  do  not  exist,  and  it  may  be  revoked  at  any 
time  by  the  board  or  department  of  health  or  health  commissioners, 
if  it  appears  that  such  lunch-room  is  kept  in  a  manner  or  in  a 
part  of  a  building  injurious  to  the  health  of  the  employees,  unless 
such  establishment  is  situated  in  a  city  of  the  first  or  second  class, 
in  which  case  said  permission  may  be  so  revoked  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor. 

§  171.  Employment    of    women    and    children    in    basements. 

Women  or  children  shall  not  be  employed  or  permitted  to  work 
in  the  basement  of  a  mercantile  establishment,  unless  permitted 
by  the  board  or  department  of  health,  or  health  commissioner  of 
the  town,  village  or  city  where  such  mercantile  establishment  is 
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situated,  unless  such  establishment  is  situated  in  a  city  of  the 
first  or  second  class  in  which  case  such  permission  must  be  ob- 
tained from  the  commissioner  of  labor.  Such  permission  shall 
be  granted  unless  it  appears  that  such  basement  is  not  sufficiently 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  is  not  in  good  sanitary  condition. 

§  172.  Enforcement  of  article.  Except  in  cities  of  the  first 
and  second  class  the  board  or  department  of  health  or  health  com- 
missioners of  a  town,  village  or  city  affected  by  this  article  shall 
enforce  the  same  and  prosecute  all  violations  thereof.  Proceed- 
ings to  prosecute  such  violations  must  be  b^un  within  sixty  days 
after  the  alleged  offense  was  committed.  All  officers  and  members 
of  such  boards  or  department,  all  health  commissioners,  in- 
spectors and  other  persons  appointed  or  designated  by  such  boards, 
departments  or  commissioners  may  visit  and  inspect,  at  reasonable 
hours  and  when  practicable  and  necessary,  all  mercantile  or 
other  establishments  herein  specified  within  the  town,  village  or 
city  for  which  they  are  appointed.  No  person  shall  interfere  with 
or  prevent  any  such  officer  from  making  such  visitations  and  in- 
spections, nor  shall  he  be  obstructed  or  injured  by  force  or  other- 
wise while  in  the  performance  of  his  duties.  All  persons  connected 
with  any  such  mercantile  or  other  establishment  herein  specified 
shall  properly  answer  all  questions  asked  by  such  officer  or  in- 
spector in  reference  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  articla  In 
cities  of  the  first  and  second  class  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  article,  and  for  that  purpose  he  and 
his  subordinates  shall  possess  all  powers  herein  conferred  upon 
town,  village,  or  city  boards  and  departments  of  health  and  their 
commissioners,  inspectors,  and  other  officers,  except  that  the 
board  or  department  of  health  of  said  cities  of  the  first  and  second 
class  shall  continue  to  issue  employment  certificates  as  provided 
in  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  of  this  chapter. 

§  173.  Laws  to  be  posted.  A  copy  or  abstract  of  applicable 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
industrial  board  to  be  prepared  and  furnished  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  shall  be  kept  posted  by  the  employer  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  on  each  floor  of  every  mercantile  or  other  establishment 
specified  in  article  twelve  of  this  chapter  situated  in  cities  of  the 
first  or  second  class,  wherein  three  or  more  persons  are  employed 
who  are  affected  by  such  provisions.

circumstances,  shall  be  printed  in  bold  face  type  and  with  greater 
prominence  than  any  other  portion  of  the  text  of  the  policy. 

Subd.  (c).  Every  such  policy  so  issued  shall  contain  certain 
standard  provisions,  which  shall  be  in  the  words  and  in  the  order 
hereinafter  set  forth  and  be  preceded  in  every  policy  by  the 
caption,  "Standard  Provisions."

This  policy  includes  the  endorsements  and  attached 
papers,  if  any,   and  contains  the  entire  contract  of  insurance 
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except  as  it  may  be  modified  by  the  insurer's  classification  of 
risks  and  premium  rates  in  the  event  that  the  insured  is  injured 
after  having  changed  his  occupation  to  one  classified  by  the  in- 
surer as  more  hazardous  than  that  stated  in  the  policy,  or  while 
he  is  doing  any  act  or  thing  pertaining  to  any  occupation  so 
classified,  except  ordinary  duties  about  his  reaidence  or  while 
engaged  in  recreation,  in  which  event  the  insurer  will  pay  only 
such  portion  of  the  indemnities  provided  in  the  policy  as  the  pre- 
mium paid  would  have  purchased  at  the  rate  but  within  the 
limits  so  fixed  by  the  insurer  for  such  more  hazardous  occupation. 
If  the  law  of  the  state  in  which  the  insured  resides  at  the  time 
this  policy  is  issued  requires  that  prior  to  its  issue  a  statement  of 
the  premium  rates  and  classification  of  risks  pertaining  to  it  shall 
be  filed  with  the  state  oflScial  having  supervision  of  insurance  in 
such  state,  then  the  premium  rates  and  classification  of  risks  men- 
tioned in  this  policy  shall  mean  only  such  as  have  been  last  filed 
by  the  insurer  in  accordance  with  such  law,  but  if  such  filing  is 
not  required  by  such  law  then  they  shall  mean  the  insurer's 
premimn  rates  and  classification  of  risks  last  made  effective  by 
it  in  such  state  prior  to  the  occurrence  of  the  loss  for  which  the 
insurer  is  liable.

the  insurer  or  by  any  of  its  duly  authorized  agents  shall  reinstate 
the  policy  but  only  to  cover  such  sickness  as  may  begin  more  than 
ten  days  after  the  date  of  such  acceptance. 

(C) :  8.  If  default  be  made  in  the  payment  of  the  agreed  pre- 
mium for  this  policy,  the  subsequent  acceptance  of  a  premium  by 
the  insurer  or  by  any  of  its  duly  authorized  agents  shall  reinstate 
the  policy  but  only  to  cover  accidental  injury  thereafter  sustained 
and  such  sickness  as  may  begin  more  than  ten  days  after  the  date 
of  such  acceptance. 

(4)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  time  of  notice  of  claim 
which  may  be  in  either  of  the  three  following  forms:  Form  (A) 
to  be  used  in  policies  which  insure  only  against  loss  from  accident; 
Form  (B)  to  be  used  in  policies  which  insure  only  against  loss 
from  sickness,  and  Form  (C)  to  be  used  in  policies  which  insure 
against  loss  from  both  accident  and  sickness.  If  Form  (A)  or 
Form  (C)  is  used  the  insurer  may  at  its  option  add  thereto  the  fol- 
lowing sentence,  "  In  event  of  accidental  death  immediate  notice 
thereof  must  be  given  to  the  insurer."

Written  notice  of  sickness  on  which  claim  may  be 
based  must  be  given  to  the  insurer  within  ten  days  after  the  com- 
mencement of  the  disability  from  such  sickness. 

(C)  :  4.  Written  notice  of  injury  or  of  sickness  on  which  daun 
may  be  based  must  be  given  to  the  insurer  within  twenty  days  after 
the  date  of  the  accident  causing  such  injury  or  within  ten  days 
after  the  commencement  of  disability  from  such  sickness. 

(5)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  sufficiency  of  notice  of 
claim  which  shall  be  in  the  following  form  and  in  which  the  in* 
surer  shall  insert  in  the  blank  space  such  office  and  its  location  as 
it  may  desire  to  designate  for  such  purpose  of  notice : 

5.  Such  notice  given  by  or  in  behalf  of  the  insured  or  bene-

If  such  forms  are  not  so  furnished  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  the  claimant  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  this  policy  as  to  proof  of 
loss  upon  submitting  within  the  time  fixed  in  the  policy  for  filing 
proofs  of  loss,  written  proof  covering  the  occurrence,  character  and 
extent  of  the  loss  for  which  claim  is  made. 

(7)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  filing  proof  of  loss  which 
shall  be  in  such  one  of  the  following  forms  as  may  be  appropriate 
to  the  indemnities  provided : 

(A)  :  7.  Affirmative  proof  of  loss  must  be  furnished  to  the  in- 
surer at  its  said  office  within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  the  loss 
for  which  claim  is  made. 

(B)  :  7.  Affirmative  proof  of  loss  must  be  furnished  to  the  in- 
surer at  its  said  office  within  ninety  days  after  the  termination  of 
the  period  of  disability  for  which  the  company  is  liable. 

(C) :  7.  Affirmative  proof  of  loss  must  be  furnished  to  the  in- 
surer at  its  said  office  in  case  of  claim  for  loss  of  time  from  dis- 
ability within  ninety  days  after  the  termination  of  the  period  for 
which  the  insurer  is  liable,  and  in  case  of  claim  for  any  other  loss, 
within  ninety  days  after  the  date  of  such  loss. 

(8)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  examination  of  the  person 
of  the  insured  and  relative  to  autopsy  which  shall  be  in  the  fol- 
lowing form: 

8.  The  insurer  shall  have  the  right  and  opportunity  to  ex- 
amine the  person  of  the  insured  when  and  so  often  as  it  may  rea- 
sonably require  during  the  pendency  of  claim  hereunder,  and  also 
the  right  and  opportunity  to  make  an  autopsy  in  case  of  death 
where  it  is  not  forbidden  by  law. 

(9)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  the  time  within  which 
payments  other  than  those  for  loss  of  time  on  account  of  disability 
shall  be  made,  which  provision  may  be  in  either  of  the  following 
two  forms  and  which  may  be  omitted  from  any  policy  providing 
only  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  on  account  of  disability.  The  in- 
surer shall  insert  in  the  blank  space  either  the  word  "  immedi- 
ately "  or  appropriate  language  to  designate  such  period  of  time, 
not  more  than  sixty  days,  as  it  may  desire;  Form  (A)  to  be  used 
in  policies  which  do  not  provide  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  on  ac- 
count of  disability  and  Form  (B)  to  be  used  in  policies  which  do 
so  provide. 

All  indemnities  provided  in  this  policy  will  be  paid 
after  receipt  of  due  proof. 

(B) :  9.  All  indemnities  provided  in  this  policy  for  loss  other

(10)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  periodical  payments  of 
indemnity  for  loss  of  time  on  account  of  disability,  which  pro- 
vision shall  be  in  the  following  form,  arid  which  may  be  omitted 
from  any  policy  not  providing  for  such  indemnity.  The  insurer 
shall  insert  in  the  firait  blank  space  of  the  form  appropriate 
language  to  designate  the  proportion  of  accrued  indemnity  it  may 
desire  to  pay,  which  proportion  may  be  all  or  any  part  not  less 
than  one-half,  and  in  the  second  blank  space  shall  insert  any 
period  of  time  not  exceeding  sixty  days : 

10.  Upon  request  of  the  insured  and  subject  to  due  proof  of 
loss accrued  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  on  ac- 
count of  disability  will  be  paid  at  the  expiration  of  each 

during  the  continuance  of  the  period  for  which  the  insurer  is 
liable,  and  any  balance  remaining  impaid  at  the  termination  of 
such  period  will  be  paid  immediately  upon  receipt  of  due  proof. 

(11)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  indemnity  payments 
which  may  be  in  either  of  the  two  following  forms:  Form  (A)  to 
be  used  in  policies  which  designate  a  beneficiary,  and  Form  (B) 
to  be  used  in  policies  which  do  not  designate  any  beneficiary 
other  than  the  insured. 

(A) :  11.  Indemnity  for  loss  of  life  of  the  insured  is  payable 
to  the  beneficiary  if  surviving  the  insured,  and  otherwise  to  the 
estate  of  the  insured.  All  other  indemnities  of  this  policy  are 
payable  to  the  insured. 

(B) :  11.  AH  the  indemnities  of  this  policy  are  payable  to  tie 
insured. 

(12)  A  stand-ard  provision  providing  for  cancellation  of  the 
policy  at  the  instance  of  the  insured  which  shall  be  in  the  follow- 
ing form : 

12.  If  the  insured  shall  at  any  time  change  his  occupation  to 
one  classified  by  the  insurer  as  less  hazardous  than  that  stated 
in  the  policy,  lie  insurer,  upon  written  request  of  the  insured 
and  surrender  of  the  policy,  will  cancel  the  same  and  will  return 
to  the  insured  the  unearned  premium. 

(13)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  the  rights  of  the  bene- 
ficiary under  the  policy  which  shall  be  in  the  following  form  and 
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which    may   be    omitted    from    any    policy   not    designating    a 
beneficiary : 

13.  Consent  of  the  beneficiary  shall  not  be  requisite  to  sur- 
render or  assignment  of  this  policy,  or  to  change  of  beneficiary, 
or  to  any  other  changes  in  the  policy. 

(14)  A  standard  provision  limiting  the  time  within  which  suit 
may  be  brought  upon  the  policy  as  follows : 

14.  No  action  at  law  or  in  equity  shall  be  brought  to  recover 
on  this  policy  prior  to  the  expiration  of  sixty  days  after  proof 
of  loss  has  been  filed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
this  policy,  nor  shall  such  action  be  brought  at  all  unless  brought 
within  two  years  from  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which 
proof  of  loss  is  required  by  the  policy. 

(15)  A  standard  provision  relative  to  time  limitations  of  the 
policy  as  follows: 

15.  If  any  time  limitation  of  this  policy  with  respect  to  giving 
notice  of  claim  or  furnishing  proof  of  loss  is  less  than  that 
permitted  by  the  law  of  the  state  in  which  the  insured  resides 
at  the  time  this  policy  is  issued,  such  limitation  is  hereby  ex- 
tended to  agree  with  the  minimum  period  permitted  by  such  law. 

Subd.  (d).  No  such  policy  shall  be  so  issued  or  delivered 
which  contains  any  provision  (1)  relative  to  cancellation  at  the 
instance  of  the  insurer;  or,  (2)  limiting  the  amount  of  indemnity 
to  a  sum  less  than  the  amount  stated  in  the  policy  and  for  which 
the  premium  has  been  paid;  or,  (3)  providing  for  the  deduction 
of  any  premium  from  the  amount  paid  in  settlement  of  claim; 
or,  (4)  relative  to  other  insurance  by  the  same  insurer;  or,  (5) 
relative  to  the  age  limits  of  the  policy;  unless  such  provisions 
which  are  hereby  designated  as  optional  standard  provisions,  shall 
be  in  the  words  and  in  the  order  in  which  they  are  hereinafter 
set  forth,  but  the  insurer  may  at  its  option  omit  from  the  policy 
any  such  optional  standard  provision.  Such  optional  standard 
provisions  if  inserted  in  the  policy  shall  immediately  succeed 
the  standard  provisions  named  in  *subdivi8on  (c)  of  this  section. 

(1)  An  optional  standard  provision  relative  to  cancellation  of 
the  policy  at  the  instance  of  the  insurer  as  follows: 

16.  The  insurer  may  cancel  this  policy  at  any  time  by  writtem 
notice  delivered  to  the  insured  or  mailed  to  his  last  address,  as 
shown  by  the  records  of  the  insurer,  together  with  cash  or  the 
insurer's  check  for  the  unearned  portion  of  the  premiums  actu-

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ally  paid  by  the  insured,  and  such  cancellation  shall  be  without 
prejudice  to  any  claim  originating  prior  thereto. 

(2)  An  optional  standard  provision  relative  to  reduction  of 
the  amount  of  indemnity  to  a  sum  less  than  that  stated  in  the 
policy  as  follows: 

17.  If  the  insured  shall  carry  with  another  company,  corpora- 
tion, association  or  society  other  insurance  covering  the  same  loss 
without  giving  written  notice  to  the  insurer,  then  in  that  case 
the  insurer  shall  be  liable  only  for  such  portion  of  the  indemnity 
promised  as  the  said  indemnity  bears  to  the  total  amoimt  of  like 
indemnity  in  all  policies  covering  such  loss,  and  for  the  return 
of  such  part  of  the  premium  paid  as  shall  exceed  the  pro  rata 
for  the  indemnity  thus  determined. 

(3)  An  optional  standard  provision  relative  to  deduction  of 
premium  upon  settlement  of  claim  as  follows: 

18.  Upon  the  payment  of  claim  hereunder  any  premium  then 
due  and  unpaid  or  covered  by  any  note  or  written  order  may  be 
deducted  therefrom. 

(4)  An  optional  standard  provision  relative  to  other  insurance 
by  the  same  insurer  which  shall  be  in  such  one  of  the  following 
forms  as  may  be  appropriate  to  the  indemnities  provided,  and 
in  the  blank  spaces  of  which  the  insurer  shall  insert  such  up- 
ward limits  of  indemnity  as  are  specified  by  the  insurers'  classifi- 
cation of  risks,  filed  as  required  by  this  section. 

(A) :  19.  If  a  like  policy  or  policies,  previously  issued  by  the 
insurer  to  the  insured  be  in  force  concurrently  herewith,  making 

the  aggregate  indemnity  in  excess  of  $ , 

the  excess  insurance  shall  be  void  and  all  premiums  paid  for 
Buch  excess  shall  be  returned  to  the  insured. 

(B) :  19.  If  a  like  policy  or  policies,  previously  issued  by  the 
insurer  to  the  insured  be  in  force  concurrently  herewith,  making 
the  aggregate  indemnity  for  loss  of  time  on  account  of  disability 
in  excess  of  $ weekly,  the  excess  insur- 
ance shall  be  void  and  all  premiums  paid  for  such  excess  shall 
be  returned  to  the  insured. 

(C)  :  19.  If  a  life  policy  or  policies,  previously  issued  by  the 
insurer  to  the  insured  be  in  force  concurrently  herewith,  making 
the  aggr^ate  indemnity  for  loss  other  than  that  of  time  on  account 

of  disability  in  excess  of  $ ,  or  the  aggregate  indemnity  for 

loss  of  time  on  account  of  disability  in  excess  of  $..... .  weekly, 

the  excess  insurance  of  either  kind  shall  be  void  and  all  premiums 
paid  for  such  excess  shall  be  returned  to  the  insured. 
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(5)  An  optional  standard  provision  relative  to  the  age  limits 
of  the  policy  which  shall  be  in  the  following  form  and  in  the 
blank  spaces  of  which  the  insurer  shall  insert  such  number  of 
years  as  it  may  elect: 

20.  The  insurance  under  this  policy  shall  not  cover  any  per- 
son under  the  age  of years  nor  over  the  age  of 

years.    Any  premium  paid  to  the  insurer  for  any 

period  not  covered  by  this  policy  will  be  returned  upon  request. 

Subd.  (e).  No  such  policy  shall  be  so  issued  or  delivered  if  it 
contains  any  provision  contradictory,  in  whole  or  part,  of  any  of 
the  provisions  hereinbefore  in  this  section  designated  as  "  Stand- 
ard Provisions  "  or  as  "  Optional  Standard  Provisions ;"  nor  shall 
any  endorsements  or  attached  papers  vary,  alter,  extend,  be  used 
as  a  substitute  for,  or  in  any  way  conflict  with  any  of  the  said 
*^  Standard  Provisions  "  or  the  said  "  Optional  Standard  Pro- 
visions ;"  nor  shall  such  policy  be  so  issued  or  delivered  if  it  con- 
tains any  provision  purporting  to  make  any  portion  of  the  charter, 
constitution  or  by-laws  of  the  insurer  a  part  of  the  policy  unless 
such  portion  of  the  charter,  constitution  or  by-laws  shall  be  set 
forth  in  full  in  the  policy,  but  this  prohibition  shall  not  be  deemed 
to  apply  to  any  statement  of  rates  or  classification  of  risks  filed 
with  the  superintendent  of  insurance  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section. 

Subd.  (f).  The  falsity  of  any  statement  in  the  application  for 
any  policy  covered  by  this  section  shall  not  bar  the  right  to  re- 
covery thereunder  unless  such  false  statement  was  made  with 
actual  intent  to  deceive  or  unless  it  materially  affected  either  the 
acceptance  of  the  risk  or  the  hazard  assumed  by  the  insurer. 

Subd.  (g).  The  acknowledgment  by  any  insurer  of  the  receipt 
of  notice  given  under  any  policy  covered  by  this  section,  or  the 
furnishing  of  forms  for  filing  proofs  of  loss,  or  the  acceptance  of 
such  proofs,  or  the  investigation  of  any  claim  thereunder  shall 
not  operate  as  a  waiver  of  any  of  the  rights  of  the  insurer  in  de- 
fense of  any  claim  arising  under  such  policy. 

Subd.  (h).  No  alteration  of  any  written  application  for  insur- 
ance by  erasure,  insertion  or  otherwise,  shall  be  made  by  any 
person  other  than  the  applicant  without  his  written  consent,  and 
the  making  of  any  such  alteration  without  the  consent  of  the 
applicant  shall  be  a  misdemeanor.  If  such  alteration  shall  be 
made  by  any  officer  of  the  insurer,  or  by  any  employee  of  the 
insurer  with  the  insurer's  knowledge  or  consent,  then  such  act 
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shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  performed  by  the  insurer  thereafter 
iasuing  the  policy  upon  such  altered  application. 

Subd.  (i).  A  policy  issued  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be 
held  valid  but  shall  be  construed  as  provided  in  this  section  and 
when  any  provision  in  such  a  policy  is  in  conflict  with  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section,  the  rights,  duties  and  obligations  of  the 
insurer,  the  policyholder  and  the  beneficiary  shall  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Subd.  (j).  The  policies  of  insurance  against  accidental  bodily 
injury  or  sickness  issued  by  an  insurer  not  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  state  may  contain,  when  issued  in  this  state,  any 
provision  which  the  law  of  the  state,  territory  or  district  of  the 
United  States  under  which  the  insurer  is  organized,  prescribes 
for  insertion  in  such  policies,  and  the  policies  of  insurance  against 
accidental  bodily  injury  or  sickness  issued  by  an  insurer  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  state  may  contain,  when  issued  or  delivered 
in  any  other  state,  territory,  district  or  country,  any  provision  re- 
quired by  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory,  district  or  coimtry  in 
which  the  same  are  issued,  anything  in  this  section  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Subd.  (k).  (1)  Nothing  in  this  section,  however,  shall  apply 
to  or  affect  any  policy  of  liability  or  workmen's  compensation 
insurance  or  any  general  or  blanket  policy  of  insurance  issued  to 
any  municipal  corporation  or  department  thereof,  or  to  any  corpo- 
ration, copartnership,  association  or  individual  employer,  police 
or  fire  department,  underwriters'  corps,  salvage  bureau,  or  like 
associations  or  organizations,  where  the  officers,  members  or  em- 
ployees or  classes  or  departments  thereof  are  insured  for  their 
individual  benefit  against  specified  accidental  bodily  injuries  or 
sickness  while  exposed  to  the  hazards  of  the  occupation  or  other- 
wise in  consideration  of  a  premium  intended  to  cover  the  risks  of 
all  the  persons  insured  under  such  policy. 

(2)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  or  in  any  way  affect 
contracts  supplemental  to  contracts  of  life  or  endowment  insur- 
ance where  such  supplemental  contracts  contain  no  provisions 
except  such  as  operate  to  safeguard  such  insurance  against  lapse 
or  to  provide  a  special  surrender  value  therefor  in  the  event  that 
the  insured  shall  be  totally  and  permanently  disabled  by  reason 
of  accidental  bodily  injury  or  by  sickness ;  provided  that  no  such 
supplemental  contract  shall  be  issued  or  delivered  to  any  person 
in  this  state  unless  and  until  a  copy  of  the  form  thereof  has  been 
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submitted  to  and  approved  bj  the  superintendent  of  insurance, 
under  such  reasonable  rules  and  regulations  as  he  shall  make  con- 
cerning the  provisions  in  such  contracts  and  their  submission  to 
and  approval  by  hiuL 

(3)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  apply  to  or  in  any  way  aflFect 
fraternal  benefit  societies. 

(4)  The  provisions  of  this  section  contained  in  clause  (5)  of 
subdivision  (b)  and  clauses  (2),  (3),  (8)  and  (12)  of  subdivision 
(c)  may  be  omitted  from  railroad  ticket  policies  sold  only  at  rail- 
road stations,  or  at  railroad  ticket  offices  by  railroad  employees. 

Subd.  (1).  Any  company,  corporation,  association,  society  or 
other  insurer  or  any  officer  or  agent  thereof,  which  or  who  issues 
or  delivers  to  any  person  in  this  state  any  policy  in  willful  viola-

Became  a  law  April  2,   1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assemhly,  do  enact  as.  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  u  iwi.  cb. 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled  "An  act  amended'  b" 
to  incorporate  the  Church  Insurance  Association,"  as  amended  by  ci.  sm, 
chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun-  *"*° 
dred  and  one,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  1.  The  First  Wesleyan  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of  Roches-  corporaton.

In  case,  however,  two-thirds  of 
the  owners  of  property,  owning  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  linear 
feet  fronting  upon  said  street,  or  part  thereof,  shall  designate  a 
particular  make,  style  or  brand  of  the  kind  of  pavement  or  material 
to  be  used  in  making  such  improvement,  the  contract  therefor 
shall  be  awarded  to  the  lowest  bidder  for  such  make,  style  or  brand 
of  such  kind  of  pavement  or  material,  although  the  same  is  not  the 
lowest  bid  for  such  kind  of  pavement  or  material  so  designated. 
Any  power  to  award  a  contract  given  to  the  board  of  contract  and

each  lot  or  parcel,  with  a  correct  description  thereof,  and  the 
name  of  the  owner  so  far  as  it  can  be  ascertained.  The  board 
of  contract  and  supply  shall  then  determine  the  expense  of  the 
whole  work,  including  the  expense  of  engineering,  inspection, 
advertising  and  interest  if  any  on  certificates  of  indebtedness, 
or  local  improvement  certificates  issued  to  provide  for  partial 
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payments    to    contractors    during    the    progress    of    the  work. 
*The  board  of  contract  and  supply  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  A««»ment 
board  of  assessors  who  shall  cause  the  average  expense  upon  each 
foot  of  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land  on  both  aides  of  said  street,  lane 
or  alley,  excluding  cross  streets  from  the  computation,  to  be  as- 
certained, and  each  lot  or  parcel  of  real  estate  to  be  assessed  with 
its  portion  of  the  expense,  by  multiplying  its  number  of  feet  front 
into  the  average  expense  per  foot.     Except  that  on  any  street,  Parement

account  of  such  passenger.  The  health  officer  shall  have  the 
same  remedies  to  enforce  any  other  lien  or  to  recover  for  any 
expenses,  services  or  charges  which  are  by  law  made  payable  to 
him  if  they  remain  unpaid  for  three  days  after  payment  shall 
have  been  demanded  by  him.  The  vessel,  cargo  or  other  prop- 
erty upon  which  any  lien  exists  by  virtue  of  any  provision  in  this

6.  Employ  such  persons  as  may  be  needed  to  care  for  such 
reservation  and  fix  their  compensation.

Section  1.  Section  eight  of  chapter  thirty-nine  of  the  laws  of  soba.  lo 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  the  l.  iJw? 
traffic  in  liquors  and  for  taxation  and  regulation  of  the  same,  and 
to  provide  for  local  option,  constituting  chapter  thirty-four  of  the 
consolidated  laws,''  as  amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and 
eighty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  chapter  four

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pay  the  claim  and  the  city  chamberlain  shall  thereupon  pay  the 
claim  in  such  amount  as  the  common  council  shall  so  determine 
to  be  just,  in  full  satisfaction  of  such  claim,  provided  that  the 
claimant  shall  fully  release  the  city  upon  any  such  payment,  in 
such  form  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  city  attorney.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  authorize  the  audit  or  payment  of 
any  claim  barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  nor  any  claim  for 
services  performed  under  an  appointment  in  violation  of  any 
provision  of  the  civil  service  law. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

AX  ACT  to  amend  the  education  law,  relative  to  aid  for  blind  and 
deaf  students  in  colleges  and  universities.

Section  nine  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  chapter  l.  mw, 
twenty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  s  »7b,'Rs 
act  relating  to  education,  constituting  chapter  sixteen  of  the  con-  amended 
solidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  ch.  i4o. 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows: 

§  976.  Aid  for  blind  and  deaf  students.!  1.  Whenever  a  blind  or 
deaf^  person,  who  is  a  citizen  of  this  state  and  a  pupil  in  actual 
attendance  at  a  college,  university,  technical  or  profes- 
sional school  located  in  this  state  and  authorized  by 
law  to  grant  degrees,  other  than  an  institution  established 
for  the  regular  instruction  of  the  blind  or  deaf,^  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  trustees  thereof  as  a  fit  person  to  receive  the  aid 
hereinafter  provided  for,  there  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  for  the 
use  of  such  pupil  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars  per  annum 
with  which  to  employ  persons  to  read  to  such  blind^  piipil  from 
text-books  and  pamphlets  used  by  such  pupil  in  his  studies  at

2.  Such  moneys  shall  be  paid  annually,  after  the  beginning  of 
the  school  year  of  such  institution,  by  tie  treasurer  of  the  state 
on  the  warrant  of  the  comptroller,  to  the  treasurer  of  such  institu- 
tion, on  his  presenting  an  account  showing  the  actual  number  of 
blind  or  deaf^  pupils  matriculated  and  attending  the  institution, 
which  account  shall  be  verified  by  the  president  of  the  institution 
and  accompanied  by  his  certificate  that  the  trustees  have  recom- 
mended the  pupils  named  in  said  account  as  hereinbefore  pro- 
vided. 

3.  The  trustees  of  any  of  the  said  institutions  shall  recommend 
no  blind  or  deaf^  person,  who  is  not  regularly  matriculated,  and 
who  is  not  in  good  and  regular  standing,  and  who  is  not  working 
for  a  degree  from  the  institution  in  which  he  is  matriculated ;  and 
no  blind  or  deaf^  person  shall  be  recommended,  who  is  not  doing 
the  work  regularly  prescribed  by  the  institution  for  the  degree  for 
which  he  is  a  candidate.  The  moneys  so  paid  to  any  such  insti- 
tution shall  be  disbursed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  by  and  under 
the  direction  of  its  board  of  trustees. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

§  175.  Establishment  of  temporary  sohool  districts.  Temporary 
school  districts  may  be  established  outside. of  cities  and  union 
free  school  districts  and  public  schools  shall  be  maintained  therein 
as  hereinafter  provided.  Such  districts  may  be  established  when- 
ever any  considerable  number  of  persons  shall  have  been  congre- 
gated in  camps  or  other  places  of  temporary  habitation,  who  are 
engaged  in  the  construction  of  public  works  by,  or  under  contract 
with,  the  state,  or  in  the  construction  of  public  works  or  improve- 
ments by  or  under  contract  with  any  municipality.  Such  tem- 
porary districts  shall  be  established  by  order  of  Ihe  district  su- 
perintendent of  schools  of  the  supervisory  district  within  which 
such  camps  or  other  places  of  temporary  habitation  are  located, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  education.  Such 
order  shall  be  filed  in  the  state  education  department  and  if  the 
public  works  or  improvements  are  being  constructed  by  a  munici- 
pality, a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  officer  or 
board  of  the  city  under  whose  direction  they  are  being  constructed. 
When  so  established  such  districts  shall  be  entitled  to  share  in 
the  apportionment  of  public  money  as  in  the  case  of  other  school 
districts,  except  that  each  district  quota  shall  be  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  dollars.  The  money  so  apportioned  shall  be  paid 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  district  and  be  applied  in  the  payment  of 
teachers'  salaries. 

§  176.  Organization  of  districts;  officers.  Each  of  such  dis- 
tricts shall  have  a  trustee  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  district 
superintendent  of  schools,  and  a  district  clerk  and  treasurer  to  be 
appointed  by  the  trustee.

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§  177.  Kaintenanoe  of  schools;  teachers.  Such  schools  shall 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  district  superintendent  and  shall 
be  maintained  pursuant  to  regulations  adopted  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  education.  They  shall  be  free  to  all  children  of  school 
age  residing  in  such  camps  and  other  places  of  temporary  habita- 
tion, and  also  to  all  adults  residing  therein.  They  shall  be  open 
at  such  hours  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  district  superintendent, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commissioner  of  education.  The 
trustee  of  each  such  district  shall  employ  qualified  teachers  for  the 
school  therein,  for  such  term  and  at  such  rate  of  compensation  as 
may  be  determined  upon  by  the  district  superintendent,  with  the 
approval  of  the  commissioner  of  education.  The  said  trustees 
shall  provide  suitable  building  or  rooms  for  such  school  and  shall 
require  the  same  to  be  kept  in  proper  condition  for  the  maintenance 
thereof,  and  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  equipped  and  supplied  with 
all  necessary  books,  furniture,  apparatus  and  appliances. 

§  178.  Payment  of  expenses;  gifts  and  contributions.  The 
costs  and  expenses  of  maintaining  such  schools  in  temporary 
districts,  exclusive  of  the  amount  apportioned  thereto  out  of 
the  public  moneys,  shall  be  paid  in  such  districts  where  the  public 
works  are  being  constructed  by  the  state,  out  of  moneys  appro- 
priated for  such  purpose.  In  districts  where  public  works  or 
improvements  are  being  constructed  for  a  municipality,  such  costs 
and  expenses  shall  be  a  charge  upon  such  municipality,  and 
shall  be  paid  out  of  funds  available  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  of 
construction  of  such  works  or  improvements. 

The  trustee  of  such  district  shall  prepare  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  probable  expenditures  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
public  schools  in  such  district,  which  shall  include  a  statement 
of  the  amount  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  available  for  such 
maintenance,  the  amount  received  by  such  treasurer  from  gifts, 
contributions  and  other  sources,  and  the  amount  to  be  received 
from  tlie  public  school  moneys,  as  herein  provided,  and  shall 
also  state  the  amoimt  required  to  be  raised  for  such  school, 
specifying  the  items  thereof,  for  the  ensuing  school  year.  The 
form  of  such  estimate  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  district  super- 
intendent In  the  districts  where  the  public  works  are  being 
constructed  by  a  municipality  the  said  estimate  shall  be  executed 
in  duplicate,  one  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  state  education 
department,  and  the  other  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  depart- 
ment or  officer  of  the  mimicipality  under  whose  supervision  such 
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public  works  are  being  constructed.  Upon  the  approval  of  such 
estimates  by  the  state  education  department  notice  thereof  shall 
be  given  to  the  said  department  or  officer  of  the  municipality,  and 
payment  of  the  amount  specified  in  such  estimate  shall  be  made 
to  the  treasurer  of  such  district.  The  treasurer  shall  preserve 
vouchers  of  all  payments  made  by  him  on  account  of  the  school 
in  his  district  and  shall  make  no  payments  for  purposes  not  pro- 
vided for  in  the  estimate,  nor  without  the  order  of  the  trustee 
of  the  district  accompanied  with  the  necessary  vouchers. 

§  179.  Regulations  of  commissioner  of  education.  The  com- 
missioner of  education  shall  make  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
herewith,  for  the  purpose  of  providing  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  schools  as  herein  provided,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  carrying  into  effect  the  full  intent  of  this  article. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Printed  or  written  forms  of  description  and  specifi- 
cation, or  schedules  of  the  property  covered  by  any  particular 
policy,  and  any  other  matter  necessary  to  clearly  express  all  the 
facts  and  conditions  of  insurance  on  any  particular  risk  not  incon- 
sistent with  or  a  waiver  of  any  of  the  conditions  or  provisions 
of  the  standard  policy  herein  provided  for. 

Third.  With  the  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance, 
if  the  same  is  not  already  included  in  such  standard  form,  any 
provision  which  any  such  corporation  is  required  by  law  to  in- 
sert in  its  policies,  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of  such 
standard  form.     Such  provisions  shall  be  printed  apart  from  the

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other  provisions,  agreements  or  conditions  of  the  policy  under  a 
separate  title  as  follows:  "Provisions  required  by  law  to  be 
stated  in  this  policy." 

After  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven, 
such  policy  or  contract  may  be  printed,  written  or  typewritten  with 
any  size  of  type  or  on  any  size  or  shape  of  paper  which  shall 
have  the  written  approval  of  the  superintendent  of  insurance. 

The  name,  with  the  word  "  agent "  or  "  agents,"  and  place  of 
business,  of  any  insurance  agent  or  agents,  either  by  writing, 
printing,  stamping  or  otherwise,  may  be  indorsed  on  the  out- 
side of  such  policies. 

Two  or  more  fire  insurance  corporations,  authorized  to  trans- 
act business  in  this  state,  may  issue  a  combination  standard 
form  of  policy,  using  a  distinctive  title  therefor,  which  title  shall 
appear  at  the  head  of  such  policy  followed  by  the  titles  of  the 
several  corporations  obligated  thereupon,  and  which  policy  shall 
be  executed  by  the  officers  of  each  of  such  corporations;  provided, 
that  before  such  corporation  shall  issue  such  combination  policy^ 
they  shall  have  received  the  express  permission  of  the  superin-

petent and  disinterested  person  to  act  as  umpire  in  the  ascertain-

Section  one  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  chapter 
thirty-three  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An 
act  in  relation  to  insurance  corporations,  constituting  chapter 
twenty-eight  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read

nected to  conduits  and  exh«aust  fans  of  sufficient  capacity  to  re- 
move such  impurities,  and  such  fans  shall  be  kept  running  con- 
stantly while  such  impurities  are  being  generated  or  released.  If, 
owing  to  the  nature  of  the  manufacturing  process  carried  on  in  a 
factory  workroom,  excessive  heat  be  created  therein  the  person  or 
persons  operating  the  factory  as  aforesaid  shall  provide,  main- 
tain, use  and  operate  such  special  means  or  appliances  as  may  be 
required  to  reduce  such  excessive  heat. 

3.  The  industrial  board  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  and  reg- 
ulations for  and  fix  standards  of  ventilation,  temperature  and 
humidity  in  factories  and  may  prescribe  the  special  means,  if  any, 
required  for  removing  impurities  or  for  reducing  excessive  heat, 
and  the  machinery,  apparatus  or  appliances  to  be  used  for  any  of 
said  purposes,  and  the  construction,  equipment,  maintenance  and 
operation  thereof,  in  order  to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this 
section.

Buch  special  rules  and  regulations  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to 
guard  against  such  elements  of  danger  by  establishing  require- 
ments as  to  temperature,  humidity,  the  removal  of  dusts,  gases  or 
fumes  and  requiring  licenses  to  be  applied  for  <and  issued  by  the 
commissioner  of  labor  as  a  condition  of  carrying  on  any  such  in- 
dustry, trade  or  occupation  and  requiring  medical  inspection  and 
supervision  of  persons  employed  and  applying  for  employment 
and  by  other  appropriate  means.

§  76-a.  Physical  examination  of  children  in  factories;  cancel- 
lation of  employment  certificates,  i.

The  result  of  all  such  physical 
examinations  shall  be  recorded  on  blanks  furnished  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  commissioner  of  labor,  and  shall  be  kept  on  file  in 
such  office  or  offices  of  the  department  as  the  commissioner  of 
labor  may  designate. 

2.  If  any  such  child  shall  fail  to  submit  to  such  physical  ex- 
amination, the  commissioner  of  labor  may  issue  an  order  cancel- 
ling such  child's  employment  certificate.  Such  order  shall  be 
served  upon  the  employer  of  such  child  who  shall  forthwith  deliver 
to  an  authorized  representative  of  the  department  of  labor  the 
child's  employment  certificate.  A  certified  copy  of  the  order  of 
cancellation  shall  be  served  on  the  board  of  health  or  other  local 
authority  that  issued  the  said  certificate.

§  97.  Brass,  iron  and  steel  foundries,  l.  Foundries  shall  be 
subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  relating  to  factories. 

2.  All  entrances  to  foundries  shall  be  so  constructed  and  main- 
tained as  to  minimize  drafts,  and  all  windows  therein  shall  be 
maintained  in  proper  condition  and  repair. 
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8.  All  gangways  in  foundries  shall  be  constructed  and  main- 
tained of  sufficient  widih  to  make  the  use  thereof  by  employees 
reasonably  safe;  during  the  progress  of  casting  such  gangways 
shall  not  be  obstructed  in  any  manner. 

4.  Smoke,  steam  and  gases  generated  in  foundries  shall  be 
effectively  removed  therefrom,  in  accordance  with  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  may  be  adopted  with  reference  thereto  by  the  indus- 
trial  board,  and  whenever  required  by  the  regulations  of  such 
board,  exhaust  fans  of  sufficient  capacity  and  power,  properly 
equipped  with  ducts  and  hoods,  shall  be  provided  and  operated 
to  remove  such  smoke,  steam  and  gases.  The  milling  and  clean- 
ing of  castings,  and  milling  of  cupola  cinders,  shall  be  done  under 
such  conditions  to  be  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  industrial  board  as  will  adequately  protect  the  persons  em- 
ployed in  foundries  from  the  dust  arising  during  the  process. 

5.  All  foundries  shall  be  properly  and  thoroughly  lighted  dur- 
ing working  hours  and  in  cold  weather  proper  and  sufficient  heat 
shall  be  provided  and  maintained  therein.  The  use  of  heaters 
discharging  smoke  or  gas  into  workrooms  is  prohibited.  In  aU 
foundries  suitable  provisions  shall  be  made  and  maintained  for 
drying  the  working  clothes  of  persons  employed  therein. 

6.  In  every  foundry  in  which  ten  or  more  persons  are  em- 
ployed or  engaged  at  labor,  there  shall  be  provided  and  main- 
tained for  the  use  of  employees  therein  suitable  and  convenient 
washrooms  of  sufficient  capacity  adequately  equipped  with  hot 
and  cold  water  service;  such  washrooms  shall  be  kept  clean  and 
sanitary  and  shall  be  properly  heated  during  cold  weather.  In 
every  such  foundry  lockers  shall  be  provided  for  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  employees'  clothing.  In  every  foimdry  in  which  more 
than  ten  persons  are  employed  or  engaged  at  labor  where  water 
closets  or  privy  accommodations  are  permitted  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  to  remain  outside  of  the  factory  under  the  pro- 
visions of  section  eighty-eight  of  this  chapter,  the  passageway 
leading  from  the  foundry  to  the  said  water-closets  or  privy  accom- 
modations shall  be  so  protected  and  constructed  that  the  em- 
ployees in  passing  thereto  or  therefrom  shall  not  be  exposed  to 
outdoor  atmosphere  and  such  water  closets  or  privy  accommoda- 
tions shall  be  properly  heated  during  cold  weather. 

7.  The  flasks,  molding  machines,  ladles,  cranes  and  apparatus 
for  transporting  molten  metal  in  foundries  shall  be  maintained 
iu  i)r()per  condition  and  repair,  and  any  such  tools  or  implements 
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that  are  defective  shall  not  be  used  until  properly  repaired. 
There  shall  be  in  every  foundry,  available  for  immediate  use,  an 
ample  supply  of  lime  water,  olive  oil,  vaseline,  bandages  and  ab- 
sorbent cotton,  to  meet  the  needs  of  workmrai  in  ease  of  bums  or 
other  accidents ;  but  any  other  equally  eflScacious  remedy  for  bums 
may  be  substituted  for  those  herein  prescribed.

Section  1.  Section  seventy-nine  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  law.^  Jj  »m^  ch. 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "  An  act  relating  to  labor,  *™®"<'*'i_

constituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  ^^  ^^^^l^ 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of  the  laws  of

§  79.  Elevators  and  hoistways.  i.  Inclosure  of  shafts.  Every 
hoistway,  hatchway  or  well-hole  used  for  carrying  passengers  or 
employees,  or  for  freight  elevators,  hoisting  or  other  purpose, 
shall  be  protected  on  all  sides  at  each  floor  including  the  base- 
ment, by  substantial  vertical  inclosures.

In  the  case 
of  elevators  used  for  carrying  passengers  or  employees,  such  in- 
closures shall  be  flush  with  the  hatchway  and  shall  extend  from 
floor  to  ceiling  on  every  open  side  of  the  car,  and  on  every  other 
side  shall  be  at  least  six  feet  high,  and  such  enclosures  shall  be 
free  from  fixed  obstructions  on  every  open  side  of  the  car.  In  the 
case  of  freight  elevators  the  enclosures  shall  be  flush  with  the 
hoistway  on  every  open  side  of  the  car.  In  place  of  the  inclosures 
herein  required  for  freight  elevators,  every  hatchway  used  for

The  top  of  every  freight  elevator  car  or 
platform  shall  be  provided  with  a  substantial  grating  or  covering 
for  the  protection  of  the  operator  thereof,  in  accordance  with 
Buch  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  adopted  with  reference 
thereto  by  the  industrial  board. 

8.  Elevators  and  hoistways  in  factory  buildings  hereafter 
erected.  The  provisions  of  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  only  to  factory  buildings  heretofore  erected.

In  every  factory  building  heretofore  erected  or  hereafter 
erected,  all  inclosures,  doors  and  gates  of  hoistways,  hatchways  or 
well-holes,  and  all  elevators  therein  used  for  the  carrying  of  pas- 
sengers or  employees  or  freight,  and  the  gates  and  doors  thereof 
shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  good  repair  and  in  a  safe  condition. 
All  openings  leading  to  elevators  shall  be  kept  well  lighted  at  all 
times  during  working  hours,  with  artificial  illumination  when 
necessary.  The  cable,  gearing  and  other  apparatus  of  elevators 
used  for  carrying  passengers  or  employees  or  freight  shall  be  kept 
in  a  safe  condition.

§  83-a.  Fire  alarm  signal  systems  and  fire  drills,  l.  Every 
factory  building  over  two  stories  in  height  in  which  more  than 
twenty-five  persons  are  employed  above  the  ground  fioor  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  fire  alarm  signal  system  with  a  sufficient  number 
of  signals  clearly  audible  to  all  occupants  thereof.

assets  over  all  its  liabilities  actually  available  for  the  payment  of 
its  losses  and  claims  and  held  for  the  protection  of  its  policyholders 
in  the  United  States,  and  shall  correspond  with  the  verified  state- 
ment made  by  it  to  the  insurance  department  next  preceding  the 
making  or  issuing  of  the  same.  For  every  violation  of  this  and 
the  preceding  section  by  any  such  corporation,  it  shall  forfeit  for 
the  first  oflFense  to  the  people  of  the  state  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars,  and  for  every  subsequent  offense  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  which  sums,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury of  the  state.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  life  insurance 
corporation  nor  to  any  domestic  or  foreign  insurance  corporation 
or  association  engaged  solely  in  the  business  of  marine  or  *trans- 
poration  insurance  or  in  such  business  in  connection  with  the 
business  of  automobile  insurance. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

employees. 

Beoame  a  law  April  4,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Paued, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  (Section  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  of  chapter  l.  im.  en. 
forty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^'An  tmXlSi  *" 
act  in  relation  to  the  militia,  constituting  chapter  thirty-six  of  S.  W*^* 
the  consolidated  laws,"  as  amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  *"•"*•*• 
two  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  is  hereby  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows:* 

§  187.  ^Armories,  janitors  and  engineers.  There  shall  be  al- 
lowed for  each  armory,  and  for  the  headquarters  of  the  division, 
the  naval  militia  and  of  each  brigade,  one  armorer.  If  an  armory 
be  heated  by  steam  there  shall  be  allowed  one  chief  engineer  and 
also  one  assistant  engineer  if  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
brigade  within  whose  command  such  armory  is  located,  and  the 
officer  in  charge  of  such  armory  shall  certify  to  the  disbursing 
officer  of  the  county  in  which  such  armory  is  located  that  the  ser- 
vices of  an  assistant  engineer  are  necessary ;  in  an  armory  occupied 
by  a  regiment  and  lighted  by  electricity  produced  by  machinery 
operated  by  the  power  of  steam,  if  such  steam  is  generated  and 
machinery  operated  within  such  armory,  there  shall  be  allowed  on 
like  certificate  an  additional  assistant  engineer;  there  shall  also 
be  allowed  for  an  armory  occupied  by  a  regiment,  by  a  battalion  or 
squadron  not  part  of  a  regiment,  by  a  battery,  by  a  troop,  by  a 
company  of  signal  corps,  by  a  field  hospital,  by  an  ambulance 
company  or  by  two  or  more  separate  batteries  or  companies,  one 
janitor;  and  the  armorer,  the  engineer  and  the  janitor  thus  au- 
thorized shall  be  appointed  by  the  officer  having  control  and  charge 
of  the  armory.  Where  a  field  hospital,  an  ambulance  company,  a 
company  of  signal  corps,  troop,  battery,  separate  division,  or  the 
headquarters  of  the  division,  or  a  brigade,  or  of  a  regiment  of  field 
artillery,*  or  of  a  battalion  not  part  of  a  regiment,  occupies  a  por- 
tion of  an  armory  or  state  arsenal,  each  shall  be  entitled  to  an

Section  1.  Section  eighty-two  of  chapter  sixty-three  of  the  laws  l.  i8o», 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  towns,  $  m.  u 
constituting    chapter    sixty-two    of    the    consolidated    laws,"    as  Sr*"  1909, 
amended  by  chapters  four  hundred  and  ninety-one  of  the  laws  of  Ld 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine  and  two  hundred  and  seventy-one  of  oh.  ni 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  '"•°***- 
as  follows:

Section   1.   Section   thirty-three  hundred  and  seventy  of  the  %  im 
code  of  civil  procedure  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  3370.  Bnties  and  powers  of  commissioners.  The  commis- 
sioners shall  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  oath  of  office. 
Any  of  them  may  issue  subpcenas  and  administer  oaths  to  wit- 
nesses; a  majority  of  them  may  adjourn  the  proceeding  before 
them,  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion.  Whenever  they 
meet,  except  by  appointment  of  the  court  or  pursuant  to  adjourn- 
ment, they  shall  cause  at  least  eight  days'  notice  of  such  meeting 
to  be  given  to  the  defendants  who  have  appeared,  or  their  agents 
or  attorneys.  They  shall  view  the  premises  described  in  the  peti- 
tion, and  hear  the  proof  and  allegations  of  the  parties,  and  reduce 
the  testimony  taken  by  them,  if  any,  to  writing,  and  after  the 
testimony  in  each  case  is  closed,  they,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
all  being  present,  shall,  without  unnecessary  delay  ascertain  and 
determine  the  compensation  which  ought  justly  to  be  made  by 
the  plaintiff  to  the  owners  of  the  property  appraised  by  them;

three  or  more  such  municipalities  may  meet  and  confer  for  that 
purpose.  The  subject  for  consideration  at  any  such  meeting  shall 
be  the  proposition  that  the  municipalities  thus  conferring  shall 
join  in  the  formation  of  a  union  water  district.  Municipalities 
not  represented  at  the  first  meeting  may  participate  in  adjourned 
meetings  and  each  municipality  represented  at  any  such  meeting 
shall  have  one  vote,  which  shall  be  oast  by  the  chief  executive 
oflBcer  thereof.  The  officers  so  attending  shall  choose  a  chairman, 
who  shall  preside  over  the  meeting  and  a  clerk  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  keep  minutes  of  the  proceedings.  Whenever  ten  or  more  mu- 
nicipalities so  attending  shall  vote  in  the  affirmative  on  said  prop- 
osition, those  so  voting  shall  thereupon  become  a  union  water  dis- 
trict, except  that  if  less  than  ten  municipalities  shall  vote  in  the 
affirmative,  they  shall  become  a  union  water  district  provided 
they  shall  have  a  combined  population  of  at  least  twenty-five 
thousand  inhabitants,  according  to  the  last  preceding  federal 
census  or  state  enumeration,  and  the  census  or  enumeration  last 
taken  shall  control.  Whenever  such  meeting  shall  result  in  the 
formation  of  a  union  water  district,  a  report  in  writing  of  such 
meeting  shall  be  made  and  subscribed  by  the  chairman  and  the 
clerk  of  the  meeting,  and  such  report  shall  set  forth  the  attend- 
ance at  such  meeting,  the  vote  taken,  and  the  name  adopted  for 
such  district,  which  shall  consist  of  one  word  to  precede  the 
words  "  union  water  district "  and  shall  not  be  a  name  previously 
adopted  by  any  other  such  district,  and  the  same  shall,  within  five 
days  after  such  meeting,  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  each 
county  wherein  any  municipality  becoming  a  member  of  such 
imion  water  district  shall  be  situated. 

There  shall  be  a  board,  to  be  known  as  the  trustees  of  such 
union  water  district,  consisting  of  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
each  municipality  becoming  a  member  thereof.  A  majority  of 
all  the  members  of  such  board  of  trustees  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  they  shall  choose  one 
of  their  number  chairman,  ivhose  duty  it  shall  be  to  preside  at 
meetings  of  the  board,  and  they  shall  choose  a  clerk,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  keep  the  records  of  its  proceedings.  Within  ten 
days  after  the  filing  of  such  a  report  in  the  offices  of  the  county 
clerks,  the  said  trustees  shall  meet  and  each  shall  take  and  file 
with  the  said  clerk  the  constitutional  oath  of  office.*

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The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  adopt  by-laws  and  rules  to  govern  the  conduct 
of  its  business.  Meetings,  in  addition  to  any  meetings  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  article,  may  be  called  by  at  least  three  trus- 
tees who  shall  file  said  call  with  the  clerk,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  clerk  to  give  written  notice  of  such  meeting  by  mail  to  each 
member  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  time  fixed  therefor,  stating 
in  such  notice  the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting.  All  meetings 
shall  be  held  at  a  convenient  place  within  one  of  said  munici- 
palities. 

§  531.  Petition  to  conservation  commission;  hearing.  The 
board  of  trustees  of  such  union  water  district  may  apply  in  writ- 
ing to  the  conservation  commission  to  investigate  the  proposition 
and  to  cause  surveys,  maps,  plans  and  estimates  to  be  made  and 
such  further  or  other  information  supplied  as  may  be  deemed 
advisable  by  the  conservation  commission  to  be  made.  Such 
petition  shall*  set  forth  the  formation  of  such  union  water  dis- 
trict and  state  the  population  thereof  determined  in  the  manner 
hereinbefore  specified,  and  shall  contain  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  population  of  each  municipality  at  the  end  of  ten  years 
next  succeeding  and  an  estimate  of  the  consumption  of  water 
per  capita  per  diem  which  such  municipality  will  require,  and  a 
statement  in  detail  of  all  water  supplies  and  works  then  owned 
by  any  such  municipality  and  of  the  water  works  of  any  water 
works  company  or  of  any  person  supplying  water  to  them  or  any 
of  them  and  such  other  matters,  if  any,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commission.  The  petition 
shall  also  state  at  what  location  or  point  in  or  for  each  munici- 
pality it  is  desired  to  have  water  supplied  by  works  to  be  con- 
structed. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  such  petition,  the  conservation  commission 
may  in  its  discretion,  and  if  it  has  funds  available  for  such  pur^ 
pose,  cause  preliminary  investigations,  surveys,  maps  and  plans 
to  be  prepared  under  direction  of  the  chief  engineer  of  said  com- 
mission. If  the  commission  thereupon  finds  that  the  physical 
conditions  are  unfavorable  for  the  acquisition  of  a  water  supply 
and  the  construction  of  works  for  the  supply  of  such  union  water 
district,  or  that  the  same  would  be  excessively  expensive,  it  shall 
so  report,  and  in  that  case  may  in  its  discretion  decline  to  take 
further  action  on  such  petition.  If  the  commission  shall  deem 
it  advisable  so  to  do,  it  may  make  final  investigations  of  the 
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propoflition  and  cause  j&nal  surveys,  plans,  estimates  of  cost  and 
specifications  to  be  made  and  take  any  other  steps  incidental 
thereto.  Upon  completion  thereof  the  commission  sfhall  furnish 
the  board  of  trustees  of  said  union  water  district  with  copies  of 
its  report  therein.  Thereupon  the  commission  shall  set  a  time 
and  place  for  a  public  hearing  upon  the  petition  and  on  such 
report  and  shall  hear  allegations  and  proofs  for  or  against  the 
same  and  after  such  hearing  the  commission  shall  determine 
whether  an  adequate  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water  is 
obtainable  at  reasonable  cost  for  serving  all  the  municipalities 
within  such  union  water  district.  In  making  such  determina- 
tion the  commission  shall  consider  the  present  and  future  neces- 
sities of  municipalities  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  not  parties 
to  the  petition  but  whose  sources  of  water  supply  might  be  af- 
fected or  impaired  by  the  project  under  consideration*.  The 
determination  so  arrived  at  shall  be  reported  by  the  commission 
to  each  such  municipality. 

The  purpose  of  such  project  shall  be  to  supply  water  to  cen- 
tral distributing  points  for  each  municipality.  All  reservoirs, 
stand  pipes,  mains,  pipes,  valves,  hydrants  and  appurtenances 
for  the  storage  and  distribution  of  water  from  such  central  points 
to  consumers  shall  be  such  as  may  have  been  heretofore  or  may 
be  hereafter  constructed  by  or  for  each  municipality  as  otherwise 
provided  by  law.  The  ownership,  construction  and  maintenance 
of  such  municipal  works,  and  the  distribution  and  sale  of  water 
after  the  same  leaves  such  central  points  shall  be  and  remain 
under  the  duly  constituted  officers  of  each  municipality  as  is  now 
provided  by  law.  All  water  shall  be  metered  at  such  central 
points  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  commission.  The 
report  of  the  commission  if  in  favor  of  the  project  shall  determine 
what  proportion  of  the  whole  original  cost  of  establishing  con- 
servation water  works  for  such  union  water  district  for  delivery  of 
water  at  such  central  points  shall  be  borne  by  each  municipality. 

The  pendency  of  a  proceeding  on  the  part  of  any  municipality 
or  water  district  for  procuring  an  independent  supply  of  water 
under  any  statute,  shall  not  prevent  such  municipality  or  water 
district  from  taking  part  in  the  formation  of  a  union  water  dis- 
trict as  herein  provided. 

§  532.  Submission  of  proposition.  Upon  receiving  from  the 
commission  the  report,  maps,  plans,  estimates  of  cost,  and  other 
information  aforesaid,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  consider  and 
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either  adopt  or  reject  the  same.  If  the  board  adopts  the  same, 
such  adoption  shall  be  certified  by  the  board  to  each  municipality 
included  within  such  union  water  district,  and  thereupon  there 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  each  such  municipality  a 
proposition  for  issuing  its  bonds  for  its  proportion  of  the  esti- 
mated cost  aforesaid.  Such  proposition  shall  be  submitted  within 
thirty  days  after  receiring  such  certification  from  the  board  of 
trustees. 

In  case  of  a  city,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  such 
elections  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the  statutes  applicable 
to  the  submission  of  a  proposition  for  the  establishment  of  an  in- 
dependent water  supply  for  such  city  or  for  authorization  of  a 
bonded  debt.  In  case  of  a  village,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided, such  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  provided 
by  article  nine  of  the  village  law.  In  case  of  a  water  district, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  such  election  shall  be  con- 
ducted as  provided  in  article  thirteen  of  the  town  law,  but  only 
electors  resident  within  the  water  district  shall  participate  in 
the  election.  Such  proposition  shall  be  deemed  adopted  by  a  mu- 
nicipality if  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall 
be  cast  in  favor  of  the  proposition.  Except  as  otherwise  provided 
herein,  a  municipality,  when  the  issuance  of  such  bonds  has  been 
authorized  as  herein  provided,  shall  issue  and  sell  the  same  in  the 
manner  now  provided  by  law  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds, 
except  that  the  limitations  now  provided  by  law  upon  indebted- 
ness of  municipalities  shall  not  apply  to  a  debt  incurred  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
the  constitution  of  the  state. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  authorities  of  such  munici- 
pality to  levy  annually,  in  the  manner,  now  provided  by  law  in 
case  of  bonds  authorized  to  be  issued  by  such  a  municipality,  such 
sum  or  sums  as  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  principal  and  inter- 
est upon  the  bonds  issued  as  provided  herein,  or  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  sinking  fund  on  account  of  the  bonds  so  issued. 

An  affirmative  vote  in  any  municipality  at  an  election  held  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  binding  for  a  period  of  two  years.  A  negative 
vote  in  any  municipality  shall  not  be  final  as  to  said  municipality, 
but  the  same  proposition  may  be  resubmitted  not  more  than  three 
times  to  the  electors  thereof  and  in  such  case  not  more  than  four 
months  shall  elapse  between  such  resubmission  unless  an  affirma- 
tive vote  shall  result.    If  the  vote  of  any  such  municipality  shall 
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be  in  the  negative  four  times,  then  such  union  water  district  shall 
cease  to  exist,  except  that  in  such  case  the  municipalities  voting 
in  the  affirmative  may  through  the  said  board  of  trustees  apply 
to  the  commission  to  certify  the  proportion  of  cost  which  each 
such  municipality  should  bear  of  such  project,  as  the  same  should 
be  modified  by  reason  of  the  elimination  of  the  municipalities 
voting  in  the  negative,  and  on  a  report  by  the  commission  of  such 
estimate,  a  proposition  based  thereon  shall  be  submitted  to  each 
such  municipality  in  the  manner  herein  provided  for  the  sub- 
mission of  an  original  proposition  and  in  that  case  the  provision 
aforesaid  as  to  the  issuance  and  sale  of  bonds  shall  apply  as  bo 
modified.  If  in  such  case  any  municipality  shall  vote  in  the  nega- 
tive, no  further  proceeding  shall  be  had  upon  such  petition  and 
said  union  water  district  shall  cease  to  exist 

Upon  the  issuance  and  sale  by  a  municipality  of  bonds  as 
herein  provided,  the  proceeds  shall  be  deposited  in  a  national  or 
srtate  bank  or  in  a  trust  company  by  each  municipality  separately, 
but  to  the  credit  of  the  conservation  commission,  and  such  moneys 
shall  be  used  and  paid  out  by  the  commission  for  the  purposes 
herein  provided.  Such  municipality  shall  select  the  depositories 
which  shall  agree  to  pay  the  highest  rate  of  interest  upon  such  de- 
posit and  the  deposit  shall  be  secured  by  bonds  to  the  municipal- 
ity approved  by  the  commission.  The  interest  accumulating  upon 
such  deposit  shall  be  credited  to  the  municipality  making  the 
same  and  shall  be  used  by  it  in  paying  interest  on  its  bonds  is- 
sued as  above  provided.  In  withdrawing  such  deposits,  the  com- 
mission shall  withdraw  not  more  than  one-half  of  the  amoimt  so 
deposited  by  any  one  municipality  until  one-half  of  the  separate 
deposits  of  other  municipalities  shall  have  been  withdrawn. 

Upon  concurrence  of  a  sufficient  number  of  municipalities  by 
affirmative  votes  on  submission  of  the  proposition  aforesaid  and 
the  deposit  of  an  aggregate  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  reported  as  herein  provided,  the  commission  shaD 
proceed  to  construct  water  works,  as  described  in  its  report  or 
as  the  same  may  after  such  hearing  be  modified,  subject  only  to 
such  minor  changes  in  the  design  as  circumstances  may  from 
time  to  time  in  the  opinion  of  the  commission  require.  Such 
works  shall  be  known  as  conservation  water-works. 

§  533.  Acquiring  of  lands.  The  commission  or  its  agents, 
engineers,  and  such  other  persons  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
execution  of  the  powers  and  duties  herein  provided,  may  enter 
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upon  any  land  or  water  for  the  pnrpoee  of  making  surveys,  exam- 
inations and  investigations  for  preparing  the  maps,  plans,  specifi- 
cations and  reports  herein  provided  for,  and  lie  persons  dam- 
aged thereby  shall  be  entitled  to  file  claims  therefor  with  the 
board  of  claims  and  recover  against  the  state  such  damages. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  power  to  purchase  and  take 
possession  of  in  the  name  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  New  York 
and  to  be  held  by  said  people  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  this 
article  or  to  acquire  in  the  same  name  by  condemnation  as  herein- 
after provided  for  such  purposes,  all  lands  above  or  under  water 
and  structures  and  to  acquire  and  take  in  the  same  name  and 
manner  and  divert  and  use  waters,  public  or  private,  deemed  by 
the  commission  to  be  necessary  for  said  purposes.  If  the  com- 
mission shall  be  unable  to  agree  with  the  private  owner  of  lands 
and  properties  for  the  purchase  thereof  or  with  the  private  owner 
of  frontage  along  waters  for  acquiring  of  the  right  to  divert  such 
waters  or  to  agree  with  the  private  owner  of  lands  for  acquiring 
of  easements  in,  over  or  against  such  lands,  the  same  may  be 
acquired  by  the  commission  by  condemnation  as  follows : 

An  accurate  survey  of  the  lands  so  acquired  or  of  lands  in,  over 
or  against  which  any  easement  is  so  required  shall  be  made  and  a 
map  thereof  shall  be  prepared  accompanied  with  an  accurate  de- 
scription of  the  said  lands,  rights  and  easements  so  required,  which 
description  shall  state  the  volume  of  water  to  be  taken  or  diverted 
where  lees  than  the  whole  flow  of  any  stream  or  water  is  to  be  taken 
or  diverted  and  of  the  period  during  which  such  lands  are  to  be 
held  or  such  waters  used  or  diverted  and  a  sufficient  description 
of  any  other  easements  in,  over  or  against  such  lands,  so  as  to 
describe  with  common  certainty  the  lands,  rights  or  easements  to 
ho  taken,  and  the  same  shall  be  certified  by  the  commission  and 
filed  in  its  office  and  a  duplicate  thereof  made  and  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  within  which  any  lands  taken 
or  affected  are  situated.  Thereupon  the  commission  may  apply 
to  the  supreme  court  within  the  judicial  district  containing  such 
lands  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  appraisal  to 
determine  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  conser- 
vation commission  for  the  property  to  be  so  appropriated  and, 
except  as  otherwise  provideil  in  this  article,  the  provisions  of  title 
one  of  chapter  twenty-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  known 
as  the  ci^ndemnjuion  law  shall  apply  to  and  govern  the  procedure 
on  such  application  and  regulate  the  tixing  and  piyinent  of  the 
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compensation  to  be  made.  The  commission  may  in  its  discretion 
unite  in  one  petition  to  said  court,  applications  to  acquire  several 
such  properties  or  all  the  separate  properties  sought  to  be  taken 
for  any  one  project  carried  on  under  this  article. 

Such  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  duplicate  of  the  map 
and  descriptions  of  the  properties  to  be  taken  and  required  to  be 
filed  as  aforesaid. 

On  the  appointment  of  commissioners  of  appraisal  and  the 
taking  and  filing  of  official  oaths  by  them  as  required  by  the  con- 
demnation law  in  case  of  such  application,  the  conservation  com- 
mission may  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of  and  use,  for  the 
purposes  herein  authorized,  the  lands'  and  properties  described  in 
such  petition  and  the  said  maps  and  statements  accompanying  the 
same.  Said  petition  and  the  said  duplicate  map  and  statements 
filed  therewith  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  boundaries  of 
the  lands  to  be  appropriated  and  of  the  extent  and  nature  of  any 
rights  and  easements  described  therein  to  be  taken.  This  pro- 
vision for  compensation  shall  not  be  construed  to  require  payment 
of  compensation  except  to  the  extent  of  the  legal  rights  of  such 
private  owners  and  according  to  the  legal  measure  of  damages 
and  there  shall  be  no  presumption  that  the  lands  and  property 
rights  so  described  are  privately  owned. 

In  case  any  lands  or  rights  as  hereinbefore  described  are  owned 
by  the  public  not  including  the  lands  and  waters  of  the  canals  and 
lands  within  the  forest  preserve,  and  the  acquisition  thereof  for 
the  purposes  herein  described  shall  be  necessary,  the  same  may  be 
entered  upon  and  used  by  the  conservation  commission  and  if  the 
same  were  at  the  time  of  such  taking  the  separate  property  or 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  county  or  other  municipality  or 
other  civil  division  of  the  state  or  contain  improvements  made  by 
them,  a  just  and  fair  sum  on  account  of  such  taking  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  the  conservation  commission  and  the  governing  board  or 
body  of  such  county,  municipality  or  civil  division  and  the  amount 
thereof  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  conservation  commission  to  the 
proper  officers  of  such  county,  municipality  or  civil  division  on  the 
execution  and  delivery  to  the  commission  of  an  appropriate  con- 
veyance describing  the  lands  and  rights  so  taken  and  in  case  such 
amount  cannot  be  agreed  upon  the  same  shall  be  fixed  and  deter- 
mined by  three  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  supreme 
court  within  the  judicial  district  where  said  lands  affected  are 
located  on  application  either  by  the  commission  or  the  proper 
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authorities  of  such  county,  municipality  or  civil  division  on  notice 
to  the  other  and  when  the  determination  of  such  commissioners 
shall  be  confirmed  by  said  court  the  sum  so  affixed  and  determined 
upon  shall  be  paid  by  the  conservation  commission. 

Any  diversion  right  now  exercised  for  private  purposes  and 
under  which  public  waters  are  diverted  under  any  gratuitous  fran- 
chise, express  or  implied,  or  franchise  terminable  at  will  as  against 
the  user,  shall  be  and  be  deemed  to  be  revoked  when  and  to  the 
extent  that  the  waters  subject  to  diversion  are  in  the  opinion  of 
the  commission,  to  be  so  certified  by  order  to  be  made  by  it,  needed 
for  public  water  supply  as  herein  provided. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  right  subject,  in  case  of  state 
improved  highways,  to  the  approval  of  the  state  commission  of 
highways,  to  relocate  highways  which  are  within  lands  to  be  flowed 
by  works  constructed  hereunder  and  shall  have  the  right  to  lay 
pipes  or  conduits  for  conveyance  of  water  along  or  across  any 
highway  or  other  public  place  and  across  any  railroad,  canal, 
transmission  or  other  way  devoted  to  public  use,  but  the  same  shall 
be  restored  to  its  former  condition  of  usefulness.  The  commission 
shall  have  power  to  apply  in  behalf  of  the  state  under  any  law  of 
congress  for  permission  to  divert  waters  from  any  Indian  lands 
when  required  for  furnishing  public  water  supply  for  a  union 
water  district. 

Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  to  appropriate  lands  occupied  by 
graves,  burial  places,  cemeteries  or  other  places  of  interment  of 
human  remains,  the  same  may  be  acquired  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  lands  as  herein  provided  and  where  the  same  is  to  be  acquired 
by  condemnation,  service  of  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  pre- 
sentation of  the  petition  upon  a  person,  corporation  or  other  gov- 
erning board,  body  or  officer  having  possession,  ownership  or  exer- 
cising control  thereover,  or  service  thereof  in  such  manner  or  upon 
such  other  persons  as  shall  be  specially  directed  by  the  court,  shall 
be  sufficient.  But  such  lands  shall  not  be  entered  upon  by  the  con- 
servation commission  in  such  case  until  after  judgment  adjudging 
that  the  condemnation  thereof  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  herein 
specified  shall  be  rendered,  nor  until  the  special  provisions  of  such 
judgment  as  to  the  removal  and  reinterment  of  the  human  remains 
in  said  lands  shall  be  complied  with  by  the  commission  and  the 
judgment  shall  require  that  such  remains  be  removed  to  some  other 
appropriate  lands  or  places  to  be  specified  in  said  judgment  includ- 
ing the  removal  and  replacing  of  all  marks  distiniin^hing  the  per- 
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sons  so  interred  and  the  removal,  transportation  and  reinterment 
of  such  remains  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
the  public  health  law  and  the  local  rules  or  ordinances  of  any  city, 
village  or  town  wherein  the  lands  containing  such  remains  or  lands 
in  which  they  shall  be  reinterred  are  located.  Upon  completing 
the  work  of  reinterment  the  commission  shall  convey  an  appro- 
priate right  and  title  in  the  lands  acquired  by  it  for  such  reinter- 
ment, to  the  person,  corporation  or  governing  board  or  officer,  if 
any,  formerly  owning,  possessing  or  controlling  the  property  from 
which  said  remains  were  removed.  If  there  be  no  such  person, 
corporation  or  other  governing  board  or  officer,  the  commission 
shall,  as  part  of  the  expense  of  the  project  prosecuted  by  it,  main- 
tain the  property  acquired  for  such  reinterment  as  a  cemetery. 
The  lands  required  for  such  reinterment  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
required  for  the  purposes  of  the  project  authorized  by  this  article. 

Before  any  lands  are  acquired  by  purchase  or  any  condemnation 
proceedings  instituted  or  any  expenditure  made  for  excavation  or 
construction  hereunder,  the  commission  shall  cause  a  general  map 
to  be  made  and  filed  in  its  office  and  furnish  a  certified  copy  thereof 
to  each  mimicipality  a  member  of  a  union  water  district,  which 
map  shall  show  the  lands  necessary  to  be  acquired  and  waters 
necessary  to  be  diverted,  and  shall  show  the  lands  needed  for  rights 
of  way  and  for  the  location  of  reservoirs  and  central  points  of  de- 
livery of  water,  and  the  commission  shall  cause  general  plans  of 
all  construction  and  excavation  work  to  be  made  and  filed,  and 
copies  thereof  furnished  in  the  same  manner. 

§  534.  letting  of  contracts;  construction  work.  All  excava- 
tion and  construction  work  shall  be  performed  under  contl'acts 
based  upon  maps,  plans  and  specifications  and  estimates  of  quanti- 
ties made  by  the  commission  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  any 
■  contract  for  performance  of  the  whole  work  to  be  done  or  mate- 
rial, based  upon  any  one  petition  or  any  contract  for  any  part  of 
such  work  or  materials  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidcjer 
after  public  notice  of  such  letting,  to  be  given  by  advertising  the 
same  once  in  each  week  for  four  weeks  immediately  preceding  the 
day  fixed  for  the  receiving  of  bids  and  one  such  notice  shall  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  printed  within  each  of  the  counties 
wherein  any  part  of  such  work  is  to  be  performed.  The  require- 
ments of  the  state  finance  law  and  the  labor  law  as  to  the  form  and 
contents  of  public  contracts  in  respect  to  the  requirements  of  bonds 
from  contractors  to  secure  faithful  performance  and  completion 
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of  the  work  shall  apply  to  all  contracts  let  under  the  provisiona  of 
this  article. 

If  in  the  judgment  of  the  chief  ^igineer  any  work  is  not  being 
performed  according  to  the  contract  or  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
public,  he  shall  so  certify  to  the  commission  and  the  commission 
shall  thereupon  haye  power  to  suspend  or  stop  the  work  under 
such  contract  while  it  is  in  progress,  and  to  provide  for  completion 
of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  will  accord  with  the  contract  speci- 
fications and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  public,  or  the  contract 
may  be  cancelled  and  readvertised  and  relet  in  the  manner  herein 
prescribed  and  any  excess  in  the  cost  of  completing  the  work  be- 
yond the  price  charged  for  which  the  same  was  originally  awarded, 
shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  by  the  contractor  failing  to  perform 
the  work. 

If  at  any  time  in  the  conduct  of  the  work  under  any  contract 
it  shall  become  apparent  to  the  chief  engineer  that  any  item  in  the 
contract  will  exceed  in  quantity  the  engineer's  estimate  by  more 
than  fifteen  per  centum,  he  shall  so  certify  to  the  commission  and 
the  commission  shall  thereupon  determine  whether  the  work  in 
excess  thereof  shall  be  completed  by  the  contractor  under  the  terms 
and  at  the  prices  specified  in  the  contract  or  whether  it  shall  be 
done  by  the  commission  or  whether  a  special  contract  shall  be  made 
for  such  excess  in  the  manner  above  prescribed.  Every  contract 
made  hereunder  shall  reserve  to  the  commission  the  right  to  sus- 
pend or  cancel  the  contract  as  above  provided  and  to  complete  the 
work  or  readvertise  or  re-let  the  same  as  the  commission  may  de- 
termine and  reserve  to  the  commission  the  right  to  enter  and  com- 
plete any  item  of  the  contract  which  shall  exceed  in  quantity  the 
engineer's  estimate  by  more  than  fifteen  per  centum  or  to  make  a 
special  contract  for  such  excess  as  the  commission  may  determine. 

All  excavation  and  construction  work  shall  be  performed  under 
the  supervision  of  the  conservation  commission  through  its  chief 
engineer  and  all  payments  upon  contracts  shall  be  made  upon  esti- 
mates to  be  made  by  said  chief  engineer.  All  works  to  be  con- 
structed hereunder  shall  be  designed  for  delivery  of  water  by  grav- 
ity and  all  such  water  shall,  before  it  is  delivered  to  any  munici- 
pality, be  properly  filtered  under  direction  of  the  commission. 

§  535.  Maintenance  and  operation  of  works.  Upon  comple- 
tion of  any  conservation  water  works  as  provided  hereunder,  the 
commission  shall  maintain  and  shall  operate  the  same  and  shall 
guard   the   waters  from   contamination.     The  commissioii  shall 
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cause  records  to  be  kept  of  the  quantity  of  water  delivered  to  the 
central  points  and  the  same  shall  be  measured  by  meter  to  each 
municipality  and  the  commission  dhall  render  to  each  municipal- 
ity in  a  union  water  district  annually  as  of  the  first  day  of  Janu* 
ary  a  statement  of  the  quantity  so  delivered  for  the  calendar  year 
last  preceding. 

If  the  quantity  of  water  so  delivered  exceeds  the  aggregate  quan- 
tity due  to  a  municipality  based  on  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  gallons  per  diem  to  each  actual  inhabitant  thereof  as 
shown  in  the  petition  herein  provided,  then  a  charge  shall  be  made 
to  such  municipality  for  such  excess  and  at  such  rate  per  million 
gallons  as  the  commission  shall  determine.  Payment  for  such 
excess  by  such  municipality  shall  be  made  on  or  before  July  first 
of  each  calendar  year  to  the  commission.  The  commission  shall 
annually  apportion  the  whole  sum  so  received  among  the  munici- 
palities in  proportion  to  the  amount  which  each  has  contributed 
to  the  cost  of  the  conservation  water  works  and  shall  promptly 
pay  to  each  municipality  its  share  thereof.  Upon  the  completion 
and  placing  in  operation  of  such  water  works,  the  commission  shall 
employ  such  superintendent  and  assistants  as  it  deems  necessary 
for  the  proper  and  economical  operation  and  administration 
thereof,  and  shall  purchase  and  supply  such  materials  and  labor 
as  are  necessary  in  the  maintenance,  repair  and  operation.  The 
commission  shall  cause  an  accurate  account  of  all  such  expenses 
to  be  made  and  kept  and  shall  report  the  same  annually  in  the 
month  of  January  for  the  calendar  year  last  past 

The  commission  may  from  time  to  time,  upon  temporary  loan 
certificates  to  be  issued  by  it,  borrow  such  sums  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  carry  on  such  operation  and  maintenance.  Such  certifi- 
cates shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  and  shall 
be  sold  at  not  less  than  par  and  each  municipality  within  a  union 
water  district  shall  be  liable  for  its  share  of  such  expense  in  the 
proportion  which  it  contributed  to  the  original  cost  of  the  works. 
The  annual  amounts  for  such  expenses,  as  apportioned  by  the  com- 
mission, shall  be  paid  by  each  municipality  on  the  first  day  of 
March  following  the  calendar  year  in  which  the  said  expenses  were 
incurred.  Interest  to  March  first  shall  be  included  in  the  sum  an- 
nually reported  by  the  commission  for  such  expense.  A  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  of  a  union  water  district  shall  be  reim- 
bursed by  his  municipality  for  his  actual  and  necessary  expenses 
and  disbursements  paid  or  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of 
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his  duties,  upon  vouchers  audited  and  approved  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  other  claims  against  such  municipality. 

§  636.  Cost  and  expenses.  If  the  cost  of  a  conservation  water 
works  exceeds  the  original  estimate  of  the  commission,  the  excess 
shall  be  borne  among  the  municipalities  according  to  the  propor- 
tion which  each  contributed  to  the  estimated  cost  and  the  same 
shall  be  raised  by  each  municipality  in  a  manner  to  be  determined 
by  it  and  the  said  sum  paid  over  to  the  conservation  commission. 
If  the  total  cost  of  such  construction  shall  be  less  than  the  cost  as 
estimated  and  as  raised  by  the  municipalities,  such  excess  shall  be 
refunded  to  said  municipalities  by  the  conservation  commission 
ratably  as  the  same  was  contributed,  and  when  so  refunded,  the 
same  shall  be  used  by  said  municipalities  to  retire  the  bonds  issued 
by  them  or  paid  into  the  sinking  fund  for  the  retirement  of  said 
bonds. 

All  cost  and  expenses  on  the  part  of  the  state  of  New  York, 
including  the  expense  of  engineering  or  other  professional  services 
incurred  on  account  of  the  construction  of  conservation  water 
works  or  the  acquiring  of  lands  and  diversion  rights  shall  be 
deemed  a  part  of  the  cost  thereof  to  be  borne  by  the  municipali- 
ties in  a  union  water  district,  and  shall  be  estimated  as  part  of 
the  expense  and  shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  raised  by  said 
municipalities  for  said  purposa 

§  537.  When  other  municipalities  may  participate;  regula- 
tions. Any  municipality  originally  eligible  to  membership  m  a 
union  water  district  and  not  a  member  thereof,  may  on  a  majority 
vote  of  the  governing  board  or  body  of  such  municipality,  or  in 
case  of  a  water  district,  the  town  board  may  apply  by  petition  to 
the  conservation  commission  and  to  the  trustees  of  such  union 
water  district  to  become  a  member  of  such  union  water  district 
If  the  commission  and  the  board  of  trustees  approve  the  petition 
the  commission  shall  estimate  and  determine  the  cost  of  ad.di- 
tional  construction  to  provide  for  service  of  water  to  such  munici- 
pality from  the  conservation  water  works,  and  shall  likewise  esti- 
mate and  determine  what  share  of  the  original  cost  thereof  should 
be  paid  by  such  .petitioning  municipality  and  shall  report  the 
same  to  it  and  to  the  board  of  trustees.  Such  municipality  shall 
thereupon  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  in  the  original 
formation  of  a  union  water  district  determine  whether  it  will  is- 
sue bonds  to  cover  the  aggregate  amount  so  reported  and  if  the 
same  is  determined  in  the  affirmative,  bonds  shall  be  issued  and

sold  by  such  municipality  and  the  proceeds  raised  and  deposited 
and  taxes  imposed  for  the  retirement  of  such  bonds  issued,  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  case  of  the  original  organization  of  a  union 
water  district.  The  proceeds  of  such  bonds  issued  shall  be  de- 
posited to  the  credit  of  the  commission  for  the  purposes  of  this 
act  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  Upon  the  deposit  of 
such  funds,  such  municipality  shall  thereupon  become  a  member 
of  such  union  water  district  and  shall  be  supplied  with  water 
from  such  conservation  water  works. 

The  funds  so  deposited  by  said  municipality  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  follows:    The  estimated  cost  of  the  additional  construction 
due  to  each  municipality  becoming  a  member  of  a  union  water 
district  shall  be  deducted;  the  remainder  shall  be  apportioned  to 
each  municipality  in  the  district  including  the  municipality  thiis 
last  added  thereto,  in  the  proportion  in  which  each  has  contributed 
to  the  cost  of  the  conservation  water  works,  and  the  commission 
rfiall  as  soon  as  possible  pay  to  each  municipality  its  share  thereof.

ure water  so  sold  and  for  meter  houses  and  for  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  feet  of  pipe  lines  for  connections  to  each  of  such  meters. 
Contracts  for  such  sale  shall  be  limited  to  periods  of  five  years 
from  the  time  of  mdicing  the  same,  and  upon  the  expiration  there- 
of, new  contracts  so  limited  may  be  made  in  like  manner. 

The  receipts  from  such  sales  shall  be  applied,  first,  to  the  instal- 
lation of  meters  and  appurtenances  above  named,  and  the  re- 
mainder shall  be  distributed  among  the  municipalities  which  are 
members  of  the  union  water  district,  and  in  the  proportion  in 
whi<5h  each  has  contributed  to  the  cost  of  the  conservation  water 
works.

Whenever  a  judge  of  a  court  of  record  in  this  state  is  satisfied, 
by  proof  on  oath,  that  a  person  residing  or  being  in  this  state  is  a

Chapter  twenty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred 
ch.  m!*'  *^^  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  cities,  constituting  chapter 
twenty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  by  insert- 
ing therein  after  article  two  a  new  article,  to  be  two-a  thereof,  to 
read  as  follows: 

AKTICLE  2-A. 
Powers  of  Citiids. 

Section  19.  General  grant  of  powers. 

20.  Grant  of  specific  powers. 

21.  Public  or  municipal  purpose  defined. 

22.  This  grant  in  addition  to  existing  powers. 

23.  Powers  hereby  granted,  how  to  be  exercised. 

24.  Construction  of  this  article. 

§  19.  General  g^rant  of  powers.  Every  city  is  granted  power  to 
regulate,  manage  and  control  its  property  and  local  affairs  and  is 
granted  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  jurisdiction  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  such  power  into  execution.  No  enumeration 
of  powers  in  this  or  any  other  law  shall  operate  to  restrict  the 
meaning  of  this  general  grant  of  power,  or  to  exclude  other  powers 
comprehended  withiu  this  general  grant. 

§  20.  Grant  of  specific  powers.  Subject  to  the  constitution  and 
iijciieral  laws  of  this  stato,  every  city  is  empowered :

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1.  To  contract  and  be  contracted  with  and  to  institute,  maintain 
and  defend  any  action  or  proceeding  in  any  court. 

2.  To  take,  purchase,  hold  and  lease  real  and  personal  property 
within  and  without  the  limits  of  the  city,  and  acquire  by  condem- 
nation real  and  personal  property  within  the  limits  of  the  city,  for 
any  public  or  municipal  purpose,  and  to  sell  and  convey  the  same, 
but  the  rights  of  a  city  in  and  to  its  water  front,  ferries,  bridges, 
wharf  property,  land  under  water,  public  landings,  wharves,  dooks, 
streets,  avenues,  parks,  and  all  other  public  places,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  inalienable,  except  in  the  cases  provided  for  by  sub- 
division seven  of  this  section. 

3.  To  take  by  gift;  grant,  bequest  or  devise  and  to  hold  and 
administer  real  and  personal  property  within  and  without  the 
limits  of  the  city,  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  any  public  or  municipal 
purpose,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
the  grantor  or  donor  and  accepted  by  the  city. 

4.  To  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  real  and  personal  property  for 
any  public  or  municipal  purpose. 

5.  To  become  indebted  for  any  public  or  municipal  purpose  and 
to  issue  th.eref or  the  obligations  of  the  city,  to  determine  upon  the 
form  and  the  terms  and  conditions  thereof,  and  to  pledge  the  faith 
and  credit  of  the  city  for  payment  of  principal  and  interest  thereof, 
or  to  make  the  same  payable  out  of  or  a  charge  or  lien  upon  specific 
property  or  revenues;  to  pay  or  compromise  claims  equitably 
payable  by  the  city,  though  not  constituting  obligations  legally 
binding  on  it,  but  it  shall  have  no  power  to  waive  the  defense  of  the 
statute  of  limitations  or  to  grant  extra  compensation  to  any  public 
oflScer,  servant  or  contractor. 

6.  To  establish  and  maintain  sinking  funds  for  the  liquidation  of 
principal  and  interest  of  any  indebtedness,  and  to  provide  for  the 
refunding  of  any  indebtedness  other  than  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
taxes  for  amounts  actually  contained  or  to  be  contained  in  the  taxes 
for  the  year  when  such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  are  issued 
or  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  next  succeeding,  and  payable  out  of 
such  taxes. 

7.  To  lay  out,  establish,  construct,  maintain,  operate,  alter  and 
discontinue  streets,  sewers  and  drainage  systems,  water  supply 
systems,  and  lighting  systems,  for  lighting  streets,  public  build* 
ings  and  public  places,  and  to  lay  out,  establish,  construct,  main- 
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tain  and  operate  markets,  parkfi,  playgrounds  and  public  places, 
and  upon  the  discontinuance  thereof  to  sell  and  convey  the  same. 

8.  To  control  and  administer  the  water  front  and  waterways  of 
the  city  and  to  establish,  maintain,  operate  and  regulate  docks, 
piers,  wharves,  warehouses  and  all  adjuncts  and  facilities  for 
navigation  and  commerce  and  for  the  utilization  of  the  water  front 
and  waterways  and  adjacent  property. 

9.  To  establish,  construct  and  maintain,  operate,  alter  and  dis- 
continue bridges,  tunnels  and  ferries,  and  approaches  thereto. 

10.  To  grant  franchises  or  rights  to  use  the  streets,  waters, 
water  front,  public  ways  and  public  places  of  the  city. 

11.  To  construct  and  maintain  public  buildings,  public  works 
and  public  improvements,  including  local  improvements,  and  assess 
and  "levy  upon  the  property  benefited  thereby  the  cost  thereof,  in 
whole  or  in  part. 

12.  To  prevent  and  extinguish  fires  and  to  protect  the  inhabitr 
ants  of  the  city  and  property  within  the  city  from  loss  or  damage 
by  fire  or  other  casualty. 

13.  To  maintain  order,  enforce  the  Iflftvs,  protect  property  and 
preserve  and  care  for  the  safety,  health,  comfort  and  general  wel- 
fare of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  and  visitors  thereto;  and  for 
any  of  said  purposes  to  regulate  and  license  occupations  and 
businesses. 

14.  To  create,  maintain  and  administer  a  system  or  systems  for 
the  enumeration,  identification  and  r^stration,  or  either,  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  city  and  visitors  thereto,  or  such  classes  thereof 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

15.  To  establish,  maintain,  manage  and  administer  hospitals, 
sanitaria,  dispensaries,  public  baths,  almshouses,  workhouses, 
reformatories,  jails  and  other  charitable  and  correctional  institu- 
tions; to  relieve,  instruct  and  care  for  children  and  poor,  sick, 
infirm,  defective,  insane  or  inebriate  persons;  to  provide  for  the 
burial  of  indigent  persons ;  to  contribute  to  and  supervise  charit- 
able, eleemosynary,  correctional  or  reformatory  institutions  wholly 
or  partly  under  private  control. 

16.  To  establish  and  maintain  such  institutions  and  instru- 
mentalities for  the  instruction,  enlightenment,  improvement, 
entertainment,  recreation  and  welfare  of  its  inhabitants  as  it  may 
deem  appropriate  or  necessary  for  the  public  interest  or  advantage. 

17.  To  determine  and  regulate  the  number,  mode  of  selec- 
tion, terms  of  employment,  qualifications,  powers  and  duties  and 
compensation  of  all  employees  of  the  city  and  the  relations  of 
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all  officers  and  employees  erf  the  city  to  each  other,  to  the  city 
and  to  the  inhabitants. 

18.  To  create  a  municripal  civil  service;  to  make  rules  for  the 
classification  of  the  offices  and  employments  in  the  city's  service, 
for  appointments,  promotions  and  examinations,  and  for  the 
registration  and  selection  of  laborers. 

19.  To  r^ulate  the  manner  of  transacting  the  city's  business 
and  affairs  and  the  reporting  of  and  accounting  for  all  transac- 
tions of  or  concerning  the  city. 

20.  To  provide  methods  and  provide,  manage  and  administer 
funds  for  pensions  and  annuities  for  and  retirement  of  city 
officers  and  employees. 

21.  To  investigate  and  inquire  into  all  matters  of  concern  to 
the  city  or  its  inhabitants,  and  to  require  and  enforce  by  sub- 
poena the  attendance  of  witnesses  at  such  investigations. 

22.  To  regulate  by  ordinance  any  matter  within  the  powers  of 
the  city,  and  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  ordinances  by 
legal  proceedings,  to  compel  compliance  therewith,  and  by  penal- 
ties, forfeitures  and  imprisonment  to  punish  violations  thereof. 

23.  To  exercise  all  powers  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying 
into  execution  the  powers  granted  to  the  city. 

§  21.  Public  or  municipal  purpose  and  general  welfare  defined. 
The  terms  "  public  or  municipal  purpose/'  and  "  general  wel- 
fare," as  used  in  this  article,  shall  each  include  the  promotion 
of  education,  art,  beauty,  charity,  amusement,  recreation,  health, 
safety^  comfort  and  convenience,  and  all  of  the  purposes  enumer- 
ated in  the  last  preceding  section. 

§  22.  This  grant  in  addition  to  existing  powers.  The  powers 
granted  by  this  article  shall  be  in  addition  to  and  not  in  sub- 
stitution for,  all  the  powers,  rights,  privileges  and  functions  exist- 
ing in  any  city  pursuant  to  any  other  provision  of  law. 

§  23.  Powers  hereby  granted,  how  to  be  exercised.  1.  The 
powers  granted  by  this  act  are  to  be  exercised  by  the  officer, 
officers  or  official  body  vested  with  such  powers  by  any  other  pro- 
vision of  law  or  ordinance  (subject  to  amendment  or  repeal  of 
any  such  ordinance)  and  in  the  manner  and  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions presented  by  law  or  ordinance  (subject  to  amendment 
or  repeal  of  any  such  ordinance),  but  no  provision  of  any  special 
or  local  law  shall  operate  to  defeat  or  limit  in  extent  the  grant 
of  powers  contained  in  this  act ;  and  any  provision  of  any  special 
or  local  law  which  in  any  city  operates,  in  terms  or  in  effect,  to 
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prevent  the  exercise  or  limit  the  extent  of  any  power  granted 
by  this  article,  shall  be  superseded.  Where  any  such  provision 
of  special  or  local  law  is  superseded  under  the  provisions  of  this 
subdivision,  such  power,  freed  from  the  limitations  imposed  by 
such  provision,  shall  be  exercised  by  the  same  officer,  officers  or 
official  body  that  would  be  vested  with  the  same  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  subdivision,  if  such  provision  had  not  been  super- 
seded, but  the  exercise  thereof  shall  be  subject  to  the  limitations 
provided  for  in  subdivision  two  of  this  section. 

2.  In  the  absence  of  any  provision  of  law  or  ordinance  determin- 
ing by  whom  or  in  what  manner  or  subject  to  what  conditions  any 
power  granted  by  this  act  shall  be  exercised,  the  common  council 
or  board  of  aldermen  or  corresponding  legislative  body  of  the  city 
shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  have  power  by 
ordinance  to  determine  by  whom  and  in  what  manner  and  sub- 
ject to  what  conditions  said  power  shall  be  exercised.  The  exercise 
by  any  city  of  any  power  granted  by  this  article  not  now  vested  in 
such  city  or  now  vested  in  such  city  subject  to  provisions  which 
are  superseded  by  the  provisions  of  subdivision  one  of  this  sec- 
tion, shall  be  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

a.  No  city  shall  issue  any  obligations  for  expenses  for  mainte- 
nance, repairs  or  current  operation  or  administration  of  the  prop- 
erty or  government  of  the  city  or  otherwise  than  for  betterment*, 
improvements  and  acquisitions  of  property  of  a  permanent  nature, 
or  for  the  purpose  of  refunding  obligations  of  the  city.  No  city 
shall  issue  obligations  until  there  shall  first  have  been  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk  a  certificate  of  the  comptroller  or  other 
chief  financial  officer  of  the  city  under  his  hand  and  seal,  stating 
(1)  the  then  existing  indebtedness  of  the  city;  (2)  how  much, 
if  any,  thereof  consists  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue 
bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes,  and  how 
much,  if  any,  of  such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  has  not  been 
paid  out  of  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such  certificates  or  revenue 
bonds  were  issued  or  for  the  year  next  succeeding;  (3)  the  amount 
of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  estate  of  the  city  subject  to 
taxation,  as  shown  by  the  assessment-rolls  of  said  city  on  the  last 
previous  assessment  for  state  or  county  taxes;  (4)  a  description 
of  the  property  or  improvement  for  the  acquisition  or  making  of 
which  the  debt  is  to  be  created;  and  (5)  the  probable  life  of  such 
property  or  improvement.  Such  certificate  shall  be  a  public 
record.    The  term  of  payment  of  any  obligations  issued  to  secure 
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such  debt  shall  not  exceed  the  probable  life  of  such  property  or 
improvement  as  stated  in  such  certificate  and  shall  in  no  case 
exceed  fifty  years.  This  subdivision  shall  not  apply  to  certificates 
of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds  issued  in  anticipation  of  the 
collection  of  taxed  for  amounts  actually  contained  or  to  be  con- 
tained in  the  taxes  for  the  year  when  such  certificates  or  revenue 
bonds  are  issued  and  payable  out  of  such  taxes.  This  subdivision 
shall  not  apply  to  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  revenue  bonds 
issued  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  amounts  to  be 
contained  in  the  taxes  for  the  year  next  succeeding  the  year  when 
such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  are  issued  and  payable  out  of 
such  taxes,  except  that  a  certificate  shall  be  filed  as  require»l  by 
this  subdivision  before  any  such  certificates  or  revenue  bonds  shall 
be  issued. 

b.  No  sale  or  lease  of  city  real  estate  or  of  any  franchise  belong- 
ing to  or  under  the  control  of  the  city  shall  be  made  or  authorized 
except  by  vote  of  three-fourths  of  all  the  members  of  the  conmion 
council  or  corresponding  legislative  body  of  the  city.  In  case  of 
a  proposed  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate  or  of  a  franchise,  the  ordi- 
nance must  provide  for  a  disposition  of  the  same  at  public  auction 
to  the  highest  bidder,  under  proper  regulations  as  to  the  giving 
of  security  and  after  public  notice  to  be  published  at  least  onde 
each  week  for  three  weeks  in  the  official  paper  or  papers.  A  sale 
or  lease  of  real  estate  or  a  franchise  shall  not  be  valid  or  take 
effect  unless  made  as  aforesaid  and  subsequently  approved  by  a 
resolution  of  the  board  of  estimate  and  apportionment  in  any  city 
having  such  a  board,  and  also  approved  by  the  mayor.  No  fran- 
chise shall  be  granted  or  be  operated  for  a  period  longer  than  fifty 
years.  The  common  council  or  corresponding  legislative  body  of 
the  city  may,  however,  grant  to  the  owner  or  lessees  of  an  existing 
franchise,  under  which  operations  are  being  actually  carried  on, 
such  additional  rights  or  extensions  in  the  street  or  streets  in  which 
the  said  franchise  exists,  upon  such  terms  as  the  interests  of  the 
city  may  require,  with  or  without  any  advertisement,  as  the  com- 
mon council  may  determine,  provided,  however,  that  no  such  grant 
shall  be  operative  unless  approved  by  the  board  of  estimate  and 
apportionment  in  any  city  having  such  a  board,  and  also  by  the 
mayor. 

In  any  city  the  question  whether  any  proposed  sale  or  lease 
of  city  real  estate  or  of  any  franchise  belonging  to  or  under  the 
control  of  the  city  shall  be  approved  shall,  upon  a  demand  being 
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filed,  as  hereinafter  provided,  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  such 
city  at  a  general  or  special  election,  after  public  notice  to  be  pub- 
lished at  least  once  each  week  for  three  weeks  in  the  official  paper 
or  papers.  Such  demand  shall  be  subscribed  and  acknowledged 
by  voters  of  the  city  equal  in  number  to  at  least  ten  per  centum 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  in  such  city  at  the  last  preceding 
general  election  and  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  such 
city  before  the  adoption  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution  making  or 
authorizing  such  sale  or  lease.  If  such  demand  is  filed,  as  afore- 
said, such  sale  or  lease  of  real  estate  or  such  franchise  shall  not 
take  effect  unless  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  requirements  a 
majority  of  the  electors  voting  thereon  at  such  election  shall  vote 
in  the  affirmative. 

The  foregoing  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  the  exercise  by 
any  city  of  any  power  now  vested  in  it,  where  the  existing  pro- 
visions of  law  determining  by  whom  or  in  what  manner  or  subject 
to  what  conditions  such  power  shall  be  exercised  are  not  super- 
seded by  the  provisions  of  subdivision  one  of  this  section;  but 
in  such  case  the  exercise  of  such  power  shall  be  subject  only  to 
such  existing  provisions  of  law,  and  shall  not  be  limited  or 
restricted  by  any  provision  of  this  section. 

§  24.  Construction  of  this  act.  This  article  shall  be  construed, 
not  as  an  act  in  derogation  of  the  powers  of  the  state,  but  as  one 
intended  to  aid  the  state  in  the  execution  of  its  duties,  by  provid- 
ing adequate  power  of  local  government  for  the  cities  of  the  state. 

§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

purchases  and  sales  thereof,  or  by  any  other  fictitious  transac- 
tions or  devices,  for  or  on  account  of  such  person  or  of  any  other 
person,  or  for  or  on  account  of  the  persons  so  combining  or  con- 
spiring, whereby  either  in  whole  or  in  part  a  simultaneous  change 
of  ownership  of  or  interest  in  such  stocks,  bonds  or  evidences  of 
debt,  or  of  such  issue  or  part  of  an  issue  thereof,  is  not  effected, 
is  guilty  of  a  felony,  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  two  years, 
or  by  both.

of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  ii^JaS  5 
counties,  constituting  chapter  eleven  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  as  IJ^^l.'  *^* 
amended  by  chapter  two  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  JJJ!'  aSd*  l. 
nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  chapter  five  hundred  and  fifty-four  of  iSJi^dJi."*

shall  be  held,  and  in  addition  thereto  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
four  dollars  per  day  and  mileage  as  hereinabove  provided  for  each 
special  session  of  the  board  which  he  attends ;  such  compensation 
and  mileage  to  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer  on  the  last  day  of 
the  annual  session  in  each  year.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorlc,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1,  Subdivision  twenty-five  of  section  seventeen  of  i*  1844.  ch. 
chapter  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  sum.  25,  u 
hundred  and  forty-four,   entitled   "An   act   to   incorporate   the  l.  mu,' 
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Village  of  Mohawk,"  as  aiiioiuled*  by  chapter  twenty  of  the  laws 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows :

Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorhj  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  nineteen  of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  laws  of  ^-  iw».  «h. 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  in  relation  to  cotm-  aiien«ed. 
ties,   constituting  chapter  eleven  of  the  consolidated  laws,"   is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  19.  Printing  and  distribution  of  proceedings  of  board.  Each 
board  of  supervisors  shall  cause  as  many  copies  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  its  sessions  as  it  may  deem  necessary,  certified  by  its 
chairman  and  clerk,  to  be  printed  as  a  coimty  charge,  in  a 
pamphlet  volume,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  each  session,  for 
exchange  with  other  boards,  and  for  the  members  of  the  board 
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and  other  town  and  county  officers.  At  least  three  copies  of  sucli 
printed  volume  shall  be  forwarded  to  and  filed  in  each  town 
clerk's  office  and  in  the  county  clerk's  office.  In  counties 
containing  cities  of  the  first  class  and  in  counties  con- 
taining three  cities  of  the  third  class/  the  publication 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  supervisors  may  be  ordered 
to  be  made  in  a  daily  newspaper,  the  work  to  be  done  by  contract, 
let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  after  an  opportunity  to  bid  therefor  has 
been  given  to  the  plroprietors  of  all  the  daily  newspapers  printed 
in  the  English  language  in  said  county ;  such  bid  may  include  the 
printing  and  binding  in  pamphlet  volumes  of  such  number  of 
copies  of  the  proceedings  of  such  board  as  may  be  required,  and 
also  the  printing  of  pamphlet  copies  thereof  for  the  use  of  the 
members  of  said  board  at  its  sessions.  Such  printed  proceedings 
shall  contain  a  summary  statement  of  all  bills  against  the  county, 
presented  to  the  board  and  audited  and  allowed  or  disallowed, 
indicating  the  amount  allowed  or  disallowed.  The  board  of  super- 
visors may  as  often  as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  cause  to  be  printed 
and  distributed  in  like  manner,  in  the  same  volume  or  otherwise, 
its  county  laws,  combined  with  suitable  forms  and  instructions 
thereunder.  Whenever  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  supervis- 
ors of  any  county  are  printed  in  a  volume  by  authority  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  the  volume  so  printed,  and  duly  certified 
by  the  chairman  and  clerk  of  the  said  board  of  supervisors  to  be 
a  true  record  of  such  proceedings,  shall  be  and  constitute  the  book 
of  records  of  the  said  board.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  in  relation  to  the 
compensation  of  constables,  deputy  sheriffs  and  jurors. 

Became  a  law  April  10,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Pafised, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Sections  thirty-three  hundred  and  twelve  and  thirty-  n  mi. 
three  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  areAm«id«a. 
hereby  amended  to  read,  respectively,  as  follows: 

§  3312.  Compensation  of  deputy  sheriffs  and  constables 
attending  courts.  A  constable  or  a  deputy  sheriff  is  entitled,  for 
attending  a  sitting  of  a  court  of  record,  pursuant  to  a  notice  from 
the  sheriff,  to  a  fee  for  each  day's  actual  attendance,  in  any  county 
in  the  state,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  thereof,  and 
mileage  as  allowed  by  law  to  trial  jurors  in  courts  of  record. 
Such  fees  must  be  paid  by  the  county  treasurer,  upon  the  produc- 
tion of  the  certificate  of  the  clerk,  stating  the  number  of  days  that 
the  constable  or  deputy  sheriff  attended.  ^If  a  constable  or  deputy 
sheriff  attending  a  sitting  of  a  court  of  record  pursuant  to  a 
notice  from  the  sheriff  is  unable  to  reach  his  home  upon  the  day  he 
is  excused  from  attendance,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  compensation 
for  an  additional  day,  and  the  clerk  shall  certify  accordingly  upon 
satisfactory  proof  of  such  fact  by  affidavit.  But  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  counties  of  Kings,  New 
York  and  Erie.  All  other  acts  or  section  of  acts  conflicting  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

§  3314.  Supervisors  may  make  allowance  to  grand  and  trial 
jurors.  In  the  counties  within  the  city  of  New  York  the  board  of 
aldermen,  and  in  any  other  county  the  board  of  supervisors,  may 
direct  that  a  sum,  not  exceeding  three  dollars  in  addition  to  the 
fees  prescribed  in  the  last  section,  or  in  any  other  statutory  provi- 
sion, be  allowed  to  each  grand  juror,  and  each  trial  juror  for  each 
day's  attendance  at  a  term  of  a  court  of  record,  of  civil  or  criminal 
jurisdiction,  held  within  their  county.  If  a  different  rate  is  not 
otherwise  established  as  herein  provided,  each  juror  is  entitled  to 
five  cents  for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  by  him  in  going  ta 
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and  returning  from  the  term;  but  such  board  of  aldermen  or 
board  of  supervisors  may  establish  a  lower  rate.  A  juror  is 
entitled  to  mileage  for  actual  travel  once  in  each  calendar  week 
during  the  term,  except  that  in  the  counties  of  Queens,  Eockland 
and  Orange,  grand  and  trial  jurors  may  be  paid  four  cents  a  mile 
for  each  mile  necessarily  traveled  in  going  to  and  returning  for 
each  day  of  actual  travel  during  the  term  in  lieu  of  any  other 
mileage.  The  sum  so  established  or  allowed  must  be  paid  by  the 
.county  treasurer  upon  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
stating  the  number  of  days  that  the  juror  actually  attended,  and 
the  number  of  miles  traveled  by  him  in  order  to  attend.  ^If  a  juror 
in  attendance  at  a  term  of  a  court  of  record  cannot  reach  his  home 
upon  the  day  he  is  excused  from  attendance,  he  shall  be  entitled 
to  compensation  for  an  additional  day,  and  the  clerk  shall  certify 
accordingly  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  fact  by  affidavit 
The  amount  so  paid  must  be  raised  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
county  charges  are  raised.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  two  hundred  and  five  of  the  Greater  New  l.  1597,  ch. 
Vork  charter,  as  re-enacted  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-  l^\l  ^' 
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J^^^i^  six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  as  amended  by  chap* 
«■  u^rad^  t^rs  three  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hun- 
S.  «7».^'  dred  and  three,  six  hundred  and  fifty-nine  of  the  laws  (d  nineteen 
SJf'^  hundred  and  six,  four  hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  laws  of 
iS!'  ^'  nineteen  hundred  and  seven,  three  hundred  and  ninety-eight  of

POWERS   OF   COMMISSIONERS  OP   SINKING   FUND. 

§  205.  The  said  board  shall,  except  as  in  this  act  otherwise 
specifically  provided,  have  power  to  sell  or  lease  for  the  highest 
marketable  price  or  rental  at  public  auction  or  by  sealed  bids,  and 
always  after  public  advertisement  for  a  period  of  at  least  fifteen 
days  in  the  City  Eecord,  and  after  appraisal  under  the  direction 
of  said  board  made  within  three  months  of  the  date  of  sale,  any 
city  property  except  parks,  wharves  and  piers  and  land  under 
water,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  but  no  such  lease  shall  run 
for  a  term  longer  than  ten  years  nor  a  renewal  for  a  longer  period 
than  ten  years.  If  such  property  be  market  property  it  shall  be 
sold  only  pursuant  to  a  resolution  adopted  by  an  unanimous  vote 
of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  concurred  in  by  the 
board  of  aldermen.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall 
have  power  to  assign  to  use  for  any  public  purposes  any  city  prop- 
erty, for  whatsoever  purpose  originally  acquired,  which  may  be 
found  by  the  department  having  control  thiereof  to  be  no  longer 
required  for  such  purpose.  The  proceeds  of  said  sale  or  leasing 
shall  on  receipt  thereof,  after  paying  necessary  charges,  be  imme- 
diately paid  to  the  credit  of  the  sinking  fund  for  the  redemption 
of  the  city  debt;  ^except  that  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  shall  have  power  to  provide,  that  the  proceeds  derived  from 
any  sale  of  real  estate,  or  interest  therein,  remaining  after  the 
payment  therefrom  of  the  necessary  charges  of  the  sale  and  of  any 
liens  and  charges  upon  the  property  sold,  be  paid  to  the  credit  of 
an  appropriately  designated  fund,  hereby  created,  and  applied  to 
the  purchase  of  other  real  estate  deemed  necessary  for  public 
purposes  when  and  as  authorized,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though  such  disburse- 
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ment  was  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  corporate  stock  author- 
ized to  be  issued  for  the  purchase  of  real  estate.  ^The  fund  hereby 
created  shall  be  under  the  control  of  the  said  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund,  and  the  monies  therein  not  disposed  of  in  the  pur^ 
chase  of  real  estate,  shall  when  and  as  directed  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  board 
of  estimate  and  apportionment,  be  paid  to  the  credit  of  the  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  city  debt.  ^AU  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  relative  to  the  purchase  of  real  estate  by  the  city, 
shall  be  made  applicable  to  the  acquisition  of  such  real  estate, 
purchased  through  the  medium  of  the  fund  hereby  created.  Said 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  have  power,  by  unani- 
mous vote,  to  settle  and  adjust  by  mutual  conveyances  or  other- 
wise, and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  seem  to  them 
proper,  disputes  existing  between  the  city  and  private  owners  of 
property,  in  respect  to  boundary  lines,  and  to  release  such  interests 
of  the  city  in  real  estate  as  the  corporation  counsel  shall  certify 
in  writing  to  be  mere  clouds  upon  titles  of  private  owners,  in 
such  manner  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  in  their 
judgment  shall  seem  proper. 

The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  are  hereby  authorized  to 
approve  agreements,  submitted  by  the  commissioner  of  docks, 
fixing,  determining  upon  and  establishing  the  line  of  high  water 
as  provided  for  in  section  eight  hundred  and  eighteen-a  and  are 
further  authorized  to  sell  and  convey  to  the  upland  owner  lands 
under  water  inside  of  such  line,  to  purchase  from  the  upland  owner 
any  lands  outside  of  such  line  and  to  exchange  lands  under  water 
inside  of  such  line  for  lands  outside  of  such  line  upon  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  in  their  judgment  shall  seem  proper. 

Said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  also  have  power  to 
sell  and  convey  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  city  in  and  to 
lands  lying  within  any  street,  avenue,  road,  highway,  alley,  lane 
or  public  place  qr  square  that  has  been  discontinued  and  closed, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  lawful  authority,  to  the  owner  of  lands 
fronting  on  such  street,  avenue,  road,  highway,  alley,  lane  or  public 
place  or  square  so  discontinued  and  closed,  on  such  terms  and 
conditions  and  for  such  consideration  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  seem  proper,  pro- 
vided the  said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  first  deter- 
mine that  the  said  lands  or  the  part  thereof  so  sold  and  conveyed,

are  not  needed  for  any  public  use.  Said  commissioners  of  the 
sinking  fund  shall  have  discretion  to  direct  the  demolition  or  re- 
moval of  all  buildings  or  other  structures,  the  title  to  which  has 
been  acquired  by  the  city  in  condemnation  proceedings  or  by 
purchase,  and  not  needed  for  any  public  purposes,  in  the  same 
manner  as  now  provided  by  law  for  the  demolition  and  removal  of 
unsafe  buildings,  and  in  such  cases  the  expense  of  such  demolition 
and  removal  shall  be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided 
for  the  demolition  and  removal  of  unsafe  buildings.  They  may 
also,  prior  to  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  commissioners  of 
estimate  and^  appraisal,  or  prior  to  the  purchase  of  the  prem- 
ises upon  which  said  buildings  or  parts  of  buildings  or  other 
structures  are  erected,  or  prior  to  the  vesting  of  title  therein, 
agree  with  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  or  any  person  having 
a  beneficial  interest  therein,  in  case  title  has  not  vested  in  the 
city,  and  in  the  case  the  title  has  vested  in  the  city,  with  the  person 
or  persons  entitled  to  the  award  or  awards  therefor,  as  to  the  cost 
and  comptosation  to  be  allowed  and  paid  to  said  owner  or  owners, 
or  other  persons  for  the  removal  of  said  buildings  or  parts  of 
buildings  or  other  structures,  as  the  compensation  to  be  awarded 
by  said  commissioners  or  allowed  for  the  damage  done  said  *build- 
ings  or  buildings  or  other  structures  in  the  acquisition  of  title 
thereto,  and  it  may  also,  as  a  condition  of  the  sale  by  the  city  at 
private  sale  of  its  interest  therein  after  vesting  of  title  in  said 
building  or  parts  of  buildings  or  other  structures  to  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  award  or  awards  therefor,  or  other  persons  having 
an  interest  therein,  agree  that  damages  to  be  awarded  by  the  com- 
missioners shall  be  the  agreed  compensation  for  the  purpose  of 
the  removal  thereof,  provided,  however,  that  such  buildings  or 
parts  of  buildings  or  other  structures  shall  not,  in  any  case,  be 
relocated  or  re-erected  within  the  lines  of  any  proposed  street  or 
other  public  improvement 

Commissioners  of  estimate  and  appraisal  shall  accept  such 
agreed  amounts  of  compensation  for  the  removal  of  buildings  or 
parts  of  buildings  or  other  structures  as  the  amounts  to  be  awarded 
as  such  compensation  and  include  the  same  in  their  reports.  Said 
commissioners  of  the  sinking  fimd  shall  prescribe  such  conditions 
in  the  terms  of  sale  which,  if  broken,  shall  entitle  the  city  to  a 
resale  of  said  property,  and  which  shall  revest  title  to  same  in  the 
city.

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Said  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  shall  also  have  power 
to  lease  all  or  any  part  of  the  right,  title  and  interest  heretofore 
or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  city  in  and  to  any  lands  outside  the 
limits  of  said  city  for  the  sanitary  protection  of  the  water  supply, 
and  to  grant  in  perpetuity,  or  for  shorter  periods,  rights,  ease- 
ments, or  rights  of  way  in,  over  or  across  any  such  lands,  for 
highway  purposes,  or  for  the  improvement  of  the  facilities  and 
public  service  of  railroads  heretofore  located  thereon  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions,  for  such  consideration,  and  subject  to  such, 
restrictions  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  commissioners  shaU  seem 
proper;  provided  that  no  such  lease  or  grant  shall  be  made  unless

The  provisions  of  existing  laws  or  ordinances 
relative  to  the  investment  of  moneys  and  assets  of  the  several 
sinking  funds  hereby  made  subject  to  the  control  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund  as  hereby  constituted,  in  bonds,  stocks, 
or  obligations  of  the  municipal  or  public  corporations  or  parts 
thereof  hereby  consolidated  into  The  city  of  New  York,  including 
the  counties  of  Kings  and  Kichmond,  shall  hereafter  apply  to 
investments  thereof  in  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the  corporation  of 
The  city  of  New  York,  issued  on  and  after  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  provided,  however,  that  such  bonds  or 
stock  shall  not  thereupon  or  thereafter  be  canceled  except  as  herein 
otherwise  specifically  provided,  but  the  same  shall  upon  their 
maturity  be  paid  oflF,  liquidated  or  discharged  in  the  same  manner 
as  the^  would  be  if  held  by  private  creditors.  It  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  in  their  discretion,  and 
they  are  hereby  empowered  in  such  discretion  to  cancel  from  time 
to  time,  but  not  before  maturity,  bonds  and  stock  of  any  of  the 
municipal  and  public  corporations  or  parts  thereof  forming  part 
of  the  corporation  of  The  city  of  New  York,  as  hereby  constituted, 
and  of  the  counties  of  Kings  and  Richmond,  which  may  be  held 
by  any  of  said  sinking  funds  on  December  thirty-first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-soven,  providing  said  bonds  and  stocks  are 
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by  law  i^deemable  from  the  sinking  funds  in  which  the  same  are 
held.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund  in  their  discretion  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  in  such 
discretion,  to  cancel  from  time  to  time  but  not  before  maturity, 
any  portion  of  the  indebtedness  of  The  city  of  New  York,  as 
hereby  constituted,  incurred  on  or  after  January  first,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  which  may  be  held  by  them  in  the 
sinking  fund  of  The  city  of  New  York,  as  hereinafter  constituted, 
and  which  may  by  law  be  redeemable  from  said  sinking  fund  as 
herein  or  elsewhere  provided,  and  all  such  similar  indebtedness 
incurred  to  provide  for  the  supply  of  water,  which  may  be  held 
by  them  and  redeemable  from  the  water  sinking  fund  of  The  city 
of  New  York  as  hereinafter  constituted.  The  funds  to  be  known 
as  the  sinking  fund  of  The  city  of  New  York  as  hereinafter  con- 
stituted, shall  be  administered  by  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking 
fund,  in  like  manner  as  provided  by  the  ordinance  of  the  mayor, 
aldermen  and  commonalty  of  The  city  of  New  York,  approved  by 
the  mayor,  February  twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
four,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  applicable;  provided,  however, 
that  nothing  contained  in  said  ordinance  shall  aflFect  or  alter  the 
composition  of  the  board  of  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund, 
as  by  this  act  constituted.  The  rate  of  interest  on  all  corporate 
stock,  bonds  or  other  obligations  for  the  payment  of  money  of 
whatsoever  kind  or  description  issued  by  The  city  of  New  York 
except  certificates  of  indebtedness  or  other  evidences  of  indebted- 
ness, issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and 
eighty-seven  of  this  act,  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioners 
of  the  sinking  fund.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may 
by  resolution  assign  the  places  where  the  several  municipal  courts 
shall  be  held  within  their  respective  districts  and  may  assign 
such  place  in  said  city  as  may  to  it  seem  most  conducive  to  the 
public  convenience  for  the  holding  of  the  courts  of  general  and 
special  sessions,  and,  upon  the  application  of  the  board  of  cily 
magistrates,  may  designate  additional  places  for  the  holding  of 
magistrates'  or  police  courts  and  jail  delivery  to  be  held  in  and  for 
the  city ;  notice  of  any  change  of  the  places  of  holding  such  courts 
shall,  before  the  same  takes  effect,  be  published  in  the  City  Eecord 
and  the  corporation  newspapers  for  a  period  of  not  less  than  two 
weeks.  Said  publication  shall  be  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
comptroller.  The  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund  may  by  reso- 
lution designate  from  time  to  time  any  building  or  buildings 
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within  the  city  to  be  the  common  jails  of  said  city  or  of  any  of  the 
counties  contained  within  its  territorial  limits,  for  all  the  purposes 
for  which  common  jails  may  by  law  be  used,  and  such  building  or 
buildings  so  designated  shall  be  such  common  jails  until  changed 
by  a  like  resolution  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund.  The 
sinking  fund  commissioners  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  not 
have  the  power  in  any  event  to  compromise  or  release  any  existing 
liability  or  obligation  to  The  city  of  New  York  or  to  the  mayor, 
aldermen  or  commonalty  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  to  any  of 
the  municipalities  or  parts  of  municipalities  consolidated  with 
the  former  city  of  New  York,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
six  hundred  and  forty-two  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighty-six  or  under  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-four  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-three,  but  such  liabilities  and 
obligations  shall  be  and  remain  inviolable. 
§  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


Chap.  260. 

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  labor  law,  in  relation  to  the  manufacture 
of  articles  in  tenement  houses.^ 

Became  a  law  April  10,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Article  seven  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  laws  of  u  m^.  rh 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  labor,  con-  amended.' 
stituting  chapter  thirty-one  of  the  consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  7. 
Tenement-made   Articles. 
Section  100.  Manufacturing,  altering,  repairing  or  finishing  ar- 
ticles in  tenements. 

101.  Register  of  persons  to  whom  work  is  given ;  identifi- 

cation label. 

102.  Goods  unlawfully  manufactured  to  be  labelled. 

iThe  amendments  effet-ted  by  this  chapter  are  so  numerous  and  extensive 
that  it  is  impracticable  to  indicate  the  changes  made. 
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Section  103.  Powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  health  relative  to 
tenement-made  articles. 

104.  Manufacture  of  certain  articles  in  tenements  pro- 

hibited. 

105.  Owners  of  tenement  houses  not  to  permit  the  im- 

lawful  use  thereof. 

106.  Factory  permits. 

§  100.  Manufacturini^,  altering,  repairing  or  finishing  articles 
in  tenements,  l.  No  tenement  house  nor  any  part  thereof  shall 
be  used  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing,  altering,  repairing  or 
finishing  therein,  any  articles  whatsoever  except  for  the 
sole  and  exclusive  use  of  the  person  so  using  any  part  of  stich 
tenement  house  or  the  members  of  his  household,  without  a  license 
therefor  as  provided  in  this  article.  But  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  apply  to  collars,  cuffs,  shirts  or  shirt  waists  made  of  cotton  or 
linen  fabrics  that  are  subjected  to  the  laundrying  process  before 
being  offered  for  sale. 

2.  Application  for  such  a  license  shall  be  made  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  by  the  owner  of  such  tenement  house,  or  by  his 
duly  authorized  agent.  Such  application  shall  describe  the  house 
by  street  number  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  such  manner 
as  will  enable  the  commissioner  of  labor  easily  to  find  the  same ; 
it  shall  also  state  the  number  of  apartments  in  such  house; 
it  shall  contain  the  full  name  and  address  of  the  owner  of  the  said 
house,  and  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  oonmiissioner  of  labor  may 
determine.  Blank  applications  shall  be  prepared  and  furnished 
by  the  commissioner  of  labor. 

3.  Upon  receipt  of  such  application  the  conmiissioner  of  labor 
shall  consult  the  records  of  the  local  health  department  or  board, 
or  other  appropriate  local  authority  charged  with  the  duty  of  sani- 
tary inspection  of  such  houses;  if  such  records  show  the  prea- 
ence  of  any  infectious,  contagious  or  commimicable  disease,  or  the 
existence  of  any  uncomplied-with  order  or  violations  which  indi- 
cate the  presence  of  unsanitary  conditions  in  such  house,  the  com- 
missioner of  labor  may,  without  making  an  inspection  of  the  build- 
ing, deny  such  application  for  a  license,  and  may  continue  to  desij^ 
such  application  until  such  time  as  the  records  of  said  department, 
board  or  other  local  authority  show  that  the  said  tenement  house 
is  free  from  the  presence  of  infectious,  contagious  or  commimicable 
disease,  and  from  all  unsanitary  conditions.     Before,  however. 
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any  such  license  is  granted,  an  inspection  of  the  building  sought 
to  be  licensed  must  be  made  by  the  conmiissioner  of  labor,  and  a. 
statement  must  be  filed  by  him  as  a  matter  of  public  record,  to  the 
eflFect  that  the  records  of  the  local  health  departmeni  or  board  or 
other  appropriate  authority  charged  with  the  iuty  of  sanitary  in- 
spection of  such  houses  show  the  existence  of  no  infectious,  con- 
tagious or  communicable  disease  nor  of  any  unsanitary  conditions 
in  the  said  house ;  such  statement  must  be  dated  and  signed  in  ink; 
with  the  full  name  of  the  employee  responsible  therefor.  A  simi- 
lar statement  similarly  signed,  showing  the  results  of  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  said  building,  must  also  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner of  labor  before  any  license  is  granted.  If  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  ascertain  that  such  building  is  free  from  infectious,, 
contagious  or  communicable  disease,  that  there  are  no  defects  of 
plumbing  that  will  permit  the  entrance  of  sewer  air,  that  such 
building  is  in  a  clean  and  proper  sanitary  condition  and  that 
articles  may  be  manufactured  therein  under  clean  and  healthful 
conditions,  he  shall  grant  a  license  permitting  the  use  of  such 
building,  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing. 

4.  Such  license  may  be  revoked  by  the  commissioner  of  labor  if 
the  health  of  the  community  or  of  the  employees  requires  it,  or  if 
the  owner  of  the  said  tenement  house,  or  his  duly  authorized  agent, 
fails  to  comply  with  the  orders  of  the  conunissioner  of  labor' 
within  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  orders,  or  if  it  appears 
that  the  building  to  which  such  license  relates  is  not  in  a  healthy 
and  proper  sanitary  condition,  or  if  children  are  employed  therein 
in  violation  of  section  seventy  of  this  chapter.  In  every  case 
where  a  license  is  revoked  or  denied  by  the  commissioner  of  labor 
the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  stated  in  writing,  and  the  records  of 
such  revocation  or  denial  shall  be  deemed  public  records.  Where 
a  license  is  revoked,  before  such  tenement  house  can  again  be  used 
for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section,  a  new  license  must  be 
obtained,  as  if  no  license  had  previously  existed. 

5.  Every  tenement  house  and  all  the  parts  thereof  in  which  any^ 
articles  are  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  finished 
shall  be  kept  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition  and 
shall  be  subject  to  inspection  and  examination  by  the 
commissioner  of  labor,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
said  garments  or  articles,  or  part  or  parts  thereof,  are  clean  and 
free  from  vermin  and  every  matter  of  an  infectious  or  contagious 
nature.     An  inspection  shall  be  made  by  the  commissioner  of  labor 
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of  eacli  liceiiised  ten^nent  house  not  less  than  once  in  every  six 
months,  to  determine  its  sanitary  condition,  and  shall  include  all 
parts  of  such  house  and  the  plumbing  thereof.  Before  making 
such  inspection  the  commissioner  of  labor  may  consult  the  recordat 
of  the  local  department  or  board  charged  with  the  duty  of  sani- 
tary inspection  of  tenement  houses,  to  determine  the  frequency 
of  orders  issued  by  such  department  or  board  in  relation  to  the 
said  tenement  house,  since  the  last  inspection  of  such  building  was 
made  by  the  commissioner  of  labor.  Whenever  the  commissioner 
of  labor  finds  any  unsanitary  condition  in  a  tenement  house  for 
which  a  license  has  been  issued  as  provided  in  this  section,  he  shall 
at  once  issue  an  order  to  the  owner  thereof  directing  him  to  rem- 
edy such  condition  forthwith.  Whenever  the  commissioner  of 
labor  finds  any  articles  manufactured,  altered,  repaired 
or  finished,  or  in  process  thereof,  in  a  room  or  apart- 
ment of  a  tenement  house,  and  such  room  or  apart- 
ment is  in  a  filthy  condition,  he  shall  notify  the  tenants  thereof  to 
immediately  clean  the  same,  and  to  maintain  it  in  a  cleanly  con- 
dition at  all  times;  where  the  commissioner  of  labor  fijids  such 
room  or  apartment  to  be  habitually  kept  in  a  filthy  condition,  he 
may  in  his  discretion  cause  to  be  aflSxed  to  the  entrance  door  of 
such  apartment  a  placard  calling  attention  to  such  facts  and  pro- 
hibiting the  manufacture,  alteration,  repair  or  finishing  of  any 
articles  therein.  No  person,  except  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
shall  remove  or  deface  any  such  placard  so  aflixed. 

6.  No  articles  shall  be  manufactured,  altered,  repaired 
or  finished  in  any  room  or  apartment  of  a  tenement 
house  where  there  is  or  has  been  a  case  of  infectious, 
contagious  or  communicable  disease  in  such  room  or 
apartment,  until  such  time  as  the  local  department  or  board  of 
health  shall  certify  to  the  commissioner  of  labor  that  such  disease 
has  terminated,  and  that  said  room  or  apartment  has  been  prop- 
erly disinfected,  if  disinfection  after  such  disease  is  required  by 
the  local  ordinances,  or  by  the  rules  or  regulations  of  such  depart- 
ment or  board.  No  articles  shall  be  manufactured,  altered,  re- 
paired or  finished  in  a  part  of  a  cellar  or  basement  of  a  tenement 
house,  which  is  more  than  one-half  of  its  height  below  the  level 
of  the  curb  or  ground  outside  of  or  adjoining  the  same ;  but  this 
prohibition  shall  not  apply  to  the  use  for  a  bakery  of  a  cellar 
for  which  a  certificate  of  exemption  is  issued  under  section  one 
hundred  and  sixteen  of  this  chapter.    No  person  shall  hire,  em- 
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ploy  or  contract  with  any  person  to  manufacture,  alter,  repair 
or  finish  any  articles  in  any  room  or  apartment  in  any  tenement 
house  not  having  a  license  therefor  issued  as  aforesaid.  No 
articles  shall  be  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  fin- 
ished in  any  room  or  apartment  of  a  tenement  house 
unless  said  room  or  apartment  shall  be  well  lighted  and  ventilated 
and  shall  contain  at  least  five  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  for 
every  person  working  therein,  or  by  any  person  other  than  the 
members  of  the  family  living  therein ;  except  that  in  licensed  tene- 
ment houses  persons  not  members  of  the  family  may  be  employed 
in  apartments  on  the  ground  floor  or  second  floor,  used  only  for 
shops  of  dressmakers  who  deal  solely  in  the  custom  trade  direct  to 
the  consumer,  provided  that  such  apartments  shall  be  in  the  opin- 
ion of  the  commissioner  of  labor  in  the  highest  degree  sanitary,; 
well'  lighted,  well  ventilated  and  plumbed,  and  provided  further 
that  the  whole  number  of  persons  therein  shall  not  exceed  one  toi 
each  one  thousand  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  and  that  there  shall  be 
no  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age  living  or  working  therein ; 
before  any  such  room  or  apartment  can  be  so  used  a  special  permit 
therefor  shall  be  issued  by  the  conamissioner  of  labor,  a  copy  of 
which  shall  be  entered  in  his  public  records  with  a  statement  of 
the  reasons  therefor.  Nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  pre- 
vent the  employment  of  a  tailor  or  seamstress  by  any  person  or 
family  for  the  purpose  of  making,  altering,  repairing  or  finishing 
any  article  of  wearing  apparel  for  the  use  of  such  person  or  fam- 
ily. Nor  shall  this  article  apply  to  a  house  if  the  only  manufac- 
turing therein  be  carried  on  in  a  shop  on  the  main-  or  ground  fioor 
thereof  with  a  separate  entrance  to  the  street,  unconnected  with 
living  rooms  and  entirely  separate  from  the  rest  of  the  building 
by  closed  partitions  without  any  openings  whatsoever  and  not 
used  for  sleeping  or  cooking. 

§  101.  Begister  of  persons  to  whom  work  is  given;  identifica- 
tion label.  Every  employer  in  any  factory  contracting  for  the 
manufacturing,  altering,  repairing  or  finishing  of  any  articles  in 
a  tenement  house  or  giving  out  material  from  which  they  or  any 
part  of  them  are  to  be  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  finished, 
in  a  tenement  house,  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  names  and  ad- 
dresses plainly  written  in  English  of  the  persons  to  whom  such 
articles  or  materials  are  given  to  be  so  manufactured,  altered,  re- 
paired or  finished  or  with  whom  they  have  contracted  to  do  the 
same,  and  shall  issue  with  all  such  articles  or  materials  a  label 
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bearing  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  such  factory  written  or 
printed  legibly  in  English.  It  shall  be  incumbent  upon  every 
employer  and  upon  all  persons  contracting  for  the  manufacturing, 
altering,  repairing  or  finishing  of  any  articles  or  giving  out  ma- 
terial from  which  they  or  any  part  of  them  are  to  be  manufac- 
tured, altered,  repaired  or  finished,  before  giving  out  any  such 
articles  or  materials  to  ascertain  from  the  office  of  the 
commissioner  of  labor  whether  the  tenement  house  in 
which  such  articles  or  materials  are  to  be  manufactiu'ed, 
altered,  repaired  or  finished,  is  licensed  as  provided  in 
this  article,  and  also  to  ascertain  from  the  local  de- 
partment or  board  of  health  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons 
then  sick  of  any  infectious,  contagious  or  communicable  disease, 
and  residing  in  tenement  houses ;  and  none  of  the  said  articles  nor 
any  material  from  which  they  or  any  part  of  them  are  to  be  manu- 
factured, altered,  repaired  or  finished  shall  be  given  out  or  sent 
to  any  person  residing  in  a  tenement  house  that  is  not  licensed  as 
provided  in  this  article,  or  to  any  person  residing  in  a  room  or 
apartment  in  which  there  exists  any  infectious,  contagious  or  com- 
municable disease.  The  register  mentioned  in  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  commissioner  of  labor,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  on  his  demand  as  well  as  such  other  in- 
formation as  he  may  require.  The  label  mentioned  in  this  section 
shall  be  exhibited  on  the  demand  of  the  commissioner  of  labor  at 
any  time  while  said  articles  or  materials  remain  in  the  tenement 
house. 

§  102.  Ooodfl  unlawfully  manufactured  to  be  labeled.  Articles 
manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  finished  in  a  tene- 
ment house  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter shall  not  be  sold  or  exposed  for  sale  by  any  person.  The  com- 
missioner of  labor  may  conspicuously  aflSjc  to  any  such  article 
found  to  be  unlawfully  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  fin- 
ished, a  label  containing  the  words  "  tenement  made " 
printed  in  small  pica  capital  letters  on  a  tag  not  less  than  four 
inches  in  length,  or  may  seize  and  hold  such  article  until  the  same 
shall  be  disinfected  or  cleaned  at  tlie  owner's  expense,  or  until  all 
provisions  of  this  chapter  are  complied  with.  The  commissioner 
of  labor  shall  notify  the  person  stated  by  the  person  in  possession 
of  said  article  to  be  the  owner  thereof,  that  he  has  so  labeled  or 
seized  it.  No  person  except  the  commissioner  of  labor,  or  a  local 
board  of  health  in  a  case  provided  for  in  section  one  hundred  and 
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three,  shall  remove  or  deface  any  tag  or  label  so  affixed.  Unless 
the  owner  or  person  entitled  to  the  possession  of  an  article  so 
seized  shall  provide  for  the  disinfection  or  cleaning  thereof  within 
one  month  thereafter  it  may  be  destroyed. 

§  103.  Powers  and  duties  of  boards  of  health  relative  to  tene- 
ment-made articles.  If  the  commissioner  of  labor  finds  evidence 
of  disease  present  in  a  room  or  apartment  in  a  tenement  house 
in  which  any  articles  are  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  fin- 
ished or  in  process  thereof,  he  shall  affix  to  such  article  the  label 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  and  immediately  report  to 
the  local  board  of  health,  who  shall  disinfect  such  articles,  if 
necessary,  and  thereupon  remove  such  label.  If  the  commissioner 
of  labor  finds  that  infectious,  contagious  or  communicable  diseases 
exist  in  a  room  or  apartment  of  a  tenement  house  in  which  any 
articles  are  being  manufactured,  altered,  repaired  or  fin- 
ished, or  that  articles  manufactured  or  in  process  of 
manufacture  therein  are  infected  or  that  goods  used 
therein  are  unfit  for  use,  he  shall  report  to  the  local 
board  of  health.  The  local  health  department  or  board  in  every 
city,  town  and  village  whenever  there  is  any  infectious,  contagious 
or  communicable  disease  in  a  tenement  house  shall  cause  an  in- 
spection of  such  tenement  house  to  be  made  within  forty-eight 
hours.  If  any  articles  are  found  to  be  manufactured,  altered,  re- 
paired or  finished,  or  in  process  thereof  in  an  apartment  in  which 
such  disease  exists,  such  board  shall  issue  such  order  as  the  public 
health  may  require,  and  shall  at  once  report  such  facts  to  the  com- 
missioner of  labor,  furnishing  such  further  information  as  he  may 
require.  Such  board  may  condenm  and  destroy  all  such  infected 
article  or  articles  manufactured  or  in  the  process  of  manufacture 
under  unclean  or  unhealthful  conditions.  The  local  health  de- 
partment or  board  or  other  appropriate  authority  charged  with  the 
duty  of  sanitary  inspection  of  such  houses  in  every  city,  town  and 
village  shall,  when  so  requested  by  the  commissioner  of  labor, 
furnish  copies  of  its  fecords  as  to  the  presence  of  infectious,  con- 
tagious or  communicable  disease,  or  of  unsanitary  conditions  in 
said  houses ;  and  shall  furnish  such  other  information  as  may  be 
necessary  to  enable  the  commissioner  of  labor  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

§  104.  Manufacturing  of  certain  articles  in  tenements  prohibited. 
No  article  of  food,  no  dolls  or  dolls'  clothing  and  no  article 
of  children's  or  infants'  wearing  apparel  shall  be  manufactured, 
altered,  repaired  or  finished,  in  whole  or  in  part,  for  a  factory. 
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either  directly  or  tlirough  the  instrumeiitaHty  of  one  or  more  con- 
tractors or  other  third  person,  in  a  tenement  house,  in  any  portion 
of  an  apartment,  any  part  of  which  is  used  for  living  purposes; 

§  105.  Owners  of  tenement  houses  not  to  permit  the  unlawful 
use  thereof.  The  owner  or  agent  of  a  tenement  house  shall  not 
permit  the  use  thereof  for  the  manufacture,  repair,  alteration  or 
finishing  of  any  article  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 
If  a  room  or  apartment  in  such  tenement  house  be  so  unlawfully 
used,  the  commissioner  of  labor  shall  serve  a  notice  thereof  upon 
such  owner  or  agent.  Unless  such  owner  or  agent  shall  cause  such

code  of  civil  procedure.

race,  creed  or  color,  or  that  the  patronage  or  custom  thereat,  of  any 
person  belonging  to  or  purporting  to  be  of  any  particular  race, 
creed  or  color  is  unwelcome,  objectionable  or  not  acceptable,  de-

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Jurisdiction.  The  county  court  of  Ontario  county 
shall  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  all  cases  coming 
within  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  act  This  act  shall  be 
construed  liberally  and  as  remedial  in  character;  and  the  powers 
hereby  conferred  are  intended  to  be  general  to  effect  the  bene- 
ficial purposes  herein  set  forth. 

§  2.  Definitions  of  children.     This  act  shall  apply  to  any  child

The 
petition  shall  set  forth  the  name  and  residence  of  the  child  and

If  it 
shall  be  made  to  appear,  by  affidavit,  that  reasonable  but  unsuc- 
cessful effort  has  been  made  to  serve  the  summons  personally  upon 
the  parties  named  therein,  other  than  said  child,  the  court  or  the 
judge  thereof  at  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  may  make  an  order 
for  substituted  service  of  the  summons  or  of  a  supplemental 
summons  in  the  manner  provided  for  substituted  service  of  civil 
process  in  courts  of  record,  and  if  such  parties  are  without  said 
county,  service  may  be  made  by  mail,  by  publication  or  personally 
without  the  county  in  such  manner  and  at  such  time  before  the 
hearing  as  in  said  order  directed.  It  shall  be  sufficient  to  confer 
jurisdiction  if  service  is  effected  at  any  time  before  the  time 
fixed  in  the  summons  for  the  return  thereof,  but  the  court,  if  re- 
quested by  the  child  or  parent  or  such  other  person  as  is  men- 
tioned in  section  four,  shall  not  proceed  with  the  hearing  earlier 
than  the  third  day  after  the  date  of  the  service.  Proof  of  service 
shall  be  made  substantially  as  in  courts  of  record.  Failure  to 
serve  summons  upon  any  person  other  than  said  child  shall  not 
impair  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  to  proceed  in  cases  arising 
under  subdivision  a  of  section  two,  provided  that,  for  good  cause 
shown,  the  court  make  an  order  dispensing  with  buch  service. 
The  summons  shall  be  considered  a  mandate  of  the  court,  and 
wilful  failure  to  obey  its  requirements  shall  subject  any  person 
guilty  thereof  to  liability  for  punishment  as  for  a  criminal  con- 
tempt. At  any  stage  of  the  case,  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion, 
appoint  an  attorney  or  other  suitable  person  to  be  the  guardian 
ad  litem  of  the  said  child  for  the  purposes  of  the  proceeding,  and 
the  court  may  call  upon  the  district  attorney  of  said  county  to 
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appear  in  any  proceeding  under  this  act  The  sheriff  of  said 
county  shall  serve  or  cause  to  be  served  all  papers  which  are 
directed  by  the  court  to  be  served  by  him,  and  a  suitable  allowance 
shall  be  made  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  his  actual  disburse- 
ments in  effecting  such  service;  but  all  papers  may  be  served  by 
any  person  delegated  by  the  court  for  that  purpose.  The  expense 
incurred  in  making  substituted  service  or  service  by  publication 
or  personally  without  the  county  shall  be  a  county  charge. 

§  7.  Hearing;  judgment;  records.  Upon  the  return  of  the 
summons,  or  at  the  time  set  for  the  hearing,  the  court  shall  pro- 
ceed to  hear  and  determine  the  case.  The  court  may  conduct  the 
examination  of  the  witnesses  without  the  assistance  of  counsel, 
and  may  take  testimony  and  inquire  into  the  habits,  surroundings, 
condition  and  tendencies  of  said  child,  to  enable  the  court  to  render 
such  order  or  judgment  as  shall  best  conserve  the  welfare  of  said 
child  and  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  act  The  court,  if  satis- 
fied that  the  child  is  in  need  of  the  care  or  discipline  and  protec- 
tion of  the  state,,  may  so  adjudicate,  and  may  in  addition  find 
said  child  to  be, delinquent  or  neglected,  or  in  need  of  more  suitr 
able  guardianship,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  in  addition  to  the 
powers  granted  by  this  act,  may  render  such  judgment  and  make 
such  order  or  commitment,  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the 
case,  as  any  court  or  magistrate  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  au- 
thorized by  law  to  render  or  make  in  any  of  the  cases  coming 
within  section  two  of  this  act.  It  is  the  intention  of  this  act 
that  in  all  proceedings  coming  imder  its  provisions  the  court  shall 
proceed  upon  the  theory  that  said  child  is  the  ward  of  the  state, 
and  is  subject  to  the  discipline  and  entitled  to  tjie  protection 
which  the  court  should  give  such  child  under  the  conditions  dis- 
closed in  the  case;  and  when  once  jurisdiction  has  been  obtained 
in  the  case  of  any  such  child,  it  shall,  unless  a  court  order  shall 
be  issued  to  the  contrary,  continue  for  the  purposes  of  this  act 
during  the  minority  of  said  child.  The  court  shall  have  power, 
upon  the  hearing  of  any  case  involving  any  child,  to  exclude  the 
general  public  from  the  room  wherein  said  hearing  is  held,  ad- 
mitting thereto  only  such  persons  as  may  have  a  direct  interest  in 
the  case.  The  hearings  may  be  conducted  in  the  judge's  chambers 
or  in  such  other  room  or  apartment  in  any  place  in  the  county  as 
the  supervisors  may  provide  or  as  the  judge  without  the  action 
of  the  supervisors  and  without  expenses  to  the  county  may  secure. 
As  far  as  practicable  such  cases  shall  not  be  heard  in  conjunction 
with  the  other  business  of  the  court.    The  records  of  all  cases  may 
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be  withheld  from  indiscriminate  public  inspection  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  court;  but  such  records  shall  be  open  tg  inspection  by 
such  child,  his  parents  or  guardians,  or  his  attorneys,  at  all  times. 
No  adjudication  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  operate  as 
a  disqualification  of  the  child  for  any  office  under  any  state  or 
municipal  civil  service;  and  such  child  shall  not  be  denominated 
a  criminal  by  reason  of  any  such  adjudication;  nor  shall  such 
adjudication  be  denominated  a  conviction, 

§  8.  Arrest;  transfer  from  other  courts.  Nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  construed  as  forbidding  the  arrest,  with  or  without  war- 
rant, of  any  child  as  now  or  hereafter  may  be  provided  by  law, 
or  as  forbidding  the  issuing  of  warrants  by  magistrates,  as  pro- 
vided by  law.  Whenever  a  child  less  than  sixteen  years  of  age  is 
brought  before  a  magistrate  in  said  county,  such  magistrate  should 
transfer  the  case  to  the  county  court  by  an  order  directing  that 
said  child  be  taken  forthwith  to  the  shelter ;  such  magistrate  may, 
however,  by  order  admit  such  child  to  bail,  or  release  said  child 
in  the  custody  of  some  suitable  person  as  now  provided  by  law,  to 
appear  before  said  county  court  at  a  time  designated  in  the  said 
order.  All  informations,  depositions,  warrants  and  other  process 
in  the  hands  of  such  magistrate  shall  be  forthwith  transmitted  to 
the  county  court,  and  shall  become  part  of  its.  records.  The 
county  court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  hear  and  dispose  of  such 
case  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  proceeding  had  been  instituted 
in  said  county  court  upon  petition,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  In 
all  cases  the  nature  of  the  proceeding  shall  be  explained  to  said 
child,  and  if  they  appear,  to  the  parents,  custodian  or  guardian; 
and  between  the  time  of  iiie  arrest  of  such  child  and  its  appear- 
ance before  the  county  court,  he  shall,  if  not  bailed  or  otherwise 
released,  be  detained  as  provided  in  section  five. 

§  9.  Appeals.  An  appeal  may  be  taken  from  any  final  order 
or  judgment  of  said  court  to  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court  within  sixty  days  after  the  entry  of  said  order,  and  if 
any  such  appeal  is  taken  by  the  guardian  ad  litem  appointed 
for  said  child  by  said  court,  said  court  may,  in  its  discretion, 
grant  an  order  auditing  and  allowing  the  actual  disbursements 
of  said  guardian  ad  litem  in  printing  his  papers  on  appeal; 
whereupon  said  disbursements  shall  become  a  claim  against  the 
county  of  Ontario,  to  be  paid  as  a  county  charge. 

§  10.  Place  of  detention.  The  county  judge  may  arrange  with 
any  incorporated  society  or  association  maintaining  a  suitable 
place  for  the  detention  of  children  in  said  county  for  the  use 
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thereof  or  of  a  part  thereof  as  a  temporary  detention  home  for 
children  coming  within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  may  enter 
an  order  which  shall  be  efiFectual  for  that  purpose ;  and  a  reason- 
able sum  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  board  of  supervisors  for  the 
compensation  of  said  society  or  association  for  the  care  of  such 
children.  If,  however,  the  county  judge  shall  certify  that  a  suit- 
able arrangement  for  such  use  cannot  be  made,  or  continued,  the 
board  of  supei-visors  may  establish,  equip  and  maintain  a  tem- 
porary detention  home  for  such  children  entirely  separated  from 
any  place  of  confinement  of  adults,  to  be  called  "  the  county 
shelter,"  which  shall  be  conducted  as  an  agency  of  the  county 
court  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  and,  so  far  as  possible,  shall  be 
furnished  and  carried  on  as  a  family  home  and  shall  be  in  charge 
of  a  superintendent  or  matron  who  shall  reside  therein.  The 
board  of  supervisors  may  authorize  the  county  judge  to  appoint 
a  superintendent,  matron  and  other  necessary  employees  of  said 
county  shelter  in  the  same  manner  in  which  probation  oflScers  are 
appointed  under  this  act,  their  salaries  to  be  fixed  and  paid  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  salaries  of  probation  officers.  The  county 
judge  may  appoint  as  such  superintendent  or  matron  a  probation 
officer.  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  maintaining  said 
county  shelter  shall  be  paid  by  the  county. 

§  11.  Clerk;  probation  officer;  co-operation.  The  county  judge 
may  appoint  a  chief  probation  officer,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
act  under  the  direction  of  said  court  in  the  cases  arising  under 
this  act  to  keep  the  records  and  act  as  clerk  of  the  children's  part 
of  the  county  court  and  who  shall  be  appointed,  and  perform  all 
of  the  duties  of,  county  probation  officer  by  virtue  of  and  accord- 
ing to  th^  provisions  of  section  eleven-a  of  the  code  of  criminal 
procedure;  and  said  chief  probation  officer  shall  be  paid  such 
reasonable  compensation  as  the  board  of  supervisors  may  de- 
termine. The  court  is  authorized  to  seek  the  co-operation  of  all 
societies  or  organizations,  public  or  private,  having  for  their 
object  the  protection  or  aid  of  indigent  or  neglected  children,  to 
the  end  that  the  court  may  be  assisted  in  every  reasonable  way 
to  give  to  all  of  such  children  the  care,  protection  and  assistance 
which  will  conserve  the  welfare  of  such  children.  And  it  is  hereby 
made  the  duty  of  every  county,  town  or  municipal  official  or  de- 
partment, in  said  county,  to  render  such  assistance  and  co-opera- 
tion within  his  or  its  jurisdictional  power  to  further  the  objects 
of  this  act;  and  all  institutions,  associations  or  other  custodial 
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agencies  in  which  any  child  may  be,  coming  within  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  are  hereby  required  to  give  such  information 
to  the  court  or  any  of  said  officers  appointed  by  it  as  said  court 
or  officers  may  require  for  the  purposes  of  this  act 

§  12.  Probation;  commitments.  All  provisions  of  law  ap- 
.  plicable  to  probation  of  children  brought  before  any  court  or  mag- 
istrate are  made  applicable  to  cases  coming  within  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  except  that  the  period  of  probation  may  be  extended 
by  the  court  during  the  minority  of  said  child.  If  it  becomes 
necessary  to  commit  any  such  child  over  sixteen  years  of  age  who 
is  on  probation  the  order  of  commitment,  nunc  pro  tunc,  shall  be 
entered  as  of  the  date  of  judgment,  and  any  institution  to  which 
commitment  originally  could  be  made  is  authorized  to  receive 
such  child  and  have  payment  therefor  as  if  under  sixteen.  The 
times  and  places  for  the  appearance  of  said  child  during  said  pro- 
bationary period  shall  be  entirely  within  the  discretion  of  the 
court,  and  during  said  probationary  period  and  during  the  time 
when  said  child  may  be  committed  to  any  institution  or  to  the 
care  of  any  association  or  person  for  custodial  or  disciplinary 
purposes,  said  child  shall  always  be  subject  to  the  friendly  visita- 
tion of  such  probation  officers  or  other  agents  of  the  court  as  may 
be  appointed  for  that  purpose.  And  any  final  order  or  judg- 
ment made  by  the  court  in  the  case  of  any  such  child  shall  be 
subject  to  such  modifications  from  time  to  time  as  the  court  may 
consider  to  be  for  the  welfare  of  said  child ;  and  no  commitment 
of  any  child  to  any  institution  or  other  custodial  agency  shall  de- 
prive the  court  of  the  jurisdiction  to  change  the  form  of  the  com- 
mitment or  transfer  lie  custody  of  said  child  to  some  other  in- 
stitution or  agency  on  such  conditions  as  the  court  may  see  fit 
to  impose,  the  duty  being  constant  upon  the  court  to  give  to  all 
children  subject  to  its  jurisdiction  such  oversight  and  control  in 
the  premises  as  will  conduce  to  the  welfare  of  said  child  and  the 
best  interests  of  the  state. 

§  13.  Support  of  children  in  InstitntionB.  Whenever  any 
child  is  found  to  be  in  such  condition,  surroundings  or  under 
such  improper  or  insufficient  guardianship  as  to  lead  the  court, 
in  its  discretion,  to  take  the  custody  of  said  child  away  from 
its  parents  and  place  it  in  some  institution  or  under  some  other 
custodial  agency,  the  court  may,  after  the  issuance  and  service  of 
an  order  to  show  cause  upon  the  parents  or  other  person  having 
the  duty  under  the  law  to  support  said  child,  adjudge  that  the 
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expense  of  caring  for  said  child  bj  said  custodial  agency  or 
institution  as  fixed  by  the  court  shall  be  paid  by  the  person  or 
persons  bound  by  law  to  support  said  child ;  in  which  event  such 
person  or  persons  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  such  custodial  agency 
or  institution  and  in  such  manner  as  the  court  may  direct  the 
money  so  adjudged  to  be  payable  by  him  or  them;  and  willful 
failure  to  pay  said  sum  may  be  punished  as  a  contempt  of  court 
and  the  order  of  the  court  for  the  payment  of  said  )noney  may  be 
also  enforced  as  money  judgments  of  courts  of  record  are 
enforced. 

§  14.  Medical  care.  Whenever  a  child  within  the  juris- 
diction of  said  court  and  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  appears 
to  the  court  to  be  in  need  of  medical  care,  a  suitable  order  may  be 
made  for  the  treatment  of  such  child  in  a  hospital,  and  the  ex- 
pense thereof  shall  be  a  county  charge ;  provided  that  the  county 
may  recover  the  said  expense  in  a  suitable  action  from  the  person 
or  persons  liable  for  the  furnishing  of  necessaries  for  said 
child,  and  that  for  that,  purpose  the  court  may  cause  any  such 
child  to  be  examined  by  any  health  officer  within  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  court,  or  by  any  duly  licensed  physician. 

§  15.  Betom  of  child  to  parents;  selection  of  institntion. 
Whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  court,  in  the  case  of  any  neglected 
child  or  of  any  child  in  need  of  more  suitable  guardianship  that 
has  been  taken  from  its  home  or  the  custody  of  its  parents,  that 
conditions  have  so  changed  that  it  is  consistent  with  the  public 
good  and  the  welfare  of  said  child  that  the  parents  again  have  the 
custody  of  said  child  the  court  may  make  a  suitable  order  in  the 
premises.  In  committing  any  child  to  any  custodial  agency  or 
placing  it  under  any  guardianship  other  than  that  of  its  natural 
guardians,  the  court  shall,  as  far  as  practicable,  select  as  the  cusr 
todial  agency  some  individual  holding  the  same  religious  belief 
as  the  parents  of  said  child,  or  some  institution  or  association 
governed  by  persons  of  like  religious  faith,  unless  said  institution 
is  a  state  or  municipal  institution. 

§  16.  Guardian.  Whenever,  in  the  course  of  a  proceeding 
instituted  under  this  act,  it  shall  appear  to  the  said  court  that 
the  welfare  of  said  child  will  be  promoted  by  the  appointment  of 
an  individual  as  general  guardian  of  its  property,  and  of  his  per- 
son, when  such  child  is  not  committer!  to  any  institution  or  to 
the  custody  of  any  incorporated  society,  the  court  shall  have  jur- 
isdiction to  make  such  appointment  either  upon  the  application 
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of  the  child  or  some  relative  or  friend,  or  upon  the  court's  own 
motion,  and  in  that  event  an  order  to  show  cause  may  be  made  by 
the  court,  to  be  served  upon  the  parent  or  parents  of  said  child 
in  such  manner  and  for  such  time  prior  to  the  hearing  as  the 
court  may  deem  reasonable.  In  any  case  arising  uuder  this  act, 
the  court  may  determine  as  between  parents  whether  the  father 
or  mother  shall  have  the  custody,  tuition  and  direction  of  said 
child. 

§  17.  Power  of  other  courts.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  abridging  the  general  chancery  power  and  juria- 
diction  exercised  by  the  supreme  court  over  tiie  persons  and  es- 
tates of  minors,  nor  as  abridging  the  authority  of  the  surrogate  to 
appoint  guardians  for  infants  as  now  provided  by  law. 

§  18.  Visitation  of  institutions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
judge,  so  far  as  practicable,  to  visit  at  least  once  a  year  each  insti- 
tution in  which  there  shall  be  at  the  time  any  child  imder  com- 
mitment pursuant  to  this  act,  and  the  managers  and  officers  of 
said  institution  shall  accord  to  said  judge  full  opportunity  to 
inspect  the  said  institution  in  all  its  departments.  Said  judge 
may  examine  witnesses  imder  oath  within  the  county  where  said 
institution  is  located,  or  appoint  a  referee  for  the  purpose  of 
obtaining  any  information  as  to  the  efficiency  and  character  of 
such  institution. 

§  19.  Eules;  substitute  judge.  The  court  shall  have  power  to 
devise  and  publish  rules  to  regulate  the  procedure  for  cases  com- 
ing within  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  for  the  conduct  of  all 
probation  and  other  officers  of  the  court  in  such  cases,  and  such 
rules  shall  be  enforced  and  construed  beneficially  for  the 
remedial  purposes  embraced  herein.  The  court  may  devise  and 
cause  to  be  printed  for  public  use  such  forms  for  records  and 
for  the  various  petitions,  orders,  process  and  other  papers  in  the 
cases  coming  under  this  act  and  shall  meet  the  requirements 
thereof;  and  all  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  court  in  complying 
with  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  a  county  charge.  In  the 
absence  or  disability  of  the  county  judge  the  surrogate  of  the 
ooimty  shall  preside  over  the  children's  part. 

§  20.  Other  provisions  of  law.     All  provisions  of  the  penal 

law  or  code  of  criminal  procedure  or  other  statute  inconsistent 

with  or  repugnant  to  this  act  shall  be  considered  inapplicable  to 

the  cases  arising  under  this  act.

AN  ACT  to  revive  and  extend  the  corporate  existence  of  the 
German  American  Brewing  Company  of  Buffalo,  New  York, 

Became  a  law  April  11,  1013,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  corporate  existence  of  the  German  American  corporate 
Brewing  Company  of  Buffalo,  New  York,  is  hereby  revived,  and  revtvod. 
the  said  German  American  Brewing  Company  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  valid  corporation,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  the 
same  existed  on  the  twenty-fourth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  and  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  said 
corporation  was  created ;  and  with  all  the  powers,  privileges,  fran- 
chises and  subject  to  the  same  duties,  obligations  and  restrictiouB 
in  respect  to  such  powers  under  the  laws  of  this  state  in  force  on 
and  before  the  said  twenty-fourth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  which  were  conferred  and  imposed  in  respect  of  said 
corporation  and  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  the  said  cor- 
porate existence  and  organization  had  been  extended  according  to 
law  prior  to  the  said  twenty-fourth  day  of  July,  nineteen  hundred 
and  ten,  and  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  of  time  for  which 
said  corporation  was  created. 

§  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  continue  for  a  period  of  twenty- corporation 
five  years  after  this  act  takes  effect,  to  be  possessed  and  seized  of 
all  lie  property  and  be  vested  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges 
had,  possessed,  seized  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  German  American 
Brewing  Company,  at  any  time  prior  to  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
July,  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  and  subject  to  the  same  liabilities 
and  restrictions  provided  by  law. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

officer  of  the  naval  militia,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  his  approval ; 
and  which  by-laws  shall  provide  that  the  treasurer  of  such  associa- 
tion shall  furnish  proper  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties ;  that  all  funds  of  the  association  shall  be  kept  in  a  bank 
of  deposit  in  a  separate  account  in  the  name  of  the  association ; 
that  checks  upon  such  funds  shall  be  signed  both  by  the  treasurer 
and  the  commanding  officer  of  such  association;  and  that  the 
books  and  accounts  of  such  association  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  official  whose  duty  it  is  to  inspect  the 
organized  militia  of  the  state  or  of  any  member  of  the  associa- 
tion. Such  by-laws  may  contain  such  other  provisions  as  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  limitations  herein  set  forth,  and  when  ap- 
proved by  the  major-general  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
naval  militia,  as  the  case  may  be,  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  be  binding  upon  all  commissioned  officers  and  enlisted 
men  therein ;  but  they  may  be  altered  in  the  manner  provided  for 
their  adoption  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  found  necessary,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  essential  provisions  hereinabove  set  forth 
shall  in  no  case  be  omitted  or  qualified.

In  anticipation  of  vacancies  the  militia  council  shall  submit 
to  the  governor  the  names  of  officers  recommended  for  detail,  these 
having  been  selected  by  a  committee  of  five  officers  of  the  active 
militia  appointed  by  the  militia  council  and  of  which  two  may  be 
already  serving  as  detailed  members  of  the  coimcil.  The  militia 
council  shall  be  advisory  in  its  function.  It  shall  recommend  to 
the  governor  from  time  to  time  such  action  as  it  may  deem  advis- 
able relating  to  the  military  law,  regulations,  organization,  equip- 
ment, duty  and  discipline  of  the  militia,  and  it  shall  report  on 
matters  referred  to  it  by  the  governor,  or  by  the  legislature  of  the 
state,  or  by  any  committee  thereof.  The  militia  council  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor.  The  militia  council  shall 
hold  stated  sessions  in  Albany  or  elsewhere  in  the  state  as  the  gov- 
ernor or  the  council  may  direct  in  February,  September  and 
December  in  each  year  and  extraordinary  sessions  shall  be  held 
at  the  call  of  the  governor,  the  chief  of  the  council  or  a  majority 
of  the  members  of  the  council.

Section   1.  Section  seventeen  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  l.  ma, 
eighty-one  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,  entitled  "An  ameSSa?  ^* 
act  in  relation  to  railroads,  constituting  chapter  forty-nine  of  the 
consolidated  laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  17.  Acquisition  of  title  to  real  property;  additions,  better- 
ments and  facilities.  AH  real  property  required  by  any  railroad 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  its  incorporation  or  for  any  pur- 
pose stated  in  this  chapter  shall  be  deemed  to  be  required  for  a 
public  use,  and  may  be  acquired  by  such  corporation.  If  the

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corporation  is  unable  to  agree  for  the  purchase  of  any  such  real 
property,  or  of  any  right,  interest  or  easement  therein,  required 
for  any  such  purpose,  or  if  the  owner  thereof  shall  be  incapable 
of  selling  the  same,  or  if  after  diligent  search  and  inquiry  the 
name  and  residence  of  any  such  owner  cannot  be  ascertained,  it 
shall  have  the  right  to  acquire  title  thereto  by  condemnation. 
Every  railroad  corporation  shall  have  the  power  from  time  to 
time  to  make  and  use  upon  or  in  connection  with  any  railroad 
either  owned  or  operated  by  it,  such  additions,  betterments  and 
facilities  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  the  better  manage- 
ment, maintenance  or  operation  of  any  such  railroad,  and  shall 
have  the  right  by  purchase  or  by  condemnation,  to  acquire  any 
real  property  required  therefor,  and  it  shall  also  have  the  right 
of  condemnation  in  the  following  additional  cases: 

1.  Where  title  to  real  property  has  been  acquired,  or  attempted 
to  be  acquired,  and  has  been  found  to  be  invalid  or  defective. 

2.  Where  its  railroad  shall  be  lawfully  in  possession  of  a  lessee, 
mortgagee,  trustee  or  receiver,  and  additional  real  property  shall 
be  required  for  the  purpose  of  running  or  operating  such  railroad. 

8.  Where  it  shall  require  for  any  railroad  owned  or  operated 
by  it  any  further  rights  to  lands  or  the  use  of  lands  for  additional 
main  tracks  or  for  branches,  sidings,  switches,  or  turn-outs  or  for 
connections  or  for  cut-offs  or  for  shortening  or  straightening  or 
improving  the  line  or  grade  of  its  road  or  any  part  thereof.  Also 
where  it  shall  require  any  further  rights  to  lands  or  the  use  of 
lands  for  filling  any  structures  of  its  road,  or  for  constructing, 
widening  or  completing  any  of  its  embankments  or  roadbeds,  by 
means  of  which  greater  safety  or  permanency  may  be  secured, 
and  such  land  shall  be  contiguous  to  such  railroad  and  reasonably 
accessible.

AN  ACT  to  amend  the  labor  law,  in  relation  to  the  protection  of 
employees  operating  machinery,  dust  creating  machinery,  and 
the  lighting  of  factories  and  workrooms. 

Became  a  law  April  16,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Pasaed, 
three-fifths  heing  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  eighty-one  of  chapter  thirty-six  of  the  laws  u  iw», 
of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  ^'An  act  relating  to  labor,  u  amended 
constituting   chapter   thirty-one  of   the   consolidated   laws,"    as  cJ.  loe^ 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen 
hundred  and  ten,^  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:^ 

§  81.  Protection  of  employees  operating  machinery;  dnst-creat- 
ing  machinery;  lighting  of  factories  and  workrooms.  1.  The 
owner  or  person  in  charge  of  a  factory  where  machinerj'  is  used, 
shall  provide,  as  may  be  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  industrial  board,  belt  shifters  or  other  mechanical  contrivances 
for  the  purpose  of  throwing  on  or  off  belts  on  pulleys.  When- 
ever practicable,  all  machinery  shall  be  provided  with  loose  pulleys. 
Every  vat  and  pan  wherever  set  so  that  the  opening  or  top  thereof 
is  at  a  lower  level  than  the  elbow  of  the  operator  or  operators  at 
work  about  the  same  shall  be  protected  by  a  cover  which  shall  be 
maintained  over  the  same  while  in  use  in  such  manner  as  effectu- 
ally to  prevent  such  operators  or  other  persons  falling  therein  or 
coming  in  contact  with  the  contents  thereof,  exoept  that  where  it 
is  necessary  to  remove  such  cover  while  any  such  vat  or  pan  is  in 
use,  such  vat  or  pan  shall  be  protected  by  an  adequate  railing 
around  the  same.  Every  hydro-extractor  shall  be  covered  or  other- 
wise properly  guarded  while  in  motion.  Every  saw  shall  be  pro- 
vided with  a  proper  and  effective  guard.  Every  planer  shall  be 
protected  by  a  substantial  hood  or  covering.  Every  hand-planer 
or  jointer  shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  and  effective  guard.  All 
cogs  and  gearing  shall  be  boxed  or  cased  either  with  metal  or 
wood.  All  belting  within  seven  feet  of  the  floors  shall  be  properly 
guarded.  All  revolving  shafting  within  seven  feet  of  the  floors 
shall  be  protected  on  its  exposed  surface  by  being  encased  in  such

dothing  of  the  operators  or  other  persons  from  coming  in  contact 
with  such  shafting.  All  set-screws,  keys,  bolts  and  all  parts  pro- 
jecting beyond  the  surface  of  revolving  shafting  shall  be  counter- 
sunk or  provided  with  suitable  covering,  and  machinery  of  every 
description  shall  be  properly  guarded  and  provided  with  proper 
safety  appliances  or  devices.  All  machines,  machinery,  apparatus, 
furniture  and  fixtures  shall  be  so  placed  and  guarded  in  rela- 
tion to  one  another  as  to  be  safe  for  all  persons.  Whenever  any 
danger  exists  which  requires  any  special  care  as  to  the  character 
and  condition  of  the  clothing  of  the  persons  employed  there- 
abouts, or  which  requires  the  use  of  special  clothing  or  guards, 
the  industrial  board  may  make  rules  and  regulations  prescribing 
what  shall  be  used  or  worn  for  the  purpose  of  guarding  against 
such  danger  and  regulating  the  provision,  maintenance  and  use 
thereof.  No  person  shall  remove  or  make  ineffective  any  safe- 
guard or  safety  appliance  or  device  around  or  attached  to  ma- 
chinery, vats  or  pans,  unless  for  the  purpose  of  immediately  mak- 
ing repairs  thereto  or  adjustment  thereof,  and  any  person  who 
removes  or  makes  ineffective  any  such  safeguard,  safety  appli- 
ance or  device  for  a  permitted  purpose  shall  inmiediately  replace 
the  same  when  such  purpose  is  accomplished.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  employer  and  of  every  person  exercising  direction  or  con- 
trol over  the  person  who  removes  such  safeguard,  safety  appliance 
or  device,  or  over  any  person  for  whose  protection  it  is  designed 
to  see  that  a  safeguard  or  safety  appliance  or  device  that  has  been 
removed  is  promptly  and  properly  replaced.  All  fencing,  safe- 
guards, safety  appliances  and  devices  must  be  constantly  main- 
tained in  proper  condition.  When  in  the  opinion  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  labor  a  machine  or  any  part  thereof  is  in  a  dangerous 
condition  or  is  not  properly  guarded  or  is  dangerously  placed,  the 
use  thereof  shall  be  prohibited  by  the  commissioner  of  labor  and 
a  notice  to  that  effect  shall  be  attached  thereto.  Such  notice  shall 
not  be  removed  except  by  an  authorized  representative  of  the  de- 
partment of  labor,  nor  until  the  machinery  is  made  safe  and  the 
required  safeguards  or  safety  appliances  or  devices  are  provided, 
and  in  the  meantime  such  unsafe  or  dangerous  machinery  shall 
not  be  used.  The  industrial  board  may  make  rules  and  r^ula- 
tions  regulating  the  installation,  position,  operation,  guarding  and 
use  of  machines  and  machinery  in  operation  in  factories,  the  fur^ 
nishing  and  use  of  safety  devices  and  safety  appliances  for  ma- 
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chines  and  machinery  and  of  guards  to  be  worn  upon  the  person, 
and  other  cognate  matters,  whenever  it  finds  such  regulations 
necessary  in  order  to  provide  for  the  prevention  of  accidents  in 
factories. 

2.  All  grinding,  polishing  or  buffing  wheels  used  in  the  course 
of  the  manufacture  of  articles  of  the  baser  metals  shall  bo 
equipped  with  proper  hoods  and  pipes  and  such  pipes  shall  be  con- 
nected to  an  exhaust  fan  of  sufficient  capacity  and  power  to  ro- 
move  all  matter  thrown  off  such  wheels  in  the  course  of  their 
use.  Such  fan  shall  be  kept  running  constantly  while  such  grind- 
ing, polishing  or  buffing  wheels  are  in  operation;  except  that  in 
case  of  wet-grinding  it  is  unnecessary  to  comply  with  this  pro- 
vision unless  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  in- 
dustrial board.  All  machinery  creating  dust  or  impurities  shall 
be  equipped  with  proper  hoods  and  pipes  and  such  pipes  shall  be 
connected  to  an  exhaust  fan  of  sufficient  capacity  and  power  to 
remove  such  dust  or  impurities;  such  fan  shall  be  kept  running 
constantly  while  such  machinery  is  in  use;  except  where,  in  case 
of  wood-working  machinery,  the  industrial  board  shall  decide 
that  it  is  unnecessary  for  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  operatives. 

3.  All  passageways  and  other  portions  of  a  factory,  and  all 
moving  parts  of  machinery  which  are  not  so  guarded  as  to  prevent 
accidents,  where,  on  or  about  which  persons  work  or  pass  or  may 
have  to  work  or  pass  in  emergencies,  shall  be  kept  properly  and 
*and  sufficiently  lighted  during  working  hours.  The  halls  and 
stairs  leading  to  the  workrooms  shall  be  properly  and  adequately 
lighted,  and  a  proper  and  adequate  light  shall  be  kept  burning  by 
the  owner  or  lessee  in  the  public  hallways  near  the  stairs,  upon 
the  entrance  floor  and  upon  the  other  floors  on  every  workday  in 
the  year,  from  the  time  when  the  building  is  open  for  use  in  the 
morning  until  the  time  it  is  closed  in  the  evening,  except  at  times 
when  the  influx  of  natural  light  shall  make  artificial  light  unneces- 
sary. Such  lights  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  insure  their  reliable 
operation  when  through  accident  or  other  cause  the  regular  fac- 
tory lighting  is  extinguished. 

4.  All  workrooms  shall  be  properly  and  adequately  lighted  dur- 
ing working  hours.  Artificial  illuminants  in  every  workroom 
shall  be  installed,  arranged  and  used  so  that  the  light  furnished 
will  at  all  times  be  sufficient  and  adequate  for  the  work  carried  on 
therein,  and  so  as  to  prevent  unnecessary  strain  on  the  vision  or

Section  1.  Section  two  of  chapter  six  hundred  and  fifty-nine 
of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  entitled  "An-  act 
in  relation  to  the  collection  of  taxes  in  the  city  of  Utica,"  is 
hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:* 

§  2.  The  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Utica  before  he  receives  the 
assessment  rolls  mentioned  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  and 
within  eight  days  after  he  receives  notice  of  the  amount  of  taxes

Section  1.  Article  three  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty  of  fJ^JJ-''J^ 
the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten,^  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  ^  "JJ

the  education  law,  generally,"  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  new  sections,  to  be  known  as  sections 
seventy,  seventy^ne,  seventy-two,  seventy-three,  seventy-four, 
seventy-five,  seventy-six  and  seventy-seven,  and  to  read  as  follows : 
§  70.  State  scholarsldps  established,  l.  State  scholarships  are 
hereby  established  in  the  several  counties  of  the  state,  to  be 
maintained  by  the  state  and  awarded  as  provided  by  this  act. 

2.  Five  such  scholarships  shall  be  awarded  each  county  an- 
nually for  each  assembly  district  therein.

York.  1.  The  scholarship  fund  of  the  University  of  the  State  of 
New  York  is  hereby  created.

a.  Of  all  money  appropriated  therefor  by  the  legislature;

of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  this  state,  and  if  a  stock  corporation, 
the  owner  in  his  own  right  of  at  least  five  hundred  dollars  of  the 
stock  of  the  corporation  at  its  par  value,  the  mode  of  filling  va- 
cancies in  the  office  of  director,  the  period  for  the  commencement 
and  termination  of  its  fiscal  year  and  the  amount  of  cflpital  to  be 
employed  in  the  transaction  of  its  business;  provided  that  a  cor- 
poration including  in  its  charter  a  provision  to  assume  any  of 
the  risks  of  ocean  marine  insurance  as  specified  in  section  one 
hundred  and  fifty  of  this  chapter  must  have  a  capital,  paid  in  in 
cash,  of  at  least  four  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

'So  such  declaration  shall  be  filed,  unless  the  persons  signing 
the  same  shall  have  previously  published  for  at  least  two  weeks 
successively  a  notice  of  their  intention  to  form  such  a  corporation 
in  a  public  newspaper  in  the  county  where  its  office  is  to  be  located.

Upon  the  payment  to 
the  county  treasurer  of  any  unpaid  tax  appearing  upon  any  such 
statement,  together  with  the  accumulated  fees,  interest,  expenses 
and  charges  thereon,  he  shall  deliver  to  the  person  paying  the  same 
a  discharge  thereof,  which  may  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  and 
when  so  filed  shall  be  entered  upon  and  shall  operate  to  discharge 
said  tax  of  record.  A  transcript  of  the  record  of  every  such  tax, 
remaining  undischarged  of  record,  shall  be  noted  upon  every  sub- 
sequent abstract  of  title  of  the  premises  affected  thereby.  The  ex- 
pense of  preparing  such  statement  shall  be  a  county  charge.

No  one  policy  issued  by  any  one  corporation  shall  embrace  more 
kinds  of  insurance  than  are  specified  in  one  of  such  subdivisions, 
except  that  a  policy  may  embrace  risks  specified  in  subdivisions 
one  fmd  two,  and  in  subdivision  two  and  clause  (a)  of  subdivision 
three,  and  also  that  companies  electing  to  issue  policies  under 
subdivision  nine  may  embrace  in  one  policy  risks  under  subdi- 
vision two,  clause  (a)  of  subdivision  three,  and  subdivisions  five 
and  nine,  or  either  of  them.

such  increase  or  reduction  is  voted,  or,  if  such  increase  or  reduc- 
tion shall  have  been  authorized  by  unanimous  consent  without  a 
meeting,  then  a  copy  of  such  consent  shall  be  entered  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  corporation.  If  the  capital  stock  is  reduced,  the

The  sheets  of  asbestos  board  or  other  approved  fire-resisting  ma- 
terial shall  be  at  least  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in  thickness  and 
shall  be  securely  attached  to  the  framework  by  means  of  metal 
bolts  and  rivets.  The  fire-resisting  material  shall  completely  cover 
the  sides,  top  and  all  joints  of  such  booth.  The  floor  space 
occupied  by  the  booth  shall  be  covered  with  fire-resisting  material 
not  less  than  three-eighths  of  an  inch  in  thickness.  The  booth 
shall  be  insulated  so  that  it  will  not  conduct  electricity  to  any 
other  portion  of  the  building.  There  shall  be  provided  for  the 
booth  a  door  not  less  than  two  feet  wide  and  five  feet  ten  inches 
high,  consisting  of  an  angle  frame  of  approved  fireproof  material

Section  two  hundred  and  eight  of  chapter  thirty  of 
ImendeT     thc  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to  highways,  constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  consolidated 
laws,"  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  208.  Final  determination,  how  carried  out.  The  final  deter- 
mination of  commissioners  appointed  by  any  court,  relating  to  lay- 
ing out,  altering  or  discontinuing  a  highway,  and  all  orders  and 
other  papers  filed  or  entered  in  the  proceedings,  or  certified  copies 
thereof  from  the  court  where  such  determination,  order  and  papers 
are  filed  and  entered,  shall  be  forthwith  filed  and  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  office  of  the  town  where  the  highway  is  located ;  and 
every  such  decision  shall  be  carried  out  by  the  town  superintend- 
ent of  the  town,  the  same  as  if  they  had  made  an  order  to  that 
effect.  ^The  said  town  superintendent  shall  thereupon  proceed 
to  construct  the  highway  so  laid  out,  and  construct  any  alteration 
so  provided  for,  and  put  same  in  good  condition  for  public  travel. 
The  expense  of  such  construction  of  such  new  highway  or  altera- 
tion of  an  existing  highway,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  and  against 
the  town  in  which  such  highway  is  constructed  or  any  existing 
highway  is  altered,  and  when  same  is  completed  the  town  board 
of  such  town  may  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness  for  such  ex-

Section  1.  Section  one  hundred  and  thirty-seven  of  chapter  l.  i9w,  «*. 
thirty  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  entitled  "An  m'  amended

act  relating  to  highways,  constituting  chapter  twenty-five  of  the  ch.  233.  l. 
consolidated   laws,"   as   amended  by  chapter  two   hundred   and"d'L.'

eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven  and  chap- 
ter eighty-eight  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,^  is 
hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows:

which  case  such  highway  shall  be  constructed  or  improved  to  the 
place  where  such   paved  or  improved  street  begins.     If  it  is

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desired  to  oonstruct  or  improTe  any  portion  of  a  state  or  county 
highway  within  such  village  or  city  of  the  second  or  third  class 
at  a  width  greater  than  that  provided  for  in  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations therefor,  or  if  a  modification  of  the  plans  and  specifi- 
cations is  desired  by  which  the  cost  thereof  is  increased,  the 
board  of  trustees  of  such  village  or  common  council  of  such  city 
shall  petition  the  commission  by  resolution,  to  so  modify  such 
plans  and  specifications  as  to  provide  for  such  construction.  The 
commission  shall  thereupon  cause  the  plans,  specifications  and 
estimate  for  such  highway  to  be  modified  so  as  to  provide  for 
such  additional  construction,  and  shall  provide  therefor  in  the 
contract.  Upon  the  completion  of  such  state  or  county  highway 
within  the  village  or  city  of  the  second  or  third  class  in  accord- 
ance with  such  modified  plans  and  specifications  the  commission 
shall  notify  the  board  of  trustees  or  common  council,  as  the  case 
may  be,  as  provided  in  the  case  of  a  county  highway.

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  foUows: 

Jj  yj?'  Section  1.  Section  eleven  hundred  and  fifty-seven  of  the  Greater 

're-l^ctSi  ^©w  York  charter,  as  re-enacted  by  chapter  four  hundred  and 
ch.^r*'  flLxty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

NAUTICAL    SCHOOL    MAY    BE    ESTABLISHED    AND    MAINTAINED.* 

§  1157.  The  board  of  education  may,  in  its  discretion,^  provide 
and  maintain  a  nautical  school  in  said  city,  for  the  education  and 
training  of  pupils  in  the  science  and  practice  of  navigation;  to

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  J  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  A  nautical  school  shall  be  maintained  at  the  city  Nautical 
of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction  in  the  science  S^^'miin? 
and   practice  of   navigation,    seamanship,   steam   and   electrical  ******** 
engineering  to  male  pupils  from  the  several  counties  of   this 
state  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  of  good  moral  character, 
elementary  education,  and  physical  fitness  which  may  be  required 
by  the  board  of  governors  of  said  school,

§  822.  Acquisition  of  wharf  property  by  The  City  of  New  •°»~*«*- 
York;  proceeding^  to  acquire.  The  commissioner  of  docks,  with 
the  approval  of  the  commissioners  of  the  sinking  fund,  is  author- 
ized to  acquire  in  the  name  and  for  the  benefit  of  The  City  of  New 
York  any  and  all  wharf  property  or  any  rights,  terms,  easements 
and  privileges  pertaining  to  any  wharf  property  in  said  city  that 
is  not  owned  by  the  city  or  to  which  it  has  no  right  or  title;

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  presi- 
dent of  each  borough  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  to  con- 
tinue and  complete  the  system  of  exact  triangulation  inaugurated 
in  the  borough  of  the  Bronx,  over  that  part  of  the  borough  of 
jvhich  he  shall  be  president,  of  which  no  map  or  plan  has  hereto- 
fore been  established  and  approved,  provided  that  such  system  of 
triangulation,  after  the  most  approved  and  exact  method,  shall  be 
finished  before  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
seven.  The  duty  of  conducting  such  system  of  triangulation  shall 
be  entrusted  only  to  a  civil  engineer  who  shall  have  had  at  least

3.  Where  females  are  employed,  dressing  or  emergency  rooms 
shall  be  provided  for  their  use ;  each  such  room  shall  have  at  least 
one  window  opening  to  the  outer  air  and  shall  be  enclosed  by 
means  of  solid  partitions  or  walls.  In  every  factory  in  which 
more  than  ten  women  are  employed,  there  shall  be  provided  one 
or  more  separate  dressing  rooms  in  such  numbers  as  required  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  industrial  board  and  located  in 
such  place  or  places  as  required  by  such  rules  and  regulations, 
having  an  adequate  floor  space  in  proportion  to  the  number  of 
employees,  to  be  fixed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  indus-

or  a  vestibule.  The  use  of  curtains  for  screening  purposes  is  pro- 
hibited. 

3.  The  use  of  any  form  of  trough  water  closet,  latrine  or  school 
sink  within  any  factory  is  prohibited.  All  such  trough  water 
closets,  latrines  or  school  sinks  shall,  before  the  first  of  October, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  be  completely  removed  and  the 
place  where  they  were  located  properly  disinfected  imder  the  di- 
rection of  the  department  of  labor.  Such  appliances  shall  be  re- 
placed by  proper  individual  water  closets,  placed  in  water  closet 
compartments,  all  of  which  shall  be  constructed  and  installed  in 
accordance  with  rules  and  regulations  to  be  adopted  by  the  indus- 
trial board.

of  the  factory  free  from  contamination.  All  woodwork  enclosing 
water  closet  fixtures  shall  be  removed  from  the  front  of  the  closet 
and  the  space  underneath  the  seat  shall  be  left  open.  The  floor  or 
other  surface  beneath  and  around  the  closet  shall  be  maintained 
in  good  order  and  repair  and  all  the  woodwork  shall  be  kept  well 
painted  with  a  light-color  paint*  All  existing  water  closet  com- 
partments shall  have  windows  leading  to  the  outer  air  and  shall  be 
otherwise  ventilated  in  accordance  with  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  for  that  purpose  by  the  industrial  board.

§  135-a.  Workshops  in  connection  with  tuberculosis  hospitals. 
Any  municipal  corporation  maintaining  a  hospital  or  a  sanatorium 
for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  may  establish  and  maintain  work- 
shops in  connection  therewith  for  the  production  of  articles  or 
supplies  required  by  such  hospital  or  sanatorium,  or  by  any  other 
institution  or  department  of  such  municipality.

AN  ACT  granting  permission  for  the  laying  out  and  opening  of 
a  public  street  in  the  village  of  Sidney,  in  the  county  of 
Delaware,  through  certain  cemetery  lands  therein. 

Became  a  law  April  24,  1913,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.    Passed, 
three-lifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Subject  to  the  general  or  special  laws  governing  the  opening  of 
laying  out  and  opening  of  streets  and  avenues  in  the  village  of  thoTi/ed"' 
Sidney,  in  the  county  of  Delaware,  such  village  may,  through  its 
proper  authorities,  lay  out  and  open  a  village  street  along  the 
following  course,  through  the  Prospect  Hill  cemetery,  controlled 
by  the  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  Association:   Beginning  at  the  course, 
southeast  corner  of  a  lot  of  land  owned  by  such  association,  at 
the  corner  of  a  lot  of  land  owned  by  Arthur  Delos  Griswold,  in 
the  line  of  the  river  road  leading  from  the  village  of  Sidney  to 
Unadilla;  and  running  thence  in  a  northerly  direction  along  the   • 
east  line  of  such  cemetery  lands  about  thirty  rods,  more  or  less, 
to  a  point  on  the  brink  of  the  hill  as  it  dips  towards  the  railroad) 
near  the  end  of  the  evergreen  hedge;  then  in  a  circular  direction, 
on  the  cemetery  lands  at  about  the  course  of  one-half  of  a  circle 
until  it  will  be  opposite  the  end  of  the  evergreen  hedge  or  nearly 
so ;  thence  in  a  westerly  direction  on  a  slight  curve,  until  the  line 
of  the  street  will  intersect  the  Woods  Mill  road,  so-called,  which 
road  has  been  heretofore  preserved  for  highway  purposes,  which 
road  will  intersect  the  east  main  street  between  the  cemetery 
house  and  the  Curtis  property. 

Such  permission,  however,  is  subject  to  the  condition,  hereby  coneent«  oi 
imposed,  that  the  trustees  of  Prospect  Hill  Cemetery  Association,  trustees 
and  all  of  the  lot  owners  whose  lots,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  in-  own«™. 
eluded  wholly  or  partly,  within  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed 
street,  shall  have  consented  to  the  laying  out  of  such  street  through 
such  cemetery ;  but  if  such  consent  be  given,  it  shall  not  be  neces- 
sary for  two-thirds  or  any  other  percentage  of  the  lot  owners  of 
such  cemetery  to  consent  thereto,  anything  in  the  membership 
corporations  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  granting  permission  to  lay  out  and  Appiiem- 
open  a  street  along  the  above  described  course  shall  apply  to  the  to  prior  sr

proaches, the  method  of  crossing,  the  location  of  the  highway  or 
crossing,  a  change  in  the  existing  structures,*  the  closing  and  dis- 
continuance of  a  highway  crossing  and  the  diversion  of  the  travel 
thereon  to  another  highway  or  crossing,  or  if  not  practicable  to 
change  such  crossing  from  grade  or  to  close  and  discontinue  the

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same,  the  opening  of  an  additional  crossing  for  the  partial  diver- 
sion of  travel  from  the  grade  crossing,  and  praying  that  the  same 
may  be  ordered.  Where  a  street,  avenue  or  highway  in  a  city, 
village  or  town,  which  crosses  or  is  crossed  by  a  steam  surface  rail- 
road at  grade,  below  or  above  grade,^*  is  a  part  of  a  highway  which 
the  state  commission  of  highways  shall  have  determined  to  con- 
struct or  improve  as  a  state  or  county  highway,  as  provided  in 
article  six  of  the  highway  law,  such  commission  of  highways  may 
bring  a  petition  containing  any  of  the  allegations  above  specified 
and  praying  for  a  like  order.  Upon  any  such  petition  being 
brought  the  public  service  commission  shall  appoint  a  time  and 
place  for  hearing  the  petition,  and  shall  give  such  personal  notice 
thereof  as  it  shall  judge  reasonable,  of  not  less  than  ten  days, 
however,  to  said  petitioner,  the  railroad  company,  the  munici- 
pality in  which  such  crossing  is  situated,  and  if  such  crossing  is 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  an  incorporated  village  having  not  to  exceed 
twelve  hundred  inhabitants,  also  to  the  supervisor  or  supervisors  of 
the  town  or  towns  in  which  such  crossing  is  situated ;  and  in  all 
cases  to  the  owners  of  the  lands  adjoining  such  crossing  and  adjoin- 
ing that  part  of  the  highway  to  be  changed  in  grade  or  location,  or 
the  land  to  be  opened  for  a  new  crossing,  and  to  the  state  com- 
mission of  highways  in  case  of  a  state  or  county  highway.  The 
public  service  commission  shall  cause  notice  of  said  hearing  to  be 
advertised  in  at  least  two  newspapers  published  in  the  locality 
affected  by  the  application.  Upon  such  notice  and  after  a  hear- 
ing the  public  service  commission  shall  determine  what  alterations 
or  changes,  if  any,  shall  be  made.  If  the  application  be  made  by 
the  state  commission  of  highways  in  respect  to  a  street,  avenue  or 
highway  proposed  to  be  constructed  or  improved  as  a  part  of  a 
state  highway,  the  decision  shall  state  whether  such  highway  shall 
cross  such  railroad  above  or  below  the  grade  of  the  highway ;  in 
case  of  a  county  highway,  such  decision  shall  state  whether  such 
highway  shall  cross  such  railroad  at  grade,  or  above  or  below  the 
grade  of  the  highway.  The  decision  of  said  public  service  com- 
mission rendered  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section  shall  be 
communicated  within  twenty  days  after  final  hearing  to  all 
parties  to  whom  notice  of  the  hearing  in  said  proceeding  was 
given,  or  who  appeared  at  said  hearing  by  counsel  or  in  person.

whenever  an  existing  crossing,  in  which  a  change  is  made  under 
the  provisions  of  said  section  ninety-one,  is  located  wholly  or  partly 
within  an  incorporated  village  having  not  to  exceed  twelve  hundred 
inhabitants,  the  portion  of  expense  herein  required  to  be  borne  by 
the  municipal  corporation  shall  be  borne  by  the  town  or  towns  in 
which  such  crossing  is  situated.  Whenever  under  the  provisions 
of  sections  ninety  and  ninety-one  of  this  chapter  a  highway  is  con- 
structed across  an  existing  railroad  and  is  a  part  of  a  state  or 
county  highway  constructed  or  improved  as  provided  in  the  high- 
way law,  one-half  of  the  expense  of  making  such  crossing  above  or 
below  grade  or  changing  the  existing  structure  by  which  such  cross- 
ing is  made^  shall  be  paid  by  the  railroad  corporation,  and  the  re- 
maining one-half  of  such  expense  shaU  be  paid  by  the  state  in  the

§  151-a.  New  certificate  npon  setting  aside  sale.  If  a  purchaser 
shall  not  have  paid  his  bid,  or  the  same  shall  not  have  been  col- 
lected from  him  at  the  expiration  of  one  month  from  the  conclu- 
sion of  the  sale  at  which  the  bid  was  made,  the  county  treasurer 
may  set  aside  the  sale  of  land  for  which  the  bid  is  made  and  all 
rights  of  the  purchaser  under  such  bid  shall  thereby  be  extin- 
guished. A  certificate  of  such  sale  may  thereupon  be  issued  by  the 
county  treasurer  to  any  person  who  will  pay  the  same  amount  as 
would  have  been  payable  by  the  original  purchaser  if  the  sale  had 
not  been  set  aside.

§  1.  Short  title;  public  act.  This  act  is  a  public  act,  and  shall 
be  known  as  the  charter  of  the  "  City  of  Canandaigua."  This  act 
shall  be  liberally  construed. 

§  2.  Corporate  capacity  and  name.  Sub.  1.  The  citizens  of  the 
state  of  New  York  from  time  to  time  inhabitants  of  the  territory 
now  known  as  the  village  of  Canandaigua,  which  is  hereinafter 
bounded  and  described,  are  continued  a  municipal  corporation  in 
perpetuity  under  the  name  of  the  "  City  of  Canandaigua." 

Sub.  2.  Succession  of  liabilities.  The  corporation  now  known  as 
the  village  of  Canandaigua  is  hereby  dissolved,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  succeed  to  and 
be  vested  with  all  the  rights  and  property  of  the  said  village  of 
Canandaigua,  which  shall  succeed  to  and  be  liable  for  all  the  lia- 
bilities of  said  village  of  Canandaigua,  of  whatsoever  name  or  • 
nature,  except  as  herein  otherwise  specially  provided.  And  every 
suit,  action  or  proceeding  commenced  by  or  against  said  village, 
and  pending  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  may  be  continued  by  or 
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'against  and  in  the  name  of  said  village,  or  at  the  option  of  the 
parties  thereto,  the  name  of  said  city  may  be  substituted  in  the 
place  of  the  name  of  said  village,  and  in  the  name  of  the  said  city 
all  suits,  actions  or  proceedings  may  be  continued.  The  ownership 
and  control  of  all  property  and  effects  pertaining  to  or  connected 
with  the  fire  departments  of  said  village,  shall,  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  vest  in  the  said  city  of  Canandaigua  and  in  the  fire  depart- 
ments, in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  in  all  respects 
as  the  same  are  now  vested  in  said  village  of  Canandaigua  and  the 
said  fire  departments. 

§  3.  Corporate  powers.  The  city  has  power  to  receive  by  gift, 
grant,  devise,  bequest,  purchase  or  condemnation  proceedings,  and 
to  hold  and  convey  such  personal  property  and  such  real  estate 
within  or  without  the  limits  of  the  said  city  as  the  purposes  of 
the  corporation  may  require,  and  it  may  receive  by  gift,  grant, 
bequest  or  devise,  and  hold  real  and  personal  property  in  trust  for 
any  purposes  of  education,  art,  charity,  health  or  amusement,  for 
parks  or  gardens,  for  the  erection  of  statues,  monuments,  public 
buildings,  or  for  any  other  public  use  or  purpose,  upon  such  terms 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  grantor  or  donor,  and  accepted  by 
said  corporation,  and  may  provide  for  the  proper  execution  of  said 
trust ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  to  sue  and  defend ;  and 
to  be  sued  in  any  court ;  to  make,  have,  use  and  alter  at  pleasure 
a  common  seal;  to  have  and  exercise  all  other  rights  and  privi- 
leges conferred  upon  it  by  law  or  necessary  to  carry  out  its  corpo- 
rate functions  and  duties. 

§  4.  City  boundaries.  All  that  portion  of  the  territory  of  this 
state  comprising  a  part  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua,  in  the  county 
of  Ontario,  included  within  the  following  boundaries,  is  hereby 
constituted  a  city,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  "  City  of  Canan- 
daigua,'' to  wit :  Spinning  at  a  point  in  the  northern  terminus 
of  the  western  boundary  line  of  West  street  in  the  present  village 
of  Canandaigua  and  continuing  northerly  in  a  straight  line  ex- 
tending in  the  same  course  as  said  western  boundary  line  of  West 
street  until  it  intersects  a  line  extending  westerly  from,  and  in  the 
same  course  as,  the  northern  boundary  line  of  the  North  road,  so 
called ;  thence  extending  easterly  from  said  intersection  along  the 
said  westerly  extension  of  the  northern  boundary  lino  of  said 
North  road,  and  continuing  in  a  straight  line  along  the  said 
northern  boundary  line  of  North  road  until  it  intersects  the  eas^ 
em  boundary  line  of  East  street  in  said  village  of  Canandaigua ; 
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thence  southerly  in  a  straight  line  along  the  eastern  boundary  line 
of  East  street  and  continuing  southerly  in  a  straight  line  in  the 
same  course  as  the  said  eastern  boundary  line  of  said  East  street 
to  a  point  in  the  southern  boundary  line  of  the  Canandaigua- 
Qeneva  state  road  (formerly  called  the  "Seneca  Turnpike"); 
thence  westerly  in  a  straight  line  across  the  northern  end  of 
Canandaigua  lake  to  a  point  formed  by  the  northeast  comer  of 
back  lot  number  ten,  west  of  Main  street,  on  the  west  shore  of  said 
lake,  thence  extending  westerly  along  the  northern  boundary  line 
of  said  back  lot  number  ten,  and  a  continuation  thereof,  until  it 
intersects  a  line  extending  southerly  from,  and  in  the  same  course 
as,  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  said  West  street;  thence 
northerly  in  a  straight  line  from  said  intersection  along  the  said 
southerly  extension  of  the  western  boundary  line  of  the  said  West 
street  to  the  place  of  banning,  being  the  same  and  all  of  that 
territory  now  contained  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  present 
village  of  Canandaigua,  in  the  county  of  Ontario  and  state  of 
New  York. 

§  5.  Boundaries  of  town  of  Canandaigua.  The  town  of  Canan- 
daigua, shall,  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  consist  of  all 
that  portion  of  said  town  not  included  within  the  boimdaries  of 
the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  the  territory  embraced  within  the 
boundaries  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  as  hereinbefore  described 
shall  not  constitute  or  be  a  part  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua. 

§  6.  Ward  boundaries.  The  city  shall  be  divided  into  four 
wards,  bounded  respectively  as  follows : 

First  Ward.  The  first  ward  shall  include  all  that  part  of  said 
city  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  the  north  and  east  lines  of 
the  city ;  on  the  west  by  the  center  of  Main  street,  and  on  the  south 
by  a  line  running  from  Main  to  East  street,  between  Gibson  and 
Gorham  streets,  so  as  to  include  all  of  the  residents  of  Catherine, 
Wood  and  Charlotte  streets  north  of  Gorham  street,  and  all  the 
residents  of  the  east  side  of  Main  street  north  of  Gorham  street. 

Second  Ward.  The  second  ward  shall  include  all  that  part  of 
said  city  bounded  on  the  north  by  the  south  line  of  ward  number 
one,  so  as  to  include  all  of  the  residents  of  Gorham  street ;  on  the 
east  by  the  east  line  of  said  city;  on  the  south  by  the  center  of 
Phoenix  street  and  the  continuation  of  a  line  through  the  center  of 
Phoenix  street  to  the  east  line  of  said  city;  and  on  the  west  by 
the  center  of  Main  street 

Third  Ward.     The  third  ward  shall  include  all  that  part  of 
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flftid  city  Imimded  on  the  north  by  the  center  of  Fhoenix  street 
and  a  contmnation  of  a  line  through  the  center  of  Phoenix  street 
to  the  east  line  of  said  dty^  and  by  a  line  ronning  from  Main 
street  to  the  west  line  of  said  city  south  of  the  south  line  of  Bristol 
street,  so  as  not  to  include  any  of  the  residents  of  Bristol  street; 
on  the  east  and  south  by  the  east  and  south  lines  of  said  city;  and 
on  the  west  by  the  west  line  of  said  city  and  the  center  line  of 
Main  street  from  the  center  of  Phoenix  to  the  said  south  line  of 
Bristol  street 

Fourth  Ward.  The  fourth  ward  shall  include  all  that  part  of 
said  city  bounded  on  the  north  and  west  by  the  north  and  west 
lines  of  said  city;  on  the  east  by  the  center  of  Main  street;  on 
the  south  by  said  line  south  of  the  south  line  of  Bristol  street  and 
running  from  Main  street  to  the  west  line  of  said  city,  so  as  to 
include  all  of  the  residents  of  Bristol  street 

§  7.  City  regarded  as  a  town  for  certain  purposes.  The  said 
city  of  Canandaigua  shall  be  considered  a  town  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  the  judiciary  law,  article  sixteen,  chapter  thirty  of 
the  consolidated  laws,  being  chapter  thirty-five  of  the  laws  of 
nineteen  hundred  and  nine,  and  the  acts  amendatoiy  thereof  and 
supplementary  thereto,  respecting  the  selecting,  drawing  and  pro- 
curing of  jurors,  and  the  supervisors  and  the  assessors  together 
with  the  city  clerk  of  said  city  shall  execute  the  duties  of  the  su- 
pervisor, town  clerk  and  assessors  of  the  town,  as  prescribed  by 
said  article  and  a  duplicate  list  of  jurors  selected  by  them  shall  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said  city.  The  said  city  of  Canan- 
daigua shall  also  be  considered  a  town  for  the  purposes  specified  in 
the  "  poor  law,"  chapter  forty-two  of  the  consolidated  laws,  being 
chapter  forty-six  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  nine  and 
the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  supplementary  thereto.  And  the 
poor  of  said  city  shall  be  received  and  cared  for  in  the  county 
almshouse  in  the  same  manner  and  on  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  the  poor  of  other  towns  in  the  county  of  Ontario. 

§  8.  Wards  and  election  districts.  The  wards  hereinbefore  de- 
scribed shall  until  otherwise  lawfully  changed  constitute  the  elec- 
tion districts  for  holding  all  elections  held  in  the  city.  The  in- 
spectors of  election  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  as  provided 
by  the  election  law  of  this  state,  and  shall  in  said  city  possess  the 
powers  and  qualifications  and  discharge  the  duties  as  prescribed  by 
said  election  law.

§  9.  Title  and  number.  The  officers  of  the  city  shall  be  a 
mayor;  city  judge;  an  acting  city  judge;  a  city  court  stenog- 
rapher; a  city  treasurer;  a  city  clerk;  a  deputy  city  clerk;  a  city 
attorney ;  a  superintendent  of  public  works ;  three  commissioners 
of  public  works ;  three  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety ; 
three  commissioners  of  civil  service;  two  assessors;  a  commis- 
sioner of  charity ;  a  city  physician ;  a  chief  of  police ;  an  assistant 
chief  of  police,  and  such  number  of  policemen  and  special  police- 
men as  may  be  determined  as  provided  by  this  act;  a  chief 
engineer ;  a  first  assistant  and  second  assistant  engineer  of  the  fire 
department ;  a  sealer  of  weights  and  measures ;  a  cemetery  sexton ; 
two  aldermen  from  each  ward ;  two  supervisors,  one  to  be  elected 
by  the  electors  of  the  first  and  fourth  wards,  and  one  to  be  elected 
by  the  electors  of  the  second  and  third  wards  as  provided  in  this  act 

§  10.  Eligibility  of  city  officers.  No  person  shall  be  elected  to 
any  city  office,  nor  appointed  to  the  office  of  assessor,  superintend- 
ent of  public  works,  commissioner  of  public  works,  or  commissioner 
of  health  and  public  safety,  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resi- 
dent elector,  and  shall  be,  and  for  one  year  immediately  prior 
thereto,  he  shall  have  been  a  taxpayer  either  on  real  or  personal 
property  within  the  limits  of  said  city.  Nor  shall  any  person  be 
elected  to  any  ward  office  unless  he  shall  at  the  time  be  a  resident 
elector  of  the  ward  for  which  he  is  elected,  and  shall  be,  and  for 
one  year  immediately  prior  thereto,  shall  have  been  a  taxpayer, 
either  on  real  or  personal  property  within  the  limits  of  said  city. 
Nor  shall  any  person  be  elected  to  the  office  of  supervisor  unless 
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he  shall  be  at  the  time  a  resident  elector  of  the  ward  or  one  of  the 
wards  from  which  he  is  elected,  and  possess  the  qualifications  as 
to  a  taxpayer  as  hereinbefore  provided.  No  person  shall  be  elected 
or  appointed  to  the  oflSce  of  city  judge  unless  he  shall  have  been  for 
at  least  two  years  previous  to  his  election  or  appointment  duly  ad- 
mitted to  practice  as  an  attorney  and  counsellor  in  the  courts  of 
record  of  this  state.  Whenever  any  oflScer  of  this  city  shall  cease 
to  be  a  resident  of  said  city  or  of  the  district  or  wards  for  which  he 
was  elected  or  appointed,  his  oflSce  shall  thereby  become  vacant. 

§  11.  Elective  city  officers  enumerated.  The  elective  city  offi- 
cers to  be  elected  by  the  city  at  large  shall  be  a  mayor,  a  city  judge 
and  a  city  treasurer.  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  to  be  elected 
by  each  ward  shall  be  two  aldermen.  The  elective  officers  of  the 
city  to  be  elected  by  a  district  composed  of  the  first  and  fourth 
wards  shall  be  one  supervisor.  The  elective  officers  of  the  city  to 
be  elected  by  the  district  composed  of  the  second  and  third  wards 
shall  be  one  supervisor. 

Other  than  as  provided  by  the  terms  of  this  act,  the  term  of 
office  of  the  mayor  shall  be  two  years ;  city  judge  four  years ;  city 
treasurer  two  years ;  aldermen  two  years ;  supervisors  two  years, 
§  12.  Appointive  officers;  term  of  office.  The  appointive  offi- 
cers of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  appointed  by  the  common 
council  shall  be  three  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety; 
three  commissioners  of  public  works;  a  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures,  and  one  assessor. 

The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council  shall  be,  one  chief  of  police,  one 
assistant  chief  of  police,  and  such  policemen  and  special  policemen 
as  may  be  determined  by  said  board  as  provided  by  this  act;  one 
city  physician. 

The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  fire  companies  as  provided  by  this  act  shall  be 
one  chief  engineer,  one  first  and  one  second  assistant  engineer 
of  the  fire  department 

The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  board  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  common  council,  shall  be  one  superintendent  of  public  works, 
and  a  cemetery  sexton. 

The  appointive  officers  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  shall  be  one  city  attorney,  one  city  clerk, 
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one  assessor,  one  commissioner  of  charities,  an  acting  city  judge, 
and  three  civil  service  commissioners  who  shall  have  such 
powers  and  perform  such  duties  as  are  prescribed  by  the  civil 
service  law  of  this  state. 

The  appointive  officer  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  city  clerk  shall  be  a  deputy  city  clerk. 

The  appointive  officer  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  city  judge  shall  be  a  court  stenographer  when 
required  as  herein  provided. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works  shall  be 
one  year. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  city  derk,  deputy  city  clerk,  city 
attorney,  acting  city  judge,  city  physician,  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic charities,  cemetery  sexton  and  assessors  shall  be  two  years  each. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  shall 
be  four  years. 

§  13.  Salary  and  compensation  of  officers.  The  mayor,  alder- 
men, commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety,  commissioners 
of  public  works,  and  commissioners  of  civil  service  shall  not 
receive  any  compensation  for  their  services.  The  annual  salary 
of  the  city  judge  shall  be  twelve  hundred  dollars;  of  the  city 
treasurer,  eight  hundred  dollars;  of  the  city  clerk,  nine  hundred 
dollars;  of  the  city  physician,  four  hundred  dollars;  of  the  assess- 
ors, one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  each;  of  the  city  attoiv 
ney,  eight  hundred  dollars ;  of  the  superintendent  of  public  works, 
twelve  hundred  dollars;  of  the  city  court  stenographer,  fdur  dol- 
lars per  day  for  each  day  actually  occupied  in  reporting  trials; 
of  the  city  sealer  of  weights  and  measures,  two  hundred  dol- 
lars ;  of  the  cemetery  sexton,  three  himdred  dollars ;  of  the  deputy 
city  clerk,  one  hundred  dollars;  of  the  chief  of  police,  the  assistr 
ant  chief  of  police  and  of  the  policemen  and  special  policemen, 
such  compensation  as  may  be  determined  by  the  provisions  of 
section  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  of  article  four  of  title  seven 
of  this  act.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  and 
change  the  salaries  of  all  officers  of  the  city,  including  such  as 
are  fixed  by  this  act,  except  such  as  are  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  and  except  as  provided  in  title  seven  of  this  act,  but  every 
such  salary,  except  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
shall  be  fixed  by  resolution  at  least  four  months  before  the  be- 
ginning of  the  term  of  office  to  which  it  belongs,  and  shall  not  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  the  continuance  of  such  term  of 
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office.  Every  resolution  fixing  or  changing  a  salary  shall  he  pub- 
lished, after  its  introduction  and  before  being  finally  acted  upon, 
in  one  or  more  newspapers  in  the  city  once  a  week  for  four  suo^ 
cessive  weeks.  The  common  council  shall  not  have  the  power  to 
provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatsoever  for  any  officer 
who  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to  serve  without  pay. 

The  commissioner  of  charities  shall  receive  no  compensation 
for  his  services  from  the  city,  but  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws 
relating  to  the  compensation  paid  to  overseers  of  the  poor  in  towns 
wherein  the  county  system  of  poor  is  established.  The  super- 
visors shall  receive  the  same  compensation  for  their  services  as 
supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Ontario  county  are  entitled  to  receive 
for  like  services,  to  be  paid  in  like  manner.  The  acting  city  judge 
shall  be  paid  four  dollars  per  day  for  each  calendar  day  actually 
occupied  in  discharging  the  duties  of  city  judge,  claims  therefor 
to  be  presented  to  the  common  council  and  audited  as  provided  by 
this  act  Such  claims  shall,  however,  be  certified  in  writing  by 
the  city  judge  before  presentation  of  the  same  to  the  common 
council  for  audit  No  other  appointive  officer  of  the  city  shall 
receive  from  the  city  any  compensation  for  his  services  unless  pro- 
vided by  this  act  or  by  a  general  law. 

§  14.  Commencen^ent  and  expiration  of  term.  The  term  of 
office  of  each  officer  elected  at  a  general  city  election,  and  of  each 
officer  appointed  as  provided  by  this  act  shall,  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  begin  with  the  first  day  of  January  following 
his  election  or,  if  he  is  an  appointive  officer,  on  the  date  of  his 
appointment,  and  the  term  of  office  of  all  officers  shall  be  computed 
by  the  political  year,  so  that  such  term  shall  terminate  at  the  end 
of  a  municipal  year,  although  the  officer  may  not  have  been  ap- 
pointed until  after  the  year  shall  have  begun.  Except  as  other- 
wise herein  provided,  the  term  of  office  of  the  majority  of  com- 
missioners of  public  works,  appointed  herein,  shall  expire  at  the 
end  of  each  odd  numbered  year,  and  one  such  commissioner  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  two 
years ;  and  the  term  of  office  of  the  majority  of  tbe  commissioners 
of  health  and  public  safety  shall  likewise  expire  at  the  end  of  each 
odd  numbered  year,  and  one  such  commissioner  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  four  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  two  years ;  and  the 
term  of  office  of  the  majority  of  the  commissioners  of  civil  service 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  each  odd  numbered  year,  and  one  of 
such  commissioners  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  four  years 
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and  one  for  a  term  of  two  years,  excepting  that  upon  the  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  the'  mayor  shall  appoint  three  commissioners 
of  health  and  public  safety,  three  commissioners  of  public  works 
and  three  commissioners  of  civil  service,  who  shall  serve  until  the 
thiii;y-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
inclusive.  Provided,  however,  that  the  mayor  elected  to  take 
office  on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen, 
shall  appoint  three  commissioners  of  civil  service,  one  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years;  and  provided 
further  that  the  common  council  composed  of  the  aldermen  elected 
to  take  office  on  the  first  day  of  January,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen,  shall  appoint  three  commissioners  of  public  works,  one 
for  a  term  of  four  years  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and 
three  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety,  one  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  two  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

§  16.  City  election.  The  general  city  election  shall  be  held 
at  the  same  time  as  the  general  election,  and  special  city  elections  at 
such  times  as  herein  prescribed.  The  common  council  shall  pro- 
vide polling  places,  ballot  boxes  and  all  other  necessary  material 
in  each  election  district  in  said  city  for  all  elections  in  said  city, 
and  the  manner  of  conducting  such  election  shall  in  all  respects 
conform  to  and  be  governed  by  the  general  laws  of  this  state  in 
respect  to  elections,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act  At  such 
general  city  election  a  successor  shall  be  elected  to  each  elective 
city  officer  whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  with  the  year  in  which 
such  election  is  held.  Public  notice  of  every  election  under  this 
act  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  given  by 
the  common  council,  the  notice  thereof  to  be  published  in  the 
newspaper  or  newspapers  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the 
common  council  of  said  city,  at  least  once  in  each  week  for  four 
consecutive  weeks  immediately  preceding  the  holding  of  such 
election,  which  notice  shall  designate  the  officers  to  be  voted  for 
at  such  election  and  the  location  for  each  polling  place,  or  by 
such  notice  and  in  such  manner  as  may  be  required  by  the  general 
election  laws  of  the  state.  The  polls  at  each  general  election  and 
at  each  special  election  in  said  city  in  which  one  or  more  officials 
are  to  be  elected,  shall  be  open  and  kept  open  and  closed  in  each 
district  as  provided  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  for  general 
elections,  and  the  inspectors  shall  canvass  all  votes  cast  for  the 
city  officers  and  declare  and  make  a  statement  of  the  result  in 
the  same  manner  as  required  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  and 
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file  the  same  immediately  with  the  city  clerk,  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  this  act. 

The  city  clerk  shall  at  least  one  week  before  the  date  fixed  by 
law  for  the  first  meeting  of  the  board  of  registry  for  a  city  election, 
notify  each  inspector  of  election  in  writing  of  his  appointment 
as  such  inspector,  and  of  each  day  for  the  meeting  of  registry 
in  each  election  district  of  the  city  and  of  the  date  of  such  election. 
Every  inhabitant  of  the  city  who  shall  at  the  time  and  place  of 
offering  his  vote  be  qualified  to  vote  for  state  and  county  officers, 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  for  all  officers  of  the  city  at  large  and 
for  all  ward  officers  to  be  elected  in  his  ward  and  for  all  officers 
to  be  elected  in  any  district  larger  than  a  ward,  provided  he  be  a 
resident  of  such  district.  To  entitle  any  elector  or  voter  to  vote 
upon  a  proposition  to  raise  money  by  tax  or  by  bonds,  he  must 
be  entitled  to  vote  for  a  city  officer  and  he  must  be  the  owner  of 
property  in  the  city  assessed  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment 
roll  thereof,  and  every  woman  who  has  the  qualifications  to  vote 
for  city  officers,  except  that  of  sex,  who  is  the  owner  of  property 
in  the  city  of  Canandaigua  assessed  upon  the  last  preceding 
assessment  roll  thereof,  may  also  vote  upon  a  proposition  to  raise 
money  by  tax  on  bonds.  No  elector  of  said  city  shall  vote,  except 
at  special  elections  in  any  election  district,  except  that  in  which 
he  shall  reside  at  the  time  he  offers  his  vote  and  shall  have  so 
resided  at  least  thirty  days  immediately  prior  to  the  election  at 
which  he  offers  his  vote. 

§  16.  Canvass  of  vote  of  city  elections.  The  common  council 
of  said  city  shall  meet  as  a  board  of  city  canvassers  on  the  Thursday 
following  each  general  city  election.  The  city  clerk  shall  present 
to  the  common  council  at  said  meeting  the  certified  statements  of 
the  results  of  such  election  in  the  several  election  districts  of  the 
city  as  delivered  to  him  by  the  inspectors  of  election  of  such  dis- 
tricts. The  common  council  shall  canvass  such  certified  state- 
ments and  determine  and  declare  the  whole  number  of  votes  cast 
for  each  office  to  be  filled  at  such  election  under  this  act;  the  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  for  each  such  candidate  and  what  person  was 
elected  thereto.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
for  the  respective  offices  to  be  filled  for  the  whole  city,  and  those 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  the  offices  to  be  filled  in  the 
several  wards,  and  in  the  districts  in  which  supervisors  are  elected 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  case  of  a 
tie  vote,  the  common  council  shall  fill  such  office  by  appointment. 
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The  term  of  such  appointment  shall  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of 
December  succeeding  the  next  general  election  held  in  the  city,  at 
which  election  a  successor  to  such  appointee  shall  be  elected  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  The  city  clerk  shall  enter  such  determina- 
tions and  declarations  in  the  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  com- 
mon council. 

§  17.  Official  salaries;  when  payable;  fees  and  perquisites. 
The  salaries  of  the  city  officials  shall  be  payable  in  monthly  in- 
stallments or  at  such  times  as  the  common  council  shall  determine. 
The  compensation  fixed  by  this  act  or  by  the  general  law  for  the 
several  officers,  shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  which  they  shall 
respectively  perform  for  said  city  in  any  and  all  capacities  other 
than  as  herein  provided ;  all  fees  and  perquisites  received  by  such 
officers  shall,  unless  otherwise  specifically  provided  by  this  act,  or 
in  pursuance  of  general  laws,  be  paid  into  the  treasury  to  the 
credit  of  the  general  city  fund.  The  common  council  and  each 
city  board  or  officer  having  appointive  powers  may  remove  any  city 
officer  appointed  by  him  or  it  for  dishonesty,  incompetency,  neglect 
of  duties  or  other  irregularities,  giving  such  officer  reasonable 
notice  thereof  and  a  reasoniable  opportunity  to  be  heard,  and  such 
officer  may  be  suspended,  pending  such  investigation. 

§  18.  Filling  vacancies.  Other  than  as  provided  in  this  act, 
if  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  elective  office  of  the  city  otherwise 
than  by  expiration  of  term,  the  common  council  shall  appoint  a 
person  to  fill  such  vacancy,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  first  day 
of  January,  succeeding  the  next  general  election  held  in  the  city, 
at  which  election  a  successor  to  such  appointee  shall  be  elected  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term.  A  vacancy  occurring  in  an  appointive 
office  of  the  city,  otherwise  than  by  expiration  of  term,  shall  be 
filled  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term  by  the  same  authorities 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  when  appointed  for  a  full  term. 

§  19.  Suspension  and  removal  of  officers.  The  mayor  of  the 
city  may  be  removed  from  office  by  the  governor  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  sheriffs;  the  governor  may  direct  the  inquiry  required  by 
law  to  be  conducted  by  the  attorney-general;  and  after  charges 
have  been  received  by  the  governor  he  may,  pending  the  investiga- 
tion, suspend  the  mayor  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  thirty  days. 
All  other  elective  officers  may  be  removed  in  the  same  manner  as 
town  and  village  officers  as  provided  by  the  public  officers  law. 
Any  appointive  officer  may  be  removed  by  a  resolution  adopted 
by  the  affirmative  vote  of  seven  members  of  the  common  council  at 
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a  regular  meeting  of  said  council,  or  a  special  meeting  called  for 
that  purpose.

§  20.  Official  oath  of  officers.  Each  officer  of  the  city  shall,  be- 
fore he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  file  his  official 
oath  in  accordance  with  article  thirteen  of  the  constitution,  and 
section  ten  of  the  public  officers  law,  and  for  omission  so  to  do, 
he  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  and  penalties  prescribed 
by  section  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  penal  law  and 
sections  thirteen,  fifteen  and  thirty  of  the  public  officers  law. 
Each  mayor,  city  clerk,  deputy  city  clerk,  city  treasurer,  acting 
city  judge  and  city  judge  shall,  forthwith  upon  his  election  or 
appointment,  file  a  certificate  with  the  clerk  of  Ontario  county  of 
his  Section  or  appointment  to  act,  and  also  take  and  subscribe  the 
constitutional  oath  of  office  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of 
the  county  of  Ontario. 
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§  21.  Bonds  of  officers.  Each  city  clerk,  city  treasurer,  super- 
intendent of  public  works,  commissioner  of  charities  and  city 
judge,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  his  oflBce,  execute 
and  file  an  official  bond  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
statutory  construction  law,  and  sections  eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen 
of  the  public  officers  law,  and  for  omission  so  to  do  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  penalties  and  liabilities  prescribed  in  section  eighteen 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  penal  law,  and  sections  thirteen,  fifteen 
and  thirty  of  the  public  officers  law ;  otherwise  than  as  herein  pro- 
vided, the  penal  sum  named  in  any  such  bond,  or  the  sum  specified 
in  any  such  undertaking  as  the  maximum  amount  of  liability 
thereon,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  common  council.  All  such  bonds 
shall  be  executed  by  the  principal  and  by  one  or  more  sufficient 
sureties,  and  shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council. 

§  22.  Officers  authorized  to  administer  oaths  and  take  acknowl- 
edgments. Each  mayor,  city  clerk,  deputy  city  clerk,  city  judge 
and  acting  city  judge  of  the  city  shall  have  the  same  power  and 
authority  to  administer  oaths  and  take  and  certify  affidavits  and 
acknowledgments  as  justices  of  the  peace  of  towns  in  the  county 
of  Ontario. 

§  23.  When  contract  to  be  let  to  lowest  bidder.  Whenever  any 
expenditure  to  be  made  or  incurred  by  the  common  co\mcil  or  any 
city  board  or  officer  in  behalf  of  the  city  for  work  to  be  done,  or 
materials  or  supplies  to  be  furnished,  except  ordinary  repairing 
and  macadamizing  of  streets,  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars, 
the  city  clerk  shall  advertise  for  and  receive  proposals  therefor, 
in  such  manner  as  the  common  council,  or  the  board  or  officer 
charged  with  making  such  contract  shall  prescribe,  and  the  con- 
tract therefor  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  shall  execute 
a  bond  to  said  city  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  contract 
All  such  bonds  shall  be  executed  by  the  principal  and  by  a  solvent 
surety  company  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  state  as  surety 
and  shall  bo  approved  by  the  common  council.  When  the  lowest 
bid,  in  the  opinion  of  the  common  council,  board  or  officer  charged 
with  making  the  contract,  is  too  high,  it  shall  have  the  right  to 
reject  it,  and  may  discontinue  or  abandon  the  work,  or  may  direct 
the  clerk  to  advertise  for  new  proposals.  If,  however,  the  esti- 
mated expenditure  by  any  board  or  officer  does  not  exceed  three 
hundred  dollars,  the  work  may  be  done  without  a  public  letting, 
if  the  common  council  consent  thereto.  All  contracts  wherein  or 
whereby  a  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  or  more  is  to  be  expended. 
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shall  be  in  writing  and  executed  in  duplicate,  one  of  which  shall  be 
filed  with  the  city  treasurer  and  one  with  the  city  clerk. 

§  24.  Liability  of  officers  for  unauthorized  expenditures  and 
other  official  misconduct.  No  officer  of  said  city  or  other  person 
shall  have  power  or  authority  to  make  any  purchase  in  behalf  of, 
or  on  the  credit  of,  or  to  contract  any  debts  or  liabilities  against 
the  city,  unless  authorized  so  to  do,  by  or  in  pursuance  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  general  law;  and  no  account,  claim  or 
demand  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  or  paid  unless  so  authorized. 
If  any  officer  of  the  city  shall  vote  for  any  appropriation  or  for 
the  payment  or  expenditure  of  any  moneys  not  authorized  by 
this  act  or  in  pursuance  of  a  special  act  or  a  general  law, 
such  officer  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred 
dollars,  to  be  recovered  by  the  city  in  a  civil  action 
and  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  If  the  common  council 
or  any  city  board  shall  pass  any  resolution  authorizing  or  pur- 
porting to  authorize  any  expenditure  of  money  by  the  city  for 
any  purpose,  exceeding  the  amount  authorized  by  or  in  pursuance 
of  law,  to  be  expended  in  any  one  year  by  the  common  council, 
each  officer  voting  for  such  resolution  shall  be  personally  liable 
for  the  amount  thereof,  and  each  officer  present  at  the  meeting  at 
the  passage  of  the  resolution  shall  be  deemed  as  voting  for  the 
resolution  unless  his  dissent  is  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  at  which  such  resolution  was  passed,  but  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  shall  not  be  liable  therefor,  and  neither  the  common 
council  nor  any  city  board  or  city  officer  shall  pay  any  debt  or 
expenditure  so  contracted  or  made.  If  any  officer  of  the  city 
aL:thorized  to  make  any  contract  in  his  official  capacity,  or  to  take 
part  in  making  any  such  contract,  becomes  voluntarily  interested 
in  such  contract,  he  shall  be  liable  to  the  penalty  prescribed  by 
section  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  penal  law.  If 
any  person  having  been  an  officer  of  said  city,  whose  term  of 
office  has  expired,  shall  not  within  five  days  after  notification  and 
request  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office  all  property,  papers  and 
effects  of  every  description  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control 
belonging  to  said  city,  or  appertaining  to  such  office,  he  shall  be 
liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  to  be  recovered  by  the 
city  in  a  civil  action,  together  with  aU  damages  caused  by  his 
neglect  or  refusal,  and  he  may  also  be  proceeded  against,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  twenty-four  hundred  and  seventy-one-a  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  and  section  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  of  the  penal  law. 
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§  25.  The  aldermen.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  alderman 
to  attend  the  regular  and  special  meetings  of  the  common  council ; 
to  act  upon  committees  when  thereunto  appointed  by  the  mayor 
or  common  council ;  to  arrest  or  cause  to  be  arrested  all  persons 
violating  the  laws  of  the  state  or  ordinances,  by-laws  or  police 
regulations  of  the  city,  when  such  violations  are  committed  in 
his  presence;  to  report  to  the  mayor  all  subordinate  officers  who 
are  guilty  of  any  official  misconduct  or  neglect  of  duty;  to  aid 
in  maintaining  peace  and  good  order  in  the  city,  and  to  perform  or 
assist  in  performing  such  duties  as  are  by  this  act  enjoined  upon 
the  aldermen  of  said  city  separately,  or  upon  the  common  coun- 
cil thereof.  The  aldermen  of  each  ward  shall  be  fence  viewers, 
and  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  authority  in  respect  to  divi- 
sion fences,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  same  fees  as  fence 
viewers  of  towns. 

§  26.  General  powers  and  dnties  of  the  mayor.  The  mayor 
shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  city  and  shall  have  and 
exercise  all  the  powers  conferred  upon  him  and  perform  all  the 
duties  required  of  him  by  this  act  or  by  the  general  statutes  of  this 
state,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  see 
that  the  laws  of  this  state  and  the  ordinances  and  by-laws  passed 
by  the  common  council  are  faithfully  executed  within  the  city. 
He  shall  sign,  on  behalf  of  the  city,  all  written  contracts  made  by 
it  or  any  board  or  officer  thereof,  and  cause  the  seal  of  the  city 
to  be  affixed  thereto.  He  shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  com- 
mon council  with  a  casting  vote  in  case  of  a  tie.  He  shall  have 
power  and  authority  to  call  out  and  command  the  police  and  fire- 
men whenever  in  his  discretion  he  shall  deem  it  necessary,  and 
such  command  shall  be  in  all  respects  obeyed.  Whenever  neces- 
sary for  the  prevention  or  suppression  of  public  disturbances,  mobs 
or  riots,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  such  action  as  is  authorized  by 
chapters  three  and  four  of  title  two,  part  second,  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure,  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  the  mili- 
tary code,  and  section  twenty-one  of  the  general  municipal  law. 
It  shall  be  his  duty  to  exercise  a  constant  supervision  and  control 
over  the  conduct  of  all  city  officers,  and  he  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  examine  at  all  times  the  books,  vouchers  and  papers 
of  any  officer  or  employee  of  said  city,  and  to  take  and  hear  testi- 
mony and  proof  in  pursuance  of  sections  eight  hundred  and  forty- 
two  to  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  both  inclusive,  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure.     He  may  designate,  from  time  to  time,  the 
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place  in  said  city  where  he  will  keep  his  offica  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  mayor  to  communicate  to  the  common  council  as  soon 
after  his  election  as  practicable,  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  he  may 
deem  expedient,  a  general  statement  of  the  affairs  of  the  city  in 
relation  to  its  finances,  government  and  improvement,  with  such 
recommendations  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

§  27.  Appointments  to  be  made  by  the  mayor.  The  mayor 
shall  appoint  the  city  clerk,  the  city  attorney,  the  acting  city  judge, 
a  commissioner  of  charities,  one  assessor  and  three  civil  service 
commissioners.  Such  appointments  shall  be  made  in  the  month  of 
January,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  in  January  of  each 
alternate  year  thereafter,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

§  28.  Acting  mayor.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  tiie 
office  of  mayor,  or  whenever  the  mayor  by  reason  of  sickness  or 
absence  from  the  city  shall  be  prevented  from  attending  to  the 
duties  of  his  office,  the  president  of  the  common  council  shall  act 
as  mayor  during  such  disability  or  absence;  but  he  shall  not,  while 
acting  mayor,  during  such  disability  or  absence  of  the  mayor, 
make  any  appointment  or  removal  from  office.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy in  the  office  of  mayor,  until  a  mayor  shall  have  been  elected 
and  qualified,  he  shall  exercise  all  the  powers  of  mayor  and  per^ 
form  all  his  duties. 

§  29.  Conflultation  with  heads  of  departments.  The  mayor  may 
at  any  time  in  his  discretion  call  together  the  heads  of  the  differ- 
ent boards  and  departments  of  the  city  government  for  consulta- 
tion and  advice  in  regard  to  the  affairs  of  the  city;  and  at  such 
meetings  he  may  call  upon  the  heads  of  boards  and  departments 
for  reports  in  writing  in  regard  to  the  transactions  of  the  re- 
spective departments,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  heads  of 
boards  and  departments  to  attend  such  meetings  and  submit  such 
reports  to  the  mayor  without  delay.  The  city  clerk  shall  attend 
such  meetings  and  make  and  file  a  record  of  the  transactions 
thereof. 

§  30.  General  powers  and  duties  of  the  city  treasurer.  The 
city  treasurer  shall  be  the  fiscal  officer  of  the  city  and  shall  per- 
form such  duties  incident  to  his  office  as  the  common  council  may 
require.  He  shall  keep  an  office  at  such  place  as  the  common 
council  shall  provide  and  designate,  which  shall  be  kept  open  each 
day  in  the  year,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays,  from  nine- 
thirty  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 
He  shall  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  different  funds  of  the  city, 
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and  shall  not  pay  out  any  money  chargeable  to  any  fund  in  excess 
of  the  amount  standing  on  his  books  to  the  credit  of  such  fund 
and  shall  not  knowingly  pay  money  from  any  fund  which  is  not 
properly  chargeable  thereto.  The  city  treasurer  shall,  before  the 
first  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each  month,  file  with  the 
city  clerk  a  report  showing  in  detail  the  total  expenditures  and 
receipts  of  city  moneys  during  the  next  preceding  calendar  month, 
a  summary  statement  of  that  portion  of  the  current  fiscal  year  ex- 
piring with  the  last  day  of  such  preceding  month,  and  the  balance 
at  the  end  of  such  month  standing  to  the  credit  of  each  of  the 
city  funds.  Such  statement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  shall  be 
prescribed,  from  time  to  time,  by  the  (common  council.  An  ab- 
stract of  such  report  shall  be  published  at  least  once  semi-annually 
in  the  newspapers  of  the  city  as  designated  by  the  common  council. 
Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  ofiice,  the  city  treasurer 
shall  execute  and  file  an  ofiBcial  bond  with  two  or  more  sureties, 
or  of  some  solvent  surety  company,  in  sucl^  penal  sum  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  common  council,  not  less,  however,  than  the  amount 
of  money  estimated  by  the  common  council  as  likely  to  be  received 
by  him  for  all  purposes  during  the  fiscal  year,  in  accordance  with 
section  fourteen  of  the  general  construction  law  and  sections 
eleven,  twelve  and  thirteen  of  the  public  officers  law;  and  for 
omission  so  to  do  he  shall  be  subject  to  the  penalties  and  liabilities 
prescribed  by  section  eighteen  hundred  and  twenty  of  the  penal 
law,  and  sections  thirteen,  fifteen  and  thirty  of  the  public  officers 
law.  Such  bond  shall  be  approved  by  the  common  council.  A 
certificate  of  the  city  clerk  of  such  approval  shall  be  endorsed 
thereon  and  the  bond  so  endorsed  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in 
the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  of  Ontario  in  the  same  manner  as 
the  official  bond  of  town  collectors,  and  such  bond  shall  be  a  lien 
on  all  property  of  such  treasurer  and  of  each  of  such  sureties  in 
the  county  of  Ontario,  until  the  condition  of  such  bond,  together 
with  all  the  costs  and  charges  which  may  accrue  upon  the  prosecu- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  fully  satisfied,  whereupon  the  common 
council  shall,  by  resolution,  declare  that  such  bond  is  satisfied  and 
a  copy  of  such  resolution  may  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office 
of  the  said  county  clerk  and  shall  operate  to  discharge  the  same 
and  the  lien  thereof  from  record.  A  true  copy  of  such  bond  and 
certificate  shall  be  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  treasurer  personally  to  receive  all  state,  county,  city 
and  local  taxes,  assessments  and  water  rents  which  may  be  paid 
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at  such  office  and  to  retain  there  and  not  elsewhere,  the  possession 
of  the  warrants  and  assessment  rolls  which  may  from  time  to  time 
be  delivered  to  him  by  the  clerk  of  the  city.  He  shall  enter  daily 
in  suitable  books  all  sums  of  money  received  by  him  for  taxes  or 
otherwise,  with  the  name  of  the  person  or  corporation  on  whose 
account  the  same  shall  be  paid,  and  shall  at  the  expiration  of  each 
month  exhibit  the  same  in  his  office  to  the  mayor  and  finance 
committee  of  the  common  council  for  inspection.  The  treasurer 
shall  also  enter  in  a  column  in  the  assessment  rolls  in  his  posses- 
sion opposite  the  names  of  the  persons  who  shall  pay  their  taxes  or 
assessments  the  fact  of  the  payment,  the  amount  thereof  and  the 
date  when  paid.  He  shall  also  keep  a  record  of  all  persons,  and 
their  respective  addresses,  who  may  pay  taxes  for  non-residents 
of  said  city,  and  the  residences  of  such  non-residents,  so  far  as  he 
can  ascertain  the  same.  The  treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of 
all  moneys,  securities,  obligations  and  other  evidences  of  debt 
belonging  to  the  city.  He  shall  annually,  during  the  month  of 
December,  settle  with  the  common  council,  and  as  much  oftener 
as  it  may  require,  for  all  tax  rolls  and  warrants  issued  to  him, 
and  for  all  moneys  received  or  collected  by  him  for  school  or  other 
purposes  and  produce  the  proper  vouchers  of  all  officers  for  all 
moneys  paid  upon  the  warrants,  drafts  or  orders  of  said  officers. 
At  the  time  of  the  annual  settlement  and  immediately  preceding 
the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or  within  such  time  after  the 
annual  settlement  as  the  common  council  may  fix,  ho  shall  pay  to 
his  successor  in  office  all  such  moneys  remaining  in  his  hands,  and 
deliver  to  such  successor  in  office  all  assessment  rolls,  books,  papers, 
securities  and  property  belonging  to  said  city  or  pertaining  to  the 
aflFairs  of  the  city  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  his  office.  The 
city  treasurer  shall  make  such  arrangements  as  directed  by  the 
common  council,  with  the  banks  or  trust  companies  in  which  the 
money  of  the  city  is  deposited  by  him,  for  the  payment  of  interest 
computed  as  provided  by  this  act. 

§  31.  City  clerk,  his  powers  and  duties.  The  city  clerk  of  said 
city  shall  be  clerk  of  the  common  council,  and  clerk  of  all  boards 
and  commissions  provided  by  this  act,  and  shall  be  registrar  of 
vital  statistics  of  the  said  city.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
incident  to  his  office  as  may  be  required  by  the  common  council 
or  by  any  such  board  or  by  law.  He  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the 
meetings  of  the  common  council  and  of  each  board  of  which  he  is 
clerk,  and  shall  record  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  all  pro-

ceedings  of  the  common  coimcil  and  of  each  board  and  commis- 
sion, and  index  the  same.  He  shall  keep  an  office  at  such  place  as 
the  common  council  shall  provide  and  designate.  He  shall  have 
charge,  custody  and  control  of  the  corporate  seal,  books,  papers, 
documents  and  official  minutes  of  the  city,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  or  in  pursuance  of  law.  He  shall,  upon  request  and  the 
payment  of  fees  therefor,  make  certified  copies  of  records  and 
documents  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control,  as  such  clerk  and 
affix  the  corporate  seal  of  the  city  to  any  such  certificate,  and 
such  seal  shall  be  deemed  to  be  his  official  seal,  and  any  such  certi- 
fied copy  shall  be  received  in  evidence  as  provided  in  section  nine 
hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure.  He  shall 
be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  fees  for  such  certified  copies  at 
the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  folio,  from  each  person  other  than  a  city 
officer,  upon  whose  request  any  such  certified  copy  is  made  and 
delivered. .  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  fees  and 
moneys  received  by  him  as  such  clerk,  other  than  his  salary,  in- 
cluding fees  received  by  him  as  registrar  of  vital  statistics  and 
shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  pay  over  all  such 
fees  and  moneys  received  by  him  during  the  montii  immediately 
preceding,  to  the  city  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  contingent  fund, 
for  which  he  shall  take  a  receipt  and  file  the  same  in  his  office. 
Such  receipts  shall  at  all  times  be  subject  to  examination  by  the 
common  council  or  any  member  thereof.  His  office  is  hereby  de- 
clared a  town  clerk's  office  for  the  purpose  of  depositing  and  filing 
therein  all  books  and  papers  required  by  law  to  be  filed  in  a  town 
clerk's  office  and  he  shall  possess  all  the  powers  and  discharge  all 
the  duties  of  a  town  clerk  not  inconsistent  with  this  act.  The 
deputy  clerk  shall,  during  the  absence  from  the  city  of  the  clerk, 
or  in  case  of  his  inability  by  reason  of  sickness  or  disability  to  act, 
possess  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties  of  city  clerk,  and 
shall  otherwise  assist  the  clerk  when  required.  Such  deputy  clerk 
shall  receive  for  his  services  the  compensation  prescribed  by  this 
act 

§  32.  The  city  attorney;  his  powers  and  dnties.  The  city  atr 
torney  shall  be  and  act  as  the  sole  legal  adviser  of  the  mayor,  the 
common  council  and  all  the  boards  and  all  other  officers  of  the 
city.  He  shall,  when  directed  by  the  common  council,  prosecute 
and  defend  all  actions  and  proceedings  by  and  against  the  city 
and  every  department  thereof,  and  perform  such  other  professional 
services  relating  to  said  city  as  the  mayor  or  conmion  council  may 
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direct  He  shall,  when  required,  prepare  all  legal  papers,  con- 
tracts, deeds  and  other  instruments  for  the  city  and  the  different 
departments  thereof.  The  city  attorney  shall,  at  the  expiration  of 
his  office  deliver  to  his  successor  in  office,  as  soon  as  qualified,  the 
record  or  register  of  all  suits  or  proceedings  in  which  the  city  or 
any  of  its  departments  may  be  a  party,  and  also  all  papers  on  the 
part  of  its  departments  and  also  sign  stipulations  substituting 
said  successor  as  attorney  for  the  city  in  such  suits  or  proceedings 
to  the  end  that  a  substitution  order  may  be  entered.  All  taxable 
costs  and  disbursements  in  cases  wherein  the  city  is  successful 
shall  belong  to  the  city  and  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the 
treasurer  and  credited  to  and  form  a  part  of  the  general  fund  of 
the  city.  He  shall  receive  no  fees  or  other  compensation  of  any 
kind  whatsoever  from  the  city  except  his  salary  and  his  actual 
expenses  while  away  from  the  city  of  Canandaigua  attending  to 
legal  business  of  said  city.  He  shall  appear  for  and  protect  the 
rights  and  interests  of  the  city  in  all  actions,  suits  and  proceedings, 
brought  by  and  against  any  city  officer,  board  or  department ;  and 
such  officers,  board  or  departments  shall  not  employ  other  counsel ; 
and  he  shall  attend  to  all  the  law  business  of  the  city  and  dis- 
charge such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  common 
council. 

§  33.  Payment  of  moneyi  by  dty  attorney.  He  shall  pay 
over  at  once  to  the  treasurer  all  moneys  collected  by  him,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  including  fines  and  penalties,  and  he  ahall 
annually  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  file  with  the  mayor 
of  the  city  and  with  the  city  clerk,  an  inventory  of  all  the  books 
and  property  belonging  to  the  city  in  his  custody. 

§  34.  Compromise  of  suits  by  city  attorney.  He  shall,  when- 
ever he  considers  that  the  best  interests  of  the  city  will  be  sub- 
served thereby,  enter  into  an  agreement  in  writing,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  common  council,  to  compromise  and  settle  any 
claim  against  the  city,  which  agreement  shall  be  reported  to  the 
common  council  at  its  next  meeting  and  when  so  approved  it 
shall  be  and  constitute  a  valid  obligation  against  the  city ;  and  the 
amount  therein  provided  to  be  paid  shall,  with  interest  thereon 
at  six  per  centum  from  its  date,  be  included  in  the  next  city 
budget;  and  when  raised  by  tax  be  paid  to  the  claimant.  If, 
however,  before  the  adoption  of  the  city  tax  budget,  there  shaU 
be  received  by  the  treasurer  from  any  source,  any  moneys  not 
otherwise  appropriated,  the  amount  in  the  agreement  provided  to 
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be  paid  shall  be  paid  out  of  such  moneys  so  received  so  far  as 
they  will  satisfy  the  same. 

§  35.  Employment  of  counsel  by  city  attorney.  The  city 
attorney,  when  authorized  by  the  common  council,  may  employ 
counsel  to  assist  him  in  the  argument  and  conduct  of  important 
cases  or  proceedings  in  which  the  city  is  interested  or  a  party. 

§  36.  Supervisors,  their  powers  and  duties.  The  supervisors 
of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
as  the  supervisors  of  the  towns  of  Ontario  county,  and  shall  be 
members  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  of  Ontario. 
They  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  and  fees  allowed  by 
law  in  the  same  manner  as  supervisors  of  towns.  The  supervisors 
elected,  appointed  or  qualified  under  this  act  shall  be  recognized 
by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Ontario  county  and  be  allowed  to 
take  their  seats  as  members  of  said  board  and  participate  in  all 
deliberations  and  proceedings  of  said  board  during  their  term  of 
office.  Other  than  as  provided  by  this  act,  their  term  of  office 
shall  begin  the  first  day  of  January  next  after  their  election. 
They  shall  also  discharge  all  other  duties  imposed  upon  them  by 
this  act.  Each  of  the  districts  of  the  city  from  which  a  super- 
visor is  elected  shall  be  regarded  as  a  town  of  Ontario  county  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  title  three,  chapter  ten,  article  second  of 
the  code  of  civil  procedure  respecting  the  selection,  drawing  and 
procuring  the  attendance  of  trial  jurors.  The  supervisor  of  the  first 
and  fourth  wards  together,  and  the  supervisor  from  the  second  and 
third  wards  together,  each  supervisor  acting  only  for  the  wards 
in  which  he  was  elected,  and  the  city  clerk  and  assessors  of  said 
city,  shall  perform  for  said  wards,  respectively,  the  duties  pre- 
scribed in  said  article.  A  duplicate  of  each  list  of  jurors  selected 
by  them  respectively  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
said  city,  which  shall  be  deemed  a  town  clerk's  office  for  that 
purpose.  The  supervisors  and  the  clerk  and  assessors  of  said 
city  shall  meet  in  the  clerk's  office  at  the  time  provided  by  law, 
and  proceed  to  discharge  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  by  the 
code  of  civil  procedure,  as  aforesaid,  and  by  this  act;  and  the 
list  made  by  them  shall  constitute  the  list  of  persons  to  serve  as 
trial  jurors  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  The  supervisors  elected 
under  this  act  and  the  clerk  and  assessors  of  said  city  shall  meet 
every  third  year  thereafter  for  the  same  purpose  and  make  and 
file  lists  so  required  of  them.  The  clerk  shall  furnish  to  the  city 
judge  certified  copies  of  all  such  lists  and  from  the  names  of  all 
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Buch  jurors  in  the  city  shall  be  drawn  the  trial  jurors  in  actions 
and  proceedings  in  the  city  court,  and  before  the  city  judge, 

§  37.  Other  city  officers;  their  powers  and  duties.  The 
powers  and  duties  of  all  other  city  officers  shall  be  such  as  are 
prescribed  in  this  act,  or  when  not  so  prescribed,  as  provided  by 
existing  general  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  common  council 
applicable  to  such  officers. 

§  38.  Officers  not  to  be  interested,  et  cetera.  No  officer  or  ser- 
vant of  the  city,  or  any  department  thereof,  shall  in  any  manner  be 
interested  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  contract  to  which  the  city  or 
any  department  thereof  shall  be  a  party,  for  the  sale  or  hire  of  any 
property,  merchandise  or  materials,  or  for  furnishing  or  perform- 
ing any  work,  labor  or  service  (except  in  respect  of  his  own  com- 
pensation from  the  city  or  a  department  thereof),  or  for  the  grantr 
ing  of  any  franchise  or  privilege;  and  no  officer  elected  or  ap- 
pointed shall  receive  any  perquisite,  emolument,  fee  or  compensa- 
tion, except  his  salary  or  pay  from  the  city  or  a  department  thereof, 
for  any  act  done  or  service  rendered  by  him  in  his  official  capacity, 
nor  shall  he  accept  or  receive  any  sum  of  money  or  other  valuable 
thing,  fee  or  commission  upon  or  derive  any  advantage  from  the 
sale  or  hiring  of  any  property  to  or  by  the  city  or  any  department 
thereof.  The  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall  be  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  in  addition  to  the  pen- 
alties provided  by  law,  such  officer  shall  forfeit  his  office. 

§  39.  Common  council;  powers  to  compel  meetings  of  boards, 
et  cetera;  removal  for  misconduct.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
commissions  and  boards  to  meet  at  any  time  upon  the  request  of 
the  mayor  or  if  the  common  council  shall  so  require  by  resolution, 
and  all  boards  and  commissions  shall  carry  out  and  execute  the 
provisions  of  any  resolution  adopted  by  the  common  council,  re- 
quiring or  requesting  the  performance  of  any  duty  imposed  upon 
such  board  or  commission  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  if  in 
the  judgment  of  a  majority  of  the  common  council  such  board  or 
commission  should  be  required  to  do,  perform  or  carry  out  any 
lawful  act  not  specially  provided  for  by  this  act.  Any  n^lect 
failure  or  refusal  of  such  board  or  commission  to  comply  with  the 
provisions  of  any  such  resolution  within  a  reasonable  time,  shall 
be  deemed  misconduct  in  office,  and  render  the  members  of  such 
board  or  commission  so  neglecting,  failing  or  refusing,  liable  to 
removal  from  office  in  the  manner  provided  for  removal  of  city 
officers  in  section  nineteen  of  title  two  of  this  act.

§  40.  Common  council;  the  legislative  body  of  the  city.  Except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  the  l^islative  and  governing 
powers  of  the  city  shall  be  vested  in  the  common  council. 

§  41.  How  constituted.  The  mayor  and  the  aldermen  of  the 
city  shall  constitute  and  be  the  members  of  the  common  council 
thereof. 

§  42.  Organization.  The  members  of  the  common  council  shall 
meet  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  year,  or,  if  that  day  is  a  public 
holiday,  on  the  next  day  thereafter.  They  shall  elect  a  president 
of  the  common  council  from  their  number,  who  shall,  until  the 
following  first  day  of  January,  preside  over  all  meetings  of  the 
common  council  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  have  a  voice 
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therein.  At  all  meetings  of  the  common  council,  the  mayor,  when 
present,  shall  preside. 

§  43.  Members  of  departments  to  give  information.  Whenever 
required  by  the  common  council  every  member  of  a  department  or 
city  officer  shall  attend  its  meetings  and  answer  all  questions  by 
any  member  of  the  conmion  council,  or  by  the  city  attorney,  re- 
lating to  the  affairs  of  his  department  or  office,  provided  that  at 
least  forty-eight  hours  before  the  meeting  he  has  had  written  notice 
thereof. 

§  44.  Clerk  of  the  oounciL  The  city  clerk  shall  be  the  clerk  of 
the  council. 

§  45.  Meetings.  The  council  shall  hold  regular  meetings  at 
least  once  each  month,  and  shall  hold  adjourned  or  special  meet- 
ings at  its  chambers  at  such  times  as  it  shall  designate,  and  such 
other  times  as  it  shall  determine.  The  mayor,  or  in  his  absence, 
the  president  of  the  common  council,  or  a  majority  of  its  members 
may  call  a  special  meeting  by  causing  a  written  notice  thereof, 
specifying  the  time  and  the  object  thereof,  to  be  served  by  the  city 
clerk  upon  each  member  personally  at  least  three  hours  before  the 
time  specified  in  such  notice  for  such  meeting,  or  by  mail  directed 
to  him  at  his  place  of  residence  or  place  of  business  at  least  twelve 
hours  before  the  time  specified  in  such  notice  for  said  meeting. 

§  46.  Eules  of  procedure.  The  common  council  shall  deter- 
mine the  rules  of  its  own  procedure.  A  majority  of  all  its  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  or  a  smaller  number 
may  effect  a  legal  adjournment.  The  attendance  of  absent  mem- 
bers may  be  compelled  at  a  meeting  thereof  at  which  less  than  a 
quorum  is  present,  and  it  may  punish  a  member  for  disorderly 
conduct,  for  violation  of  its  rules,  or  for  official  misconduct.  The 
ayes  and  noes  shall  be  called  and  recorded  on  all  ordinances  and 
resolutions  involving  the  expenditure  of  money.  All  meetings 
and  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be  public.  No  ordinance 
shall  be  passed  by  the  council  on  the  same  day  on  which  it  is  in- 
troduced, except  by  unanimous  consent  and  all  members  being 
present  thereat.  No  resolution  shall  be  passed  authorizing  or  in- 
volving the  expenditure  of  money  or  the  collection  of  money  by  a 
tax  or  assessment  unless  it  shall  receive  the  assent  of  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  of  the  council. 

§  47.  Powers  and  duties.  The  powers  of  the  common  council 
shall  be  legislative  only,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  this  act 
and  any  other  provision  of  law  not  inconsistent  therewith.     The 
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common  countsil  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  any  ordinance  or 
resolution  not  repugnant  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  state 
for  any  local  purpose,  pertaining  to  the  government  of  the  city, 
and  the  management  of  its  business,  the  protection  of  the  business 
and  property  interests  of  the  citizens,  the  preservation  of  order, 
peace  and  health  and  the  safety  and  welfare  of  the  city  and  the 
inhabitants  thereof;  and  shall  have  such  powers  of  legislation  by 
ordinance  or  resolution  as  are  conferred  upon  it  by  this  act,  or 
any  other  provision  of  law  affecting  the  city,  not  inconsistent  with 
this  act  or  the  laws  of  this  state,  except  such  as  are  especially 
conferred  by  this  act  upon  any  separate  department  of  the  city 
government,  including  the  power  to  regulate  or  prohibit,  by  or- 
dinance, the  erection  and  maintenance  of  docks,  piers,  and 
wharves,  or  of  any  building  or  structure  thereon  or  to  be  built 
thereon,  in  that  portion  of  Canandaigua  lake  within  the  city  limits 
and  to  regulate  and  prescribe  the  manner  or  form  of  construc- 
tion of  any  such  dock,  pier  or  wharf,  and  materials  used  in  such 
construction,  or  of  any  boat  house,  building,  buildings  or  other 
structure  which  shall  be  built  or  constructed  on  or  adjoining  such 
dock,  wharf  or  pier.  Said  conunon  council  shall  also  have  the 
power  to  prohibit  the  erection  or  construction  of  any  building  or 
other  structure  anywhere  in,  upon  or  adjacent  to  the  waters  of 
said  Canandaigua  lake,  within  the  limits  of  said  city^  including 
the  power  to  prohibit  and  regulate  the  erection  or  construction  of 
any  building  or  other  structure  in  front  of  or  upon  any  street, 
lane  or  alley  leading  to  said  Canandaigua  lake,  or  in  front  of  or 
upon  any  public  park,  place  or  shores  of  said  Canandaigua  lake, 
within  said  city  limits.  In  case  of  a  violation  of  said  ordinance 
or  ordinances  the  said  common  council  shall  have  the  power  to 
enter  by  its  duly  authorized  officers  or  agents  upon  the  premises 
in  question  and  without  process  sununarily  remove  all  said  build- 
ings and  structures  found  thereon. 

§  48.  Public  utilities  may  be  established.  The  common  council 
shall  have  power  when  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers  at 
a  special  election  as  provided  in  this  act,  to  establish  a  lighting 
system  for  said  city  independent  of  any  existing  plant,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  supplying  light  by  means  of  electricity,  gas  or  other  ap- 
proved system  to  said  city,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof. 

§  49.  Control  of  finances.  The  council  shall  have  the  manage- 
ment and  control  of  the  finances  and  all  of  the  property,  real  and 
personal,  belonging  to  the  city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
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this  act,  OP  by  other  provisions  of  law  not  inconsistent  herewith, 
and  shall  have  the  power  to  contract,  for  a  period  of  not  exceed- 
ing five  years,  with  any  person,  persons  or  corporation,  to  furnish 
light  for  the  city  by  means  of  electricity,  gas  or  other  approved 
system.  The  common  council  shall  have  the  management  and  con- 
trol of  the  sinking  fimd  received  for  the  payment  of  bonds  of  the 
city  of  Canandaigua  and  shall  direct  the  investment  and  reinvest- 
ment thereof.  The  common  coimcil  may  invest  all  moneys  belong- 
ing to  said  fund  in  any  securities  allowed  by  law  to  savings  banks 
of  this  state  at  the  time  of  such  investment,  subject  to  the  same 
restrictions  and  limitations,  and  for  the  purpose  of  investing  said 
fund,  may  purchase  or  subscribe  for  bonds  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua and  hold  the  same  as  other  investments.  The  bonds  so 
purchased  by  said  city  shall  have  plainly  written  or  printed 
thereon  when  purchased,  the  following  words,  namely,  **  Pur- 
chased by  the  City  of  Canandaigua.  Not  transferable  except  by 
resolution  of  the  common  council." 

§  50.  Bonds  to  be  issued  when;  restrictionB.  The  common 
ooimcil  shall  not  issue  any  bonds  or  other  obligations  which  shall 
be  a  liability  against  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  except  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act,  or  a  special  or  general  law  of  this  state,  or 
except  such  as  shall  be  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  taxpayers 
of  said  city  at  a  special  election  held  as  provided  in  this  act; 
and  all  bonds  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
issued  and  negotiated  by  the  common  coimcil  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  and  shall  conform  to  and  meet  with  all  the  condi- 
tions and  requirements  of  the  general  municipal  law  of  the  state 
of  New  York. 

§  51.  Penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances.  Tn  any  and  all 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  ordained  or  adopted  by  the 
common  council,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  said 
council  may  prescribe  and  impose  for  every  violation  thereof  a 
penalty  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars,  or  a  fine  of  not  exceeding 
fifty  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  of  Ontario 
county  until  such  fine  be  paid,  not  exceeding  one  day  for  each 
dollar  of  the  fine  imposed.  The  common  council  shall  have 
power  by  ordinance  or  resolution  whenever  it  shall  determine 
that  public  safety  and  protection  against  fire  so  requires,  to 
compel  the  removal  and  regulate  the  erection  and  maintenance 
of  all  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric  light  wires  or  cables,  or 
other  appliances  for  conducting  -electricity,  and  the  poles  connected 
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thereydth  in  any  place  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua.  For  violation  of  such  ordinance  or  resolution 
mad6  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section,  the  common 
council  may  prescribe  penalties  and  fines  to  the  amount  of  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars  and  imprisonment  in  the  counts  jail  of 
Ontario  county  not  exceeding  one  hundred  days;  and  that  such 
penalties,  fines  and  imprisonments  may  be  again  imposed  in  case 
of  continuing  the  building  and  repairing  in  such  ordinance  or 
resolution  prohibited.  And  the  common  council  shall  also  have 
the  power  to  pass  such  ordinances  for  the  government  and  dis- 
cipline of  the  fire  department  as  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  may  request.  The  conmion  council  shall  also  have  power 
to  enforce  and  enact  ordinances  necessary  or  expedient  for  the 
prevention,  summary  abatement,  or  removal  of  nuisances  therein, 
or  for  the  establishment,  or  preservation  of  good  government  and 
order,  or  the  security  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city,  or  for  the 
suppression  of  vice. 

§  52.  Certification  of  ordinances,  et  cetera,  approval  or  veto  of 
mayor.  After  adoption  by  the  common  council,  each  bill,  order, 
ordinance  or  by-law,  or  any  resolution  for  the  appropriation  of 
money  for  any  purpose,  shall  be  duly  certified  by  the  clerk  and 
presented  to  the  mayor  for  his  action  thereon.  Within  ten  days 
after  any  bill,  order,  ordinance  or  by-law,  or  any  resolution  for 
the  appropriation  of  money  for  any  purpose,  shall  have  been  certi- 
fied to  the  mayor,  he  may  return  the  same  to  the  city  clerk  with 
his  approval  or  disapproval  written  thereon.  And  if  he  shall  so 
approve,  the  same  shall  thereupon  become  a  law.  And  if  he  shall 
fail  to  approve  or  disapprove  as  above  provided,  the  same  shall 
become  a  law  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  such 
certification.  If  the  mayor  shall  return  the  same  with  his  dis- 
approval in  writing  thereon,  the  common  council  may  pass  the 
same  over  his  veto  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  its  members,  where 
upon  the  same  shall  become  a  law. 

§  53.  Present  ordinances  to  remain  in  force.  The  ordinances, 
by-laws,  rules,  resolutions  and  regulations  in  force  in  the  village 
of  Canandaigua  on  the  date  on  which  this  act  takes  effect,  shall, 
in  so  far  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  continue  in 
full  force  and  effect,  subject  to  modification,  amendment  or  re- 
peal by  the  coimcil,  and  the  council  is  authorized  to  re-enact  or- 
dinances upon  the  same  subjects,  and  with  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  those  in  force  as  aforesaid  when  this  act  takes  effect 
28 
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§  54.  Ordinanoet  to  be  pnblislied.     The  ordinances  in  force  izi 
the  village  of  Canandaigua  when  this  act  takes  effect,  as  heretofore 
published  in  pamphlet  form,  shall  be  the  code  or  ordinances  of 
the  city  until  the  same  shall  be  revised.     The  code  of  ordinances 
of  the  city  shall  be  revised  by  the  common  council  and  published 
in  pamphlet  form  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen.    All 
ordinances  thereafter  enacted  during  each  calendar  year  shall  be 
compiled  and  published  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  March  of  the 
succeeding  year.     Every  ordinance  shall,  within  thirty  days  af tci 
it  has  become  a  law  as  herein  provided,  be  recorded  by  the  cit) 
clerk  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose.     Such  record  shall  con 
tain  the  attestation  of  the  city  clerk  and  the  mayor's  written  ap 
proval,  or,  in  case  of  his  disapproval,  a  memorandum  of  its  pas 
sage  over  his  veto,  or,  in  case  the  ordinance  took  effect  because  he 
failed  to  approve  or  disapprove  and  return  it  within  ten  days,  then 
a  memorandum  to  that  effect,  and  the  date  when  such  ordinance 
took  effect     Such  record  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  shall  Ije  pre- 
sumptive evidence  of  the  passage  of  such  ordinance. 

§  55.  Examinins^  committee.  The  council  may  at  any  time 
appoint  a  special  committee  of  its  members  to  inquire  as  to 
whether  the  law  and  ordinances  relating  to  any  matter  or  depart- 
ment of  the  city  are  being  faithfully  observed,  and  whether  the 
duties  of  any  of  the  oiBcers  and  employees  are  being  faithfully 
discharged,  and  to  examine  and  report  whether  there  are  un- 
necessary, inefficient  or  unfit  employees,  or  whether  there  are 
excessive  salaries,  wages,  or  compensation  paid,  and  to  inquire 
generally  in  respect  to  any  and  all  matters  which  will  conduce 
to  the  orderly  and  economical  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  city, 
and  for  such  purposes  such  committee,  so  appointed,  may  take  or 
hear  testimony,  hear  or  receive  affidavits  and  take  depositions, 
and  examine  witnesses  before  them.  Such  conmiittee  shall  have 
access  to  any  of  the  records  of  the  city,  and  for  the  purposes 
of  any  such  inquiries,  shall  have  the  powers  conferred  upon  any 
officer,  person,  board  or  committee,  as  provided  in  sections  eight 
hundred  and  forty-three  and  eight  hundred  and  forty-five  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  56.  Prohibitions.  No  member  or  committee  of  the  common 
council  shall  have  power  to  employ  any  person,  incur  any  ex- 
pense, or  purchase  any  materials  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  city  or 
any  of  its  officers,  members  or  departments,  except  as  expressly 
provided  for  in  this  act     The  council  shall  not  audit  or  allov^ 
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any  claim  against  the  city  unless  the  same  is  presented  in  the 
form  and  manner  prescribed  by  this  act.  Nor  shall  the  common 
council  enter  into  any  contract  for  supplies  or  services  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 
The  common  council  shall  not  change  the  salaries  of  the  officers 
of  the  city  as  fixed  by  this  act,  nor  shall  it  have  the  power  to 
provide  for  any  salary  or  compensation  whatsoever  for  any  officer, 
who,  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  is  required  to  serve  without 
pay.  No  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  for  any  purpose 
except  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution  passed  by  a  two-thirds  affirma- 
tive vote  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council  specifying 
by  items  the  amount  thereof  and  the  department  or  specific  pur- 
pose for  which  the  appropriation  is  made. 

§  57.  Friftnchises.  The  common  council  shall  have  power  to 
grant  all  franchises  or  permits  granted  on  behalf  of  the  city,  and 
no  person,  persons,  association  or  corporation  shall  erect  any  wires, 
poles,  tracks,  or  any  obstruction  in,  over  or  upon  any  street,  bridsre, 
sidewalk  or  public  place  in  said  city  or  in,  over  or  upon  any  land 
owned  by  said  city  unless  a  franchise  or  permit  therefor  shall  be 
granted  by  the  common  council  of  said  city.  No  franchise  shall 
be  granted  hereafter  for  a  period  exceeding  fifty  years,  and  in 
such  franchise  it  shall  specifically  prohibit  any  sub-lease,  assign- 
ment or  other  transfer  of  all  or  part  of  the  rights  obtained  under 
such  franchise  without  the  consent  of  the  common  council,  signi- 
fied by  a  resolution  thereof  adopted  by  at  least  seven  members  vot- 
ing therefor.  The  grant  of  any  franchise  by  said  common  council 
shall  not  become  valid  and  take  effect  unless  made  as  aforesaid, 
and  no  grant  of  a  new  franchise,  or  for  an  extension  of  a  franchise 
now  existing,  shall  become  valid  without  a  resolution  by  said  com- 
mon council  adopted  by  at  least  seven  members  voting  therefor. 
No  ordinance  shall  be  passed  making  or  authorizing  a  sale  or  lease 
of  city  real  estate  except  by  a  resolution  of  said  common  council 
adopted  by  at  least  seven  members  voting  therefor;  and  in  case 
of  the  sale  of  real  estate,  or  the  sale  or  lease  of  a  franchise,  the 
ordinance  must  provide  for  a  disposition  under  proper  regula- 
tions, for  the  protection  of  the  city,  at  public  auction,  after  at  least 
two  weeks'  public  notice,  and  to  the  highest  bidder. 

§  58.  Depositories  of  city  funds.  The  common  council  must 
at  its  first  meeting  in  January  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
designate  one  or  more  national  banks  or  trust  companies  within 
this  state,  as  the  depository  or  depositories  of  all  moneys  received 
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by  the  city  treasurer,  and  shall  agree  with  such  bank,  banks,  or. 
trust  companies,  upon  a  rate  of  interest  per  annum  to  be  paid  on 
moneys  so  deposited,  but  on  sinking  funds  provided  for  the  retire- 
ment of  bonds,  and  on  any  other  funds,  none  of  which  are  to  be 
expended  during  any  one  year,  the  rate  of  interest  shall  not  be 
less  than  two  per  centum.  Each  depository  so  designated  shall 
for  the  benefit  and  security  of  the  city,  before  receiving  any  such 
deposits,  execute  to  the  city  a  good  and  suflScient  bond  with  two  or 
more  sureties,  or  a  surety  company,  to  be  approved  by  the  common 
council.  Such  bond  shall  be  conditioned  for  the  safe  keeping  and 
payment  on  the  lawful  order  of  the  city,  of  all  such  deposits  and 
the  agreed  interest  thereon,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
clerk  to  file  and  record  such  bond  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk 
of  Ontario  county.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to 
deposit  all  funds  belonging  to  the  city  that  may  come  into  his 
hands  in  such  depository  or  depositories  pursuant  to  the  direction 
of  the  common  council,  and  his  failure  so  to  do  shall  be  a  misde- 
meanor. 

§  59.  Action  to  restrain  violation.  The  city  may  maintain  an 
action  to  restrain  by  injunction  the  violation  of  any  ordinance  of 
the  common  council,  the  department  of  public  works,  and  the  board 
of  health  and  public  safety,  in  addition  to  any  other  remedy. 

§  60.  Newspapers  to  be  designated  to  publish  notices,  et  oetenu 
All  notices,  reports  and  other  matters  required  by  this  act  to  be 
published  shall  be  published  in  two  newspapers  published  in  the 
city  to  be  designated  by  the  common  council,  one  of  which  news^ 
papers  shall  fairly  represent  the  principles  of  the  political  party 
which  at  the  last  election  preceding  such  designation,  polled  the 
highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  and  the  other  of  which  said 
newspapers  shall  fairly  represent  the  principles  of  the  political 
party  which  polled  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor 
at  such  last  preceding  general  election. 

§  61.  Common  conncil;  power  to  regulate  freight  cars  on  street 
The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  or  prohibit 
any  street  surface  railway  company  from  nmning,  drawing 
or  propelling  any  railroad  freight  car  or  cars  through  or  along 
any  street  or  section  thereof  within  the  corporate  Hmita  of  the 
city. 

§  62.  Bailroads  to  conform  to  grades,  et  cetera.  If  any  street, 
section  of  a  street,  public  place  or  square  in  which  a  street  surface 
railroad  is  now,  or  shall  be  hereafter  operated,  shall  be  paved, 
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repaired  or  macadamized,  or  any  such  street  straightened,  widened 
or  altered,  the  common  council  shall  have  power  to  require  the 
railroad  corporation  operating  such  street  surface  railroad  to 
change  its  grade  and  line  and  location  of  its  track,  tracks  or  parts 
thereof  to  conform  to  such  alteration  or  improvement  in  such 
manner  as  said  council  shall  designate,  and  the  corporation  operat- 
ing such  street  surface  railroad  shall,  at  its  own  expense,  change 
its  lines  and  grade,  and  location  of  its  track,  or  tracks,  or  parts 
thereof  to  conform  to  such  direction  as  the  common  council  may 
make.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  held  to  relieve  any  such 
railroad  corporation  from  paying  its  share  of  the  cost  of  such 
improvements,  as  provided  by  this  act.

§  63.  Claims  not  to  be  paid  without  audit  and  tax  for  same 
nuacd.  The  common  council  shall  audit  and  pass  upon  all  claims 
and  demands  against  the  city  corporation,  and  may  allow  the 
whole  or  part  of  any  claim,  or  disallow  it  entirely,  as  herein  pro- 
vided. No  claim  or  demand  shall  be  allowed  or  audited  unless 
the  money  to  pay  the  same  shall  have  been  voted  at  a  tax  meeting 
or  unless  the  common  council  shall  have  provided  for  the  same  in 
the  tax  budget,  and  raised  the  same  by  a  tax  for  such  purpose 
prior  to  such  audit,  as  provided  by  this  act,  and  no  claim  or 
demand  shall  be  paid  unless  audited  and  allowed  as  by  this 
charter  provided. 

§  64.  Presentation  of  claims  and  pa3rment.  Upon  the  auditing 
of  claims  against  said  city  by  the  common  council,  a  warrant  for 
the  amount  thereof  shall  be  drawn  upon  the  treasurer,  to  be  signed 
l»y  the  mayor,  and  countersigned  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  there- 
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upon  be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  and  filed  in  his  office,  but  no 
account  or  claim  against  said  city  shall  be  paid  until 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  common  council,  and  audited 
and  allowed  by  them ;  and  when  any  such  account  or  claim  shall  be 
so  audited,  the  common  council  auditing  the  same  shall  endorse 
thereon,  or  annex  thereto,  a  certificate  subscribed  by  them,  of  said 
auditing,  and  of  the  allowing  or  disallowing  of  the  same,  in  which 
the  sum  allowed,  if  any,  and  the  charges  for  whicli  the  same  is 
allowed,  shall  be  specified. 

§  65.  Requirements  for  presentation  of  claims.  Ko  such  ac- 
count or  claim  shall  be  audited  or  allowed  by  the  common  council 
unless  it  shall  be  made  out  in  items  and  shall  be  accompanied  with 
an  affidavit  of  the  person  claiming  to  have  performed  the  services, 
or  made  the  disbursements  therein  charged,  stating  that  the  several 
items  of  such  account  or  claim  are  correct ;  that  the  services  therein 
charged  have  been  rendered;  that  the  disbursements  therein 
charged  have  been  made ;  that  no  part  thereof  has  been  paid ;  and 
that  such  claim  has  not  been  theretofore  presented  to  said  common 
council.  Such  affidavit  shall  be  endorsed  on,  or  annexed  to  such 
account  or  claim,  and  presented  and  preserved  therewith.  The 
mayor,  or  other  officer  then  presiding,  when  such  account  or  claim 
shall  be  presented  to  the  common  council,  may  administer  the  oath 
required  by  this  section;  and  the  common  council  may  examine 
the  claimant  on  oath  as  to  any  items  embraced  in  such  account 
or  claim. 

§  66.  May  allow  or  disallow.  Nothing  in  the  last  preceding 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  common  council  from  dis- 
allowing any  account  or  claim  in  whole  or  in  part  when  so  made 
out  and  verified,  nor  from  requiring  other  or  further  evidence  of 
the  correctness  and  reasonableness  thereof. 

§  67.  Number  and  record.  Every  account  or  claim  against 
said  city,  presented  to  the  conmion  council  in  any  year  shall  be  filed 
with  the  city  clerk  and  by  him  numbered  from  number  one  up- 
wards, in  the  order  in  which  presented,  and  a  memorandum  madi 
thereon  of  the  time  of  presenting  the  same,  the  name  of  the  person 
in  whose  favor  it  shall  be  made  out,  and  of  the  person  by  whom  it 
shall  be  presented  and  the  amount  allowed  thereon,  all  of  which 
shall  be  entered  in  the  proceedings  of  the  common  council. 

§  68.  To  specify  fund  from  which  paid.  Every  warrant  drawn 
by  the  common  council  to  pay  any  account  or  claim  shall  specify 
the  fund  from  which  it  is  payable,  and  said  warrant  shall  refw  to 
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such  account  by  its  number,  the  name  of  the  person  in  whose  favor 
it  was  made  out,  and  the  time  when  it  was  presented,  and  a  memor- 
andum of  such  reference,  and  of  the  amount  of  the  warrant  shall 
be  entered  in  the  records  of  the  common  council  before  the  war- 
rant shall  be  delivered  to  the  claimant. 

§  69.  Treasurer  not  to  pay  except  on  warrant,  et  cetera.  No 
payment  shall  be  made  by  the  city  treasurer  from  any  money  be- 
longing to  said  city  except  upon  the  warrant  of  the  common  coun- 
cil as  hereinbefore  provided,  endorsed  on,  or  annexed  to,  the  ac- 
count or  the  claim  together  with  attached  carbon  copy  as  pro- 
vided by  section  seventy  of  this  act,  for  which  it  shall  be  drawn, 
and  specifying  the  fund  from  which  it  is  payable ;  and  when  such 
warrant  shall  be  paid,  the  city  treasurer  shall  file  and  keep  the 
same  together  with  the  papers  presented  to  him  therewith,  as 
required  by  this  act. 

§  70.  Ecquisition  to  purchase  or  employ.  No  account  or  claim 
for  labor,  material  or  supplies  furnished  shall  be  audited,  allowed 
and  paid  by  the  common  council  until  a  requisition  shall  have 
been  issued  in  triplicate  by  the  purchasing  committee  which  shall 
consist  of  three  members,  the  mayor,  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  public  works  and  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  health  and 
public  safety,  directing  such  expenditure,  with  the  items  and 
amount  thereof,  and  the  original  filed  with  the  mayor  and  a  carbon 
copy  thereof  attached  to  such  account  or  claim,  before  its  pres- 
entation to  said  common  council,  and  a  carbon  copy  thereof  filed 
with  the  city  treasurer,  which  said  requisition  shall  be  signed  by 
the  mayor  and  at  least  one  other  member  of  said  conmiittee. 

§  71.  liability  for  violation.  If  any  member  of  the  common 
council,  or  other  officer  of  this  city,  shall  in  any  way  assume  to 
create  a  debt,  or  incur  any  liability  on  accoimt  of,  or  against  said 
city,  or  to  appropriate  or  pay  any  money,  or  use  or  apply  any 
property,  or  thing  of  value  belonging  to  said  city,  for  any  pur- 
pose, or  in  any  manner,  whatsoever,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
this  charter,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  he 
shall  also  be  personally  liable  to  any  person  injured  for  such  debt, 
or  property,  or  thing  of  value  thus  misapplied,  or  for  any  debt  or 
liability  thus  attempted  to  be  incurred,  and  he  shall  in  like  manner 
be  personally  liable  to  said  city  for  any  amount  of  such  debt  or 
liability  that  it  shall  for  any  reason  pay  or  assume  to  pay,  and  for 
anv  property  or  thing  of  value  thus  misapplied,  or  for  any  damages 
that  may  accrue  to  said  city.     Any  person  thus  injured  or  said 
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city  may  prosecute  for  any  violation  of  this  section  in  any  court  of 
civil  jurisdiction  in  this  state.

§  72.  Board  of  public  works;  how  oonstitnted.  The  com- 
missioners of  public  works  appointed  as  provided  in  this  act 
shall  constitute  the  board  of  public  works  and  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  their  services.  Within  ten  days  after  the  ap- 
pointment of  said  commissioners  in  the  year  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  thirteen  and  annually  thereafter  within  the  first 
week  in  January  they  shall  meet  and  organize.  They  shall  elect 
a  president  of  the  board  of  public  works  from  their  number  who 
shall  until  the  following  first  day  of  January  preside  over  all 
meetings  of  the  board  of  public  works,  and  have  a  voice  and  vote 
therein.  At  any  meeting  of  the  board  two  members  present 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  but  a  less  number 
may  regularly  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  The  board  shall  have 
regular  times  and  places  of  meeting  not  less  than  once  in  each 
calendar  month.  Its  meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  Special 
meetings  may  be  called  by  the  mayor  or  by  any  two  members  of 
the  board  or  by  a  majority  of  the  common  council  by  causing  a 
written  notice  thereof  specifying  the  time  and  object  thereof  to 
be  served  by  the  city  clerk  upon  each  member  personally  at 
least  three  hours  before  the  time  specified  in  such  notice  for 
such  meeting,  or  by  mail  directed  to  him  at  his  place  of  residence 
or  place  of  business  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  speci- 
fied in  such  notice  for  said  meeting.

§  73.  City  departments  in  charge  of  the  board.  The  board 
of  public  works  shall  take  charge  and  subject  to  the  liinitati«»ns 
herein  contained  have  the  management  and  control  uf  the  follow- 
ing departments  of  the  city  government,  and  of  the  property 
belonging  thereto. 

1.  Streets,  alleys,  lanes  and  sidewalks. 

2.  Sewers  and  drains. 

3.  Creeks,  ditches  and  bridges. 

4.  Street  and  other  lighting. 

5.  Parks,  cemeteries. 

6.  Water   works,   reservoirs,   pipes   and   hydrants.

§  74.  Assignment  of  other  departments.  The  board  of  public 
works  shall  take  charge  of  and  have  management  and  control  over 
such  other  department  or  departments  as  may  from  time  to  time 
be  assigned  to  it  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Canau- 
daigua  and  thereupon  shall  pass  such  rules  and  regulations  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  the  department 
or  departments  so  assigned,  subject  to  the  approval,  however,  of 
the  common  council. 

§  75.  Appointment  of  superintendent.  The  board  of  public 
works  shall  within  ten  days  after  their  appointment  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen  and  annually  thereafter 
within  the  first  week  of  January  appoint  a  superintendent  of 
public  works  who  shall  receive  a  salary  as  herein  provided, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber following  his  appointment,  unless  sooner  removed  as  herein 
provided. 

§•  76.  Engineers  and  other  employees.  The  board  of  public 
works  may  employ  such  engineers  and  employees  as  may  be 
necessary,  subject,  however,  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations 
contained  in  this  act. 

It  may  also  employ  such  other  employees  and  laborers  as  may 
be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act.

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§  77.  Superintendent;  powers  and  dnties  as  to  hijhways.  The 
board  of  public  works  shall  be  commissioners  of  highways  in  and 
for  the  city  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  town  superintendents  of  highways  in  the  towns,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have  power  to  lay  out, 
alter,  discontinue,  regulate,  straighten,  widen,  pave,  curb,  clean 
and  sprinkle  the  streets,  highways,  alleys,  bridges  and  crosswalks 
and  to  prevent  the  encumbering  and  obstruction  of  the  same  in 
any  manner,  and  to  protect  them  from  encroachment  and  injury ; 
and  to  construct  sidewalks  or  to  cause  the  same  to  be  constructed, 
and  to  alter,  repair,  regulate,  straighten,  raise  and  lower  the  same, 
to  cause  the  same  to  be  kept  free  and  clean  from  ice,  snow  and 
dirt,  and  to  prevent  the  encumbering,  encroaching  upon  or  ob- 
struction of  the  same  as  herein  provided. 

Before  laying  out  any  highway  or  street  requiring  condemna- 
tion proceedings,  and  before  altering  or  discontinuing  any  high- 
way or  street,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  had  after  notice  thereof 
has  been  given  by  publication  at  least  once  in  the  newspaper 
published  in  the  city,  designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  com- 
mon council,  and  by  mailing  a  copy  of  such  notice  to  all  owners 
of  lands  through  which  said  new  highway  or  street  is  to  extend, 
or  adjacent  to  the  portion  of  any  highway  or  street  that  is  to  be 
altered  or  discontinued. 

§  78.  Water  rates;  powers  and  duties  as  water  commissioners. 
All  the  powers  and  duties  now  vested  in  or  imposed  upon  the  water 
commissioners  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua,  under  and  by  vir- 
tue of  any  general  or  special  statute  of  the  state,  shall  vest  in  and 
devolve  upon  the  common  council,  and  the  common  council  may 
delegate  to  the  board  of  public  works  such  powers  and  duties  as 
they  shall  determine. 

AH  moneys  that  might  otherwise  come  into  the  hands  of  said 
water  commissioners  by  virtue  of  the  statute  or  statutes  author 
izing  or  directing  the  creation  of  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment, 
of  the  principal  or  interest  on  the  water  bonds  of  the  village  of 
Canandaigua,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  to  be  by  him  from  time  to  time  invested  in  interest 
bearing  securities  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council.  The 
office  of  water  commissioners  and  the  board  of  water  commis- 
sioners is  hereby  abolished  and  the  term  of  office  of  each  of  said 
water  commissioners  shall  expire  on  the  date  when  this  act  takes 
effect.     Within  ten  days  thereafter  they  shall  account  for  and 
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turn  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  all  moneys, 
evidences  of  debt,  securities  and  other  property  in  their  hands. 
The  income  derived  from  payments  for  water  used  shall,  so  far 
as  necessary,  be  applied  to  the  cost  of  maintaining,  operating  and 
extending  the  system  of  water  works  and  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  falling  due  on  the  water  bonds  now  outstanding 
or  hereafter  issued. 

The  water  rates  paid  by  the  consumers  of  water  in  the  village 
of  Canandaigua  when  this  act  takes  effect  shall  be  the  schedule 
of  water  rates  until  changed  or  modified  as  provided  in  this  act 
The  board  of  public  works  shall  as  soon  as  practicable  after  this 
act  takes  effect,  and  not  later  than  its  first  meeting  in  January, 
nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  and  at  such  other  times  as  is 
deemed  advisable,  prepare  a  schedule  of  water  rates  to  be  paid 
by  the  consumers  of  water,  and  submit  the  same  to  the  common 
council  for  its  approval,  and  if  approved,  the  same  shall  be  the 
water  rates  to  be  paid  by  all  consumers  of  water.  The  said  board 
shall  also  from  time  to  time  cause  bills  for  water  to  be  presented 
to  all  consumers  thereof  either  personally  or  by  mail  or  left  at  the 
building  or  place  where  the  water  is  used,  and  such  bills  shall  con- 
tain a  notice  that  they  are  payable  at  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer 
at  or  before  a  time  specified  therein.  At  the  time  of  the  presen- 
tation of  such  bills  to  consimiers  the  board  shall  deliver  to  the  city 
treasurer  a  duplicate  of  such  bills  and  file  a  duplicate  thereof  with 
the  city  clerk.  The  said  board  shall  also  provide  rules,  regula- 
tions and  penalties  for  the  collection  thereof  by  the  city  treasurer. 

§  79.  Water  meters.  Within  two  months  after  this  act  takes 
effect,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  cause  a  written  inventory 
of  all  machinery,  tools,  appliances,  materials  and  water  meters 
used  in  connection  with  the  water  works  system  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  to  be  made  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  city  treasurer  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk.  Each 
water  meter  now  in  use  shall  be  numbered  and  those  hereafter 
placed  in  any  building  or  other  place  for  use  shall  be  numbered  in 
consecutive  order,  and  the  said  board  shall  cause  a  receipt  to  be 
signed  in  duplicate  by  all  persons,  associations  and  corporations 
now  in  possession  of  a  meter  or  meters,  and  shall  require  a  receipt 
to  be  signed  in  duplicate  by  all  persons,  associations  and  corpora- 
tions who  or  which  shall  have  installed  by  said  board  a  meter  or 
meters  and  such  receipts  shall  be  filed  one  in  the  office  of  the  said 
city  treasurer  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk     The  said 
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board  shall  cause  at  the  time  of  making  such  inventory  all  water 
meters  to  be  read  and  the  readings  thereof  to  be  recorded  in  dupli- 
cate and  filed,  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  treasurer  and  one  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  The  said  board  shall  cause  readings  of  all 
meters  in  use  to  be  made  and  such  readings  to  be  recorded  in 
duplicate  quarterly,  one  of  said  duplicates  to  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  said  city  treasurer  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 
All  bills  for  water  used  shall  be  due  and  payable  quarterly  and  if 
not  paid  within  sixty  days  after  such  bills  become  due,  said  board 
shall  cause  the  use  of  water  at  all  places  where  such  bills  have 
arisen  to  be  discontinued. 

§  80.  Charge  of  public  works;  adoption  of  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  same;  prevent  injury  to  trees,  et  cetera.  The 
board  of  public  works  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  and  execute 
plansfor  the  laying  out  *of  improvement  and  maintenaftee  of  the 
parks,  and  provide  additional  parks  and  play  grounds  either  within 
or  without  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  for  such  purpose  to  ac- 
quire by  gift,  purchase  or  condemnation  lands  for  that  purpose, 
subject  to  the  approval  thereof  by  the  conmion  council,  and  to 
regulate,  manage,  control  and  maintain  the  public  parks  and  play 
grounds  now  established  or  hereafter  laid  out  and  established  by 
said  board;  to  preserve,  beautify  and  protect  the  same;  to  pro- 
hibit and  prevent  encroachments  thereon  or  injury  to  the  trees, 
shrubs  and  adornments  thereof;  to  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
governing  the  purposes  for  which  the  parks  and  play  gi'ounds  or 
any  of  them  may  be  used  or  enjoyed ;  to  determine  the  place  for 
planting,  and  the  relative  location  of,  shade  or  ornamental  trees 
in  the  parks,  play  grounds  and  other  public  places ;  to  determine 
the  methods  and  manner  of  beautifying  the  parks  and  play  grounds 
and  in  all  things  to  have  complete  control  and  authority  thereover, 
subject  only  to  the  approval  of  the  common  council.  The  words 
'*  parks  and  play  grounds  "  are  hereby  defined  to  include  all  public 
grounds  and  places  except  cemeteries,  which  at  the  time  this  act 
takes  effect  are  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  village  of 
Canandaigua  or  any  of  its  officers,  and  all  public  grounds  and 
places  hereafter  acquired  by  the  city  of  Canandaigua  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

§  81.  Sidewalks  to  be  kept  free  from  snow,  ice,  et  cetera; 
board  may  do  work  and  assess  cost.    The  board  shall  have  power 

*  So  in  original. 
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to  require  all  persons  owning  or  occupying  property  in  the  city, 
and  the  owners  of  unoccupied  property  therein,  to  remove  all  snow, 
ice  and  dirt  from  the  sidewalks  in  front  of  the  premises  so  owned 
or  occupied  by  them,  and  to  keep  the  same  free  therefrom,  and 
from  any  encroachment  or  obstruction ;  and  in  case  of  neglect  or 
refusal  on  the  part  of  such  owner  or  occupant  to  remove  the  same, 
the  board  may  perform  the  labor  and  thereupon  make  out  and  de- 
liver to  the  city  clerk  a  statement  of  the  expense  and  description 
of  the  property  and  the  amount  of  such  expense  with  ten  per 
centum  added  thereto,  which  shall  be  a  lien  or  charge  upon  the 
lot,  land  or  plot  so  described  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  to  the 
owner  of  the  property  and  added  to  the  amount  of  the  next  annual 
city  tax  and  collected  in  the  same  manner  provided  for  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes. 

§  82.  KLi^ht  to  use  streets  for  laying  water  pipes,  et  cetera.  The 
board  of  public  works  and  all  acting  imder  its  authority  shall 
have  the  right  to  use  the  ground  or  soil  under  any  street  or  high- 
way in  the  city,  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  water  and  through 
any  and  all  portions  of  the  city,  and  such  right  shall  be  continued 
for  the  purpose  of  rep«irin^  nnd  relaying  water  pipes.  Said  board 
shall  cause  the  surface  of  such  street,  highway  or  road  to  be  re- 
stored to  its  normal  condition. 

§  g3.  Power  to  sell  water  to  outside  consumers.  Said  board  of 
public  works  may,  in  behalf  of  the  city  and  with  the  approval  of 
the  common  council,  sell  to  a  corporation  or  individual  outside  the 
city  the  right  to  make  connections  with  the  water  mains  for  the 
purpose  of  drawing  water  therefrom,  and  shall  fix  the  prices  and 
conditions  therefor;  but  the  board  shall  not  sell  nor  permit  the 
use  of  water  under  this  section  if  or  when  thereby  the  supply  or 
pressure  for  the  city  or  any  of  its  inhabitants  will  be  insufficient. 

§  84.  Public  lighting.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  have 
power  to  provide  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets,  highways,  alleys, 
public  places  and  municipal  buildings  in  the  city,  but  no  contract 
therefor  shall  be  made  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years  nor  with- 
out the  approval  of  the  common  council ;  and  for  the  protection  and 
safety  of  the  public  lamps  to  prevent  the  same  from  being  lighted 
or  extinguished  by  persons  not  authorized  to  do  so,  and  to  provide 
rules  and  regulations  concerning  same,  and  penalties  for  wilful 
violation  of  the  rules  and  regulations  so  prescribed  or  wilful  in- 
jury of  lighting  appliances. 

§  85.  Certain  work  to  be  advertised  for  bids.  The  board  of 
public  works  shall  have  power  in  all  of  its  departments  to  make 
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improvements  and  perform  any  labor  contemplated  within  said 
departments  by  the  aid  of  its  own  servants  and  employees  or  by 
contract  If  the  board  shall  determine  to  have  any  work  per- 
formed or  materials  furnished  by  contract,  except  street  lighting 
as  hereinbefore  provided,  in  excess  of  one  hundred  dollars  it  shall 
direct  the  city  clerk,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  advertise  for 
bids  upon  the  work  to  be  performed  and  materials  to  be  fur- 
nished, for  at  least  twice  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in 
one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  published  in  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua  designated  for  such  purpose  by  the  common  council,  and 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  bids  and  the  opening  thereof  at  the  time 
specified,  the  board  may,  if  in  its  judgment  it  is  deemed  best, 
reject  any  or  all  bids  submitted,  or  may  let  the  contract  for  the 
particular  work  desired  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  common  council.  The  board  may  require 
security  or  certified  check  to  accompany  the  bids,  assuring  the 
execution  and  faithful  performance  of  the  particular  contract 
upon  which  .the  bid  is  made. 

§  86.  Moneys  not  to  be  transferred;  commissioners  personally  liable. 
Each  separate  department  shall  be  credited  with  the  amount 
that  shall  be  appropriated  by  the  common  council  therefor 
and  charged  with  the  expense  thereof.  Moneys  appropriated  for 
maintenance  or  for  permanent  improvements  in  one  department 
may  not  be  transferred  to  or  used  for  any  other  purpose  or  in  any 
other  department  until  the  board  has  certified  to  the  common 
council  the  transfer  desired  and  the  occasion  therefor,  and  the 
common  council  has  approved  of  such  transfer.  No  contract  shall 
be  made  or  expense  incurred  in  any  department  in  excess  of  the 
amount  appropriated  to  that  department,  as  shown  in  its  annual 
estimate  submitted  to  the  common  council,  and  the  members  of 
the  board  shall  be  personally  liable  for  all  expenses  or  indebtedness 
incurred  in  excess  of  any  item  of  the  appropriations  made  by  the 
common  council  to  said  board. 

§  87.  (Inarterly  statement  to  be  rendered.  The  board  of  public 
works  shall  quarterly,  and  at  such  times  as  may  be  required  either 
by  the  mayor  or  by  the  common  council,  render  to  the  common 
council  an  itemized  statement  of  all  its  receipts  and  disbursements, 
properly  classified,  and  showing  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  begin- 
ning and  at  the  close  of  the  period  specified  and  covered ;  and  at 
the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  it  shall  submit  an  annual  statement, 
showing  by  suitable  items  and  summaries  the  cost  and  income  of 
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each  department.  Whenever  requested  by  either  the  mayor  or  the 
common  council  the  board  shall  also  furnish  any  additional  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  its  work  and  the  cost  thereof. 

§  88.  Manner  of  payinir  of  bills.  All  bills  incurred  by  the  board 
of  public  works  and  all  amounts  payable  out  of  the  moneys  appro- 
priated to  the  use  of  the  board  shall  be,  upon  the  requisition  of  the 
purchasing  committee  as  herein  provided,  and  when  audited  by 
the  common  council,  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  on  such  audit  and 
order  of  the  common  council. 

§  89.  Condemnation  proceedings.  Whenever  the  board  shall 
have  determined  to  take  and  appropriate  any  lands,  interests  or 
casements,  deemed  by  it  necessary  in  the  execution  of  any  plan  or 
improvement  adopted  by  the  board,  or  in  the  execution  of  any  part 
of  any  plan  or  improvement  in  any  of  the  departments  under  the 
control  and  supervision  of  the  board,  which  lands  and  rights 
shall  have  been  otherwise  acquired,  the  board  may  in  the  name  of 
the  city  upon  the  consent  of  the  common  council,  as  herein  pro- 
vided, proceed  to  the  condemnation  of  the  same  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  titles  one  and  two  of  chapter  twenty*three  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure. 

§  90.  Aftsesunent  on  lands  benefited  by  certain  improyementa. 
Whenever  any  improvement  or  any  portion  thereof  in  any  of  the 
departments  within  the  power  and  under  the  control  of  the  board, 
or  of  any  board  of  which  this  board  is  the  successor,  shall  have 
been  completed  or  partially  completed,  or  when  any  section  thereof 
deemed  sufficient  for  assessment  purposes  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  it  shall  appear  to  the  board  that  real  property  in  the 
locality,  whether  immediately  adjacent  or  more  remote,  is  especial- 
ly benefited  thereby,  the  board  shall  thereupon  determine  what 
portion,. if  any,  of  the  expense  of  such  improvements,  including 
the  damages,  award  or  cost  of  acquiring  lands  and  rights,  not  ex- 
ceeding in  its  judgment  the  amount  of  the  benefit,  shall  be  assessed 
upon  the  property  benefited  thereby,  and  what  portion,  if  any, 
shall  be  paid  by  the  city  at  large ;  determine  the  area,  district  or 
territory  benefited,  and  forthwith  assess  in  proportion  as  nearly  as 
may  be  to  the  benefits,  the  expense  and  damage  that  are  to  be  paid 
by  local  assessment  upon  the  lots  and  parcels  of  lands  to  be 
benefited  thereby,  to  the  several  owners  or  occupants  thereof  when 
known,  and  when  unknown  to  the  "  unknown  owner  "  of  any  such 
lots  or  parcels  of  land  to  be  benefited  thereby,  describing  the  same, 
and  shall  make  a  written  statement  of  such  assessment  and  file 
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with  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  give  public  notice  in  the  newspapers 
designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  common  council  that  the  same 
has  been  left  with  him,  and  that  the  common  council  will  on  a 
certain  day  therein  specified,  which  shall  be  at  least  ten  days  after 
the  first  day  of  the  publication  of  such  notice,  proceed  to  confirm 
such  assessments.  Before  the  day  specified  said  notice  shall  be 
published  at  least  three  times  in  said  newspapers.  At  the  time  so 
specified  any  person  interested  may  appear  before  the  common 
council  and  apply  to  have  any  such  assessment  altered  or  cor- 
rected as  justice  shall  require.  The  common  council  may  there- 
upon alter,  correct  or  confirm  such  assessments  without  further 
notice,  and  when  so  altered,  corrected  or  confirmed  the  amount  of 
each  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  property  upon  which 
it  is  assessed.  The  common  council  may  prescribe  and  proportion 
deferred  payments,  make  such  regulations  therefor  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  and  provide  for  adding  to  the  deferred  pay- 
ments the  same  percentages,  fees  and  expense  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided in  the  assessment,  levy  and  collection  of  the  city  tax.  This 
section  shall  not  apply  to  improvements  in  the  water  works  sys- 
tem, street  or  other  lighting,  parks,  cemeteries,  public  buildings 
or  sewers  and  drains. 

§  91.  Proportion  of  paving,  at  cetera,  assessments  charged  to 
owners  of  adjoining  lands.  The  expenses  of  grading,  paving  or 
re-paving  any  street  shall  be  paid,  one-third  by  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua  out  of  the  highway  fund  or  by  the  issue  and  sale  of  bonds 
as  provided  herein,  two-thirds  thereof  exclusive,  however,  of  the 
part  to  be  done  or  paid  for  by  any  railroad  company  as  provided 
by  this  act  or  by  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  by  the  owners  or  oc- 
cupants of  property  fronting  or  adjoining  the  street  thus  improved 
in  proportion  to  the  frontage  thereon.  Expense  of  building,  laying 
or  resetting  curbs,  storm  sewers  and  gutters  shall  be  paid  one-third 
by  the  city  of  Canandaigua  out  of  the  highway  fund,  and  two-thirds 
by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  fronting  or  adjoining  the 
side  of  the  street  upon  which  the  improvement  is  made  in  propor- 
tion to  the  frontage  thereon.  The  expense  of  constructing,  repair- 
ing, relaying,  raising,  lowering  or  changing  the  location  of  any 
sidewalk  shall  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  property  in 
front  of  which  the  improvement  is  made.  . 

§  92.  May  make  rules  and  regulations.  The  board  of  public 
works  may  make,  alter  and  modify,  publish  and  enforce  from 
time  to  time  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent  with 
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any  provision  of  this  act,  for  the  employment,  dismissal,  discipline 
and  government  of  the  persons  employed  by  it,  and  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  its  superintendent  of  public  works  and  his  assistants, 
and  for  the  performance  of  all  work  authorized  by  it,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  common  council. 

§  93.  May  proyide  penaltici  for  injury  to  its  property.  With 
the  approval  of  the  common  council,  the  board  may  prescribe 
penalties  for  willful  and  malicious  acts  by  any  person  or  persons 
A^hereby  any  of  the  property  or  rights  under  the  control  of  the  board 
in  any  of  its  departments  shall  be  interfered  with,  impaired,  ob- 
structed or  injured,  and  may  enforce  the  penalties  and  recover  the 
actual  damages  sustained  thereby  in  the  manner  provided  for  by 
this  act,  paying  the  money  so  recovered  to  the  city  treasurer  to  be 
credited  to  the  general  fund,  and  may  also  prescribe  penalties, 
not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  adopted  by  it  in  any  of  its  departments,  whicb 
rules  and  regulations,  when  regularly  adopted,  may  be  enforced 
by  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and 
the  amount  so  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer.  No 
action  shall  be  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  for  violation  of  any 
rule  or  regulation  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  published  prior 
to  such  violation  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks 
in  the  newspapers,  as  provided  in  title  four  of  this  act. 

§  94.  Certain  acts  to  be  misdemeanors.  An  act  whereby  any 
property,  apparatus  or  appliances  pertaining  thereto,  which  shall 
be  under  the  power  and  control  of  the  board  in  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, shall  be  willfully  or  maliciously  injured,  impaired  or  ob- 
structed, or  the  water  supply  shall  be  rendered  less  pure,  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemeanor  and  the  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations  convicted  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

§  95.  Kepairing  and  rebuildini^  sidewalks;  notice  to  owner  or 
occnpant.  The  power  of  the  board  to  repair  or  rebuild  sidewalks 
adjoining  private  real  property  shall  be  exercised  only  after  the 
failure  and  neglect  of  the  owner  or  occupant  to  repair  or  rebuild 
the  same  after  service  of  a  written  notice  as  follows:  ten  days 
notice  to  repair  and  fifteen  days  notice  to  rebuild.  Service  of 
such  notice  must  be  made  as  provided  in  section  two  thousand 
two  hundred  and  forty  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  for  the 
service  of  a  precept  in  summary  proceedings.  If  the  real  prop- 
erty has  no  buildings  thereon  and  service  cannot  be  made  as  pro- 
vided in  subdivisions  one  and  two  of  said  section,  then  service 
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shall  be  made  by  mail  enclosing  the  notice  in  a  postpaid  wrapper 
addressed  to  the  owner  at  his  address,  if  known  to  the  board,  or 
if  unknown,  then  to  him  at  Oanandaigua,  New  York.  Such 
notice  shall  be  addressed  to  the  owner  or  occupant,  if  known, 
and  shall  describe  the  location  of  the  walk  and,  if  to  be  repaired, 
the  repairs  to  be  made,  and  if  to  be  built,  the  width  of  the  walk, 
the  materials  to  be  used  therein  and  how  it  shall  be  constructed. 
This  section  shall  apply  to  the  building  of  a  walk  where  none 
exists  as  well  as  to  the  rebuilding  of  any  walk. 

§  96.  Paving,  ct  cetera.  Whenever  the  board  of  public  works 
contemplates  causing  any  street  or  other  way  or  part  of  street  or 
other  way  to  be  paved  or  macadamized,  or  graded  or  paved  6r 
macadamized  it  shall  submit  to  the  common  council  a  petition 
signed  by  the  owners  of  at  least  a  majority  in  value  as  shown  by 
the  last  preceding  assessment-roll  of  the  city  of  the  real  property  , 
abutting  on  that  portion  of  the  street  or  other  way  to  be  paved, 
macadamized  or  graded,  together  with  such  proposed  paving,  grad- 
ing or  macadamizing,  in  writing,  describing  the  location  thereof, 
the  terms  and  conditions  under  which  it  is  proposed  to  have  the 
work  done  and  the  maximum  cost  thereof.  Said  writing  shall 
contain  the  names  of  all  the  owners  of  land  adjacent  or  contiguous 
to  that  part  of  the  street  or  other  way  proposed  to  be  paved  or 
macadamized,  or  graded,  or  both,  and  the  name  of  every  railway 
operated  on  such  street  or  other  way.  Said  writing  shall  contain 
the  number  of  lineal  feet  front  of  real  estate  adjacent  and  con- 
tiguous to  said  part  of  the  street  or  other  way.  The  common 
council  shall  thereupon,  at  its  next  regular  meeting  or  at  a  special 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  have  a  public  hearing  thereon.  It 
shall  cause  notice  of  such  public  meeting  and  the  purpose  thereof 
to  be  published  once  each  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  the 
newspapers,  as  provided  in  section  sixty  of  title  four  of  this  act, 
prior  to  such  public  meeting.  At  such  public  meeting  the  same 
shall  be  discussed  and  considered.  The  proposition  in  order  to  be 
carried,  must  receive  the  aflSrmative  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  of  the  common  council.  No  such  work  shall  be  done 
by  the  board  of  public  works  without  such  vote  in  favor  thereof. 
This  section  shall  apply  to  all  repaving,  remacadamizing  or  regrad- 
ing. 

§  97.  Acquiring  land  by  purchase  or  condemnation.  When- 
ever the  board  of  public  works  shall  determine  to  acquire  by  pur- 
chase or  condemnation  any  lands  or  interest  in  lands  for  the  pur- 
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poses  of  any  of  the  departments  under  its  control  or  to  regrade 
any  street  or  other  way,  requiring  payment  or  compensation  there- 
for, it  shall  submit  to  the  common  council  a  written  statement 
thereof,  setting  forth  particularly  a  description  of  the  lands  or 
rights  to  be  acquired  and  the  estimated  cost  thereof  or  the  estimated 
damage  liable  to  be  paid,  with  the  names  of  the  owners  of  said 
lands  and  other  persons  interested  therein  and  any  other  facts  of 
importance  relating  thereto.  The  common  council  at  its  next  reg- 
ular meeting  or  at  a  special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose  shall 
consider  the  same.  Unless  the  same  shall  receive  the  favorable 
votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the  common  council  the 
same  shall  be  returned  with  the  disapproval  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, otherwise  with  its  approval. 

§  98.  degrading;  compengation.  When  the  grade  of  any 
street  or  other  way  has  been  established  by  usage  or  otherwise  the 
grade  thereof  shall  not  be  changed  unless  compensation  be  made 
to  all  persons  damaged  by  such  regrading.  Such  damage  to  be 
ascertained  and  determined  in  the  same  manner  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  lands  taken  for  public  use  by  condemnation  proceedings. 
The  board  of  public  works,  subject  to  the  approval  thereof  by  the 
common  council,  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  adjust  all  com- 
pensations to  be  paid  without  such  proceedings,  provided  satisfac- 
tory adjustments  can  be  effected  with  the  persons  entitled  thereta 

§  99.  Paving;  sidewalloi;  enrbs,  installments.  The  common 
council  may  provide  that  assessments  for  paving,  sidewalks,  curbs 
and  gutters  may  be  paid  in  such  equal  annual  installments,  not 
exceeding  ten,  as  it  may  prescribe,  provided  the  person  against 
whom  the  assessment  is  made,  files  with  the  city  clerk  within 
ten  days  after  the  assessment  is  confirmed,  his  election  and  agree- 
ment to  pay  the  same  in  that  manner,  with  interest  thereon  pay- 
able annually.  Every  assessment,  to  which  such  agreement  is 
made  and  filed,  shall  be  collected  in  such  installments,  with  annual 
interest  thereon,  in  the  manner  as  in  this  title  provided  and  every 
installment  with  accrued  interest  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
estate  against  which  the  same  is  assessed  as  provided  in  this 
title.  For  the  purposes  of  anticipating  the  payment  of  such  in- 
stallments the  common  council  may  issue  bonds  or  certificates  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  for  such  part  thereof  as  is  to  be  paid  in 
such  installments. 

§  100.  Power  to  constmct  conduits,  et  cetera.  Subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  common  council,  said  board  shall  have  the  power: 
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to  construct  conduits  for  carrying  telegraph,  telephone  or  electric 
wire  or  cahles,  or  other  appliances  for  conducting  electricity  in  any 
street,  section  of  a  street  or  place  within  said  city,  and  the  expense 
thereof  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  highway  fund.  If  there  shall 
not  be  suflScient  money  in  the  highway  fund  for  that  purpose,  and 
to  meet  the  necessary  street  expenses  until  the  taxes  for  the  next 
year  are  paid  in,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  report  the  de- 
ficiency to  the  common  council  which  shall  borrow  the  necessary 
amount  and  pay  it  into  the  highway  fund,  and  include  it  in  the 
next  tax  levy,  and  the  amount  so  borrowed  shall  be  repaid  within 
one  year  from  the  proceeds  of  such  tax.  But  the  common  council 
may  in  its  discretion,  instead  of  including  the  amount  in  the  next 
tax  levy,  issue  bonds  for  the  amount  so  borrowed,  or  any  part 
thereof,  in  such  amounts  and  for  such  times  as  it  shall  deem 
advisable.  Any  bonds,  however,  so  issued  shall  not  be  sold  for  a 
sum  less  than  the  par  value  thereof,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a 
rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  the  provisions 
of  subdivision  eight  of  section  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  of  title 
eight  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  in- 
terest of  said  bonds.  Whenever  the  board  of  public  works  shall  by 
resolution  determine  that  public  safety  requires  the  removal  of  any 
telephone,  lelegraph  or  electric  wires  or  cable,  or  dectric  feed  cables 
of  any  street  railway  company,  or  other  appliances  for  conducting 
electricity,  or  the  poles  connected  therewith  from  any  street  or 
public  place  in  said  city  in  wjiich  conduits  shall  have  been  con- 
structed, it  shall  have  power  by  ordinance  or  resolution,  to  require 
any  company,  corporation  or  individual  to  take  down  and  remove 
the  same  and  place  all  such  telephone,  telegraph  or  electric  wires, 
cables  and  appliances  for  conducting  electricity,  in  conduits  under 
the  surface  of  the  ground,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by 
said  board  of  public  works  and  subject  to  such  reasonable  regula- 
tions and  restrictions  as  such  board  may  make  and  impose  in 
respect  thereto  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  the  city  or  its  citizens, 
and  compliance  with  such  ordinance  or  resolution  may  be  enforced 
by  mandamus  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  upon  the 
application  of  the  city  as  relator.  Any  company,  corporation  or 
individual  using  any  such  conduit  shall  be  charged  for  the  space 
occupied  therein  a  reasonable  rental  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of 
public  works,  and  the  amount  so  charged  shall  be  paid  to  the  city 
treasurer  and  by  him  placed  in  the  highway  fund.  If  any  com- 
pany, corporation  *or  individual  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the 
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amount  of  such  rental  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
board  of  public  works  may  direct,  the  city  may  sue  for  the  same 
and  recover  the  amount  thereof  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction. Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  authoriz- 
ing the  board  of  public  works  to  require  that  any  particular 
patent  or  appliance  shall  be  used  in  the  construction  of  any  such 
conduits  nor  as  preventing  such  board  of  public  works  from 
authorizing  any  company  to  construct  its  own  conduits  in  any 
street  in  said  city. 

§  101.  Power  to  make  contracts.  Subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  common  council,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  have  power  to 
make  all  contracts  relating  to  construction,  paving  and  repairs  of 
the  streets,  sidewalks,  and  lighting  plant  and  other  public  build- 
ings owned  by  the  city,  water  works,  reservoirs,  water  pipes,  hy- 
drants and  sewers,  the  cleaning  of  the  streets,  sprinkling  and  re- 
moval of  dirt  therefrom,  the  grading,  paving  and  repaving  and  ma- 
cadamizing of  all  streets,  public  places  and  public  squares,  the  lay- 
ing and  extension  of  water  pipes,  and  the  extension  of  sewers  and 
the  provision  of  all  materials,  machinery,  implements  and  utensils 
necessary  therefor. 

§  102.  Sewers;  conBtmction  and  extension.  Whenever  the 
board  of  public  works  shall  recommend  to  the  common  council  the 
building  or  extension  of  any  sewer  within  the  city,  it  shall  require 
the  superintendent  of  public  works  to  cause  plans  of  the  construc- 
tion and  estimates  of  the  cost  thereof  to  be  prepared,  which  plans 
and  estimates  shall  remain  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  board.  If 
the  common  council  shall  approve  the  same,  it  shall  then  publish  a 
notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  city  once  a  week  for  two 
weeks  stating  the  time  when  it  will  hear  all  persons  interested  in 
the  construction  of  the  sewer,  and  such  notice  shall  contain  a  brief 
description  of  the  character,  location  and  extent  of  the  proposed 
improvement.  After  such  hearing  the  common  council  shall  de- 
termine whether  the  contemplated  sewer  shall  be  constructed;  and 
in  case  it  shall  determine  that  the  same  shall  be  constructed,  it 
shall  record  an  order  to  that  effect  in  its  minutes  and  shall  im- 
mediately thereafter  transmit  to  the  board  of  public  works  copies 
of  su^h  order.  The  board  of  public  works  shall  cause  such  im- 
provement to  be  made  and  any  expenses  incurred  in  the  construc- 
tion or  extension  of  any  such  sewer  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the 
city.  The  amount  of  any  expense  so  incurred  shall  be  paid  out  of 
tlie  sewer  fund,  and  Lf  there  shall  not  be  sufficient  money  in  said 
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fund  for  that  purpose  and  to  meet  necessary  sewer  expenses  until 
taxes  for  the  next  year  are  paid  in,  the  board  of  public  works  shall 
report  the  deficiency  to  the  common  council.  The  conmion  coun- 
cil shall  thereupon  borrow  the  necessary  amount  and  pay  it  in^o 
the  sewer  fund  and  include  it  in  the  next  tax  levy,  and  the  amount 
so  borrowed  shall  be  repaid  within  one  year  from  the  proceeds  of 
such  tax.  But  the  common  council  may,  in  its  discretion,  instead 
of  including  the  amount  so  borrowed  in  the  next  tax  levy,  issue 
bonds  for  the  amounts  so  borrowed,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  such 
amounts  and  for  such  time  as  it  shall  deem  advisable.  Any  bonds* 
however,  so  issued^  shall  not  be  sold  for  a  sum  less  than  the  par 
value  thereof  and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  fivd 
per  centum  per  annum.  Said  bonds  shall  be  sold  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  conmion  council  of  said  city  and  the  same  procedure 
shall  be  had  with  respect  to  such  sales,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  on  the 
sale  of  bonds  issued  on  account  of  street  improvements  under  this 
act.  All  moneys  realized  from  the  sale  of  bonds  shall  be  paid 
into  the  sewer  fund  and  paid  out  only  for  the  purpose  for  which 
the  expenditure  was  authorized.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  deemed  to  repeal  any  existing  provision  of  law  with  respect  to 
the  building  of  lateral  sewers  for  the  convenience  of  private  prop- 
erty or  the  expense  of  the  construction  thereof. 

§  103.  Estimate  to  be  submitted  to  council.  The  fiscal  year' 
of  the  board  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 
The  board  shall,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
submit  to  the  common  council  a  statement  of  all  salaries,  wages 
and  compensation  paid  by  said  board  for  that  year  and  an  estimate 
of  the  amount  in  items,  which,  in  its  judgment,  is  required  for  the 
maintenance  during  the  ensuing  year  of  each  department  and  also 
the  estimated  amount  needed  for  any  permanent  improvements, 
specifying  the  nature  of  such  improvements. 

The  written  estimate  of  the  expenses  of  said  board  for  the 
ensuing  year  shall,  among  other  things,  contain  the  following: 

1.  For  cleaning  the  streets  of  the  city. 

2.  For  ordinary  repairs  of  streets,  sidewalks  and  crosswalks 
of  the  city. 

3.  For  the  portion  of  the  expense  of  paving,  macadami"xing, 
grading  or  curbing,  or  any  other  new  work  which  should  be 
borne  by  the  city  at  large. 

4.  For  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  bridges  or  the  building 
of  new  bridges 
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6.  For  the  maintenance,  ornamentation  and  improvement  of 
the  public  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  city. 

6.  For  the  care  and  ordinary  repairs  of  the  sewers  of  the  city. 

7.  For  building  new  sewers, 

8.  For  the  purchase  or  repair  of  machinery,  implements  and 
utensils  for  the  use  of  the  board. 

9.  For  public  lighting. 

10.  For  other  expenses  of  said  board  not  above  specifically 
mentioned. 

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  ratify 
said  estimates  as  herein  provided,  and  the  said  board  shall  not 
have  the  right  to  expend  any  greater  sum  for  each  purpose 
specified  than  is  authorized  by  the  common  council. 

§  104.  Manner  of  assessing  special  taxes.  The  two-thirds  part 
of  the  expenses  of  grading,  regrading,  paving,  repaving,  mai- 
adamizing,  remacadamizing,  building,  laying  or  resetting  curbs 
and  gutters,  to  be  borne  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  property 
fronting  or  adjoining  the  sides  of  the  streets  upon  which  the 
improvements  are  made  shall  be  assessed  as  follows:  Whenever 
any  such  improvement  or  any  portion  thereof  shall  have  beeo 
completed  or  partially  completed  or  when  any  section  thereof 
deemed  sufficient  for  assessment  purposes  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, the  two-thirds  amount  of  the  expense  of  such  improvement 
to  be  paid  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  adjoining  lands 
shall  be  assessed  thereon  by  the  board  of  public  works,  making 
a  written  statement  containing  therein  the  names  of  all  owners 
of  lands  fronting  or  adjoining  the  sides  of  the  streets  upon 
which  the  improvements  are  made  and  the  name  of  every  railway 
operated  upon  such  street  or  other  way,  distinguishing  therein 
the  parcels  of  such  lands  owned  by  non-residents  according  to 
the  best  knowledge  and  belief  of  the  board  and,  in  case  the 
names  of  the  owners  of  any  lots  are  unknown,  then  so  stating,  and 
it  shall  make  a  just  and  equitable  assessment  of  the  said  expenses 
against  said  lands  and  owners  and  against  such  railways,  assess- 
ing upon  the  several  parcels  of  real  estate  fronting  or  adjoinin«r 
the  sides  of  the  streets  upon  which  the  improvements  are  made 
and  upon  the  respective  owners  thereof  such  portion  of  such 
expense  as  shall  be  proportioned  to  the  frontage  thereof  and 
shall  assess  upon  any  railway  company  its  share  of  the  cost  of 
said  improvement,  which  said  share  shall  be  the  cost  of  that 
portion  of  the  improvement  between  its  tracks,  the  rails  of  its 
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tracks  and  two  feet  in  width  on  each  side  of  the  rails  outside  its 
tracks,  but  shall  not  include  the  cost  of  curbs,  gutters  or  storm 
sewers  or  any  part  thereof,  and  its  portion  shall  be  assessed 
against  any  railway  company  in  the  same  manner  as  other  assess- 
ments for  local  improvements,  and  the  amount  so  assessed  shall 
be  a  first  lien  upon  all  the  property  and  franchises  of  such  rail- 
way company  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city,  until  fully 
paid,  and  shall  enter  in  such  certificate  a  brief  and  careful 
description  of  each  parcel  assessed  with  its  frontage  upon  the 
street  and  the  sum  assessed  upon  it  and  shall  file  such  certificate 
with  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  give  public  notice  in  the  newspapers 
that  the  same  has  been  left  with  him  and  that  the  common  council 
on  a  certain  day  therein  specified,  which  shall  be  at  least  ten 
days  after  the  first  publication  of  said  notice,  will  proceed  to  con- 
firm the  same.  Before  the  day  specified  said  notice  shall  be  pub- 
lished at  least  twice  in  said  newspapers. 

At  the  time  specified  any  person  interested  may  appear  before 
the  common  council  and  apply  to  have  any  such  assessment  altered 
or  corrected  as  justice  may  require  and  as  herein  provided.  The 
common  council  may  thereupon  alter,  correct  or  confirm  such  as- 
sessment so  as  to  make  the  same  comply  with  the  provisions  hereof 
without  further  notice,  and  when  so  altered,  corrected,  or  con- 
firmed, the  amount  of  each  assessment  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real 
property  upon  which  it  is  assessed.  When  any  such  assessment 
shall  be  confirmed  by  the  common  council  the  duplicate  certifi- 
cate thereof  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  thereupon 
filed  with  the  clerk  and  shall  be  both  considered  originals,  to  one 
of  which  shall  be  annexed  a  warrant  for  the  collection  of  said 
tax  and  to  the  other  a  copy  of  said  warrant  with  the  receipt  of 
the  city  treasurer  for  such  certificate  and  warrant.  If  there  be- 
not  sufficient  money  in  the  highway  fund  to  pay  the  city's  share 
of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  for  which  the  city  is  liable  and 
to  meet  the  necessary  street  expenses  until  taxes  for  the  next  year 
are  paid  in,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  make  and  file  a  report 
to  that  effect  with  the  common  council,  which  shall  borrow  the 
necessary  amount,  and  pay  it  into  the  highway  fund,  and  include 
it  in  the  next  tax  levy  and  the  amount  so  borrowed  shall  be  re- 
paid within  one  year  from  the  proceeds  of  said  tax.  But  the 
common  council  may,  in  its  discretion,  instead  of  including  the 
amount  so  borrowed  in  the  next  tax  levy,  issue  bonds  for  the 
amount  it  so  borrowed,  or  any  part  thereof,  in  such  amounts  and 
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for  such  time  as  they  shall  deem  advisable.  Any  bonds,  however, 
so  issued,  shall  not  be  sold  for  a  sum  less  than  the  par  value  thereof 
and  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per 
annum.  The  provisions  of  subdivision  eight  of  section  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-five  of  title  eight  of  this  act  shall  apply  as  to  the 
payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said  bonds. 

§  105.  Property  owners  to  connect  drains,  gas  and  water  pipes. 
Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common  coimcil,  the  board  of  pub- 
lic works  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  at  any  time  upon 
any  paved  or  unpaved  street  upon  which  improvement  is  con- 
templated to  compel  the  residents  of  any  such  streets  and  the  prop- 
erty owners  whose  lots  front  or  abut  thereon  to  lay  house  con- 
necting drains,  gas  and  water  pipes,  in  the  manner  they  shall  pro- 
vide, from  the  line  of  curbing  in  front  of  their  property  on  any 
street  to  the  sewer,  gas  and  water  mains  or  pipes  or  either  cou- 
necting  them  therewith,  and  whenever  the  residents  or  owners 
of  said  property  fail  to  comply  with  the  regulations  of  the  board 
of  public  works,  pursuant  to  the  authority  hereby  conferred,  the 
same  may  be  done  by  the  board  of  public  works  at  the  expense 
of  such  owners.  Such  expense  shall  be  assessed  upon  the  real 
property  so  connected  and  added  as  a  separate  item  to  the  assess- 
ment for  local  improvement  and  collected  by  distress  and  sale  as 
herein  provided. 

§  106.  Control  of  public  cemeteries;  protect  from  injury.  Sub- 
ject to  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  the  board  of  public 
works  shall  take  charge  and  have  control  of  all  public  cemeteries 
now  or  hereafter  owned  by  said  city,  with  power  to  preserve, 
adorn  and  protect  the  same;  to  establish  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  care,  maintenance,  adornment  and  uses 
thereof;  to  prohibit  injury  to,  or  mutilation  of,  any  of  the  adorn- 
ments or  monuments  therein,  and  to  prescribe  penalties  for  the 
violation  thereof,  and  in  all  things  to  have  control  and  authority 
thereover  and  the  disposition  thereof. 

§  107.  Majority  vote  for  expenditure  of  money.  No  contract 
involving  the  expenditure  of  moneys  shall  be  made  by  said  board 
except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  board,  and 
no  obligation  shall  be  incurred,  money  expended,  or  issue  of  bonds 
recommended  by  the  board,  except  by  resolution  duly  passed  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  thereof.  In  every  case  the  resolution 
and  vote  thereon  shall  be  recorded  in  full  in  the  minutes  of  the 
board,  and  no  resolution  involving  the  expenditure  of  moneys  shall 
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be  made  unless  the  amount  to  be  expended  has  been  appropriated 
by  the  common  council,  and  any  expenditure  made  or  incurred 
by  said  board  in  any  instance  shall  not  exceed  the  amount  of  the 
appropriation  made  for  that  purpose  by  the  common  council. 

§  108.  Lands  or  rights;  purchasing  from  member  of  board. 
No  lands  or  rights  shall  be  purchased  by  any  member  of  the  said 
board  for  any  of  the  purposes  over  which  the  board  shall  have 
control. 

§  109.  Other  powers  of  the  board.  The  board,  or  its  duly  au- 
thorized agents  or  employees  may  enter  upon  any  lands  for  the 
purpose  of  survey  and  examination,  and  with  the  approval  of  the 
common  council  may  contract  for,  purchase  and  acquire  by  grant, 
gift,  condemnation  or  otherwise,  in  the  name  of  the  city  of.  Oanan- 
daigua,  all  lands,  water  rights,  easements,  privileges  and  other 
real  and  personal  property  whatsoever  in  whole  or  in  part,  for 
such  purposes,  either  within  or  outside  of  the  corporate  limits  of 
the  city  of  Canandaigua,  which  is  necessary  for  any  of  the  pur- 
poses herein  set  forth,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  enter  upon, 
take  possession  of  and  appropriate  all  such  property,  and  to  do  any 
and  every  act  or  thing  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  out  the  full 
intent  and  purposes  of  all  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

§  110.  Drainage,  sewers,  water  system.  The  board  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  and  execute  plans  for  the  drainage  of  the  city, 
and  for  the  extension  and  improvement  of  its  sewer  and  water 
systems,  and  for  providing  any  additional  water  supply  and  sewer 
and  water  systems  that  may  be  deemed  necessary,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  the  general  laws  of  the  state,  and  the  approval  of 
the  common  council. 

§  111.  Permits  to  be  issued;  expenses  to  be  a  lien,  and  to  be 
collected.  The  board  shall  have  the  power  to  permit  excavating  in 
any  public  street  or  place  in  said  city  upon  execution  and  do- 
livery  to  the  city  of  a  bond  approved  by  the  mayor  and  city 
attorney,  conditioned  that  the  excavation  so  made  will  be 
promptly  filled  and  properly  graded;  that  any  pavement  or 
nurbing  removed  shall  be  relaid  with  all  convenient  speed;  and 
that  the  city  shall  be  held  harmless  from  all  claims, 
demands,  suits,  costs  and  damages  that  may  result  by 
reason  of  the  excavation,  and  shall  be  so  maintained 
for  a  period  of  one  year  without  expense  to  the  city ;  that  the  ex- 
cavation made  shall  be  made  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  superintendence  as  the  board  may  prescribe  in  the 
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order  granting  permission  in  addition  to  the  above  requirements. 
Any  expense  incurred  by  the  board  in  such  superintendence, 
restoration  or  repair,  shall  be  a  lien  until  paid,  on  the  premises  or 
lot  for  which  the  work  was  done,  to  be  enforced  the  same  as  un- 
paid claims  in  the  construction  of  sidewalks,  as  in  this  act  pro- 
vided ;  and  the  city  shall  have  a  lawful  demand  against  the  claim- 
ant to  whom  such  permission  may  have  been  given,  and  may  sue 
and  collect  the  same  in  the  name  of  the  city,  and  which,  when  ao 
collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer,  and  by  him  credited 
to  the  fund  against  which  the  expense  is  properly  charged.  No 
person,  association  or  corporation  shall  make  any  excavation  in 
or  under  any  street,  lane  or  public  ground,  or  under  any  sidewalk, 
without  first  obtaining  such  permit  in  writing. 

§  112.  Permission  to  build,  rebuild  or  repair  sidewalks.  The 
owner  or  owners  of  property  along  or  in  front  of  which  a  sidewalk 
is  to  be  built  or  rebuilt,  shall,  upon  request  in  writing  to  the  super- 
intendent of  public  works,  be  given  permission  to  build,  repair  and 
rebuild  such  sidewalk  without  expense  to  the  city,  in  conformity, 
however,  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  board  as  to  the  time  of 
building  and  repairing  or  rebuilding,  the  material  to  be  used  there- 
for, grade  and  location  thereof,  and  the  manner  and  method  of 
construction.  If  such  requirements  are  not  complied  with,  the 
board  of  public  works  shall  make  such  sidewalk  conform  therewith 
at  the  expense  of  the  owner  or  owners,  to  be  collected  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  the  next  preceding  section. 

§  113.  Supervision  of  public  buildings.  Subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  common  council,  the  board  of  public  works  shall  have 
supervision  over  all  public  buildings  now  owned  by  the  village  of 
Canandaigua,  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  city  of  Canandaipia, 
and  shall  provide  heat  and  light  therefor,  superintend  the  making 
of  repairs  and  all  alterations  thereto,  supervise  the  construction 
of  all  buildings  that  may  be  required  for  city  purposes,  and  pro- 
cure necessary  equipment  for,  and  have  the  general  supervision 
and  control  over  all  matters  pertaining  to  such  buildings  and 
equipment,  except  the  buildings  occupied  by  the  fire  department 
and  school  buildings  and  their  equipment. 

§  114.  Inventories  to  be  filed.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  every  year,  said  board  of  public  works  shall  cause 
to  be  made  and  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office  an. inventor,  of  all 
personal  property,  equipment  .''nd  material  on  hand,  of  whatsoever 
name  or  nature  belonging  to  its  various  departments,  and  shall 
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specify  therein  to  which  department  such  personal  property,  equip 
ment  and  material  on  hand  belongs. 

TITLE  VIL

§  115.  The  board  of  health  and  public  safety;  how  oonstituted. 

The  commissioners  of  health  and  public  safety,  appointed  as  pro- 
vided by  this  act,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety,  and  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services. 
Within  ten  days  after  the  appointment  of  said  commissioners,  and 
annually  thereafter  within  the  first  week  in  January,  they  shall 
meet  and  organiza  They  shall  elect  a  president  of  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety  from  their  number,  who  shall  preside 
over  all  meetings  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  and  have 
a  voice  and  vote  therein.  At  any  meeting  of  the  board,  two  mem- 
bers shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  business,  but  a  less  num- 
ber may  regularly  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  Its  meetings  shall 
be  open  to  the  public.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
mayor,  or  by  any  two  members  of  the  board,  or  by  a  majority  of 
the  common  council,  by  causing  a  written  notice  thereof,  to  be 
served  by  the  city  clerk  upon  each  member  personally  at  least  three 
hours  before  the  time  specified  in  such  notice  for  said  meeting, 
or  by  mail,  directed  to  him  at  his  place  of  residence,  or  place  of 
business  at  least  twelve  hours  before  the  time  specified  in  such 
notice  for  said  meeting. 

§  116.  City  departments  in  charge  of  the  board  of  health  and 
public  safety.     The  board  of  health  and  public  safety  shall  take 
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charge  and  have  control,  subject  to  the  approval  and  direction  of 
the  common  council,  of  the  following  departments  of  city  govern- 
ment : 

1.  The  health  department. 

2.  The  fire  department 

3.  The  police  department. 

§  117.  Aflsignunent  of  other  departments.  The  board  of  health 
and  public  safety  shall  take  charge  and  have  the  management  and 
control  over  such  other  departments  and  work  as  may  from  time 
to  time  be  assigned  to  it  by  the  common  council  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua,  and  thereupon  shall  pass  such  rules  and  regulations 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  management  of  such  depart- 
ment, departments  or  work  so  assigned,  subject  to  the  approval 
and  direction  of  the  common  council. 

§  118.  May  make  rules  and  regulations.  The  board  of  health 
and  public  safety  may  make,  alter  and  modify,  publish  and  en- 
force from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regulations,  not  incon- 
sistent with  law,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  the  conduct  of 
all  its  departments ;  for  the  employment,  dismissal,  discipline  and 
government  of  the  persons  employed  by  it ;  for  the  government  of 
all  its  officers  and  their  assistants ;  for  the  performance  of  all  work 
authorized  by  it,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  conmion  council. 

§  119.  May  provide  penalties  for  injury  to  its  property. 
With  the  approval  of  the  common  council,  the  board  may  pre- 
scribe penalties  for  wilful  and  malicious  acts  committed  by  any 
*persons  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  whereby  any  of 
the  property  or  rights  under  the  control  of  the  board  in  any  of  its 
departments  shall  be  interfered  with,  impaired,  obstructed,  or 
injured,  and  may  enforce  the  penalties  and  recover  the  actual  dam- 
ages sustained  thereby  in  the  manner  provided  for  in  this  act, 
paying  the  money  so  recovered  to  the  city  treasurer,  to  be  credited 
to  the  general  fund;  and  may  also  prescribe  penalties,  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  dollars  for  the  violation  of  any  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations adopted  by  it  in  any  of  its  departments,  which  rules  and 
regulations,  when  regularly  adopted,  may  be  enforced  by  an  action 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  the  amount 
so  recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer.  No  action  shall 
be  brought  to  recover  any  penalty  for  violation  of  any  rule  or  regu- 
lation, unless  the  same  shall  have  been  published  prior  to  such 

*  So  in  originaL 
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violation,  at  least  once  a  week  for  two  successive  weeks  in  the 
newspapers,  as  provided  in  section  sixty  of  title  four  of  this  act 

§  120.  Certain  acts  to  be  misdemeanors.  An  act  whereby  any 
property,  apparatus,  or  appliances  pertaining  thereto  which  shall 
be  under  the  power  and  control  of  the  board  in  any  of  its  depart- 
ments, shall  be  wilfully  or  maliciously  injured,  impaired  or  ob- 
structed, shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor,  and  the  person,  persons, 
association  or  corporation  convicted  thereof  shall  be  punished 
accordingly. 

§  121.  Annual  estimate  to  be  submitted  to  common  council. 
The  fiscal  year  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  shall  begin 
on  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year.  The  board  shall,  prior 
to  the  first  day  of  December  in  each  year,  submit  to  the  common 
council  a. statement  of  all  salaries,  wages  and  compensation  paid 
by  said  board  for  that  year,  and  an  estimate  of  the  amount  in 
items,  which,  in  its  judgment,  is  required  for  the  maintenance 
during  the  ensuing  year  of  each  department,  and  also  the  esti- 
mated amount  needed  for  any  permanent  improvements,  specify- 
ing the  nature  of  such  improvements.  The  written  estimate  of 
the  expense  of  said  board  for  the  ensuing  year,  shall,  among  other 
things,  contain  the  following : 

1.  For  maintaining  the  police  department  of  the  city. 

2.  For  maintaining  the  healih  department  of  the  city. 

3.  For  maintaining  the  fire  department  of  the  city. 

4.  For  the  purchase  or  repair  of  any  equipment  or  equipments 
belonging  to  any  of  its  departments. 

5.  For  all  other  expenses  of  said  board  not  above  specifically 
mentioned. 

The  common  council  shall  have  power  to  modify  or  ratify  said 
estimates  as  herein  provided,  and  the  said  board  of  health  and 
public  safety  shall  not  have  the  right  to  expend  any  greater  sum 
for  each  purpose  specified,  than  is  authorized  by  the  common 
council. 

§  122.  Inventory  to  be  filed.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  in  every  year,  said  board  of  health  and  public  safety 
shall  cause  to  be  made  and  filed  in  the  city  clerk's  office  an  in- 
ventory of  all  personal  property,  equipment  and  material  on  hand, 
of  whatsoever  name  or  nature  belonging  to  its  various  depart- 
ments, and  shall  specify  therein  to  which  department  such  per- 
sonal property,  equipment  and  material  on  hand  belongs.

§  123.  Board  of  health;  how  constituted.  The  board  of  health 
and  public  safety  shall  constitute  the  board  of  health.  Said  board 
shall  meet  regularly  at  least  once  in  each  calendar  month.  The  said 
board  shall  appoint  a  competent  physician,  not  one  of  its  members, 
health  officer  of  the  city,  who  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
said  board  of  health,  and  shall  perform  such  duties  as  may  be 
required  by  it  and  by  the  provisions  of  the  public  health  law  of 
the  state,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  the 
general  laws  of  the  state.  Such  health  officer  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  two  years  and  be  entitled  to  receive  four  hundred 
dollars  annually  for  all  his  services  as  such  officer. 

§  124.  Powers  and  duties.  The  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  and  the  members  thereof  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  be 
charged  with  all  the  duties  and  responsibilities  conferred  and 
imposed  upon  the  board  of  health  and  the  members  thereof  by  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  so  far  as  the  same  pertain  to  cities,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

§  125.  Existing  rules  continued.  The  existing  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  board  of  health  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua  shall 
continue  in  force  in  said  city  of  Canandaigua  the  same  as  if  duly 
adopted  and  published  by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety 
of  said  city,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  general 
law,  until  modified  or  repealed. 

§  126.  Eegistrar  and  reoords.  The  city  clerk,  as  registrar  of 
vital  statistics  in  and  for  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  shall  keep  a 
book  for  that  purpose  and  record  therein  all  vital  statistics,  and 
shall,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  make  out  and  file 
with  the  city  treasurer,  a  report  of  the  deaths,  births  and  marriages 
occnrring  in  the  city  during  the  previous  month,  together  with  a 
statement  of  all  fees  received  by  him  as  such  registrar  of  vital 
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statistics,  as  hereinafter  provided;  he  shall  also  make  in  triplicate 
an  annual  report  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year, 
and  file  the  original  in  the  city  clerk's  ofiice  and  one  copy  thereof 
with  the  city  treasurer,  and' one  copy  thereof  with  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety,  and  shall  perform  all  other  duties  re- 
quired by  the  general  laws  of  the  state;  he  shall  receive  and  pay 
over  to  the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua 
all  fees  which,  by  general  law,  the  registrar  of  vital  statistics  is 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive. 

§  127.  Plumbing  plans  to  be  filed.  No  plumbing  shall  be  placed 
in  any  house,  business  structure,  or  dwelling  until  the  plans  for 
the  same  shall  have  been  filed  with  and  approved  by  the  board  of 
health.  Such  plans  shall  be  kept  by  said  board  of  health  and  be 
accessible  to  the  owner  or  occupant  of  said  building  or  structure 
aflFected  by  this  section  at  all  reasonable  times. '  The  plumbing  in 
said  building  or  structure  shall  be  constructed  according  to  said 
plans.  If  any  alteration  is  desired,  new  plans  showing  the  altera- 
tion shall  be  filed  with  said  board  of  health  and  approved  in  like 
manner  as  the  original  plans. 

§  128.  Bules  and  regulations  for  control  of  plumbing.  Said 
board  of  health,  as  soon  as  possible  after  their  appointment,  shall 
formulate  rules  and  regulations  for  the  better  control  and  sanitary 
arrangement  of  plumbing  in  the  city  of  Canandaigua.  Any 
plumber  or  contractor  who  shall  put  in  any  plumbing  in  the  city 
of  Canandaigua  before  his  plans  shall  have  been  approved  by  the 
board  of  health  as  herein  provided,  shall  forfeit  to  the  city  a  sum 
not  to  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  and  the  said 
board  of  health  may  ordain  that  such  offense  shall  constitute  dis- 
orderly conduct,  and  the  party  so  offending  a  disorderly  person. 

§  129.  Owners  to  have  copy  of  plumbing  plans.  Architects  or 
plumbers  who  shall  hereafter  draw  plans  for  or  construct  build- 
ings, business  structures  or  dwellings  in  the  city  of  Canandaigua, 
shall  make  and  leave  permanently  with  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
said  building,  structure  or  dwelling,  a  copy  of  the  plumbing  speci- 
fications and  blue  print,  showing  the  location  of  all  drain  pipes, 
sewer  pipes,  waste  pipes,  traps  and  other  connections  throughout 
the  buildings,  structures  or  dwellings  herein  referred  to.  After 
the  passage  of  this  act  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  apply 
and  refer  to  any  extension,  alterations  or  additions  to  the  plumbing 
in  any  building,  structure  or  dwelling  within  the  city  limits. 

§  130.  Board  of  health  may  prescribe  penalties.    The  board  of 
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health  may  enforce  obedience  to  the  foregoing  section  and  to  its 
ordinances  by  prescribing  therefor  and  therein  penalties  for  each 
violation  thereof,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  any 
one  offense.  In  addition  to  the  penalty  the  board  may  also  ordain 
that  a  violation  thereof  shall  constitute  disorderly  conduct,  and 
that  the  person  violating  the  same  shall  be  a  disorderly  person.

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§  131.  Board  of  health  and  public  safety;  powers  of.  The 
board  of  health  and  public  safety,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
common  council,  shall  have  the  power: 

1.  To  establish  and  ordain  the  fire  limits  of  said  city,  except 
that  the  fire  limits  for  the  said  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  remain 
and  be  the  same  as  the  fire  limits  now  are  for  the  village  of  Can- 
andaigua until  they  shall  be  changed  or  modified  by  the  said 
board  of  health  jind  public  safety  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

2.  To  organize  a  fire  department  consisting  of  a  chief  engineer, 
first  and  second  assistant  engineers,  secretary,  treasurer,  collector 
and  fire  wardens,  to  be  designated  and  appointed  as  hereinafter 
provided,  and  as  many  hook  and  ladder,  hose,  engine  and  pro- 
tective police  companies  as  the  common  council  may  authorize, 
and  to  control  and  manage  the  officers  and  members  of  such  fire 
department,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties. 

3.  To  procure  fire  engines,  hose,  hose  carts,  hooks,  ladders, 
buckets,  and  other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires  and  the  protection  of  property;  to  regulate  the  use  and 
management  thereof;  and  to  provide  proper  places  for  keeping 
the  same. 

4.  To  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  to  constitute  the  fire  de- 
partment, a  paid  or  partially  paid  department  as  the  best  interests 
of  the  city  may  demand,  and  to  fix  and  regulate  the  pay  of  said 
department. 

6.  To  remove  or  demolish  any  building  or  structure,  which  by 
reason  of  fire  or  other  cause  may  become  dangerous  to  life  or 
property. 

6.  To  make  such  other  rules  and  ordinances  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  the  prevention  and  extinguishment  of  fires, 
and  to  enforce  the  same  by  fines  and  penalties. 

§  132.  Begnlation  of  buildings  and  structures  within  fire  limits. 
Within  any  extension  of  the  fire  limits  as  may  hereafter  l>o 
ordained  by  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  of  said  city  ns 
provided  by  this  act,  no  buildings  or  structure  of  wood  shall  bo 
erected,  or  extension,  addition  or  repairs  of  wood  be  made  to  any 
buildings  now  erected,  or  cornices  or  roofs  of  wood  or  other  mate- 
rial liable  to  take  fire  be  built.  The  term  "  wooden  building,"  as 
used  in  this  section,  shall  be  construed  to  include  wooden  buildings 
covered  with  corrugated  iron  or  other  metal.  The  board  of  health 
and  public  safety  shall  have  power  to  regulate  the  erection,  exten- 
sion and  repair  of  buildings  within  said  limits;  to  require  iron 
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shutters  to  be  placed  on  the  outer  dck>rd  and  windows  of  such 
buildings  now  erected,  and  upon  such  as  shall  be  erected  within 
said  limits,  and  to  direct  and  determine  the  materials  of  partition 
walls,  and  the  construction  of  chimnejs  within  said  limits. 

§  133.  Violation  to  be  inisclemeanors.  Any  person,  persons, 
firm,  or  corporation  violating  the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  the 
resolutions  or  ordinances  adopted  by  the  board  of  health  and 
public  safety  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  in  addition  thereto  shall  be  liable  to  such 
penalty  or  penalties  as  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  may 
have  prescribed  in  any  such  resolution  or  ordinance.  And  every 
building  or  structure  erected,  extended  or  repaired  in  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  in  violation  of  the  resolutions  or 
ordinances  adopted  by  the  common  council  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  common  nuisance  and 
may  be  abated  and  removed  as  such  by  the  board  of  health  and 
public  safety. 

§  134.  Mayor  and  other  officers  members  of  fire  department. 
Power  to  inspect  buildings.  The  mayor,  each  member  of  the  board 
of  health  and  public  safety  and  the  chief  engineer  shall  be  mem- 
bers ex-officio  of  the  fire  department,  and  shall  have  power  to  enter 
into  and  examine  all  stores,  shops,  factories,  dwelling-houses, 
offices,  outhouses,  bams,  buildings,  lots  and  yards  in  the  day  time; 
to  inspect  places  therein  where  fires  are  used;  to  ascertain  how 
ashes  are  kept ;  to  direct  and  compel  the  owner  or  occupant  to  put 
the  premises  inspected  in  a  safe  condition,  and  in  default  to  ap- 
point any  person  to  do  the  same  at  the  expense  of  such  owner  or 
occupant. 

§  135.  Control  of  fire  department.  The  chief  engineer  and  his 
assistant  engineers  shall  have  the  immediate  control  of  the 
fire  department  and  apparatus,  subject  to  the  regulations 
and  requirements  of  the  common  council.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chief  engineer,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability, 
of  the  first  assistant  engineer,  and  in  his  absence  or  inability,  of 
the  second  assistant  engineer,  to  be  present  at  fires  within  said  city ; 
to  take  command  of  the  fire  companies  and  general  control  of  the 
apparatus  for  extinguishing  and  preventing  such  fires ;  and  to  per- 
form such  other  duties  and  exercise  such  other  powers  as  the  com- 
mon council  in  the  by-laws  or  ordinances  may  require  or  confer. 

§  136.  Suspension  of  officers  or  members.  The  mayor  of  the 
city  or  any  two  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  health  and  public 
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safety,  at  any  time,  upon  charges  being  preferred,  or  upon  find- 
ing any  officer  or  member  of  the  fire  department  guilty  of  mis- 
conduct, may  suspend  such  officer  or  member  from  service  until 
the  common  council  shall  convene  and  take  action  in  the  matter; 
but  no  such  officer  or  member  shall  remain  so  suspended  for  a 
period  longer  than  thirty  days  without  an  opportunity  of  being 
heard  in  his  defense.  After  such  hearing  the  common  council 
°^^y>  ^7  a  majority  vote,  restore  or  remove  such  officer  or  member. 

§  137.  Present  officers  and  members  continued;  registration 
of  members.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  present  fire  depart^ 
ment  of  said  city  shall  continue  to  be  such  officers  and  members, 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  name  of  each  member  of 
the  fire  department  shall  be  registered  with  the  city  clerk,  to  whom 
the  offijcers  of  each  company  shall  report  the  name  of  every  mem- 
ber expelled  from,  or  who  shall  have  resigned  from  such  company, 
with  the  date  of  such  expulsion  or  resignation. 

§  138.  Powers  exercised  at  fires.  The  mayor  of  the  city,  an 
alderman  or  member  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety, 
the  policemen,  the  chief  engineer  and  his  assistants,  and  the  pro- 
tective police,  and  each  one  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  keep 
away  from  the  vicinity  of  any  fire  all  idle  or  suspicious  persons, 
and  compel  all  persons  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and 
the  preservation  and  protection  of  property  exposed  to  danger 
thereat.  For  such  purposes,  the  chief  engineer,  his  assistants,  and 
the  members  of  the  protective  police  shall  have  the  powers  con- 
ferred upon  policemen  by  this  act,  and  any  person  who  shall  dis- 
obey the  reasonable  order  of  any  one  of  said  officers  shall  incur  a 
penalty  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  penalties 
imposed  by  this  act. 

§  139.  Duties  of  members;  violations  of  rules  or  orders.  Mem- 
bers exempt  from  prosecution  and  indictment  in  certain  cases.  Tt 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  fire  department  to  turn  out 
promptly  upon  every  alarm  of  fire;  to  aid  in  the  extinguishment 
thereof,  as  directed  by  the  chief  engineer  or  assistant  engineer; 
and  whenever  called  upon  by  the  mayor  or  an  alderman,  to  aid 
in  the  suppression  of  riots  and  riotous  assemblages  in  said  city. 
Any  member  or  other  person  who  shall  durinjs:  the  time  of  any  fire 
neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  the  orders  of  the  chief  engineer  or  any 
assistant  engineer  shall  incur  such  penalty  as  the  by-laws  or 
ordinances  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety  may  provide 
not  exceeding  five  dollars  for  each  ofi^ense.    Every  member  of  the 
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fire  department  is  hereby  declared  to  be  exempt  from  prosecution 
or  indictment  for  any  act  done  in  the  reasonable  and  proper  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  at  riots  and  riotous  assemblages. 

§  140.  Number  of  memben  to  a  company;  fire  department 
to  be  body  corporate  and  politic  and  may  purchase  and  hold  real 
estate.  All  persons  who  now  are  or  who  hereafter  shall  become 
members  of  hose,  hook  and  ladder,  engine,  or  protective  police  com- 
panies, not  exceeding  fifty  members  to  each  hose  company,  and 
fifty  members  to  each  hook  and  ladder,  engine  or  protective  police 
company  of  said  city,  after  being  duly  elected  by  their  respective 
companies,  and  confirmed  by  the  common  council  of  said  city, 
shall  be,  and  are  hereby  ordained,  constituted  and  declared  to  be 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name,  by  name  and 
style  of  "  The  Fire  Department  of  Canandaigua,"  and  by  that 
name  they  and  their  successors  shall  and  may  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession and  shall  be  persons  in  law  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued 
in  all  courts  and  in  all  actions  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state 
of  New  York,  and  that  they  and  their  successors  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal  and  may  change  and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  and 
also  that  they  and  their  successors  by  the  name  of  "  The  Fire  De- 
partment of  Canandaigua;"  shall  be  in  law  capable  of  purchasing, 
holding  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for  the  use  of 
said  corporation,  provided  the  amount  of  real  and  personal  estate 
so  held  shall  not  exceed  at  any  time  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars. 

§  141.  Companies  to  elect  delegates;  chief  engineer  and  assist- 
ants to  be  recommended.  The  several  hose,  hook  and  ladder,  en- 
gine and  protective  police  companies,  constituting  this  corpora- 
tion shall,  at  their  regular  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day in  April  in  each  year,  elect  by  ballot  three  delegates  from 
each  of  their  respective  companies  to  meet  in  convention  at  the 
council  rooms  of  the  department  on  the  Thursday  following,  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening,  and  after  choosing  one  of  their  mem- 
bers as  chairman,  and  another  as  secretary,  shall  elect  separately, 
by  ballot,  suitable  persons,  electors  of  such  city,  for  chief  engineer, 
first  and  second  assistant  engineers  and  the  individuals  receiving 
the  majority  of  votes  for  those  offices  shall  be  reconmiended  to 
the  common  council  of  said  city  for  their  appointment. 

§  142.  Chief  engineer  and  assistants  appointed  by  common  council. 
The  common  council  of  said  city,  upon  such  recommendation 
shall  appoint  a  chief  engineer,  and  two  assistant  engineers,  who 
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shall  be  electors  of  said  city,  and  who  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  common  council. 

§  143.  Chief  engineer;  powers  and  duties.  The  chief  engineer, 
and  in  his  absence  his  assistants  in  their  order,  shall  preside  over 
all  meetings  of  the  council  and  of  the  department,  both  regular 
and  special;  shall  have  the  immediate  control  of  the  department 
at  fires,  inspections  and  review,  shall  have  charge  of  the  hose  and 
engine  houses,  and  all  apparatus  entrusted  to  the  care  of  or  be- 
longing to  the  department ;  shall  have  authority  over  all  employees 
of  the  department;  shall  hold  them  strictly  to  account  for  neglect 
of  duty,  and  may  suspend  or  discharge  the  same  at  any  time, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  the  council  at  the  next 
meeting;  shall  issue  through  the  secretary,  upon  application,  a 
certificate  of  the  time  of  service  of  any  member  of  the  department, 
provided  such  time  shall  have  been  granted  by  the  council;  and 
shall  give  to  the  officers  of  the  council  immediately  after  their 
election  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  council,  or  at  any  special 
election,  a  certified  warrant  of  their  election  countersigned  by  the 
secretary. 

§  144.  Organization  of  fire  council.  The  different  hose,  hook 
and  ladder,  engine  and  protective  police  companies  shall  at  the 
regular  meeting  to  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  April  in  each 
year,  elect  by  ballot  two  of  their  number  to  be  known  and  desig- 
nated as  wardens,  who  are  electors  of  such  city,  who,  with  the 
chief  engineer  as  president,  and  his  assistants  as  vice-presidents, 
shall  constitute  a  "  fire  council "  and  shall  exercise  such  powers 
as  are  hereinafter  committed  to  them;  which  appointment  shall 
not  exempt  them  from  their  other  duties  as  firemen. 

§  145.  Fire  council;  powers  and  duties  of.  The  said  fire  coun- 
cil shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  April  of  each  year,  and 
choose  out  of  their  own  body  a  secretary,  treasurer  and  collector, 
to  hold  their  respective  offices  until  others  are  appointed  in  their 
stead,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  in  the  case  of 
any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  warden,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by 
the  company  in  which  it  occurs,  at  a  special  election  held  for  that 
purpose ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  in  the  office  of  secre- 
tary, treasurer,  or  collector,  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  fire 
council  at  their  next  meeting. 

Two-thirds  of  the  said  fire  council  shall  constitute  a  quorum  and 
shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  prescribe  such  laws,  ordinances 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this  state  or  ordi-

nances  of  said  city,  as  shall  be  by  them  deemed  necessary  for  the 
proper  management  of  the  aiFairs  and  the  disposition  of  the 
funds  of  the  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
all  meetings,  both  regular  and  special,  (except  the  one  hereafter 
provided  for,)  and  shall  also  designate  one  or  more  days  in  each 
and  every  year  as  days  of  public  exercise,  inspection  and  review, 
and  all  such  other  matters  as  appertain  to  the  business  and  pur- 
poses for  which  the  said  corporation  is  by  this  act  constituted  and 
no  other. 

§  146.  Failure  to  hold  elections.  And  in  case  any  election 
shall  not  be  held  on  the  day  when  pursuant  to  this  act  it  ought 
to  have  been  held,  the  said  corporation  shall  not  on  that  account 
be  deemed  dissolved,  but  it  may  be  lawful  to  hold  such  election 
on  any  sul>sequent  day  agreeable  to  the  ordinances  and  regula- 
tions of  such  corporation. 

§  147.  General  meeting  of  firemen.  Beport  of  council.  The 
firemen  constituting  the  several  hose,  hook  and  ladder,  engine 
and  protective  police  companies  of  this  corporation,  shall  hold 
a  general  meeting  at  the  council  room  or  such  other  place  as  the 
council  may  direct,  on  the  first  Friday  following  the  first  Tues- 
day of  April  of  each  and  every  year,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon, to  hear  the  report  of  the  secretary  and  treasurer,  and  to 
transact  such  other  business  as  may  be  deemed  for  the  interest  of 
this  corporation. 

§  148.  Constitution  and  by-laws  of  each  company.  Each  hose, 
hook  and  ladder,  engine,  and  protective  police  company  may 
adopt  a  constitution  and  by-laws,  for  the  government  and  regula- 
tion of  its  own  affairs,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  council, 
and  of  the  common  council  of  the  city,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  state,  or  the  ordinances  of  the  said  common 
council.  And  when  so  adopted  and  approved,  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  shall  be  valid  and  enforceable  against  any  member 
or  officer  of  the  company  as  to  all  discipline,  regulations,  fines, 
penalties  or  forfeitures  therein  provided. 

§  149.  Privileges  and  exemptions.  A  member  of  the  fire  de- 
partment of  any  other  village,  or  city,  within  this  state  shall, 
upon  his  removal  to  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  his  attain- 
ment to  membership  in  the  fire  department  of  Canandaigua  be 
allowed  the  time  he  has  served  as  a  fireman  in  such  village  or 
city  in  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  pro- 
vided  he  shall   produce   a   certificate  of  such   previous  service. 
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signed  by  the  chief  engineer  and  secretary  and  bearing  the  seal 
of  such  other  corporation,  and  when  such  fireman  shall  have 
served  for  so  long  a  time  thereafter  as  shall  make  his  whole 
term  of  service  the  same  as  required  by  the  statute  laws  of  this 
state,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and  exemptions 
secured  to  firemen  in  this  state  for  such  service. 

§  150.  Certiflcate  of  exemption.  A  certificate  signed  by  the 
chief  engineer  and  secretary  bearing  the  seal  of  this  corporation 
declaring  the  term  of  service  of  said  member  to  have  been  fully 
completed  as  required  by  the  laws  of  this  state,  shall  be  sufficient 
evidence  to  entitle  him  to  the  final  certificate  of  exemption  pro- 
vided in  the  next  section. 

§  151.  Exemption  of  firemen  from  jury  duty  and  military  duty. 
Every  member  of  the  fire  department  shall  so  long  as  he  shall 
remain  such  member  be  exempt  from  serving  on  juries  in  any 
court,  and  from  paying  any  poll  tax  and  from  serving  in  the 
militia  excepting  in  case  of  invasion  or  insurrection,  and  every 
member  who  shall  serve  in  such  fire  department  five  years  succes- 
sively, including  the  time  he  shall  have  continually  served  as  fire- 
man in  said  village  of  Canandaigua  before  this  act  shall  take 
effect,  also  including  the  time  he  shall  have  duly  served  as  fire- 
man in  any  other  fire  department  in  this  state,  certified  to,  and 
continued  in  the  fire  department  of  Canandaigua,  as  in  this  title 
provided,  shall  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  like  exemption  of  mili- 
tary service  and  jury  duty  and  a  certificate  of  such  service  in  the 
fire  department  with  a  copy  of  this  section,  authenticated  by  the 
signature  of  the  mayor  and  seal  of  the  corporation,  shall  be  legal 
evidence  before  all  courts  and  officers,  civil,  or  military,  of  such 
exemption. 

§  152.  Boles  and  regulations  continued.  All  rules  and  regu- 
lations pertaining  to  the  organization  and  government  of  the  fire 
department  of  the  ''trustees  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua,"  in 
force  at  the  time  when  this  act  takes  effect,  shall,  except  as  here- 
inafter in  this  act  provided,  remain,  be  and  continue  the  same 
under  said  city  of  Canandaigua,  until  the  repeal  thereof  and  the 
adoption  of  other  or  further  rules  and  regulations  in  relation 
thereto,  as  provided  by  this  act,  and  all  officers  and  members  of 
the  fire  department  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua  shall  perform 
all  duties  devolving  upon  them  as  such  firemen,  and  have  and  re- 
tain all  their  rights  and  privileges  in  the  same  manner  and  in  all 
respects  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed,  subject,  however,  to 
the  further  provisions  of  the  act.

§  153.  Bules  and  resfulations.  The  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  appointments  and  removals  made 
by  it  in  the  police  department,  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  also 
a  record  of  its  acts,  and  of  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  it  pertaining  to  said  department  of  police,  which  said 
records  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  public.  And  the  said 
board  of  health  and  public  safety  is  hereby  empowered,  in  its 
discretion,  to  enact,  adopt,  modify  and. repeal,  from  time  to  time, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common  council  and  other  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  management  and 
discipline  of  the  policemen  appointed  by  it,  and  may  fine  or 
suspend  from  pay  or  duty,  or  both,  any  of  said  policemen.  All 
such  rules  and  regulations,  when  duly  made,  enacted,  or  adopted 
by  said  board  of  health  and  public  safety,  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  as  if  herein  specially  enacted ;  provided  that  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  shall  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  or  with  the  laws  of  this  state,  or  of  the  United 
States. 

§  154.  Policemen;  special  police  constables;  manner  of  appoint- 
ment. The  board  of  health  and  public  safety  shall  appoint 
such  number  of  policemen  as  shall  from  time  to  time  be  fixed  by 
the  common  council  of  the  said  city,  which  number  as  fixed  by  said 
common  council  may  be,  but  shall  not  exceed  one  policeman  for 
each  one  thousand  or  major  fraction  of  one  thousand  of  inhabit- 
ants, as  appearing  from  the  latest  census  of  said  city,  and  may 
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appoint  at  any  time  such  number  of  special  policemen  from  among 
the  citizens  of  said  city  as  the  common  council  of  said  city  may 
direct.  Such  policemen  and  said  special  policemen  together  with 
the  said  board  of  health  and  public  safety,  shall  constitute  the 
police  force  of  said  city.  And  the  said  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  may,  upon  application  of  any  person  or  persons,  or  cor- 
poration,  showing  the  necessity  thereof,  appoint  special  police  con- 
stables to  do  special  duty  as  required  by  the  applicant,  but  such 
last  named  police  constables  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any  com- 
pensation for  their  services  from  either  the  town  or  city  of  Canan- 
daigua,  or  the  county  of  Ontario.  Nor  shall  any  appointment  of 
special  police  constables  be  made  upon  application  of  any 
person  or  persons  or  corporation  as  herein  provided,  until  after 
the  applicant  or  applicants  shall  have  secured  and  indemnified  the 
said  city  of  Canandaigua  with  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  to  be 
approved  by  the  common  council  of  said  city,  conditioned  that  the 
said  city  will  be  saved  harmless  from  all  costs,  salaries,  expenses 
or  damages  by  reason  of  such  appointment.  Any  person  ap- 
pointed either  as  policeman,  special  policeman  or  special  police 
constable,  shall  take  and  file  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua the  constitutional  oath  of  office  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.  A  certificate  of  the  appointment  of  such 
policeman  shall  be  duly  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  said  city  of 
Canandaigua  and  a  copy  thereof  duly  certified  by  said  clerk  shall 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Ontario  county. 

§  156.*  Chief  of  police;  assistant  chief  of  police.  One  of  such 
policemen  shall  be  designated  by  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  as  "  chief  of  police,"  who  shall  wear  a  uniform  and  be  on 
duty  at  the  police  office,  within  call  of  the  telephone  from  the 
hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  six  o'clock  in  the  afternoon, 
and  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  or  by 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  common  council  of  the  city  and  of 
the  board  of  health  and  public  safety.  And  the  board  of  health 
and  public  safety  shall  designate  another  of  said  policemen,  assist- 
ant chief  of  police  who  shall  perform  the  same  duties  as  the  "  chief 
of  police  "  as  herein  provided,  during  the  hours  from  six  o'clock 
in  the  evening  to  six  o'clock  of  the  following  morning. 

§  156.  Vacancies;  how  filled.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said 
police  force  from  any  cause,  the  said  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  shall  appoint  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  they  shall  remove  any

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of  said  policemen  upon  being  convinced  of  their  incompetency,  or 
their  being  guilty  of  illegal,  corrupt  or  other  improper  conduct, 
after  the  preferring  of  charges  and  an  opportunity  to  be  heard 
thereon  having  been  granted. 

§  157.  Powers  and  duties  of  policemen;  assistant  chief  of 
police  to  fix  bail  in  certain  cases;  assistant  chief  may  be  re- 
quired to  give  bond.  The  said  policemen  shall  have  the  full 
powers  and  duties  of  constables  of  the  towns  in  regard  to  criminal 
and  civil  process  and  proceedings,  and  in  addition  thereto,  all  the 
powers  and  duties  conferred  by  this  act,  and  they  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  shall  be  lawfully  prescribed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  common  council  of  the  city,  and  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  policemen 
to  serve  any  and  all  process  papers,  both  civil  and  criminal,  issued 
by  the  city  judge  of  said  city,  and  no  other  officer  or  person  shall 
have  the  authority  to  serve  such  process  and  papers,  except  where 
in  the  opinion  of  the  city  judge  the  service  can  be  more  efficiently 
performed  by  the  sheriff  of  Ontario  county,  and  this  discretion 
shall  apply  only  to  those  cases  arising  without  the  corporate  limits 
of  said  city  or  in  cases  of  felony,  and  it  shall  not  be  competent 
for  any  constable,  sheriff,  or  deputy  sheriff  to  make  arrests  withiu 
the  limits  of  the  said  city  of  Canandaigua  without  a  warrant,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  felony,  or  in  case  of  a  breach  of  peace,  while  actual- 
ly occurring.  But  no  limitations  of  the  powers  of  constables, 
sheriffs  or  deputy  sheriffs  shall  apply  to  any  special  police  or 
those  special  deputy  sheriffs  appointed  under  an  act  passed  April 
twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven  (being  chapter  three 
hundred  and  seventy-five  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven),  or  to  any  violations  of  the  game  laws  of  the  state. 
Between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  six  o'clock  of 
the  following  morning,  the  chief  of  police,  or  the  assistant  chief  of 
police  shall  have  the  power  to  fix  and  accept  bail  temporarily  in 
all  cases  of  misdemeanor,  upon  and  with  the  consent  and  advice 
of  the  city  judge.  And  such  police  officer,  upon  fixing  and  receiv- 
ing such  bail  as  herein  provided,  shall  pay  the  same  into  the  city 
court  upon  the  convening  of  the  same  the  next  following  morning, 
and  report  to  the  presiding  judge  thereof  the  name  of  the  person  or 
persons,  charged  with  having  committed  such  misdemeanor  or 
misdemeanors  charged. 

The  common  council  may  require  the  policemen  fixing  and  re- 
ceiving bail  as  herein  provided,  to  execute  and  file  a  bond  in  the 
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same  manner  as  other  officers  mentioned  in  section  twenty-one  of 
title  three  of  this  act. 

§  158.  Compensation;  manner  of  payment;  actnal  expenses 
paid  in  certain  cases;  vacations.  The  pay  of  said  policemen  and 
special  policemen  shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  of  health  and  public 
safety,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  common  council  and  when 
so  fixed  shall  not  thereafter  be  changed  except  after  notice  given 
as  provided  in  section  fourteen,  title  two  of  this  act. 

The  salaries  of  such  policemen  shall  be  paid  monthly  upon  the 
warrant  of  the  common  council,  drawn  upon  the  city  treasurer, 
and  the  money  to  pay  the  same  and  the  money  to  pay  said  special 
policemen  shall  be  taken  from  the  fund  which  is  designated  as 
police  fund;  whenever  there  shall  not  be  sufficient  money  to  the 
credit  of  that  fund,  with  which  to  pay  su6h  salary,  then  and  in 
that  case,  the  common  council  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua 
are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  money  sufficient  for 
that  purpose,  and  the  amount  so  borrowed  shall  be  in 
addition  to  and  collected  with  the  amount  annually 
raised  by  taxation  in  said  city  as  now  authorized  by  law. 
Such  policemen  shall  not  receive  any  other  compensation,  except 
when  traveling  in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  in  conveying  persons 
to  prison  or  by  direction  of  the  board  of  health  and  public  safety 
in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  or  by  the  direction  of  the  city 
judge  upon  warrant  issued  by  him,  when  their  actual  expenses 
shall  be  paid  upon  a  verified  statement  of  the  items  of  such  ex- 
penses in  detail,  to  be  certified  by  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  and  audited  and  paid  out  of  the  police  fund  and  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  claims  against  the  city  as  herein  provided,  out  of 
the  police  fund.  The  board  of  health  and  public  safety  may,  by 
resolution,  give  to  any  such  policemen,  including  the  policeman 
designated  as  the  "  chief  of  police  "  a  vacation  or  vacations,  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate,  two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  and  the 
period  or  periods  of  such  vacation  or  vacations  shall  be  included 
as  a  part  of  the  time  for  which  such  policeman  shall  be  entitled 
to  pay  as  time  actually  served  by  him. 

§  159.  Policemen  to  ke^p  records  of  accounts  chargeable  to  town 
or  county;  how  paid.  Each  of  such  policemen  shall  keep  a  cor- 
rect account  of  such  services  rendered  by  him  as  have  heretofore 
been  a  town  or  county  charge,  and  such  accounts  duly  verified  and 
sworn  to  by  such  policemen  shall  be  presented  by  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety  at  least  once  a  year  to  the  proper  town 
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and  county  auditing  boards,  which  accounts  shall  be  a  charge 
against  the  town  or  county  as  if  made  by  a  town  constable  as  here- 
tofore. The  amount  allowed  by  the  county  auditing  board  and 
charged  to  the  county,  shall  be  paid  by  the  supervisors  of  said 
county  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  the  amount 
thereof  charged  to  and  allowed  by  the  town  of  Canandaigua  shall 
be  paid  by  the  supervisor  of  said  town,  when  collected,  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  said  city  to  the  credit  of  said  police  fund.

§    160.   Powers   and   duties   of   assessors.     The   assessors   shall 
constitute  the  board  of  assessors  and  shall  possess  all  the  powers 
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conferred,  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  imposed  and  perform 
all  the  duties  appertaining  to  the  oliice  of  assessors  in  the  towns 
of  the  state  in  reference  to  the  assessment  of  property  within  the 
city,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law.  They  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  now  provided  by  law  in  reference  to  the  assessment 
of  property  for  the  purpose  of  levying  taxes  and  assessments  for 
local  improvements,  imposed  according  to  law  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

§  161.  Assessment  of  taxes.  The  assessors  shall  in  each  year 
prepare  an  assessment  i^oU  of  the  persons  r.nd  property  taxable 
within  the  city  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  is  required  by  law 
for  the  preparation  of  town  assessment  rolls,  except  as  modified 
by  this  act.  The  said  assessment  roll  shall  be  so  prepared  as  to 
show  separately  the  taxable  persons  and  property  within  the  city 
and  the  same  shall  be  footed  by  the  assessors.  In  the  assessipent 
of  any  land  in  said  city  for. any  purpose,  it  shall  be  sufficient  to 
state  the  name  of  any  one  of  the  ovimers  or  occupants  of  said  land 
and  also  the  street  and  number  of  any  building  thereon ;  but  if 
the  land  be  vacant  or  if  the  buildings  thereon  be  not  numbered, 
then  the  name  of  the  street  upon  which  it  fronts,  shall  be  given. 
In  case  no  inhabited  building  is  on  the  land,  the  owner  may  be 
designated  as  "  unknown."  In  all  cases  the  assessment  of  real 
property  shall  be  deemed  as  against  the  real  property  itself  and 
the  property  itself  shall  be  holden  and  liable  to  sale  for  any  tax 
levied  upon  it,  and  no  error  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupant, 
nor  in  the  description,  if  sufficient  to  identify  the  same,  shall  in- 
validate the  assessment  Only  one  assessment  shall  be  made  in 
each  year  for  all  the  taxes  levied  within  the  city  during  that  year. 

§  162.  Completion  of  the  roll.  The  assessors  between  the  first 
day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year  shall  pre- 
pare such  assessment  roll  and  shall  complete  the  same  by  the  first 
day  of  July  in  each  year  and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  citv 
clerk,  and  shall  give  notice  for  thirty  days  by  posting  such  notice 
in  three  public  places  in  the  city  and  by  publication  thereof  in  the 
newspapers  designated  to  publish  notices,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
once  in  each  week  for  four  weeks,  that  such  roll  is  completed  and 
filed,  and  that  all  persons  interested  may  examine  the  same  at 
the  city  clerk's  office,  and  that  also  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  Sep- 
tember next  ensuing,  at  a  place  specified  in  such  notice,  the 
assessors  will  sit  as  a  board  of  review  to  review  the  same. 

§   163.   Seview  of  assessment.     The  board  of  assessors  shall 
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meet  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in  the  notice  mentioned  in 
section  one  hundred  and  sixty-two  of  this  act  and  review  the 
assessment.  Their  sessions  shall  not  aggregate  more  than 
four  days,  nor  be  continued  beyond  the  fifteenth  day  of 
September  in  each  year.  During  the  time  the  assessors  review 
any  tax  or  assessment,  they  shall  have  power  to  add  or  insert 
in  such  assessment  roll  any  property  liable  to  assessment,  and 
the  valuation  thereof  which  may  have  been  omitted  from  such 
roll  upon  giving  notice  either  personally  or  by  mail  to  the 
owner  of  such  property  or  to  his  agent  at  least  two  days 
prior  to  adding  the  same  to  said  assessment  roll,  and  in  case 
the  owner  is  unknown  or  had  no  known  agent  within  the  city, 
they  shall  post  such  notice  in  three  public  places  in  said  city  at 
least  two  days  prior  to  adding  the  same  to  the  assessment  roll. 
Except  as  modified  by  this  act,  the  board  of  assessors  shall  have 
all  the  powers  given  by  the  tax  law  of  the  state  of  New  York  to 
assessors  sitting  to  hear  complaints  in  relation  to  assessments, 
and  the  proceedings  in  relation  thereto  shall  be  the  same  as  pro- 
vided by  the  tax  law  of  the  state.  Any  person  assessed  upon  as- 
sessment roll  claiming  to  be  aggrieved  by  any  assessment  for  prop- 
erty therein  may  review  the  same  in  the  manner  provided  by 
article  thirteen  of  the  tax  law.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  the  corrected  assessment  roll  together  with  their  minutes 
shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

§  164.  Equalization  and  levy;  county  taxes.  The  city  clerk 
shall  immediately  thereupon  proceed  to  prepare  the  roll  for  the 
ensuing  year.  He  shall  upon  the  written  direction  of  the  assessors 
correct  all  clerical  errors  appearing  therein,  make  a  true  copy  of 
the  assessment  roll  as  corrected,  certify  it  under  the  seal  of  the 
city  and  deliver  it  to  the  chairman  or  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  the  county  of  Ontario  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
October  in  each  year.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  Ontario  county 
shall  in  each  year  equalize  the  assessments  within  the  city  of  Can- 
andaigua  with  the  assessments  in  the  towns  of  said  county  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  assessments  are  required  by  law  to  be  equal- 
ized between  such  towns.  The  board  of  supervisors  shall  not 
cause  the  state  and  county  tax  apportioned  to  said  city  to  be  spread 
upon  any  tax  roll  of  property  within  the  city,  but  shall  by  resolu- 
tion ascertain  and  direct  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  levied  in  the 
city  for  state  and  county  purposes  and  shall  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year  transmit  to  the  common 
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council  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  a  copy  of  such  resolution  cer- 
tified under  the  hand  of  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  supervisors  and 
the  seal  of  said  board.  Such  certified  resolution  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  clerk  and  the  city  clerk  shall  thereupon  extend  and  ap- 
portion such  tax  on  the  assessment  roll  together  with  the  city 
taxes  levied  as  hereinafter  provided  and  no  other  extension  and 
apportionment  of  such  state  and  county  taxes  need  be  made.  The 
amoimt  of  state  and  county  tax  apportioned  to  the  city  of  *Canan- 
diagua  shall  be  ascertained  and  apportioned  upon  the  equalized 
value  of  real  estate  within  said  city  and  the  assessed  value  of  per- 
sonal property  including  the  assessed  value  of  banks  within  the 
city  of  Canandaigua. 

§  165.  Amount  of  annual  tax  levy.  The  common  council  must 
annually  cause  to  be  levied  and  raised  by  general  tax  upon  all 
taxable  property,  real,  personal  and  franchise,  in  the  city,  except 
in  case  of  taxation  by  districts  less  in  area  than  the  city  for  light- 
ing, water  supply,  sewerage  and  other  purposes  as  provided  by 
law,  and  then  upon  all  the  taxable  property,  real,  personal  and 
franchise,  in  the  proper  district,  according  to  the  valuation  upon 
the  assessment  roll  for  the  current  year,  corrected  as  aforesaid, 
for  the  following  purposes : 

1.  The  amount  of  taxes  certified  to  the  common  council  by  the 
board  of  supervisors  apportioned  to  the  city  for  state  and  county 
taxes. 

2.  The  payment  of  expenses  of  a  police  department  including 
the  salary  of  the  city  judge  and  the  salary  of  the  officers  of  the 
said  department,  to  be  designated  the  "  Police  Fund." 

3.  For  paying  the  expense  of  paving  streets  and  curbing  gut- 
ters pursuant  to  this  act  and  for  repairing  and  keeping  in  order 
the  streets,  highways,  alleys,  cross-walks,  parks,  play  grounds, 
and  other  public  places,  lands  and  squares  of  the  city ;  for  cleaning 
snow  and  ice  from  the  walks;  for  defraying  the  salary  and  ex- 
penses of  the  superintendent  of  public  works,  his  assistants  and 
employees,  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  bridges  and  culverts 
and  other  expenses  relating  to  the  streets  and  highways  to  be 
designated  the  "  Highway  Fund." 

4.  A  sum  necessary  to  defray  the  payment  of  the  general  and 
contingent  expenses  of  the  city  at  large,  the  expenses  of  elections 
and  for  the  payment  of  all  salaries  and  wages  of  officers  and 
seiTants  of  the  city,  and  other  sums  not  otherwise  provided  for, 

*  So  in  original. 
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which  with  all  of  the  moneys  received  bj  the  city  treasurer,  not 
belonging  to  any  other  fund  specified  by  this  act,  shall  be  kept 
as  a  separate  fund,  to  be  designated  the  ''  Contingent  Fund." 

5.  For  defraying  the  expenses  of  repairing  and  keeping  in  order 
the  sewers  and  defraying  the  cost  of  constructing  sewers  and  tor 
the  services  of  engineers  employed  therefor  by  the  city,  to  be 
designated  the  "  Sewer  Fund." 

6.  A  sum  necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  fire  de- 
partment to  be  designated  the  "  Fire  Fund." 

7.  A  sum  necessary  for  lighting  the  streets  and  public  build- 
ings and  places  of  the  city  and  the  expenses  of  maintaining  all 
necessary  apparatus  and  fixtures  connected  therewith,  to  be  desig- 
nated the  "  Lighting  Fund." 

8.  A  sum  necessary  to  meet  the  principal  and  interest  falling 
due  during  the  fiscal  year,  for  which  the  tax  is  levied  upon  the 
bonds  or  other  permanent  debt  of  the  city,  to  be  designated  the 
"Public  Debt  Fund." 

9.  A  sum  necessary  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  board  of 
health  and  public  safety,  and  the  expenses  of  enforcing  the  public 
health  law  rules,  regulations  and  ordinances  of  said  board  and 
other  matters  within  said  board's  jurisdiction  as  provided  by  this 
act,  to  be  designated  the  "  Public  Health  Fund." 

10.  Such  other  sums  as  shall  have  been  voted  at  a  regular  city 
election  or  a  special  city  election,  called  for  that  purpose,  and 
also  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  all  indebtedness  re- 
maining unpaid  on  all  judgments  against  the  city,  and  also  for 
such  other  sums  as  the  common  council  is  authorized  to  spend  for 
the  purposes  specified  in  this  act,  to  be  designated  as  the  Special 
Fund. 

§  166.  Extraordinary  expenditures;  special  election  for.  If 
the  board  of  public  works,  or  the  board  of  health  and  public 
safety  recommend,  or  if  the  owners  of  ten  per  centum  of  the  value 
of  the  property  appearing  upon  the  last  preceding  assessment  roll 
of  the  city  shall  petition  for  an  extraordinary  expenditure  to  be 
made  for  any  purpose  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  or  if,  upon 
its  own  motion,  the  common  council  shall  resolve  by  an  affirmative 
vote  of  two-thirds  of  its  members,  that  an  extraordinary  expendi- 
ture, including  the  paving  or  improving  of  a  street,  ought  for  the 
benefit  of  the  city,  to  be  made  for  any  specific  purpose  ect 
forth  in  the  resolution,  it  shall  make  an  estimate  of  the 
sum   necessary   therefor    and    for   all   such .  purposes,    if   there 
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be  more  than  one,  and  publish  such  resolution  and  estimate 
for  at  least  three  weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed 
in  the  city,  together  with  a  notice  that  at  a  time  and  place 
therein  specified  a  special  election  of  the  taxpayers  of  the 
city  will  be  held  to  decide  whether  the  amount  of  such  expendi- 
ture shall  be  raised  by  tax.  The  common  council  shall  appoint 
four  inspectors  of  such  election  and  shall  fill  all  vacancies  occur- 
ing  among  them.  All  provisions  of  law  prescribing  the  duties  of 
inspectors  of  election  and  their  powers  and  with  reference  to 
preserving  order  at  electiouB  and  false  swearing  and  fraudulent 
voting  thereat,  shall,  so  far  as  applicable,  apply  to  the  special 
elections  held  hereunder.  Every  person,  male  or  female,  who 
owns  any  real  or  personal  property,  which  shall  have  been 
assessed  and  taxed  upon  the  last  assessment  roll  of  the  city  before 
such  special  election,  and  no  other  person,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
at  such  election.  The  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  each  ballot 
shall  contain  a  brief  statement  of  each  purpose  for  which  such 
expenditure  is  required  and  the  amount  thereof,  and  be  in  the 
form  required  by  the  election  law  for  voting  upon  questions  sub- 
mitted. The  inspectors  shall,  at  the  time  and  place  designated 
as  aforesaid,  sit  without  intermission  from  nine  o'clock  in  the 
morning  until  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  receive  the  bal- 
lots cast  at  such  special  election,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  in 
a  suitable  ballot-box  to  be  provided  by  the  city.  If  the  right  to 
vote  of  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  such  special  election  be 
challenged  by  any  other  person  entitled  to  vote  thereat,  an  in- 
spector of  the  election  shall  administer  to  him  the  following 
oath :  "  You  do  swear  that  you  are  the  owner  of  property 
assessed  upon  the  last  assessment  roll  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua, 
and  that  you  have  not  voted  at  this  election  ?  "  After  he  shall  take 
such  oath,  and  if  he  owns  property  assessed  upon  the  assessment 
roll  aforesaid,  his  vote  shall  be  received.  The  inspectors  shall 
canvass  the  votes  received  immediately  after  closing  the  polls, 
and  immediately  make  a  certificate,  signed  by  them  or  two  of 
them,  stating  the  whole  number  of  ballots  voted  at  such  election, 
the  whole  number  for  each  special  tax,  and  the  whole  number 
against  each  special  tax,  and  deliver  the  same  forthwith  to  the 
city  clerk.  The  city  clerk  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  common 
council  at  its  next  meeting,  and  it  shall  cause  the  result  of  the 
said  election  thus  certified  to  be  entered  in  its  minutes,  and  if 
the  whole  number  of  votes  received  at  such  election  for  any  such 
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special  tax  exceeds  the  whole  number  of  votes  against  the  same, 
the  common  council  shall,  except  as  hereinafter  otherwise  pro- 
vided, cause  the  sum  or  sums  of  money  thus  voted  to  be 
assessed,  levied  and  raised  with  and  in  addition  to  other 
taxes  in  and  upon  the  next  assessment  roll.  But  the  simi 
or  sums  of  money  so  voted  to  be  assessed  shall  not  with  the  other 
taxes  above  mentioned,  exceed  the  limit  of  one  per  centum  upon 
the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  city, 
except  for  the  purposes  herein  provided,  to  wit:  the  amount  of 
taxes  certified  to  the  city  by  the  board  of  supervisors  to  be  assessed 
upon  said  city,  and  also  the  special  assessments  on  property  bene- 
fited by  street  improvements  as  set  forth  in  section  ninety  of  title 
six  of  this  act.  No  more  than  one  such  election  in  the  city 
shall  be  held  in  any  one  year,  except  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  the 
common  council.  After  such  special  tax  or  taxes  shall  have  been 
authorized  as  herein  provided,  the  common  council  may  proceed  to 
authorize  the  expenditure  of  the  amount  thereof  for  the  purpose  or 
purposes  specified  in  its  published  statement  aforesaid  and  sanc- 
tioned by  such  election.  The  common  council  may  borrow,  if 
necessary,  the  amount  so  voted  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of 
said  tax,  and  the  amount  so  raised  or  borrowed  shall  be  expended 
only  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  special  tax  was 
voted,  and  shall  be  repaid  within  one  year  from  the  proceeds  of 
the  tax,  or  at  the  option  of  the  common  council  not  less  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  entire  council  voting  in  the  affirmative,  the  city  may 
issue  its  bonds  for  the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  sum  or  sums  voted 
at  said  special  election.  Said  bonds  shall  be  paid  in  yearly  install- 
ments during  a  term  of  years  not  to  exceed  twenty,  with  interest  at 
a  rate  not  to  exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  yearly  or 
half  yearly,  as  the  council  may  determine.  The  annual  install- 
ment of  principal  and  interest  on  said  bonds,  falling  due  each  year, 
shall  be  part  of  the  one  per  centum  maximum  city  taxes  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-five  of  this  act.  The 
common  council  shall,  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  resolution 
and  estimate,  as  provided  in  this  section,  determine  whether  the 
money  to  be  raised  shall  be  included  in  the  next  annual  tax 
levy,  or  whether  bonds  as  hereinbefore  provided  shall  be 
issued  therefor,  and  if  the  latter  then  the  number  of  years 
said  bonds  shall  run,  and  it  shall  publish  such  determination 
as  a  part  of  the  notice  of  the  special  election,  and  said  detennina 
tion  shall  not  be  changed  by  the  common  council  after  said  special 
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election  is  had.  Any  bonds  issued  hereunder  shall  be  designated 
as  "  special  appropriation  bonds,"  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
treasurer,  and  shall  be  sold  by  the  treasurer  under  the  direction, 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  common  council  at  public  or  private 
sale  for  the  highest  attainable  price,  but  not  less  than  par,  and  the 
avails  of  said  bonds  shall  be  kept  by  the  treasurer  in  a  separate 
fund,  and  be  applied  only  to  the  payment  of  the  object  or  objects, 
stated  in  the  published  notice  of  the  special  election,  and  shall 
be  paid  out  only  upon  warrants  drawn  on  the  treasurer  by 
the  common  council  as  herein  provided,  for  expenditures 
hereunder,  audited  by  the  common  council.  If  it  shall  at 
any  time  appear  that  the  object  or  objects  for  which  said 
bonds  were  issued  is  accomplished,  and  that  there  is  ah 
unexpended  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  to  the  credit  of 
the  aforesaid  fund,  not  required  for  the  specific  purpose  for  which 
said  money  was  raised,  said  balance  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other 
purpose,  except  to  apply  on  the  principal  or  interest  of  said  bonds 
as  they  fall  due.  All  moneys  received  by  the  city  treasurer  from 
this  or  any  other  source  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  not  later  than 
twenty-four  hours  after  its  receipt,  be  deposited  by  said  treasurer 
in  one  or  more  national  banks  or  trust  companies  as  herein  pro- 
vided for  the  deposit  of  city  funds,  to  be  drawn  out  only  for  pay- 
ments made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  All 
municipal  plants,  buildings,  or  other  undertakings,  whether  for 
electric  lighting  or  otherwise,  sanctioned  by  the  taxpayers  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  section,  shall  be  bought,  or  built  and  operated 
by  the  board  of  public  works  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for 
other  public  works  herein. 

§  167.  Issue  of  tax-roll  and  warrant  to  treasurer.  The  city 
clerk  under  the  direction  of  the  common  council,  shall  extend 
the  city  tax  together  with  the  state  and  county  taxes,  on  the 
assessment  roll  delivered  to  him  in  each  year,  and  shall  make 
a  copy  thereof  and  file  the  same  in  his  office.  The  original  roll 
with  the  taxes  extended  therein  as  aforesaid,  shall  then  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  February,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  prac- 
ticable, be  delivered  by  the  city  clerk  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city 
with  a  warrant  annexed  thereto  signed  by  the  mayor  and  the 
city  clerk  under  the  seal  of  the  city,  commanding  him  to 
receive  and  collect  the  several  sums  in  the  tax-roll  specified  as 
assessed  against  the  person  or  property  therein  mentioned  or  de- 
scribed, with  such  percentage,  or  penalty  and  interest  as  is  in  this 
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act  provided,  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  the  collection 
of  town  and  county  taxes  by  town  collectors  except  that  said  tax- 
roll  and  warrant  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  city  treasurer's  office, 
and  that  said  taxes  shall  be  collected  within  thirty  days  after  the 
date  of  the  warrant ;  but  the  time  to  collect  taxes  under  said  war- 
rant may  be  extended  or  said  warrant  may  be  renewed  by  the 
conmion  council  from  time  to  time.  From  the  time  of  the  re- 
ceipt of  the  tax-roll  and  warrant  by  the  city  treasurer  all  taxes 
assessed  and  levied  upon  any  real  estate  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such 
real  estate  for  the  amount  thereof  with  the  percentages  and  in- 
terest herein  provided,  until  the  same  be  fully  paid. 

§  168.  Notice  of  receiving  taxes.  Immediately  on  the  delivery 
of  the  city  tax-roll  and  warrant  to  the  treasurer,  he  shall  publish 
a  notice  in  such  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  the  city  as  the  com- 
mon council  shall  desip^ate,  once  each  week  for  two*  consecutive 
weeks,  that  he  will  attend  at  his  office  with  the  said  tax-roll  and 
warrant  for  thirty  days  next  after  the  first  publication  of  said 
notice,  Sundays,  legal  holidays  and  half  holidays  excepted,  from 
nine  o'clock  in  the  morning  to  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to 
receive  city,  county  and  state  taxes,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to 
attend  accordingly.  All  taxes  or  assessments  paid  within  thirty 
days  after  the  first  publication  of  the  treasurer's  notice  aforesaid, 
shall  be  payable  without  fee,  percentage  or  interest  thereon.  On 
all  taxes  or  assessments  remaining  unpaid  after  the  expiration  of 
such  thirty  days  and  within  sixty  days,  the  treasiirer  shall  collect 
one  per  centum  additional;  on  all  remaining  taxes  unpaid  after 
the  expiration  of  sixty  days  and  within  ninety  days  he  shall  collect 
three  per  centum  additional;  and  all  remaining  taxes  unpaid 
after  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  such  first  publication 
shall  bear  and  there  shall  be  collected  thereon  five  per  centum 
additional  and  interest  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum  per  month 
from  the  expiration  of  said  ninety  days,  and  the  same  shall  belong 
to  the  city. 

§  169.  Tax  receipts.  Immediately  upon  receiving  any  tax,  the 
city  treasurer  shall  enter  in  a  column  prepared  for  the  purpose  and 
opposite  the  name  of  the  person,  persons,  association  or  corporation 
paying  the  same,  the  fact  of  payment  and  the  date  thereof,  and 
shall  give  the  person  paying  the  same  a  receipt  therefor  and  retain 
a  copy  of  said  receipt  in  his  office.  Any  person  may  pay  any  one 
or  more  taxes  or  assessments  upon  his  property  and  leave  others 
unpaid  to  be  enforced  in  the  manner  provided  by  this  act    All  re- 
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ceipts  issued  by  the  treasurer  for  taxes  paid  to  him  shall  be  num- 
bered consecutively,  conmiencing  with  number  one  on  the  first 
receipt  issued  for  taxes  for  any  one  year,  and  he  shall  not  receipt 
for  more  than  one  year's  taxes  on  the  same  property  in  one  tax 
receipt ;  but  shall  use  a  separate  and  distinct  series  of  numbers  of 
receipts,  issued  for  the  taxes  for  each  year  for  which  the  same  is 
levied  and  assessed.  The  city  clerk  shall  cause  all  tax  receipts  to 
be  printed  and  numbered  and  firmly  bound  together  in  book  form 
and  to  be  in  duplicate,  and  each  duplicate  to  bear  the  same  number 
as  the  original. 

§  170.  Notice  of  unpaid  taxes;  demand  of  payment.  If  any 
such  tax  shall  remain  unpaid  after  the  expiration  of  sixty  days 
from  the  first  publication  of  the  notice  specified  in  section  one  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine  of  this  act,  the  city  treasurer  shall  forthwith 
serve  or  cause  to  be  served  upon  the  person,  persons,  association 
or  corporation  against  whom  such  tax  remains  charged,  a  written 
notice  requiring  him  to  pay  the  same  to  the  city  treasurer  within 
ten  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice.  Such  notice  may  be 
served  upon  such  person,  persons,  association  or  corporation  per- 
sonally, or  by  leaving  it  at  his  residence  or  his  or  its  place  of 
business,  in  said  city,  or  by  depositing  it  in  the  post  office  in  said 
city,  properly  enclosed  in  a  postpaid  wrapper,  directed  to  such 
person,  persons,  association  or  corporation  at  his  or  its  reputed 
place  of  residence  or  business.  It  shall  not  be  necessary  to  make 
any  other  demand  for  the  payment  of  said  tax. 

§  171.  Collection  of  tax  by  sale  of  personal  property.  If  any 
person,  persons,  association  or  corporation  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
pay  any  tax  against  him  or  it  within  the  ten  days  above  prescribed, 
the  city  treasurer  shall  forthwith  issue  his  warrant  under  his  hand 
and  the  seal  of  the  city,  and  addressed  to  any  police  officer  of  the 
city,  commanding  such  officer  to  levy  upon  any  personal  property 
in  the  city  of  Canandaigua  or  county  of  Ontario  belonging  to  or 
in  possession  of  the  person,  persons,  association  or  corporation, 
whose  or  which  tax  so  remains  unpaid ;  cause  the  same  to  be  sold 
at  public  auction  for  the  payment  of  such  tax,  and  the  fees  and 
expenses  of  the  collection  thereof ;  and  no  claim  of  property  to  be 
made  thereto  by  any  other  person  shall  be  available  to  prevent  such 
sale.  The  officer  to  whom  such  warrant  shall  be  delivered  shall 
proceed  immediately  as  therein  directed.  Public  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  sale  of  the  property  to  be  sold  shall  be  given  by 
posting  the  same  in  at  least  three  public  places  in  the  city  at  least 
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six  days  previous  thereto.  The  officer  conducting  such  sale  shall 
return  the  proceeds  thereof,  together  with  his  warrant,  to  the  citj 
treasurer  within  fifteen  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  issued 
and  delivered  to  him.  He  shall  be  entitled  to  charge  the  same 
fee  as  constables  are  entitled  to  receive  for  collecting  money  by 
virtue  of  execution.  If  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  be  more  than  the 
amount  of  such  tax,  the  fees  of  collection  and  the  expenses  of  the 
sale,  the  surplus  shall  be  paid  to  the  person,  persons,  association 
or  corporation  against  whom  or  which  the  tax  is  assessed  unless 
the  right  thereto  is  disputed  by  some  other  person,  persons,  asso- 
ciation or  corporation,  in  which  case  such  surplus  shall  remain 
in  the  hands  of  the  city  treasurer,  without  any  liability  on  his 
part,  or  that  of  the  city  for  costs,  or  damages,  until  the  rights  of 
the  parties  thereto  shall  be  determined,  by  due  course  of  law. 

§  172.  Collection  of  taxes  by  action.  The  city  treasurer  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  recover,  by  action  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  in  the  corporate  name  of  the 
city,  the  amount  of  any  tax  remaining  unpaid  after  the  expiration 
of  ninety  days  with  the  additions  and  fees  unpaid  thereon,  and 
to  recover  judgment  therefor,  with  ten  per  centum  interest 
thereon,  with  cost  and  expense  of  such  action.  The  city  judge 
shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  try  such  action  when  the  sum 
claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars.  A  transcript  of  the 
judgment  obtained  in  such  action  may  be  filed  and  such  judgment 
docketed  in  the  ofiice  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Ontario,  and  it 
shall,  however  small  the  amount,  thereupon  become  a  judgment 
of  the  county  court  of  said  county  and  a  lien  to  the  amount  of  said 
judgment  upon  all  real  estate  of  the  judgment  debtor  situate  in 
said  county,  and  shall  have  the  same  priority  over  any  other  lien 
or  encumbrance  thereon  or  transfer  of  the  property  charged  with 
the  tax  sought  to  be  recovered  in  said  action.  Upon  any  judgment 
recovered  for  said  unpaid  taxes  and  docketed  in  said  county  clerk's 
office,  execution  may  be  issued  and  collected  as  provided  by  law, 
and  all  the  provisions  of  law  in  reference  to  sale  and  redemption 
of  real  estate  on  execution,  or  to  proceedings  supplementary  to 
executions,  shall  apply  to  sales,  redemptions  or  such  proceedings 
which  may  be  had  under  this  act.  A  judgment  in  such  action  in 
favor  of  the  city  shall  not  operate  to  release  any  lien  of  such  tax 
or  assessment  until  satisfied. 

§  173.  Lien  of  taxes  and  water  rates.  Every  tax  for  county 
and  state  purposes,  and  every  tax  assessment  or  other  lien  on  real 
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estate  under  this  act  for  whatever  purpose  imposed  or  charged 
upon  any  real  estate  within  the  city  shall  be  a  lien  upon  such  real 
estate  from  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  resolution  imposing 
the  same  until  paid.  Water  rates  shall  be  a  lien  until  paid,  and 
every  assessment  upon  real  estate,  or  water  rate  imposed  under  this 
act  may,  when  due,  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  herein 
provided  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  except  that  the  warrant  for 
the  collection  of  water  rates  shall  be  issued  by  the  board  of  public 
works. 

§  174.  Proceedings  in  case  of  failure  to  collect  tax  on  warrant. 
On  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  next  after  tax  shall  have  been 
imposed  upon  any  real  estate  in  said  county,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
make  and  deliver  to  the  board  of  assessors  a  transcript  of  any 
and  all  such  taxes  which  remain  unpaid,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  of  assessors  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  July 
thereafter  to  make  and  deliver  to  the  city  treasurer  a  statement 
containing  a  brief  general  description  of  the  location,  boundary 
and  estimated  quantity  of  each  parcel  of  said  lands,  and  in  case 
any  such  lands  shall  have  been  erroneously  assessed,  then  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  ofiicers  to  make  and  include  in  such  statement 
a  corrected  assessment  at  the  same  valuation  as  before,  and  such 
corrected  assessment  and  amount  of  tax  levied  upon  said  land  shall 
be  as  valid  and  effectual  for  all  purposes  as  though  they  had 
originally  been  corrected. 

§  175.  Sale  of  land  for  nnpaid  taxes.  Whenever  any  such  tax, 
penalty,  or  interest  or  any  part  of  either  of  them,  shall  remain  un- 
paid on  the  first  day  of  August  following  the  assessment  and  levy 
of  such  tax,  the  city  treasurer  shall  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell 
the  lands  upon  which  the  same  was  imposed  for  the  payment  of 
such  tax,  penalty  or  interest,  or  the  part  remaining  unpaid,  and 
the  expense  of  such  sale,  as  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  also  be 
a  charge  upon  such  lands. 

§  176.  Notice  of  sale  of  land  for  taxes.  The  city  treasurer 
shall  cause  to  be  published  a  notice  of  such  sale  containing  a  de- 
scription of  the  lands  to  be  sold,  specifying  the  same  by  street  and 
numtsr  if  any,  and  the  approximate  dimensions  and  quantity 
thereof,  or,  if  there  be  an  official  tax  map  of  said  city,  then  by 
specifying  the  description  given  on  said  map  of  the  lands  to  be 
sold,  and  also  specifying  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  which  notice 
shall  be  published  in  a  newspaper  or  newspapers  of  the  city,  desig- 
nated for  that  purpose  by  the  common  council,  once  a  week 
for  at  least  six  successive  weeks  immediately  prior  to  the  day  of 
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sale,  and  shall  also  post  such  notice  of  sale  in  at  least  three  publio 
places  of  the  city  at  least  forty-two  days  before  the  day  of  salei 
On  the  day  named  the  city  treasurer  shall  commence  the  sale  of 
such  lands  and  shall  continue  such  sale  from  day  to  day  until  the 
whole  thereof  be  sold.  At  any  time  before  the  sale  the  owner  or 
any  purchaser  of  land,  or  his  representative,  or  any  person  in- 
terested therein,  may  avoid  the  sale  thereof  by  paying  the  tax  or 
taxes  to  the  treasurer  with  all  accrued  interest,  fees,  additions  and 
expenses. 

§  177.  Manner  of  conducting  sale  of  land  for  taxes.  Each 
parcel  shall  be  sold  at  public  auction  to  the  highest  bidder.  The 
purchaser  or  purchasers  on  such  sale  shall  pay  the  amounts  of 
their  respective  bids  to  the  city  treasurer  immediately  after  each 
parcel  shall  be  struck  off.  In  case  the  purchaser  shall  fail  to  pay 
the  amount  of  his  bid  as  herein  prescribed,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
forthwith  offer  the  parcel  for  sale  again  and  proceed  as  though  it 
had  not  been  struck  off.  Should  there  be  no  bid  of  the  amount 
due  on  any  lot  or  parcel  of  land  to  be  sold,  then  the  city  treasurer 
shall  bid  in  the  same  for  the  city,  and  the  city  is  hereby  authorized 
to  acquire  said  parcels,  and  the  common  council  shall  have  the 
care,  management  and  control  of  all  such  parcels  and  may  lease 
or  sell  and  convey  the  same.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  sale, 
the  city  treasurer  shall  prepare  and  execute  in  duplicate,  as  to 
ench  parcel  sold,  a  certificate  of  such  sale,  describing  the  parcel 
purchased  by  brief  general  description  of  the  location,  approxi- 
mate dimensions,  estimated  quantity  thereof,  stating  the  fact  of 
the  sale,  the  name  of  the  purchaser,  the  sum  paid  therefor,  the 
amount  due  thereon,  the  time  of  the  sale,  the  name  of  the  person, 
persons,  association  or  corporation  against  whom  or  which  such 
tax  was  assessed  and  the  name  of  the  reputed  owner  thereof.  One 
of  said  duplicates  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser,  or,  in  case 
the  parcel  was  struck  off  to  the  city,  then  it  shall  be  retained  and 
filed  in  the  oflSce  of  the  city  treasurer.  The  city  treasurer  shall 
deliver  the  other  duplicate  certificate  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  of 
Ontario,  who  shall  file  said  certificate  in  his  office  and  record  the 
same  in  a  book  to  be  kept  in  said  clerk's  office  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall  index  the  certificate  in  the  name  of  the  person,  persons, 
association  or  corporation  to  whom  or  to  which  the  parcel  was 
assessed,  the  name  of  the  reputed  owner  thereof,  and  the  name 
of  the  purchaser,  in  the  same  book  and  manner  as  deeds  are  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  indexed.    The  county  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to 
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receive  a  fee  of  fifty  cents  for  each  certificate  so  filed  and  recorded, 
which  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  treasurer,  and  shall  be  a  part 
of  the  expenses  of  the  sale  of  the  parcel.  The  city  clerk  of  said 
city  may  conduct  the  sale  with  the  same  force  and  effect  as  though 
made  by  the  city  treasurer. 

§  178.  Disposition  of  proceeds  of  sale.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale 
of  each  parcel,  other  than  those  struck  off  to  the  city,  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  payment  of  the  expenses  of  the  sale  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  the  extinguishment  of  the  tax,  penalty  or  interest  for 
which  it  was  sold,  and  if  there  shall  be  any  residue,  the  city  treas- 
urer shall  hold  the  same  until  the  owner  of  the  premises  at  the 
time  of  the  sale  shall  redeem  them  from  the  sale  as  herein  pro- 
vided, and  the  city  treasurer  shall  pay  such  owner  the  said  sur- 
plus. In  all  such  other  cases  the  city  treasurer  shall  hold  the  same 
until  after  the  period  of  redemption  shall  have  expired  and  then 
he  shall  pay  such  surplus,  and  the  person,  persons,  association,  or 
corporation  entitled  thereto  shall  be  ascertained  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  by  the  same  proceedings  as  in  the  case  of  surplus  on 
statutory  foreclosure  of  a  mortgage  on  real  estate.  In  case  any 
taxes  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  on  real  estate  which  has  been 
sold  for  taxes,  subsequent  to  such  sale,  and  before  the  redemption 
thereof  or  the  conveyance  thereof  to  the  purchaser  and  the  same 
shall  be  unpaid,  the  city  treasurer  may  deduct  the  amount  thereof 
from  any  surplus  in  his  hands  of  the  sum  bid  for  the  same,  if 
there  be  any  surplus ;  if  there  shall  be  no  surplus  or  the  same  shall 
be  insufficient  to  pay  such  taxes,  the  person  redeeming  shall  pay 
the  same,  otherwise  the  purchaser  shall  pay  the  same  before  he 
shall  receive  his  conveyance  of  the  same. 

§  179.  Eedemption  of  lands.  The  owner  of,  or  any  person  in- 
terested in  or  having  a  lien  upon  any  parcel  or  lot  so  sold,  may 
redeem  the  same  from  such  sale  at  any  time  within  fifteen  months 
by  paying  to  the  city  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser  or  his 
assigns  or,  if  they  shall  have  been  redeemed  by  any  person  other 
than  the  owner  thereof,  then  for  the  use  of  such  person,  the  simi 
mentioned  in  the  certificate  as  having  been  bid  for  the  premises, 
with  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  ten  per  centum  per  annum 
from  the  day  of  the  sale,  together  with  any  tax  or  assessment  upon 
any  parcel  or  any  part  thereof,  that  the  said  purchaser  or  assigns 
before  redeeming  shall  have  been  paid  between  the  day  of  sale 
and  the  day  of  the  redemption,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  centum  upon  such  tax  or  assessment  from  the  time  of  payment. 
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Tlie  time  during  which  such  redemption  may  be  made  shall  not 
commence  to  run  against  infants  or  incompetent  persons,  until 
the  termination  of  their  disability.  In  case  of  the  r^^demption  of 
any  land  sold  for  taxes  as  herein  provided,  by  the  person  who  was 
the  owner  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  sale,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
give  such  ovnier  a  receipt  for  the  amount  paid  by  him  to  effect 
such  redemption,  and  on  the  production  thereof  by  the  owner  to 
him,  the  county  clerk  shall  cancel  the  certificate  of  sale  by  a  proper 
entry  at  the  foot  of  the  record  of  such  certificate  in  his  office, 

§  180.  Notice  of  redemption.  At  least  three  months  before  the 
expiration  of  the  time  for  the  final  redemption  of  any  parcels  or 
lots  so  sold,  the  city  treasurer  shall  commence  the  publication  of  a 
notice  of  redemption  from  such  sales,  which  shall  show  the  year 
when  the  sale  took  place,  and  the  last  day  for  the  redemption  of 
the  lands  not  already  redeemed  by  the  owners,  without  other  or 
further  description,  and  such  notice  shall  be  published  at  least 
twice  in  each  of  said  three  months,  in  the  newspaper  or  news- 
papers designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  common  council.  A 
copy  of  such  notice  shall  be  served  personally  on  the  owner  or  the 
occupant  of  the  lands,  or,  if  unoccupied,  posted  on  the  premises, 
at  least  twenty  days  before  the  expiration  of  such  time  for  final 
redemption.  The  publication  and  service  of  such  notice  shall  bar 
and  preclude  any  and  all  persons  except  the  purchaser  on  such 
sale,  or  his  assigns,  or  the  person  finally  redeeming,  from  claiming 
any  interest  in  or  lien  upon  such  lands  or  any  part  thereof,  in 
case  the  said  lands  shall  not  be  redeemed  from  such  sale  as  herein- 
before provided. 

§  181.  Conveyance  of  land  sold  for  taxes.  If  any  parcel  or 
lot  so  sold  shall  not  be  redeemed  as  herein  provided,  the  city 
treasurer,  immediately  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  fifteen 
months,  shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  or  to  the  city  or  its  assigns,  or  to  the  person  finally  re- 
deeming, as  the  case  may  be,  a  conveyance  of  the  real  estate  so 
sold,  which  conveyance  shall  vest  in  the  grantee  an  estate  in  fee, 
subject  only  to  the  liens,  if  any,  of  unpaid  taxes  or  assessments 
thereon.  The  city  treasurer  executing  such  conveyance  shall  be 
entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from  the  grantee  two  dollars  for 
preparing  every  such  conveyance,  but  all  purchases  made  for  the 
city  in  any  year,  shall  be  included  in  one  conveyance,  and  no  fee 
shall  be  charged  therefor.  Every  such  conveyance  shall  be  ex'^- 
cuted  by  the  city  treasurer  and  the  execution  thereof  shall  be 
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acknowledged  before  some  officer  authorized  to  take  and  certify 
acknowledgments  of  instruments  for  record  in  said  county,  and 
Buch  conveyance  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  that  the  sale  and 
subsequent  proceedings  were  regular  and  presumptive  evidence 
that  all  the  previous  proceedings  were  r^ular  and  according  to 
law.  Any  such  conveyance  may  be  recorded  in  lika  manner  and 
with  like  effect  as  any  other  conveyance  of  real  estate.  The  said 
grantee  or  his  assigns,  or  the  city  or  its  assigns,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  be  entitled  to  have  and  to  possess  the  granted  lands  from 
and  after  the  execution  of  such  conveyance,  and  may  cause  the  oc- 
cupants of  such  lands  to  be  removed  therefrom  and  the  possession 
thereof  delivered  to  them  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
proceedings  and  by  and  before  the  same  officers  as  in  the  case  of 
a  tenant  holding  over  after  the  expiration  of  his  term  without 
permission  of  his  landlord. 

§  182.  Settlement  by  city  treasurer  for  taxes  collected.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  county  of  Ontario  at  the  end  of  each  month  during  the  period 
that  the  tax  roll  and  warrant  is  in  his  hands  all  moneys  received 
by  him  for  county  and  state  taxes.  He  shall  take  duplicate  re- 
ceipts for  each  payment,  one  of  which  shall  be  immediately  filed 
with  the  city  clerk.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act, 
the  city  treasurer  shall  settle  with  the  county  treasurer  for  state 
and  county  taxes  in  the  manner  required  by  law  of  town  col- 
lectors, and  with  the  common  council  for  city  taxes  and  assess- 
ments in  the  same  manner.  Upon  the  final  settlement  with  the 
county  treasurer,  the  city  treasurer  may  pay  from  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  the  amount  of  the  uncollected  state  and  county 
taxes  in  his  hands  for  collection,  and  thereupon  such  taxes  shall 
belong  to  the  city  of  Canandaigua.  At  the  time  of  the  delivering 
to  him  of  the  city  roll  and  tax  warrant,  the  city  treasurer  shall 
receipt  for  the  same,  and  shall  then  be  charged  with  the  whole 
amount  which  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  collect.  He  shall  not  be 
authorized  to  credit  himself  with  any  amount  as  unpaid  on  any 
warrant  until  he  shall  make  and  file  with  the  city  clerk  an  affidavit 
stating  the  amount  paid,  and  setting  forth  the  reason  in  each 
case  why  such  tax  or  assessment  is  not  or  has  not  been  collected. 
The  common  council  may  thereupon  order  and  authorize  said  city 
treasurer  to  credit  himself  with  the  whole  or  any  part  of  said  tax 
or  assessment  unpaid,  and  the  city  treasurer  shall  be  credited 
onlv  with  such  amount  as  the  common  council  shall  so  order. 
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Upon  settling  with  the  common  council  the  city  treasurer  must 
show  that  he  has  duly  settled  with  the  county  treasurer  for  state 
and  county  funds.  The  city  clerk  shall,  on  the  delivery  of  the 
blank  tax  receipts  to  the  city  treasurer,  charge  the  city  treasurer 
with  the  number  of  receipts  delivered,  and  the  city  treasurer  shall 
immediately  examine  the  numbering  of  the  receipts  and  report 
to  the  city  clerk  any  irregularity  found  therein.  The  city  treas- 
urer shall  receipt  to  the  city  clerk  therefor  and  shall  be  held 
strictly  accountable  for  all  receipts  found  missing  at  regular  as- 
sessments; also  for  all  the  detached  receipts,  including  receipts 
the  duplicates  of  which  do  not  show  the  entry  of  taxes.  All  irregu- 
larities in  the  issuance  of  receipts  that  render  them  worthless  must 
be  shown  on  the  face  of  the  original,  which  must  in  no  case  be  de- 
tached from  the  duplicate.  At  the  time  of  the  annual  settlement 
the  city  treasurer  shall  deliver  to  the  city  clerk  all  duplicates  of 
receipts  issued  by  him,  and  other  receipts  delivered  and  charged 
by  the  city  clerk  to  him. 

§  183.  Power  of  common  council  as  to  yoid  and  erroneous  as- 
sessments. The  common  council  of  the  city  may  in  its  discretion, 
release,  discharge,  remit  or  conmiute  any  portion  of  the  taxes 
assessed  or  levied  against  any  person  or  property  for  any  error, 
irregularity  or  omission  in  the  levying  of  said  taxes,  or  in  any  of 
the  proceedings  relating  to  the  same.  In  case  any  assessment 
shall  remain  unpaid  on  account  of  any  irregularity,  omission  or 
error  in  any  assessment  authorized  by  this  act  or  the  laws  in  force 
when  such  tax  is  levied,  or  in  case  of  error  in  the  description 
of  lands  or  in  the  description  of  the  owner  or  occupants,  the  com- 
mon council  may  in  its  discretion,  or  upon  the  application  of 
any  person  interested,  proceed  to  correct  such  irregularity,  mistake 
or  inadvertence  in  levying  or  assessing  the  same,  and  shall  have 
•the  power,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  cause  the  same  to  be  re- 
assessed in  a  proper  manner.  Any  sum  paid  thereon  shall  be 
credited  upon  the  tax  so  reassessed,  and  if  the  sum  paid  shall 
exceed  the  amount  so  reassessed,  the  excess  shall  be  refunded  to 
the  person  entitled  thereto. 

§  184.  CoUeotion  of  local  assessments.  Whenever  an  assess- 
ment shall  be  ordered  for  local  improvements,  the  assessment  shall 
be  made  to  resemble  in  form  as  nearly  as  practicable  the  tax  list, 
and  be  provided  with  a  column  in  which  payments  can  be  entered 
by  the  city  treasurer.  All  provisions  relating  to  the  collection 
of  taxes  in  this  act  shall  be  applicable  to  the  collection  of  assess- 
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menta  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  the  amount  of  all  assessments 
for  local  improvements  in  default  at  the  time  of  the  annual  tax 
levy  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  assessed  against  the  same  land 
for  general  city  taxes,  and  shall  be  collected  and  enforced  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  this  act  provided.  At  the  annual  tax  levy 
all  interest  and  principal  to  become  due  during  the  fiscal  year 
upon  bonds  for  local  improvements  issued  by  the  village  of  Can- 
andaigua  or  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  shall  be  levied  by  the  com- 
mon council  upon  the  several  lots  or  parcels  assessed  therefor,  as 
provided  in  said  bonds  and  pursuant  to  the  law  under  which  said 
bonds  were  issued. 

§  185.  Taxes  limited  to  one  per  centum  of  assessed  value.  The

ments made  for  street  improvements  which  under  this  act  may 
be  made  a  lien  on  the  property  benefited  and  not  on  the  city  at 
large.

§  186.  City  court  of  Canandaii^ua  created.  There  is  hereby  con- 
stituted in  said  city  a  court  to  be  denominated  "city  court  of 
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Cananclaigna/'  which  shall  be  a  court  of  civil  and  crimiual  pro- 
ceedings. The  city  judge  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  court  and  shall 
be  denominated  "  city  judge  "  with  all  the  jurisdiction  and  powers 
of  the  justices'  court  and  of -the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  such 
additional  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  are  herein  and  otherwise  by 
law  conferred  upon  said  court  and  judge. 

§  187.  City  judge  shall  be  an  attorney.  The  city  judge  shall 
be  an  attorney  and  counselor  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  state  of 
New  York  and  shall  have  been  admitted  to  practice  at  least  two 
years  prior  to  election  to  the  office  of  city  judge. 

§  188.  Common  conncil  shall  provide  rooms.  The  common 
council  shall  provide  suitable  rooms,  light,  furniture,  necessary 
books,  stationery  and  other  necessary  articles  for  the  use  of  said 
court  and  judge,  and  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  all  the 
necessary  expenses  of  said  court  and  judge. 

§  189.  Stenographer  city  court.  The  city  judge  shall  appoint  a 
stenographer  to  take  minutes  of  testimony  in  each  trial  held  in 
the  city  court  The  compensation  of  such  stenographer  shall  be 
four  dollars  per  day  for  each  day  actually  occupied  in  reporting 
such  trials,  and  shall  be  a  general  city  charge,  to  be  audited 
monthly  by  the  common  council  in  the  same  manner  as  other 
claims  against  the  city,  upon  certification  by  the  city  judge.  Such 
stenographer  shall  deliver,  upon  receipt  of  his  fees,  not  exceeding 
five  cents  per  folio,  to  any  party  to  a  trial  or  to  his  attorney,  a 
full  copy  of  all  the  testimony  taken  by  him  in  such  trial,  and  at 
the  same  time  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the  city  judge  without 
charge.  The  term  "  trial  "  as  used  in  this  section  shall  mean  a 
trial  wherein  both  parties  appear,  issue  is  joined,  witnesses  are 
sworn  and  evidence  taken. 

§  190.  City  court  to  remain  open;  vacation  of  city  jndg^;  dis- 
ability of  city  judge.  The  city  court  shall  be  open  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  each  day,  except  Sundays  and  legal  holidays. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  judge  to  attend  his  office  at  the 
place  provided  therefor  by  the  innnmon  coimcil  at  all  reasonable 
times,  and  to  hear  all  matters,  issue  all  processes  and  institute 
such  proceedings  as  the  proper  administration  of  juslic^e  shall  re- 
quire. He  shall  be  entitled,  without  deduction  of  his  salary,  to  a 
vacation  of  fourteen  days  in  each  year.  In  case  of  sickness, 
absence  from  the  city,  or  disability  of  the  city  judge,  or  disqualifi- 
cation to  act  in  any  case,  the  duties  of  such  city  judge  shall  be  per- 
formed by  the  acting  city  judge  appointed  as  hereinafter  provided. 
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§  191.  Beduction  of  city  judge's  salary;  moiLeys  collected  to  be 
paid  to  city  treasurer.  There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  annual 
salary  of  the  city  judge  the  pro  rata  dedujction  for  each  day  the 
said  court  is  by  the  next  preceding  section  of  this  act,  required  to 
be  kept  open,  on  which  he  shall  fail  from  any  other  cause  than 
illness  and  his  fourteen  days'  vacation,  to  attend  the  same.  Pro 
rata  deduction  from  his  salary  shall  be  made  for  all  absence  on 
account  of  illness  in  excess  of  ten  days  in  each  year;  all  costs  and 
fees  and  all  fines  and  penalties  together  with  all  other  mcmeys  col- 
lected by  him  or  by  the  acting  city  judge  during  any  month  shall 
be  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  on  or  before  the  regular  meeting  of  the 
common  council  of  the  next  succeeding  month,  and  the  city  judge 
and  acting  city  judge  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  at  or  before  the 
time  of  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  common  council  in  each 
month  a  complete  and  detailed  statement,  verified  by  his  oath  to  be 
true,  of  all  moneys  payable  to  the  city  treasurer  by  virtue  of  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  which  were  received  by  him  during  the 
next  preceding  month,  with  the  receipt  of  the  city  treasurer 
attached  to  said  statement  Any  failure  or  omission  to  so  pay 
over  such  costs,  fees,  fines,  pendties  and  other  moneys  shall  be 
sufficient  cause  for  removal  of  said  city  judge  or  acting  city  judge. 

§  192.  Acting  city  judge.  Within  thirty  days  after  this  act 
takes  effect  and  thereafter  within  the  first  week  of  January 
in  each  of  the  odd  numbered  years,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  mayor  to  appoint  some  suitable  person  who  shall  possess  the 
qualifications  of  the  city  judge,  as  in  this  act  provided,  to  act  as 
judge  of  the  city  court  in  case  of  the  sickness,  absence  from  the 
city,  disability  or  disqualification  of  the  city  judge,  and  who  may 
be  removed  by  the  mayor  as  herein  provided.  While  so  acting, 
the  said  acting  city  judge  shall  sign  all  papers  as  "  Acting  City 
Judge  "  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  perform  all  the  duties 
incumbent  upon  the  city  judge.  The  compensation  of  said  acting 
city  judge  shall  be  four  dollars  for  every  day  or  portion  thereof 
actually  spent  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  provided  for  in  this 
act,  to  be  audited,  allowed  and  paid  by  the  common  council  upon 
the  presentation  by  such  acting  city  judge  of  a  claim  showing  the 
items  of  his  services  and  duly  verified.  Claims  for  such  services, 
if  any,  shall  be  presented  to  the  common  council  monthly. 

§  193.  Eemoval  of  city  judge.  A  city  judge  elected  as  pro- 
vided in  this  act  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  justice  of  the  peace  as  provided  by  section  seventeen  of  ar- 
25 
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tide  six  of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  York,  and  by  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure; 
and  all  provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  applicable  to  jus- 
tices  of  the  peace,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  in  conflict  or  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  the  city  judge.

§  194.  Civil  jtirisdiction  of  city  court.  Said  city  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  of  the  following  civil  actions  and  proceedings: 

a.  An  action  to  recover  damages  upon  or  for  breach  of  a  con- 
tract, expressed  or  implied,  other  than  a  promise  to  marry,  where 
the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars: 

b.  An  action  to  recover  damages  for  a  personal  injury  or  an 
injury  to  property,  where  the  sum  claimed  does  not  exceed  five 
hundred  dollars. 

c.  An  action  or  proceeding  to  recover  a  fine  or  a  penalty  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars,  or  to  recover  one  or  more  fines  or 
penalties  for  a  violation  of  an  ordinance  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua,  or  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  other  titles  of  this  act, 
where  the  amount  claimed  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

d.  An  action  upon  a  bond  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  money, 
where  the  sum  claimed  to  be  due  or  sought  to  be  recovered  in  the 
action  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

e.  An  action  upon  a  surety  bond  taken  in  city  court  or  by  any 
justice  of  the  peace. 

f.  An  action  upon  a  judgment  rendered  in  said  court,  or  in  a 
court  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  a  district  court  of  the  city  of 
Xew  York,  or  in  a  justice's  court  of  a  city,  being  a  court  not  of 
record. 

g.  An  action  to  recover  one  or  more  chattels,  without  or  with 
damages  for  the  taking,  withholding  or  detention  thereof,  where 
the  value  of  the  chattel  or  of  all  the  chattels  as  stated  in  the  aflS- 
davit  made  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  does  not  exceed  five  hun- 
dred dollars. 

h.  To  render  and  enter  judgment  upon  the  confession  of  a  de- 
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f endant  or  defendants,  as  prescribed  in  title  six,  chapter  nineteen 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure,  where  the  sma  confessed  does  not 
exceed  one  thousand  dollars. 

i.  In  an  action  for  damages  for  fraud  in  the  sale,  purchase  or 
exchange  of  personal  property,  if  the  damage  claimed  does  sot 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars. 

j.  In  an  action  commenced  by .  attachment  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  article  four  of  title  two  of  chapter  nineteen  of  the  code 
of  civil  procedure,  if  the  debt  or  damages  claimed  do  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars. 

k.  In  siiipmary  proceedings  under  title  two  of  (diapter  seventeen 
of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  to  recover  possession  of  real  property 
and  to  remove  tenants  and  others  therefrom,  provided  such  real 
property  or  some  portion  thereof  be  in  ihe  city  of  Canandaigua.    •

§  195.  No  jurisdiction  in  certain  cases.  The  city  court  cannot 
take  cognizance  of  a  civil  action  in  either  of  the  following  cases: 

a.  Where  neither  the  plaintiff  nor  the  defendant,  nor  one  or 
more  of  the  plaintiffs  or  defendants,  resides  in  the  city  of  Can- 
andaigua. For  the  purpose  of  this  limitation,  however,  a  corpon- 
tion  having  an  office  or  agency  established  within  ihe  city  of  Can- 
andaigua for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  shall  be  deemed  a 
resident  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua.

e.  Where  an  action  is  brought  against  an  administrator  or 
executor  as  such,  except  where  the  amount  of  the  claim  is  less  than 
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liie  Buzn  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  the  claim  has  been 
duly  presented  to  the  executor  or  administrator  and  rejected  by 
him. 

S  196.  Summary  proceedings.  Summary  proceedings  may  be 
oommenced  by  petition  addressed  either  to  said  judge  or  to  said 
court,  and  in  said  proceedings  and  in  all  actions  the  jurisdiction 
of  said  judge  shall  be  exercised  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  said 
court  only,  and  all  processes  from  said  court  shall  be  made  return- 
able thereto  by  its  proper  title.

A  judgment  of  said  court 
shall  be  in  all  respects  the  same  as  a  judgment  rendered  by  a 
justice  of  the  peaoe  of  towns,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  all 
provisions  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  in  relation  to  filing 
transcripts  of  such  judgments  and  docketing  the  same  in  the  office 
of  &e  clerk  of  Ontario  county,  or  of  any  other  county,  and  the 
effect  of  such  judgment  when  so  docketed,  shall  in  all  respects  be 
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the  same  as  if  said  judgment  was  recovered  before  a  justice  of  the 
peace  of  a  town,  and  when  so  docketed  shall  be  a  lien  and  remain 
in  force  for  the  same  length  of  time  as  a  judgment  originally  re- 
covered in  the  county  court.  In  any  case  in  which  by  law  a  justice

§  202.  Failure  to  interpose  counterclaim.  The  prohibition 
contained  in  section  twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty-seven  of  the 
code  of  civil  procedure  relating  to  the  failure  of  the  defendant 
in  an  action  in  justice's  court  to  interpose  a  counterclaim  applies 
to  an  action  in  city  court,  but  it  does  not  apply  to  an  action  or 
case  in  said  court  where  the  amount  of  the  counterclaim  is  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars. 

§  203.  Counterclaim.  In  the  case  provided  for  in  section 
twenty-nine  hundred  and  forty-nine  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure 
for  justice's  court,  if  the  amount  of  the  counterclaim  established 
exceeds  the  plaintiff's  demand,  the  defendant  must  have  judgment 
for  the  excess,  or  so  much  thereof  as  is  due  from  the  plaintiff, 
unless  it  is  more  than  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  and  if  it  be 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  the  city  court  must  pursue  the 
same  course  in  reference  to  the  same  as  in  the  said  section  pro- 
vided for  a  case  in  which  it  is  more  than  two  hundred  dollars.

§  205.  Discontinuance  of  action.  Where,  upon  the  trial  of  an 
action,  the  sum  total  of  the  accounts  of  both  parties  proved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  court  exceeds  one  thousand  dollars,  judgment 
of  discontinuance  must  be  rendered  against  the  plaintiff,  with 
costs,  and  section  twenty-nine  hundred  and  fifty  of  the  code  of 
civil  procedure  shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  city  court. 
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§  206.  Summons  and  practice;  process,  et  cetera,  how  signed. 
Except  as  otherwise  herein  specially  prescribed,  the  summons,  the 
form  thereof  and  the  time  within  which  the  same  shall  be  return- 
able, and  all  other  process,  the.  service  of  process,  appearances, 
practice,  pleadings,  exhibiting  account  or  demand,  amendments, 
adjournments,  trial  by  court  or  jury,  obtaining  jury,  offers  of 
compromise,  offers  of  judgment  and  the  effect  thereof,  judgments 
by  confession  or  otherwise,  and  the  rendering  and  docketing  of 
the  same ;  appeals,  fees,  costs  and  disbursements,  shall  in  all  mat- 
ters, except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  be  governed  by  the  code 
of  civil  procedure  for  justices'  courts  as  said  provisions  now  exist 
or  may  hereafter  be  amended  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of 
New  York,  except  that  section  two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-three  of  the  code  of  civil  procedure  shall  not  apply  to  or 
govern  proceedings  in  the  city  court.  The  said  judge  and  the  said 
court  shall  have  the  same  duties,  powers  and  jurisdiction  as  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  towns  and  their  courts,  together  with  the 
further  powers  and  jurisdiction  by  this  act  conferred,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided.  All  summonses,  precepts,  orders 
and  all  other  process  or  documents  made  or  issued  by  the  city 
judge  shall  be  signed,  in  addition  to  his  signature,  "  City  Judge." 
When  made  or  issued  by  the  acting  city  judge,  the  same  shall  be 
signed,  in  addition  to  his  name,  "Acting  City  Judge." 

§  207.  Attorney's  authority;  how  conferred.  The  attorney's 
authority  may  be  conferred  orally  or  in  writing,  but  the  city  judge 
shall  not  suffer  a  person  who  is  not  an  attorney  admitted  to  prac- 
tice in  the  supreme  court  of  this  state  to  appear  as  an  attorney, 
unless  his  authority  is  admitted  by  the  adverse  party,  or  proved 
by  the  affidavit  or  oral  testimony  of  himself  and  another. 

§  208.  Adjournments.  The  court  must,  upon  the  application 
of  the  plaintiff,  grant  a  second  or  subsequent  adjournment  of  the 
trial  of  the  action,  or  hearing  of  the  proceeding,  upon  proof,  by 
his  own  oath  or  otherwise,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  court,  that  he 
cannot  safely  proceed  for  want  of  some  material  testimony  or  wit- 
ness, and  that  he  has  used  due  diligence  to  obtain  the  testimony 
*of  witness.  But  the  court  may,  as  a  condition  of  granting  such 
adjournment,  require  that  the  plaintiff  pay  to  the  defendant  the 
legal  fees  of  defendant's  witnesses  duly  subpoenaed  for  that  day. 

§  209.  By  whom  summons  must  be  served.  The  summons,  or 
sunmions  and  complaint  and  all  other  processes  issued  by  the 
city  court  or  city  judge  shall  be  ser^^ed  by  a  police  officer  of  said

cedure for  the  verification  of  pleadings  in  courts  of  recora,  and 
in  an  action  commenced  by  summons  may,  at  the  option  of  the 
plaintiflf  or  his  attorney,  be  served  therewith.  Wh«i  the  com- 
plaint is  so  verified,  the  subsequent  pleadings,  excepting  a  lie- 
murrer,  shall  be  likewise  verified  in  all  cases  in  which  such 
pleadings  would  be  required  to  be  verified  in  a  court  of  recninl: 
and  in  default  thereof  they  shall  be  disregarded.  In  an  actio!: 
arising  on  contract  for  the  recovery  of  money  only,  or  on  an  ac- 
count, where  the  complaint  is  so  verified  and  a  copy  of  the  same 
is  served  with  the  summons,  and  the  defendant  fails  to  answer 
said  complaint  as  hereinbefore  provided  at  the  time  of  the  return 
of  said  summons,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have  admitted  the  allega- 
tions of  the  complaint  as  true,  and  the  court  shall,  upon  filing  the 
summons  and  complaint,  with  due  proof  of  the  service  thereof, 
enter  judgment  for  the  said  plaintiff  and  against  the  defendant 
or  defendants,  for  the  amount  demanded  in  such  complaint,  ^ith 
costs,  without  further  proof.  The  city  judge  may,  by  general 
rule,  or  otherwise,  require  any  pleading  made  orally  to  be  reduced 
to  writing,  and  every  pleading  in  writing  shall  be  subscribed  by 
the  party  making  the  same  or  his  attorney,  and  shall  be  filed 
forthwith,  or  within  such  time  as  the  city  judge  may  designata 

§  211.  Appeals  in  civil  cases.  Appeals  may  be  taken  to  the 
county  court  from  judgments  rendered  in  said  city  court  the  same 
as  from  judgments  rendered  by  justices  of  the  peace.  Appeals 
may  also  be  taken  to  the  county  court  from  an  order  of  the  city 
judge  or  court  on  an  application  to  open  a  default  made  as  in  the 
next  section  provided,  and  the  time  within  which  such  appeal  may 
be  taken  and  the  practice  thereon  shall  be  the  same  as  apply  to 
appeals  from  a  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  the  affidavits 
read  on  such  application  constituting,  for  the  purpose  of  such 
appeal,  a  part  of  the  return  of  the  city  judge. 

§  212.  Defaults.  In  actions  in  the  city  court  the  city  judge 
shall  have  power  to  open  defaults  and  set  aside  judgments  rendered 
and  entered  therein,  and  executions  issued  thereon,  upon  sadi 
terms  as  may  be  just,  in  a  case  where  either  party  shall  fail  to 
appear  on  the  return  day  of  the  process,  or  on  any  adjourned  day, 
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and  the  party  iu  default  satisfactorily  excuses  his  default,  but 
no  further  terms  shall  be  imposed  than  the  payment  of  the  costs 
included  in  the  judgment,  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  for  opposing 
the  motion.  The  application  therefor  shall  be  founded  upon 
affidavits  and  shall  be  made  within  twenty  days  from  the  entry  of 
such  judgment.  Upon  presentation  o'f  such  application  the  city 
judge  shall  issue  an  order  returnable  in  not  less  than  five  days 
nor  more  than  eight  days,  requiring  the  party  in  whose  favor 
judgment  was  rendered  to  show  cause,  if 'any,  why  said  judgment 
or  execution,  as  the  case  may  be,  should  not  be  set  aside.  A  copy 
of  said  order,  and  of  the  papers  upon  which  the  same  is  granted, 
shall  be  served  upon  the  party  in  whose  favor  judgment  was 
rendered,  or  upon  his  attorney,  if  one  shall  have  appeared  in  the 
action,  not  less  than  three  days  prior  to  the  return  day  thereof. 
Pending  such  application  and  the  determination  thereof,  the 
city  judge  may  stay  proceedings  upon  such  judgment  or  any  exe- 
cution which  shall  have  been  issued.  When  a  judgment  shall  be 
set  aside  the  action  shall  proceed  as  though  no  judgment  had  been 
rendered.  The  judgment,  or  an  execution  issued  thereon  by  the 
city  judge,  and  levy  made  thereunder,  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  city  judge,  be  allowed  to  stand  as  a  security  for  the  satisfac- 
tion of  any  judgment  which  may  be  finally  recovered  in  favor  of 
the  same  party.  Parties  moving  in  the  county  court  to  open 
default  or  to  obtain  a  new  trial  in  said  city  court,  in  cases  where 
a  motion  might  have  been  made  in  said  city  court,  as  in  this  sec- 
tion provided,  shall  show  that  no  such  application  was  made  in 
said  city  court. 

§  213.  Fees  of  policemen.  Policemen  who  lawfully  serve 
papers  or  execute  mandates  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  said 
court  shall  receive  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
constables  in  like  actions  and  proceedings  in  justices'  courts  in 
towns.  But  such  fees  shall  be  paid  into  city  court  and  shall  be* 
long  to  the  city  and  be  paid  to  the  city  treasxurer  as  herein  pro- 
vided. 

§  214.  Costs  and  fees.  In  all  civil  actions  and  proceedings 
brought  in  the  city  court  the  same  costs  and  fees  shall  be  paid, 
taxed  and  recovered  as  in  actions  and  proceedings  before  justices 
of  the  peace.  In  addition  thereto  there  shall  be  allowed  to  the 
prevailing  party,  as  an  indemnity,  in  case  he  has  appeared  by  an 
attorney  admitted  to  practice  in  courts  of  record  of  this  state,  and 
not  otherwise,  the  following  sums  as  costs: 
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a.  On  judgment  for  the  plaintiff  by  default,  to  the  plaintiff,  two 
dollars  and  an  additional  sum  equal  to  three  per  centum  of  the 
amount  for  which  judgment  is  rendered. 

b.  On  judgment  for  plaintiff  otherwise  than  upon  a  default  to 
the  plaintiff,  three  dollars,  and  an  additional  simi  equal  to  five  per 
centum  of  the  recovery. 

c  If  the  plaintiff  recovers  judgment  in  any  action  in  said  court 
for  the  recovery  of  one  or  more  chattels  the  sum  allowed  as  addi- 
tional costs  therein  shall  be  estimated  upon  the  value  of  said  chat- 
tels as  assessed  by  the  said  court  or  jury. 

d.  If  judgment  of  nonsuit  is  rendered  for  the  defendant,  to  the 
defendant,  two  dollars. 

e.  If  a  judgment  is  rendered  for  the  defendant  upon  the  merits 
after  a  trial,  to  the  defendant,  five  dollars.  And  tiie  court,  in  a 
case  where  the  sum  demanded  in  the  complaint  exceeds  two  hun- 
dred dollars,  shall  allow  the  defendant  an  additional  sum,  not 
exceeding,  however,  five  dollars. 

f.  A  defendant  who  recovers  in  said  court  a  judgment  upon  a 
counterclaim  therein,  or  obtains  a  judgment  for  the  possession  or 
recovery  of  chattels  sued  for  therein,  is  entitled,  in  addition  to 
costs  heretofore  allowed  said  defendant,  to  recover  a  sum  equal  to 
five  per  centum  upon  said  recovery,  or  upon  the  value  of  said 
chattels. 

g.  No  costs  or  fees  shall  be  allowed  or  recovered  in  an  action 
brought  upon  a  judgment  of  this  court,  unless  such  action  be 
brought  more  than  five  years  after  the  recovery  of  the  judgment 
sued  on. 

§  215.  Costs  in  certain  actions.  In  an  action  in  which  the  com- 
plaint demands  the  recovery  of  property  of  the  value  of  fifty  dollars 
or  more,  or  in  an  action  in  which  the  complaint  or  answer  ie- 
mands  judgment  for  fifty  dollars  or  more,  exclusive  of  costs  and 
disbursements,  when  an  issue  of  law  is  raised  by  demurrer,  the 
party  in  whose  favor  such  issue  may  be  decided  shall  be  entitled 
to  a  sum,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  not  exceeding  five  dollars, 
which  shall,  in  case  final  judgment  is  awarded  against  him,  be 
deducted  therefrom. 

§  216.  Other  costs  and  disbursements.  All  costs  and  disburse^ 
ments  allowed  to  be  taxed  in  any  action  or  proceeding  before  ju* 
tices  of  the  peace  in  towns  up  to  but  not  exceeding  fifteen  dol- 
lars, shall  be  included  in  the  judgment  as  disbursements  in  addi- 
tion to  the  costs  herein  provided,  but  in  actions  within  the  juris- 
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diction  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns  such  disbursements  in- 
cluded in  the  judgment  shall  not  exceed  the  limits  prescribed  by 
section  three  thousand  and  seventy-six  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure for  justices'  courts. 

§  217.  Civil  court  docket.  The  city  judge  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  his  proceedings,  and  in  his  docket  a  complete  and  accurate 
record  of  all  process  issued  from  and  returned  to  said  court,  and 
of  all  proceedings  in  every  civil  action,  and  of  all  proceedings 
brought  therein  or  before  him,  and  shall  enter  therein  the  judg- 
ment and  decision  of  said  court  and  judge.  Such  docket  shall 
have  the  same  force  as  evidence  in  courts  of  this  state  as  dockets 
of  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns,  and  may  be  proved  and  certified 
in  the  same  manner. 

§  218.  Jurisdiction  in  case  of  absence,  et  cetera.  The  acting 
city  judge,  prior  to  trial,  in  any  action  or  proceeding  already 
instituted,  shall  have  and  retain  jurisdiction  only  during  the  ab- 
sence from  the  city,  sickness  or  disability  of  the  city  judge.  The 
city  judge,  or  acting  city  judge,  as  the  case  may  be,  before  whom 
the  trial  has  actually  commenced  in  any  action  or  proceeding,  phall 
retain  power,  control  and  jurisdiction  therein  until  final  deter- 
mination in  the  city  court;  but  in  any  such  case  either  may  ad- 
journ the  action  or  proceeding  from  time  to  time,  in  case  of  the 
absence  of  the  other  from  the  city  or  in  case  of  the  sickness  of  the 
other,  but  each  adjournment  hereby  authorized  shall  not  be  for 
a  longer  period  than  one  week. 

§  219.  Jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases.  The  city  judge  in  all 
criminal  actions  and  proceedings  and  special  proceedings  of  a 
criminal  nature,  for  or  on  account  of  offenses  committed  or 
charged  to  have  been  committed  within  the  city,  shall  have  juris- 
diction and  authority  to  try  all  persons  brought  before  him  ac- 
cused of  any  crime  of  the  grade  of  misdemeanor  or  of  a  less  de- 
gree, and  shall  have  all  the  jurisdiction  and  authority  which  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  a  tovTu  would  have  if  such  offense  were 
committed  or  charged  to  have  been  committed  in  the  town,  includ- 
ing bastardy  proceedings.  The  city  judge  shall  have  all  the  power 
and  jurisdiction  in  proceedings  respecting  bastardy  conferred 
upon  one  or  more  magistrates  by  chapter  one  of  title  five  of  the 
code  of  criminal  procedure,  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the 
city  judge  to  associate  with  himself  another  magistrate  in  such 
proceedings.  And  the  city  court  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the 
powers  conferred  upon  courts  of  special  sessions,  and  shall  be  sub- 
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ject,  in  the  exercise  of  such  powers,  to  all  provisions  of  law  relat- 
ing to  courts  of  special  sessions,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pnr> 
Tided,  and  upon  a  conviction  in  said  court  for  any  misdemeanor 
the  same  sentence  may  be  imposed  as  might  be  imposed  were  such 
conviction  had  in  a  county  court  The  city  judge  and  the  city 
court  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  to  try  and  determine  all  ques- 
tions of  violation  of  any  and  all  city  ordinances,  rules  and  regu- 
lations and  upon  conviction  to  impose  the  punishment  provided 
by  law.  The  city  judge  of  said  city  shall,  in  all  criminal  actions 
and  proceedings  and  special  proceedings  of  a  criminal  nature  for 
or  on  account  of  offenses  committed  or  charged  to  have  been  com- 
mitted within  said  city,  have  all  the  jurisdiction  and  authoritv 
which  a  justice  of  the  peace  of  any  town  would  have  if  such  of- 
fense were  committed  or  charged  to  have  been  committed  in  such 
town.  The  said  city  judge  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and 
authority  to  hear,  try  and  determine,  summarily  and  without  a 
jury,  all  charges  and  complaints  against  persons  of  disorderly 
conduct  in  said  city,  as  defined  by  this  act,  or  of  such  conduct 
in  said  city  as  constitutes  such  persons  tramps,  vagrants  or  dis- 
orderly persons  as  defined  either  by  this  act  or  by  the  statutes  of 
this  state.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  brought  before  said  city 
judge,  either  with  or  without  warrant,  charged  with  being  such 
tramp,  if  such  city  judge  is  satisfied  by  the  confession  of  sndi 
person  or  by  competent  evid^ice  upon  such  summary  trial  that 
such  person  is  such  tramp,  the  said  city  judge  shall  thereupon 
have  jurisdiction  and  authority  to  render  judgment  convicting 
such  person  thereof,  and  imposing  such  sent^ice  therefor  as  is 
provided  by  section  one  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ei^ty-five  for  such  offense. 
Whenever  any  person  is  brought  before  such  city  judge  either  with 
or  without  warrant  charged  with  disorderly  conduct  or  with  being 
either  such  tramp,  such  vagrant  or  such  disorderly  person,  if  said 
city  judge  shall  be  satisfied  by  the  confession  of  such  person  or  by 
competent  evidence  upon  such  summary  trial  that  such  person 
has  been  guilty  of  such  disorderly  conduct,  or  is  such  vagrant, 
or  such  disorderly  person,  the  said  city  judge  may  thereupon  take 
such  further  proceedings  thereon  as  a  magistrate  Is  authorized 
by  the  code  of  criminal  procedure  to  take  in  such  case,  or  the 
city  judge  may  instead  render  judgment  convicting  sudi  person  of 
such  disorderly  conduct  or  of  being  a  vagrant  or  disorderly  pe> 
scm  as  the  case  may  be,  and  that  he  may  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding 
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fifty  dcJlars  or  be  imprisoned  cot  exceeding  sis:  months,  or  both, 
as  the  case  may  require,  which  judgment  shall  be  enforced  in  the 
same  manner,  in  all  respects,  as  judgments  of  courts  of  special 
sessions  are  enforced.  And  in  case  of  the  conviction  of  any  per- 
son for  disorderly  conduct,  or  as  a  vagrant  or  disorderly  person, 
either  upon  sununary  trial  or  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the 
code  of  criminal  procedure,  the  said  city  judge  may  commit  such 
person  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  county  jail  or  in  such  other  place 
of  confinement  as  may  be  designated  by  the  board  of  supervisors 
of  Ontario  county. 

§  220.  Jurisdiction  as  court  of  special  sessions.  The  said  city 
judge  is  hereby  empowered  to  hold  courts  of  special  ses- 
sions in  said  city,  and  subject  to  the  power  of  removal 
provided  for  in  sections  fifty-seven  and  fifty-eight  of  the  code  of 
criminal  procedure,  courts  of  special  sessions  held  by  said  city 
judge  shall  have,  in  the  first  instance,  exclusive  jurisdiction  to 
hear,  try  and  determine  all  charges  of  misdemeanor  committed 
within  said  city,  which  are  enumerated  in  section  fifty-six  of  the 
code  of  criminal  procedure.  Subject  to  the  power  of  removal  pro- 
vided by  section  two  hundred  and  eleven  of  the  code  of  criminal 
procedure,  courts  of  special  sessions  held  by  said  city  judge  shall 
also  have,  in  the  first  instance,  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear, 
try  and  determine  all  other  charges  of  misdemeanors,  committed 
within  said  city. 

§  221.  Jurisdiction  of  misdemeanors  committed  partly  in  city. 
Courts  of  special  sessions  held  by  said  city  judge  shall  also  (sub- 
ject to  the  power  of  removal  as  provided  by  sections  fifty-seven 
and  fifty-eight  of  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  if  the  misde- 
meanor is  one  of  those  enumerated  in  section  fifty-six  of  said 
code,  and  otherwise  subject  to  removal  as  provided  by  section  two 
hundred  and  eleven  of  said  code)  .have  jurisdiction  to  hear,  try 
and  determine  charges  of  misdemeanors  committed  partly  within 
and  partly  without  said  city,  or  when  the  acts,  omissions  or  effect 
thereof  which  constitute  or  are  requisite  to  the  consummation  of 
such  misdemeanor  occur  partly  within  and  partly  without  said 
city. 

§  222.  No  jurisdiction  of  misdemeanors  committed  outside  of 
city.  Otherwise  than  as  hereinbefore  provided,  courts  of  special 
sessions  held  by  said  city  judge  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  to  hear, 
try  or  detcn&ixM  ehaxges  of  misdemeanors  not  ccnnmitted  within 
said  city. 
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§  223.  In  jnrisdiotion  of  offenses  beyond  ordinary  eonrt  of 
special  sessions,  sentences  as  in  court  of  special  sessions.  When  a 
person  shall  be  convicted  by  a  court  of  special  sessions,  held  by  said 
city  judge,  of  any  misdemeanor  of  which  such  court  has  jurisdic- 
tion, but  jurisdiction  of  which  is  not  conferred  upon  courts  of 
special  sessions  by  the  code  of  criminal  procedure,  the  court  of 
special  sessions  held  by  said  city  judge  may  render  such  judgment 
imposing  such  sentence  therefor  as  a  court  of  special  sessions 
might  lawfully  render  and  impose  in  case  a  conviction  of  such 
crime  were  had  in  a  court  of  special  sessions. 

§  224.  All  powers  subject  to  provisions  relating  to  conrts  of 
special  sessions.  Except  as  hereinbefore  provided,  courts  of 
special  sessions  held  by  said  city  judge  shall  have  the  powers 
and  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  courts  of  special  sessions  by  the 
code  of  criminal  procedure,  and  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  said  code  relating  to  courts  of  special  sessions. 

§  225.  May  let  to  bail.  The  said  city  judge  shall  have  power 
to  let  to  bail  all  persons  charged  with  crime  before  him  in  all 
cases  of  felony  when  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison,  on  con- 
viction for  such  felony,  cannot  exceed  five  years. 

§  226.  Hearing  and  jurisdiction  by  acting  city  judg^.  In 
case  the  warrant  issued  by  the  city  judge  shall  be  returned  dui^ 
ing  his  absence  from  the  city  or  during  his  inability  to  atteid 
to  the  duties  of  his  office,  any  further  proceedings  may  be  had 
on  such  warrant  before  the  acting  city  judge,  herein  provided 
for;  and  having  once  obtained  jurisdiction  over  any  matter,  he 
may  retain  jurisdiction  thereof  and  proceed  to  the  determina- 
tion of  the  matter. 

§  227.  Processes  and  mandates;  by  whom  served;  fees.  All 
processes  and  mandates  in  criminal  proceedings  issued  by  the  city 
judge  or  the  acting  city  judge  requiring  service,  shall  be  served 
by  the  city  police  or  by  officers  authorized  by  the  law  of  this  state 
to  serve  such  processes  and  mandates,  and  when  served  by  the  city 
police  they  shall  be  served  without  fees  for  their  own  benefit,  but 
they  shall  demand  and  receive  for  all  process  served  by  them 
properly  chargeable  to  the  county  the  same  fees  as  are  provided 
by  law  for  constables,  sheriffs  and  deputy  sheriffs,  for  like  serv- 
ices. And  they  shall  keep  a  correct  account  thereof,  and  the  same 
shall  be  presented  in  the  name  of  the  said  city  to,  and  audited 
by,  the  board  a£  supervisors  of  Ontario  county  for  the  benefit 
of  the  city. 
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§  228.  Criminal  court  docket.  The  city  judge  and  acting  city 
judge  shall  keep  a  docket  of  all  business  done  by  either  of  them, 
with  full  items  and  dates,  and  with  proper  and  convenient  index; 
and  such  docket  shall  contain  a  record  or  brief  statement  of  all 
convictions,  acquittals  and  judgments  before  either  of  them,  and 
the  same  shall  be  open  during  office  hours  to  public  inspection 
when  not  in  use. 

§  229.  Process,  ct  cetera,  how  signed.  All  process,  mandates, 
orders,  commitments  or  other  documents  made  or  issued  by  the 
city  judge,  shall  be  signed,  in  addition  to  his  signature,  "  City 
Judge."  When  made  or  issued  by  the  acting  city  judge,  the  same 
shall  be  signed,  in  addition  to  his  name,  "Acting  City  Judge." 

§  230.  Power  to  punish  for  contempt.  The  judge  holding  such 
court,  while  in  session,  shall  have  the  same  powers  to  preserve 
order  and  to  punish  for  contempt  committed  in  his  presence  as  are 
posse^6ed  by  judges  of  courts  of  record,  provided,  however,  that  an 
appeal  may  be  taken  from  an  order  adjudging  a  person  in  con- 
tempt, to  the  county  court  in  the  same  manner  as  an  appeal  from  a 
judgment;  pending  the  determination  of  such  an  appeal  the  per- 
son adjudged  in  contempt,  if  he  be  imprisoned,  may  be  admitted 
to  bail  by  the  judge  of  said  court  or  the  county  judge,  in  such  an 
amount  and  in  such  form  as  shall  be  approved  by  such  judge. 

§  231.  Appeals  in  criminal  cases.  Appeals  may  be  taken  from 
final  orders  and  judgments  rendered  by  the  city  judge,  and  by  the 
courts  of  special  sessions  held  by  the  said  city  judge,  as  provided 
by  the  code  of  criminal  procedure. 

§  232.  Fees,  fines  and  penalties;  for  use  of  city.  In  all  civil 
actions  and  proceedings  in  the  city  court,  the  city  judge  shall  de- 
mand and  receive  for  the  use  of  the  city  for  each  service  rendered 
by  him  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  towns  are  or  may 
be  entitled  to  receive  for  a  like  service,  and  he  shall  likewise  re- 
quire the  payment  from  the  party  liable  therefor  for  services  of 
policemen,  the  same  fees  to  which  constables  in  towns  are  or  may 
be  entitled  for  like  services ;  and  no  such  service  shall  be  rendered  " 
by  him,  the  acting  city  judge,  or  any  police  officer,  until  such  fees 
shall  have  been  paid  therefor,  and  the  city  judge  shall  pay  all 
such  fees  received  each  month  to  the  city  treasurer  at  the  end  of 
each  month  and  take  his  receipt  therefor,  which  shall  be  filed  by 
him  in  the  office  of  the  said  city  judge.  In  the  case  provided  for 
in  section  thirty  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  the  code  of  civil  pro- 
cedure recovery  shall  be  had  from  the  cdty  of  Canandaigua  instead 
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of  the  city  judge.  All  fines  and  penalties  received  under  this  act, 
except  penalties  which  by  law  belong  to  the  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration enforcing  the  payment  thereof,  in  all  proceedings  before* 
the  said  city  judge  or  city  court  or  before  the  said  acting  city 
judge,  shall  belong  to  the  city  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid 
over  to  the  city  treasurer  by  said  city  judge  as  herein  provided  in 
civil  cases.  The  city  judge  and  acting  city  judge  shall  keep  an 
account  of  all  such  fees  and  fines  in  both  civil  and  criminal  cases, 
and  all  civil  and  criminal  business  done  by  either  of  them ;  and 
such  portion  of  criminal  business  as  is  by  law  chargeable  to  the 
county  of  Ontario  shall  be  made  out  by  the  city  judge  in  an  item- 
ized bill  as  is  required  by  law,  and  he  shall  at  the  time  for  pres- 
entation of  bills  against  the  county  of  Ontario  present,  in  the 
name  of  the  city,  said  account,  properly  made  and  verified,  to  the 
board  of  supervisors  of  said  county,  and  said  board  shall  audit 
said  account  to  the  city  of  Canandaigua  and  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment thereof  in  the  same  manner  as  other  county  charges. 

TITLE  X.

§  233.  Limitation  of  actions  against  the  city.     No  action  or 

proceeding  to  recover  or  enforce  any  claim,  debt  or  demand  against 
the  city  shall  be  brought  until  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  after 
the  claim,  debt  or  demand  shall  have  been  presented  to  the  com- 
mon council  for  audit.  All  actions  brought  against  the  city  upon 
any  contract  liability,  expressed  or  implied,  must  be  commenced 
within  one  year  from  the  time  that  the  cause  of  action  accrued, 
or  if  for  injuries  to  the  person  or  .property,  caused  by  negligence, 
within  one  year  from  the  time  of  receiving  the  injuries,  and  in 
other  cases  within  six  months  after  the  refusal  of  the  conmion 
council  to  allow  the  claim ;  and  no  action  or  proceeding  shall  be 
maintained  against  the  city  for  personal  injuries  unless  notice 
in  writing  of  the  intention  to  claim  damages  and  of  the  time  and 
place  at  which  such  injuries  were  received  and  the  nature  and 
extent  of  such  injuries,  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  city  attor 
ney  within  two  months  after  such  injury  shall  have  been  received, 
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and  an  omiseion  to  present  such  notice  within  the  time  as  abov^ 
provided  shall  be  a  bar  to  an  action  thereon  against  the  city.  An 
action  shall  not  be  maintained  for  damages  or  injuries  to  the  per- 
son sustained  in  consequence  of  the  existence  of  snow  or  ioe  upon 
any  sidewalk,  crosswalk  or  street,  unless  written  notice  thereof 
relating  to  the  particular  place  was  actually  given  to  the  common 
council  and  there  was  a  failure  or  neglect  to  cause  such  snow  or 
ioe  to  be  removed,  or  the  place  otherwise  made  reasonably  safe, 
within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

§  234.  No  disqualification  of  judge  or  juror  because  of  residence 
in  the  city.  No  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  acting  as 
judge  or  juror  by  reason  of  being  an  inhabitant  or  freeholder  in 
the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  in  any  action  or  proceeding  in  which 
the  city  is  a  party  or  interested. 

§  235.  Civil  actions  to  recover  penalties.  Civil  actions  to 
recover  any  penalties  or  forfeiture  incurred  under  this  act  may 
be  brought  in  the  corporate  name  of  said  city,  and,  in  any  action 
brought  in  the  city  court,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  complain  generally 
for  the  amount  of  such  penalty  or  forfeiture  stating  the  section 
of  this  act  or  of  the  ordinance  under  which  the  penalty  is  claimed 
and  to  give  the  special  matter  in  evidence,  and  the  defendant  may 
answer  by  simply  denying  the  truth  of  the  complaint  and  give  the 
special  matter  in  evidence.  If  such  action  be  brought  in  the  city 
court  against  an  alleged  owner  of  real  property,  the  fact  that  title 
•to  real  property  comes  in  question  on  the  pleadings,  or  appears 
on  the  trial,  shall  not  deprive  the  court  of  jurisdiction,  but  may 
be  litigated  and  determined  by  the  judge  as  the  right  of  the  case 
may  appear;  but  such  judgment  shall  not  be  evidence  concerning 
the  title  of  real  property  in  any  other  action  or  proceeding.  The 
first  process,  in  any  such  action,  brought  in  the  city  court  shall 
be  by  sunmions,  which  may  be  made  returnable  forthwith,  and  an 
execution  may  be  issued  inmiediately  on  the  rendition  of  judg- 
ment. All  penalties  and  forfeitures  shall  be  forthwith,  upon 
collection,  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  city  con- 
tingent fund;  when  any  judgment  shall  be  rendered  in  the  city 
court  in  favor  of  or  against  the  city  of  Canandaigua  in  any  action 
brought  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalty  or  forfeiture  or  in 
any  other  action  in  which  the  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  be  a 
party,  the  city  judge  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter  file  with  the 
city  clerk  a  transcript  of  such  judgment  for  which  he  shall  be 
entitled  to  charge  the  sum  of  twenty-five  cents  and  include  the 
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Bame  in  the  costs  of  said  judgment;  and  in  case  the  said  judge 
shall  omit  to  file  such  transcript  or  to  do  any  of  the  acts  above 
described,  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  for  each 
and  every  of  such  omission,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  by  the 
city  against  said  city  judge.  Whenever  a  judgment  in  favor  of 
the  city  shall  be  recovered  for  twenty-five  dollars  or  upward,  ex- 
clubive  of  costs,  a  transcript  thereof  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  clerk  of  Ontario  county,  and  thereupon  the  same  shall  become 
a  lien  upon  the  property  of  the  defendant  in  such  judgment  to 
the  same  extent,  and  may  be  collected  and  enforced  in  the  same 
manner  as  other  judgments  recovered  before  justices  of  the  peace 
and  transcripts  filed  in  pursuance  of  the  laws  of  the  state  of 
New  York.

§  236.  Adjustment  of  property  and  liabilities  of  town  of  Canan- 
daigua. The  city  of  Canandaigua  shall  be  liable  for  its  propor- 
tionate share  of  the  debts,  demands  and  claims  existing  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  against  the  town  of  Canandaigua  to  be 
ascertained  and  adjusted  as  provided  in  this  act.  The  present 
town  board  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua  shall,  within  thirty  days 
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after  the  passage  of  this  act,  meet  and  ascertain  and  audit  all  debts, 
claims  and  demands  against  said  town  and  adjust  the  amounts  or 
proportion  thereof  to  be  paid  by  the  city  of  Canandaigua  and  by 
the  town  of  Canandaigua  respectively,  according  to  the  respective 
valuations  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua  and  the  town  of  Canan- 
daigua on  the  assessment-roll  of  said  town  of  Canandaigua  for  the 
year  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve.  The  said  town  board  shall 
make  a  statement  in  triplicate  showing  the  amount  of  such  in- 
debtedness and  the  items  thereof  and  the  proportional  amount 
thereof,  and  of  each  item  to  be  paid  by,  the  said  city  and  said 
town,  respectively,  and  shall  file  one  copy  thereof  with  the  town 
clerk  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua,  one  copy  with  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  of  Ontario  and  the  other  with  the  city  clerk 
of  the  city  of  Canandaigua,  and  the  debt  of  said  city  and  said 
town,  so  adjusted,  shall  be  paid  in  accordance  with  such  ap- 
portionment the  same  as  other  debts  existing  against  the  said 
city  and  said  town  respectively.  All  unexpended  moneys  belong- 
ing to  the  town  of  Canandaigua  and  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the 
supervisor  of  said  town,  except  the  amount  raised  for  highways 
imder  subdivision  one  of  section  ninety  of  the  highway  law,  on  the 
date  when  this  act  shall  go  into  effect,  shall  thereupon  be  appor- 
tioned by  said  town  board  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua,  between 
the  city  of  Canandaigua  and  said  town  of  Canandaigua  in  the 
manner  and  on  the  basis  as  hereinbefore  provided.  All  unex- 
pended moneys  belonging  to  the  town  of  Canandaigua  remaining 
in  the  hands  of  any  official  of  said  town  on  said  date,  except  the 
highway  moneys  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  thereupon  be  ap- 
portioned by  said  town  board  between  the  city  of  Canandaigua 
and  said  town  of  Canandaigua  in  the  manner  and  on  the  basis 
hereinbefore  provided.  The  amount  apportioned  to  the  city 
of  Canandaigua  shall  be  paid  by  the  supervisor  of  the  said 
town  to  the  treasurer  of  said  city  to  the  credit  of  the  city  con- 
tingent fund,  and  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  town  shall  be  paid 
to  the  supervisor  of  said  town,  and  receipts  taken  therefor.  And 
the  said  supervisor  shall  be  relieved  from  all  further  responsibility 
for  the  amount  so  paid  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city.  The  said 
town  board  shall  also  apportion  in  the  same  manner  all  securities, 
evidences  of  debt,  property  and  effects,  except  buildings  and  real 
estate,  as  the  same  may  be  valued  by  it,  the  said  property  to  be 
retained  by  said  town,  at  the  valuation  placed  upon  it  by  iJie  said 
town  board,  and  said  town  charged  on  said  settlement  with  the 
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amount  of  tlie  city's  proportionate  share  therein,  .'^s  determined 
in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided.  Within  thirty  days  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  the  county  treasurer  of  Ihe  county  of 
Ontario  shall  open  new  accounts  for  the  city  of  Canandaigua  and 
the  town  of  Canandaigua  respectively,  and  shall  in  like  manner 
as  hereinabove  stated,  apportion  the  amounts  due  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  and  the  town  of  Canandaigua  respectively.  Said 
county  treasurer  shall  certify  to  the  city  treasurer  of  the  city  of 
Canandaigua  the  amount  in  the  county  treasury  to  the  credit  of 
the  city  of  Canandaigua. 

§  237.  Contmnaticm  of  village  oftcers.  The  presidtot  of  the 
village  of  Canandaigua  shall  be  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Canan- 
daigua from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  until  and  includ- 
ing the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen.  The  trustees  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua  shall  be  the 
aldermen  of  the  city  representing  the  several  wards  in  which  they 
respectively  reside  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  until 
and  including  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred 
and  thirteen.  The  collector-treasurer  of  the  village  of  Canan- 
daigua shall  be  the  city  treasurer  from  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act  until  and  including  the  thirty-first  day  of  December, 
nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen.  The  police  justice  of  the  village 
of  Canandaigua  shall  be  the  city  judge  of  the  city  from  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act  until  and  including  the  thirty-first  day 
of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen.  Each  of  the  officers 
hereinabove  mentioned  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
his  office  as  such  city  officer,  qualify  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act.  The  following  appointive  officers  of  said 
village  shall  respectively  be  the  officers  of  said  city  performing 
corresponding  duties  and  with  corresponding  powers  until  their 
successors  are  appointed  and  have  qualified,  to  wit: 

The  clerk  of  said  village  shall  be  the  city  clerk  of  the  city. 

The  chief  of  police,  assistant  chief  of  police  and  policemen  of 
said  village  shall  be  respectively  the  chief  of  police,  assistant 
chief  of  police  and  policemen  of  the  city. 

The  chief  engineer  and  first  and  second  assistant  engineers  of 
the  fire  department  of  said  village  shall  be  respectively  the  chief 
engineer  and  first  and  second  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  de 
partment  of  the  city. 

The  firemen  and  fire  oompanlea  of  tbe  village  shall  be  the 
firemen  and  fire  companies  of  the  city. 
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Thm  TiUag9  attonay  of  aaid  villages  iihall  be  the  city  attorney 
of  3aid  Qity. 

The  health  officer  of  aaid  Tillage  shall  be  the  city  physician 
of  said  city. 

Tho  aexton  of  the  cemetery  in  said  village  shall  be  the  seston 
of  the  cemeteries  of  aaid  city. 

The  assessors  of  said  village  shall  be  the  assessors  of  said  city 
from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act  until  and  including  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

On  the  first  Monday  after  the  passage  of  this  act  at  seven 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  said  city 
hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  meet  in  the  office  of  the  city  clerk 
and  organize  as  a  common  council.  Within  twenty  days  there- 
after said  common  council  shall  meet  and  audit  all  debts,  demauds 
and  claims  existing  at  that  time  against  the  village  of  Canan- 
daigua  and  any  of  its  departments,  and  for  that  purpose  shall 
direct  all  officers  and  boards  to  file  with  said  common  council  a 
statement  properly  itemized  showing  all  securities,  evidences  of 
debt,  property  and  effects  in  their  hands  or  under  their  control, 
belonging  to  the  village  of  Canandaigua,  prior  to  the  time  this 
act  takes  effect,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers,  boards  and 
commissions  to  make  such  statements  and  file  the  same  with  the 
common  council  on  or  before  ten  days  after  demand  is  made 
therefor  by  the  common  council.  And  it  shall  also  be  the  duty 
of  each  officer,  board  or  commission  of  the  village  of  Canandaigua 
to  pay  over  and  deliver  to  such  city  officers,  as  the  common  council 
shall  direct,  and  as  are  entitled  thereto  by  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  all  such  securities,  evidences  of  debt,  money,  property  and 
effects. 

§  238.  Offices  and  courts  abolished.  The  police  court  and  the 
office  of  police  justice  in  and  for  the  village  of  Canandaigua, 
except  as  otherwise  provided,  together  with  all  courts  of  special 
sessions  within  that  portion  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua  which 
constituted  the  village  of  Canandaigua  at  the  time  of  the  passage 
of  this  act  and  all  offices  created  by  the  village  charter  of  Can- 
andaigua, except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  and  are 
hereby  abolished,  and  shall*  cease  to  exist  after  the  date  when 
this  act  takes  effect  This  act,  however,  shall  not  affect  the  juris- 
diction of  the  police  court  and  the  police  justice,  nor  the  courts 
of  speeial  sessions  in  any  action  or  proceeding  pending  before 
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either  of  them  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect^  but  all  such  pro- 
ceedings and  actions  so  pending  in  which  the  taking  of  evidence 
upon  the  trial  thereof  shall  not  have  been  actually  commenced  are 
hereby  transferred  to  the  city  judge  and  city  court  of  the 
city  of  Canandaigua  to  be  disposed  of  according  to  law,  as  if 
instituted  in  said  city  court  or  before  said  city  judge.  The 
justices  of  the  peace  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua  who  reside 
within  the  limits  of  said  city  at  the  time  this  act  takes  effect,  shall 
be  and  continue  as  justices  of  the  peace  of  said  town  of  Canan- 
daigua, but  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  over  the  territory  or  inhabit- 
ants thereof  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  except  as  herein  otLe^ 
wise  provided.  All  other  officers  of  the  town  of  Canandaigui 
residing  within  the  limits  of  said  city  at  the  time  this  act  takes 
effect  shall  be  and  continue  as  such  officers  of  said  to\^Ti  until  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  fourteen,  ex- 
cept that  the  constables  of  said  town  of  Canandaigua  residing 
within  the  limits  of  said  city  shall  not  serve  process  issued  bj 
the  city  judge  or  out  of  the  city  court  of  said  city.  All  processes, 
pleadings,  bonds,  undertakings,  records,  moneys  and  papers  in 
the  actions,  examinations  and  proceedings  hereby  transferred, 
then  in  the  custody  of  the  officers  of  the  courts,  which  are  herebv 
abolished  or  the  powers  of  which  are  hereby  limited,  shall,  at  the 
time  of  such  transfer,  be  delivered  to  the  city  judge. 

All  trials,  examinations  or  proceedings  actually  commenced  bj 
the  taking  of  evidence,  when  this  title  takes  effect,  in  any  court 
hereby  abolished,  or  the  powers  or  jurisdiction  of  which  are 
hereby  limited,  or  before  any  officer  whose  court  or  office  is  hereby 
abolished,  or  the  powers  of  which  are  hereby  limited,  shall  be 
decided  by  said  courts  or  officers  respectively  and  judgment 
therein  shall  be  entered  or  determination  made  by  such  courts  or 
judges  thereof  as  though  this  act  had  not  been  passed.  Such  judg- 
ments or  determinations  shall  be  enforced  by  execution,  commit- 
ment, or  other  proper  process,  the  same  as  if  this  act  had  not  been 
passed.  And  said  officers  and  each  of  them  shall  make  return  of 
such  actions,  examinations  or  proceedings  before  them  respec- 
tively, as  if  his  office  had  not  been  abolished  or  his  powers  limited 

§  239.  First  election  of  elective  eity  officers.  At  the  first  city 
election  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  nineteen  hundred  and 
thirteen,  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  city  at  large  a  mayor  and 
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a  city  treasurer,  for  the  term  of  office  provided  in  this  act;  there 
shall  also  at  the  same  time  he  elected  by  the  electors  of  the  first 
and  fourth  wards  a  supervisor  for  the  term  of  office  provided  in 
this  act,  and  by  the  electors  of  the  second  and  third  wards  a 
supervisor  for  the  term  of  office  provided  in  this  act;  there  shall 
also  at  the  same  time  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  each  ward  two 
aldermen  for  the  term  of  office  provided  in  this  act. 

§  240.  Election  of  officers  in  the  town  of  Canandaigua.     That 
portion  of  the  present  town  of  Canandaigna  which  at  the  time 
of  the  passage  of  this  act,  lies  without  the  limits  of  the  present 
village  of  Canandaigna,  and  which  after  this  act  goes  into  effect, 
is  to  constitute  the  whole  town  of  Canandaigna,  shall,  at  the  elec- 
tion of  town  officers  to  be  held  in  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen, 
elect  town  officers  to  take  the  place  of  said  officers  whose  terms 
expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  v 
thirteen,  and  no  person  shall  then  be  nominated  or  elected  to  any 
of  said  offices  who  shall  at  the  time  of  such  election  be  a  resi-  • 
dent  of  the  city  of  Canandaigna.    If  any  town  officer  of  the  town 
of  Canandaigna  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
a  resident  of  the  village  of  Canandt«igua,  he  shall  serve  out  the 
unexpired  term  of  his  office  as  said  officer  of  the  town  of  Can- 
andaigna, except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  and  his  successor 
shall  be  a  resident  of  the  town  of  Canandaigna  as  the  same  shall 
be  constituted  on  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.    As  soon  as 
practicable  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and  prior  to  the  first 
day  of  registration  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  anJ  thirteen, 
the  town  board  of  the  town  of  Canandaigna  as  constituted  at  the 
time  of  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  meet  and  re-district  for 
election  purposes  that  portion  of  the  town  which  lies  outside  the 
limits  of  the  city  of  Canandaigna.    The  town  board  of  the  town 
of  Canandaigua  may  designate  a  place  within  the  limits  of  the 
city  of  Canandaigua  as  a  polling  place  for  the  electors  of  the  said 
town  of  Canandaigua  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  of  Can- 
andaigua to  hold  town  caucuses,  primaries,  conventions  and  elec- 
tions at  such  polling  place,  and  for  electors  of  said  town  to  vote 
at  general  elections  or  special  town  elections,  caucuses,  primaries 
and  conventions  at  such  place.     The  town  officers  of  the  town  of 
Canandaigua,  except  as  otherwise  specially  provided  herein,  are 
continued  in  office  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  according  to  their 
respective  offices,  but  only  in  that  portion  of  the  town  hereby  set 
apart  and  created  as  the  town  of  Canandaigua, 
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The  supervisor  of  the  town  of  Canandaigua  in  office  ^en  ftii 
acT  takes  effect,  shall  represent  the  city  of  Canandaigna  in  tbe 
Ontario  county  board  of  supervisors  until  and  including  tke 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  nineteen  hundred  and  tbirteeii,  tnd 
until  the  supervisors  of  the  city,  provided  for  by  this  act,  ha?e 
duly  qualified  as  such  officers. 

The  town  of  Canandaigua  may  keep  its  town  clerk's  offioe  in  the 
city  of  Canandaigua  if  it  deems  the  same  desirable. 

§  241.  Limitation  of  city  indebtedness.  The  city  of  Canan- 
daigua shall  not  incur  indebtedness  if  thereby  its  total  contnrt 
indebtedness,  exclusive  of  liabilities,  for  which  taxes  have  alrea^ 
been  levied,  shall  exceed  eight  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valm- 
tion  of  the  real  property  of  said  city,  subject  to  taxation,  as  it 
appears  on  the  last  preceding  city  assessment  rolL 

§  242.  First  official  and  fiscal  year.  The  first  official  and 
fiscal  year  of  said  city  shall  commence  upon  the  date  of  the  tak- 
ing effect  of  this  act  and  shall  end  with  the  thirty-firet  day  «f 
December,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen,  but  for  the  purport 
of  computing  the  compensation  to  which  the  city  officers  shall  ke 
entitled  during  said  first  official  year,  the  time  of  actual  service 
shall  be  the  basis. 

§  243.  Aeading  of  charter,  ordinances,  records,  et  cetera,  an  evi- 
dence. The  charter  of  the  city  of  Canandaigua  may  be  read  in  eri- 
dence  from  the  volume  of  session  laws  of  the  state  of  New  Yoik, 
containing  said  charter,  from  the  volume  printed  by  the  authority 
of  the  common  council  or  from  a  certified  copy  made  by  the  city 
clerk  or  from  the  volume  of  ordinances  and  by-laws  provided  by 
authority  of  the  common  council ;  and  all  records  of  the  city  whkh 
the  city  officers  are  required  by  law  to  keep  shall  be  presumptiw 
evidence  of  the  truth  of  their  contents  in  any  court. 

§  244.  Ordinance,  rules,  et  cetera,  to  have  same  dffeet  as  a 
statute  and  as  if  expressly  provided  in  this  act.  All  ordinances, 
by-laws,  resolutions,  rules  and  regulations  of  any  board  or  eean- 
mission  now  existing  in  the  village  of  Canandaigua  and  all  ordi- 
nances, by-laws,  resolutions,  rules  and  regulations  hereafter  law-
